Wm4 Niblo, etat $5, o 
coaqfaioan who had fallen frohi 
the box of his vehicle, was 
brought to the hospital about 
four o’clock, p. m. When we 
saw him, wbi<^ was immediate- 
ly on bis being- placed in bed. 
Ho lay in a comatose state— ^ 
breal^ng Uborions mid oppres- 
sed , but; sot- stmtotous. Pupils 
very muCb contracted. ' lEs 
pulse was the smatlest we ever 
recollect to have noticed ; it 
was about natural in its fre- 
quency, but almost impercepti- 
bly weak. A few hours after- 
wards, he vomited the contents 
of his stomach, when he became 
somewhat sensible.

This operation i» not unfre- 1 
qoently required in consequenoe i 
of extensive laceration of the I 
]iietacai|jus. Before shewing' 
you this operation, however, 1^ 
me observe that if any one of the 
fingers or the thumb remains, it, 
is better not to amputate the 
hand, as a single finger to* 
maining is often exceedii^^ 
ly nsefol after injuries of thii 
kind.

Ampu^tion of the Fore Arin. 

The amputation of the fore 
anh a^ittle above the wrist is a 
ycry dangerous operation ; 1 
have known two instances where 
the foro arm wasumpUtated three 
or four inches abb ve the wrist.

ses, which burrow along the arm; 
tendons are exceedingly apt to 
slough, where matter has been 
produced, and in this way oo- 
dsribn the destruction of life. 
It may be said, that we also cut 
through some tendons in ampu- 
ta^ng at the wrist joint ; this is 
true, but at the wrist joint they 
»are so bound down by ligament^ 
that they do not suppurate after 
the operation; there is skin 
enough to cover the extremity 
of tho joint, which unites by 
the adhesive process. Such is 
the result of experience with 
respect to amputating in this 
part ; if you are asked where 
you should amputate ? yoii 
should answer, oi one-third 
of the length of the fore-arm in 
tracing it downwards. In ampu- 
tating the fore-arm you inay 
make a double flap; one oh 
the inside, and the other on 
the outer side ; and this 
mode of operating is often 
adopted. In sawing, take 
care to saw both the bones 
at the same time. A very 
good stump is left in this 
operation: there are four arteriK 
which require to bo secured, 
radial, the ulnar, the anterior, 
posterior interosseal.

the elbow joint two cir- 
cular incisions will be suffi- 
cient, one through tlie inte- 
guments. and a second through 
the muscles down to the 
bone; having well freed the 
hone from muscle, you will pro- 
ceed to saw it through. The 
reason for this difference is. that 
above the knee you require a 
considerable portion of integu- 
ment to cover the stump; in the 
upper extremity the muscles arc 
morebounddownto tljeboue. In 
amputating above the elbow, the 
principal artery which requires 
to be secured is the brachial ; in 
securing it, take care not to in- 
clude the brachial nerve. 

JImputation ei the SHonlder 
Joint. 

The amputation at the axilla' 
is a very simple operation; 1 
may add too that it is a safe ope- 
ration, for 1 do not, think that

tion at the axilla, the joint heals 
as w^ell and as quickly as after 
amputation at the middle of the 
arm. The readiness with which 
it heals will depend upon the in- 
teguments being sufficient to 
cover the whole of the cartila- 
ginous surface, and upon the 
constitution of the patient. If 
the constitution of the patient 
b^^ not good, there will be dan- 
ger of suppurative inflammation. 
The first case in which I 
performed amputation of the 
shoulder joint was that of 
a" woman in the other hos- 
pital. for exostosis of the os 
humeri. To ascertain whether 
the swelling was of an ossifie 
character. 1 made a small inci- 
sion through the integuments^ 
put down a probe, and felt the 
spiculie of tho bone giving way. 
It was of great importance to 
ascertain that the disease was 
not of a Bchirrous or fupgoid 
kind, for in this case it would 
have been useless to amputate. 
It was necessary in thU. case to 
make a double flap, by taking 
out a portion of integiunenifrom 
the arm as it was impossible to 
provide a sufficient covering for 
the glenbtd cavity from the 
idalt^d tniiscle. The second

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a novel one It was that 
of a boy residin;» at Worthing*, 
who fell from a horse, and re-: 
ooivod a compound fracture at 
the elbow joint, which rendered 
amputation necessary. It was 
an admirable stump, and the 
wound healed quickly. In a short 
time however the boy began to 
complain of a great deal of pain 
at the extremity of the stump ; 
a gradual alteration in its form 
took place, till it became conical, 
and at length the bone pro> 
jecled tJiroiigh the stump. — 
The boy was brought to 
Guy’s hospital, and on exami« 
nation, it was found that there 
was, at the extremity of the 
stump, a swelling on the inner 
aide, which was so excessively 
tender that he could not bear 
the slightest pressure. The 
least pressure produced the most 
violent spasmodic affections of 
the muscles; these symptoms 
increased, the boy’s general 
health gave way, and it became 
necessary to amputate the limb 
at the shoulder-joint, when 
we found the nerves form- 
ing the axillary plexus blend^ 
together, and forming a large 
substance like a common gsili 
glion. This had prpduped t^^ 
tumour on the inner of & 
«inn/and spasmijl^ic affen^ 


tions of the muscles. Some 
time after a boy came Into the 
other Hospital who had had his 
limb amputated below the knee. 
Tbe operation had been well 
performed by Sir Ora ales 
Blicke ; a good stump was left 
and the boy was discharged as 
cured, from St, Bartholomew’s 
Hospital. Within a few months 
he came back complaining of 
great irritation at the extremity 
of tbe stump, which had become 
conical ; the extremity of the 
bone was sawed off, and he was 
discharged a second time appa- 
rently doing well. Soon after, 
however, the bone became again 
conical, and extremely irritable ; 
he was brought into the other 
hospital, where, believing that 
there might be a swelling at the 
extremity of the popliteal nerve, 
urhich produced effects similar 
to those in the former case, 1 
made an incision into the bam, 
sawed off the bone at the back 
part of the stump, and removed 
a portion of tbe nerve which 
was swollen to tbe size of the 
extremity of the finger. Mr. 
H. Cline has since removed a 
similar ganglious substance in a 
person whose stump became; 
.ooiiieal, and extremely irri- 
table. In all such ; easef: 
H '(xai right to; taw oif r 
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Hid bone bO as to lay bare 
the eictreinity of the nerve> 
and remove the portion of en- 
largped nerve ; above the knee the 
sciatic nerve will be affectedj 
below the knee the posterior 
tibial nerve. The French, in 
performing the operation of am- 
putation at the shoulder joints 
make a flap before and behind 
the joint ; we do not do this, 
but I do not mean to say that 
their mode is not quite as good 
as ours. There is no necessity 
for the tourniquet in this opera- 
tion ; a finger may be put on the 
artery while you are making 
the flap, but even this is unne- 
cessary, for all that is required is 
to divide the artery last, and put 
your finger upon it at the 
moment of dividing it. Plaoe 
the patient in a chair ; slit up the 
deltoid muscle, and introducing 
the knife, make a flap from the 
head of the os humeri ; it is bet- 
ter not to make the other incision 
through the integuments, until 
you have dislocated the head of 
the bone from the socket. The 
next thing you have to do is 
to cut into the joint; divi- 
ding the capsular ligament, the 
head of the bone is easily dislo- 
cated from the socket. Carry 
knife Jn a circular direction^ 
upon the

artery while you are turning tho 
head of the bone from the socket- 
The axillary artery is the only 
one which requires to be secured; 
1 have never known a patient 
die from the operation of ampu- 
tation at the shoulder joint ; but 
1 have beard of cases in which 
the patient has died from hemor- 
rhage caused by sloughing of the 
artery some days after th^- 
amputation. 

Ampulation at th$ Hip Joint* 
This operation has been seve- 
ral times performed, and in seve- 
ral instaneei with success, t 
recollect the time when thia 
operation was a little criticised 
by surgeons, and I remember the 
following story being told of 
Mr. Bbom FI ELD, who performed 
this operation. Mr. Brom fi s ld 
was attending a Nobleman, who 
observed that his bands were a 
little bloody ; this led to some 
conversation about our profes- 
sion, and Mr. BaoMFEELDsaidhe 
had just been amputating a man's 
thigh at the hip joint. GoodGod! 
Mr. B. exclaimed the Nobleman, 
how can you talk of such hor- 
rible tilings ? Three or four 
days after, the Nobleman en- 
quired about the patient who had 
undergone this operation, and 
Brohfielo replied, that 
had lived forty honn after it. 
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was (bat all, said the (Ko- 
blerhan,) after [jutting the man 
to such dreadful agony V The 
amputation at the hip-joint, how- 
ever, Gentlemen, has been so 
often performed with success 
that it may now be considered as 
one of the established operations 
of surgery. Mr. BfcowNLEY, a 
military surgeon, first performed 

11 diiring the late war : he did 
it without putting any ligature 
outhie art^ in the first instance * 
it was only compressed. Mr. 
GvTBiiit also performed this 
operation with success during 
the late war. Uealso performed 
the amputation through the tro- 
chanter mi^or without seciuring 
the artery in the .^first instance I 
1 compressed the artery myself 
in that case. The ampu- 
tation at the hip-joint has 
l^n performed in the same 
■way successfully by M. Larkey 
and many other Surgeons ; but 
notwithstanding the great res- 
pect 1 entertain for these autho- 
rities, 1 am disposed to think that 
the operation cannot be safely 
performed without securing the 
artery in the first instance. 
When you do not secun the 
artery in the first mstanofij what 
is likely to happnn is this : | 
whan you have to divide tha | 
fjunpial artaiy at awr to Pou- 


part’s bganieiit as possible, an^' 
put a ligature upon it, the mtift 
becomes so faint udder the 
operation, that he urill be un- 
able to support it. 1 have, in 
such a eu^, been obliged to 
suspend it, to give the pa- 
tient wine, and chat with 
him in order to rouse the 
vigour both of his body and 
mind. The operation will cer- 
tainly be most safely performed 
by tying, in the first instance, 
the femoral artery, under Pou- 
part*B ligament, above the ori- 
gin of the arteria profunda. A 
question in the first place arises 
wliether we should perform the 
operation of amputation at the 
hip joint, when it can be done 
through tlie trochanter major. 
1 say no. Unless the disease of 
the thigh-bone extends quite 
up to the joint, as is the case in 
which 1 recently performed the 
operation, it is undoubtedly bet- 
ter to saw through the trochan- 
ter raiyor, than to cut the bone 
from the acetabulum. Wlten 
the acetabulum is laid open, 
great constitutional irritation is 
produced by the suppurative 
process,— abscess after abicejM 
arises, and the life of the pa- 
tient is put into imminent dfin- 
Though this opetationbef 
ibew owiiaiwwiM y y tfiii ii ij 
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success, I feel it iny duty 
to imptoss upon your nundsmost 
Stron^y the dunger to which it 
expos^ the patient , it Omsions 
the most violent constitutiohal 
irritation, and i^uces the pa- 
tient to the lowest possible state, 
So that be cun with difficulty re- 
cover ; Wtiereais the operation of 
amputation through the tro- 
chanter miyor, is attended 
with very little risk. After 
the femoral artery is tied, 
there is no difficulty in the future 
Steps of the operation ; a doubt 
ilhay arise whether -the femoral 
iurtery is laid bate above or be- 
low Poupart's ligament, and to 
ascertain this, slit up the artery 
a little to see Whether the orifice 
Of the arieri a profunda is above 
or below. As you cannot form a 
very large flap oil the outer side, 
the principal flap inust be mode 
on the inner, side. Pass your 
knife above the trochanter major, 
along the muscles, and having 
iiiadb yoiir two flaps, the next 
point Is to dislo6ate the head of' 
thb bone.

In adverting id the subject of 
complaints in the anus, 1 have 
already mentioned fistula in ano; 

1 shall iu this evening^s Lecture 
proceed to the subject of 
PiUi. 

Piles, Which are complaints of 
very common occurrence, are 
in the first instances an enlarge- 
ment of the hemorrhoidal veins ; 
they are either external or inter- 
nal, and the treatment will be 
somewhat different, according 
to the situation of the disease. 
When a person applies to you 
with external piles, ho com- 
plains of pain in passing bit mo- 
tions, ^ tenesmus hfter the dis- 
charge. On examination of the 
anus, you discover a projection 
of a livid appearance, which in 
two or three days, becomes so 
solid as not to yield to pware. 
irhe blo^ is coagulated in the 
^mof rkdiiM veins; ^r a time^ 
the veins inflamed, the 
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patient feels uneasiness in going: 

stool, and observes that his 
foeet are tinged with blood. In 
a short time the pressure of the 
fsaees, on the internal part of the 
leetuin, brings down the pile, 
so that it becomes external. 
The gut is brought down in this 
way, every time the patient has 
a motion, and lie is under the 
necessity of pressing upon the 
part for some time, in order to 
tetom the rectum into its origi- 
nal situation. This is a great 
tax on his time, as well as a 
cause of considerable suffering * 
the bleeding is at this time very 
considerable, and the discharge 
is attended with great irri- 
tability of the rectum. 

At length inflammation takes 
place, which adds greatly to the 
patient’s suflering, and he is 
often unable to retiu'n the rec- 
tum, when it has descended. A 
person* is thus exposed to 
considerable inconvenience and 
aufrering from this complaint, 
and he is very anxious after a 
tiiiie to have it removed. Pro- 
lapsus ani is to be considered as 
the effect of internal piles. 1 
knew a person w ho held a situa- 
tion, which required his attend- 
ance in the early part of the day, 
who was under the necessity of 
rising at a very early ‘tiour in 
order that be might have his 


evacuation, and have sufficient 
timo to return the rectum. A 
piece of lint, dipped in oil, 
should be applied, when a con- 
siderable bleeding takes place 
from the pile or piles. There 
is sometimes a discharge of mat- 
ter, and now and then the piles 
become ulcerated. With respect 
to the causes of this complaint 
it sometimes arises from costive- 
ness, and the pressure of hard- 
ened feces on the rectum, and 
is very often a consequence of 
of long-continued diarrhoea ; so 
that opposite causes occasionally 
produce the same effect. It very 
often arises from disease of the 
liver, and congestion of the veins 
in the intestinal canal. The 
difficulty of transmitting the 
blood through the vena porta 
occasions a congestion in the 
hemorrhoidal veins, and ob- 
structed secretions in the intes- 
tinal canal lead to the same 
effect. It is a very common con- 
sequence of pthisis pulmonalis ; 
the subjects of 4hat -disease are 
very commonly sooner or later 
the subjects of internal piles, 
with prolapsus ani. When 
piles have existed for a consi- 
derable length of time^ excres^ 
ceoces are produced in conse-r 
quence of inffammation. Theto 
,are thtM dilferent states of tke < 
rMom under thii diieuM : ^ 
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u it if aiTected by external 
piles ; secondly, by internal 
piles> accompanied by prolapsus 
ani; and, thirdly, by excres- 
cences, which are the remnants 
of the piles, and which possess a. 
hig-h degree of vascularity. The 
mode in which these excres- 
cences are produced is as fol- 
lows : — The inflammation of 
the pile glues the sides of the 
veins together; adhesive matter 
is poured out, which becomes 
organised, and a hard swelling, 
in wdiich there is a number of 
vessels, is produced. These ex- 
crescences project from the sur- 
face a little way up the anus, 
which is chafed and rendered 
extremely irritable from this 
cause. Here are preparations 
in which you will have an op- 
portunity of seeing them hang- 
ing in festoons several inches 
from the extremity of the anus. 
With respect to the treatment 
of this disease, if you are con- 
sulted for external piles, and 
find a little livid projection at 
the anus, which has existed 
only for a short time, and yields 
readily to pressure, you should 
give some active aperient, 
avoiding carefully, however, 
any purgative which has a par- 
t^iar influence on the rectum, 

; for example, aloes. You 
^ or ful- 
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phate of magnesia, with inf«- 
sion of senna, so as to produce 
a copious secretion from the ia- 
testines. Saline purges produce , 
the greatest effect when you 
wish for a considerable secretion 
from the intestines ; where you 
wish for a secretion of bile from 
the liver, give the submoriate of 
mercury, or the blue pill, with 
saline purgatives. In this way 
you relieve the veins of the in- 
testinal tube, and remove eon- 
gestion. In addition to this you 
will apply leeches to the swollen 
part ; the best local application 
is the liquor plumbi subacetatis 
dilutus. In this way you will 
generally succeed in getting rid 
of the disease in this stage. If 
the pile has continued till it has 
become solid, you will then pur- 
sue a different plan. Put the 
point of your lancet into the 
pile, just puncturing the part, 
and squeezing it between your 
fingers, you will press out a clot 
of coagulated blood. When 
the pile has become diminished, 
and the vein ceases to be swollen, 
the liquor plumbi subacetatis 
dilutus with a purgative will get 
rid of the disease. So much 
for the treatment of external 
piles in their commencement ; 
the treatment of internal piles is

It requites a grrcat deal of ex- 
perience in many cases to enable 
a iorgfeon to make up bU mind 
ds to the best treatment of par- 
ticuiar diseases, and 1 will state 
te you tbe result of my experi- 
diiee bn this Subject. 1 am g-o- 
fng to make some eonfessions, 
but t have not the slightest ob- 
jection that they should be 
made known to the world, be- 
cause they may prove iisefiit to 
dtliers. Internal piles com- 
mence by a sense of Weight and 
paih in the sacrum ; you are 
seldom consulted, however. 
Until the disease shews it- 
self by prolapsiis ani. As a 
prolapsus aiii is entirely the ef- 
ie^i of the piles, this effect will 
scarcely cease unless the causes 
of it are romoved. You may 
diminish it in some measure by 
aUringent applications, and it is 
fight to tiy to do so, hilt you 
will seldom ultimately succeed. 
With this view, when the part 
hu descended, you may use a 
decoction of oak bark and 
alum, injecting into the rectum 
With a common gonorrhoea 
syringe, two grainr, which may 
be intreaded to tour grains of 
dtum in ten bitffte or;tba :deeoc* 
tion of the oak this 


treatment will seldoih avatt 
when the disease has lidvanc^ 
to any considerable extent ; the 
only way of effecting a cure ih 
such cases will be to remove the 
piles, and tbe question then 
arises how they may be best re- 
moved— a question which expe- 
rience can alone solve. 1 used 
to think the removal of the 
piles by excision the best 
mode; because I found the pain 
produced by it very trifling as 
compared with the ligature, 
and the prolapsus very easily 
cured in this way. , 1 remember 
a case of a Major in the army, 
who had prolapsus from internal 
piles, and who suffered so much 
when the piles were tied, that 
he could not submit to this 
operation, but upon my cutting 
them off with a pair of scissars, 
tbe pain was so trifling that he 
thought nothing of it.

died. The last case with which 
1 shall terminate this sad cata- 
logue, is that, of the wife of a 
medical man in the country, 
who came to London with three 
piles.

There was 
no hemorrhage, but three days 
after she complained of a good 
deal of tenderness in the abdo- 
men, and 1 was quite sure there 
was peritoneal inflammation. 
The symptoms increased, and 
on that day week she died. On 
examination 1 found the perito- 
neum much inflamed; she had 
the appearanee of one who had 
died of puerperal fever. 1 have 
felt it my duty to state to you 
the consequences of performing 
the operation of ej^c^ion for 
internal piles, in onm to im- 


press on your .minds that it k 
safer to treat such cases by a 
ligature, than by excision. The 
application of a ligature, how- 
ever, is exceedingly painful, if 
it be drawn tightly; it should, 
only be applied so as to interrupt 
the circulation, and destroy the 
life of the part, without exciting 
much pain. Leave the ligature 
on the part, but if the pile be of 
considerable size, as the ligature 
is apt to slip, more especially if 
the peduncle be large, a strait 
needle, tlireaded with a double 
ligature, should be passed 
through the centre of the pile 
and tied on each side. This will 
excite little pain and prevent 
the ligature from slipping off; 
the time in which the ligature 
comes away is from five to six 
days. A patient will come to 
the Hospital, have the ligatip^ 
applied, and walk aivay after it 
is done; it is most prudent, 
however, to remain for some 
time in the recumbent posture 
after the operation. This very, 
morning a gentleman bad a 
ligatore applied, and thought, 
so little of the operation) 
that he would not go , 
home to lie . on, his sofa, as I, 
advis^ him.

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knows to destroy life; Mr. 
CsviKeBAMKe applied a 
tore to an elderly gestleman 
from the country : the ligature 
produced gangrene, which ex- 
tended beyond it into the lec- 
tunij and of this gangrene the 
patient died. Even this simple 
operation is not unattended with 
danger, if the patient neglects 
himself. He should keep the 
recumbent posture, and remain 
as quiet as possible, so that the 
circulation may not bo hurried. 
Both excision and the ligature, 
therefore, will occasionally de- 
stroy life: but 1 am quite satisfied 
from experience, that upon the 
whole, the ligature is most safe. 
This is the advantage, gentle- 
men, of having lived beyond the 
middle period of life. A young 
man may have been in the habit 
of removing piles by excision ; 
he may do this twenty times 
with success, and consequently 
believe that the operation is 
perfectly safe. At length he 
meets with disappointments si- 
milar to those of which 1 have 
enumerated four instances: he 
wiH then retrato his steps, and

that the ligature is decidedly the 
safer operation. But there ar^ 
other circumstances to be at- 
tended to, in the treatment of 
this disease ; internal piles are.

adhesive matter surrounding the 
rectum, and the sphincter ani is 
affected with spasmodic symp- 
toms. Ought you, under such 
circumstances, to purge the pa- 
tient very freely? Certainly 
not. Apply leeches, fomenta- 
tions, and poultices to the part, 
and take blood from the arm . 
for exciti(j^ the intestines to ac- 
tion adds lo ' "ch to the irrita- 
tion, that if you venture to purge 
the patient once, he will not bn 
able to bear it a'sccond time.* 
You must endeavour to allay the 
irritation by local and general 
treatment ; if the inflammation 
continues for a considerable 
time, you must give an aperient 
once in three or four days, but 
it must not be oftener repeated, 
Someti mes i ntornal pilesundergo 
a natural cure. A celebrated lite- 
rary character, to whoso case 1 
before alluded, who was under 
the necessity of rising at an early 
hour in the morning to perform 
bis evacuations, became, at an 
advasieed age, the subject of 
inflamihatjoii of the rectum.

1 remember Dr. Fox 
had a patient who sufTercd ex- 
ceedingly ftom this cause ; the 
part was excoriated; he had 
constant tenesmus, and he had 
taken a great quantity of medi- 
cfne without benefft. 1 snipped 
off the excrescences with a pair 
of soissars* and the patient was 
iesQi^iately relieved. As the 
prolapsus " rohiains for some 
tihie after the removal of 
the piles; the best tceatipeut 
is to iiyect astringent lotions 
into the intestine, and to 
dpply the ungdeiitum gallte to 
the ^rt if the prolapsus is ob- 
atinatc, you my make a little 
incision by the'side of the sphinc- 
ter hni with a view of producing 
tlw adhesive ibflaniinalioo, so as 
to glue the rectum to the cellular 
tissue surroundi ng it.

The swelling of the elbow 
bad existed for upwards of a 
year and notwithstanding every 
plan of treatment that had been 
adopted, obstinately increased, 
it was evident there could be no 
hope of recovery but from the 
removal of the diseased limb 
and but slender hope even from 
it, in consequence of the man’s 
extreme debility. After the 
operation, for threeor four days, 
be seemed to be doing well ; 
about this time, however, he 
lost his apetite, became feverish, 
had considerable oppression of 
the chest, with diiliciilty of 
breathing, a quick, weak pulse, 
and, on the Monday week after 
the operation, at nine o’clock 
in the evening he died. The 
p’lst mortem examination has 
not yet been made.

was obvious that the irritation 
which it produced would inevi- 
tably destroy him if permitted to 
continue. The state of his con- 
sitution, hovevcr, was so weak, 
and the action, of the heart so 
exceedingly debilitated, it was 
even feared that the pow^ers 
of the system might sink from 
the shock which an amputation 
would necessarily occasion, and 
on Thursday last, when this 
lad was taken into the operating* 
theatre, his pulse could not be 
felt at ‘either wrist, so feeble 
was the vascular action ; of course 
under these circumstances it was 
doomed prudent to defer the 
operation, and Mr. Key ordered 
him to be taken back to the 
ward until a future period. On 
Friday, the lad was found to> 
have rallied in a trifiing degree, 
and Mr. Key removed the arm, 
about a third of its length 
downwards. It was astonish- 
ing to observe on the following 
day, the ease of body, and trdb- 
quillity of mind, which the ror 
moval of the disease had pro- 
duced. During the night, his 
constitution received the benefit 
of several hours uninterriipto^ 
sleep, a degree of repose he had 
for some months been an enti^- 
stranger to, and it waspaiti^i ^ 
larly pleasiiig to notice on ^ 
sucosedingday (Si»tutdiw) .lM: ;

LECTURE 52. 

The first subject for our con> 
sideratiou this eveniiig* will be 
Polypi of the Nose. 

There are four different spe- 
cies of nasal polypi, the first 
and most common of which 
is the 

GelaiinoHM Polypes. 

Polypi of this description grow 
from a narrow pedicle, aro com- 
posed of a very soft substance^ 
resembling jelly, hence their 
name, and are very slightly 
vucttlar ; the second kind is 
the 

Hydatid Polypi. 

These are formed by a col- 
lectipn of hydatids, and have 
thfli s^kpeasrance of bags or blad- 
di^ of igater \ these there 

is gcfttMilya oopiosi seroai dis- 


and appearances to scirrhous 
tumours iu other parts of the 
body, are painfdl at intemls, 
ulcerate, and daring this stage 
occasionally bleed ; the fourth 
and last kind is the 

Fumgoid Polyput. 

These are the four different 
kinds of polypi of the nose. 

I Now, gentlemen, 1 shall first 
describe to you the 

CelatinouM Polypus. 

It is yellow, and lemi-trans- 
parent, very thinly streaked 
with vessels, never being suf- 
ficiently vascular to give it a 
red appearance. It hangs from 
the schneiderean meiabraae by 
a small pedicle, therefore loose 
in the nose, and if you stand 
opposite the patient, and he 
draws . in and forces out his 
breath through the nostrils, you 
will bp then enabled to see it 
advaned, aud again retreat to 
the posterior naete* Utrge 
aiie hf the pdly^, bommr.. 
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will often prevent this free 
motion. It g^enerally has its 
origin in the middle chamber of 
the nose, between the sii[>erior 
and inferior turbinated bones. 
Here is a preparation {^shewing 
it to thi;^ class) in which you see 
it gfowing* from the side of the 
antrum. 

Polypi of the nose of this de- 
scription often acquire a very 
considerable magnitude. When 
this is the case they extend into 
the posttTrior nare.s, and often 
hang’ over thecdg:e of the velum 
pendulnin palati, so that you 
can frequently sec them at the 
back of the mouth, and if they 
are not quite so larg-c as to al- 
low of this; they may be dis- 
tinctly felt on passing hack the 
finger. Two of the large.st of 
this kind of polypi that 1 ever 
saw were from Sudbury in 
Suffolk. Here is one of them ; 
it is of a sixe which rendered 
its removal by the forceps im- 
possible ; here is another pre- 
paration in which you see it 
extends through the velum, and 
here are others of a smaller size 
belonging to the same species. 
It not unfreqiiently happens 
‘when their removal is attempt- 
ed by the forceps that they will 
become broken; and some little 
addiOM is pilen re^oisit^ to pre-. 


vent this difficulty ; they are 
lirmly attached to the pituitary 
membrane of the nose, and 
unless the points of the forceps 
are applied near their bases, you 
cannot expect to be successful 
in extracting every part of tl^m, 
coDscHpiently they will again 
, form, and the operation he 
.again required. When you 
h:ip[>en to pull away along 
with the polypi portions of the 
bone and membrane .you destroy 
the sources from whence they 
originate, and in such cases 
prevent their return. 

Now, gentlemen, the remedy 
for thc.se polypi is extraction by 
means of forcejjs. 'Fhose gene- 
rally cmj)loyed are long, and 
have small points, the insides of 
wiiich points or blades are made 
rough to prevent their slipping 
from the pedicle and thereby 
losing their hold ; the manner 
of using the forceps is this: I 
})ass up a probe in a direction 
between the superior and in- 
ferior turbinated bones, and feel 
for, and a.secrtain the precise 
situation of the pedicle ; I give 
the probe the direction which 
I have just stated to you, be- 
cause 1 have invariably found 
these polyyi springing from thb 
middle chamber of tbb nose. I' 
have nevef knowit 
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vise from the ieptiun nvium. 
Well, having satisfied myself of 
the Bituatfoo of the pedicle, by 
means of the probe, then let it 
remain as a direction for the 
forceps, and having carri^ the 
points of the forceps to the 
pedicle, thus guided by the 
probe, seize the pedicle ai^d 
tear it oft' by a sudden jerk of 
the forceps ; by adopting this 
mode polypi may be efTectually 
removed. Always take care to 
lay hold of the pedicle, for if 
you do not, and on the contrary 
grasp the body or end of the 
polypus, you will then break it 
off, and the introduction of th® 
forceps will be again and again , 
required. Using the probe as a 
director will be found a great | 
assi.stance ; the forceps are im- 
mediately conveyed by it to the 
pedicle. 1 just now said that 
the polypus should b€> torn off 
by a sudden jerk ; this i.s of 
importance, and you should 
keep it in your recollection. If 
you remove the polypus by gra- 
dual efforts, that is, by gradually 
withdrawing the forceps, you 
will not accomplish that which 
ought to be your object, viz. 
Itfoventing the return of the 
dU^ase ; by a sudden jerk you 
1^, oltea enabled to tear away 
of the pituitary mem- 


' brane, and even the Iwne iMf 
to which the polypus may be 
attach^. By this you succeed, 
in destroying ilie source from, 
whence it spru^ig.ai^effecXuali^^^ 
obviate a repetition of the com** 
plaint ; always rocoliect there- 
fore to iiKe a jerk, and not pull 
the forceps gradually. 

If the person should be very 
young, upd the nose small, you 
may remove the polypus with a 
pair of forceps similar to such 
contained in our common pocket 
instrument ca»e«; indeed such 
are the forceps which 1 often 
employ for the extraction of 
nusial polypi \ if however the 
polypi should grow far back, 
then you will succeed best with 
the forceps 1 first mentioned.. 
Sometimes i take away polypi 
by merely using a pair of probe 
|K)iDted scissars: aXter cutting 
through the pedicle, if you de- 
sire the patient to blow his nose 
the air will force it out of the 
nostril ; but I should tell you, 
that when thus removed^ they 
are more likely to return than, 
j when extracted by the forceps, 
because you do not with the 
scissars take away as with tjhe 
forceps the pituitary meipbrafie« 
and this is the source from 
whence these polypi spring- 
But, gentlemen, polypi not 
H3L 
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upfrequently extend into the 
Ulterior nareii even back at 
Ikr u the ipine, in which litua- 
ilon yon may not only often feel 
them with the finj^er, but when of 
thli megnitode frequently lee 
them; these polypi mustberemo- 
ved by a pair of forceps exceed- 
ingly curved ; their curve should 
describe at least hal a circle, the 
curve of course being of such a 
size as to admit its free intro- 
duction into the mouth ; these 
forcL^ps should be passed to the 
back of the month, then their 
points, or blades, are to ho car- 
ried up the posterior iiaros,when, 
having satistiod yourself iti tho 
manner before directed that you 
have hold of the pedicle, you are 
to break it off by moving the 
'forceps in a direction down- 
wards and backwards. Another 
way, when tho polypus is large, 
and when the pedicle grows 
from the side of the antrum is, 
to divide tho pediclo by means of 
Curved scissars, and then with 
your finger hook down the po- 
lypus at the back of the mouth 
iVomover thevelum pendulunipa- 
lati|; in this way it falls into the 
throat, and produces a sensation 
of choaking ; retching is the con- 
sequence, and the polypus will 
be thrown upon the floor before 
Mr. tijftCr, a siMgeon'of ^ 


Reading, had a patient with a 
polypus of this kind, removed 
in the manner I have just men- 
tioned to you; it was a very 
large one, and when 1 first went 
to Reading 1 put a ligature upon 
it, but this did not prove of any 
use, it only .succeeded in getting 
away a small portion of it ; the 
root was not rc*inoved : the po- 
lypus soon became again as large 
as ever, and 1 am now of opin- 
ion, that a ligature in these cases 
should never be applied. 

If, after the operation has 
been }ierformed, you think any 
portion of t)«e j)olypiis remains, 
you .should, by means of a probe, 
pa,ss u]) a piece of lint to the 
spot, to prevent any annoyance 
from hemorrhage ; the lint pre- 
vious to its introduction may be 
dipped in a solution of alum ; 
indeed, where f)atients have ob- 
jected to have the polypi re- 
moved by the forceps or scissars 
it has been recommended to u.se 
injections of solutions of alum, 
or the oxymur : hydrarg. 

The next species of nasal po- 
lypi which 1 shall describe to 
yon, is the 

Hjfdatid Polypi. 

These are generally found in 
young people. The first case of 
the kind that leversaw wasinthii 
hospital ; the sabJOet of it was 
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a young girl about sixteen years 
of age ; when Mr. Cline at- 
tempted to remove it, it burst, 
and there escaped a small quan- 
tity of watery fluid ; upon pres- 
sure being then made at the side 
of the nose, another burst, until 
at length bladder after bladder 
burst and the whole were dis- 
charged. It was thought at the 
time that the complaint was 
cured \ in a few weeks however, 
it again returned, and again was 
discharged. Since that time 1 
have seen several similar cases. 
The pedicle of the hydatid poly- 
pus resembles the cord formed 
from the placenta ; it is com- 
posed of thin fibres or filnLs, 
which form the covering of the 
|x)lypu.s, and these converge to 
e^nnpletc the pedicle. The best 
plan of treatment that can be 
pursued for the cure of hydatid 
polypi is daily to touch them 
with the muriate* of antimony ; 
this can easily l>e done by means 
of a camel hair pencil ; a very 
few times will be sufficient ; it 
acts chemically on the polypi, 
and quickly destroys them. It 
may be supposed that this strong 
application would hurt the nose ; 
this, however, is not the case ; 
but care should be taken to con- 
ilMi ita Application to that part 
QQly’wKbeD&ats uie is requited. 


The third species that I shall 
mention is the 

Carcinomatous Nasul Polypi* 
These are commonly met i^ith 
in old people ; they are usually 
attended with severe pain across 
the forehead, in the situation Of 
the frontal sinuses— the passage 
of the air through thet nose be- 
comes obstructed from the size ^ 
of the swelling— i>the tumour 
also presses upon, and occasion- 
ally obliterates the lachiymal 
sac, preventing the natural course 
of the tears, thus giving rise to, 
the inconvenience and symp- 
toms of Jisltda lachrymalit. ,l 
have known the pain in the 
nose in these cases excessive ; 
the pain is not constant but 
occasional — and then dread- 
fully severe — at such times there 
is more or less hemprrliage, and 
this ultimately affords the suf- 
ferer a temporary cessation of 
his misery. In tlicse complaints, 

1 am sorry to be obliged to say, 
that nothing can be done e.x- 
cept of a tranquillizing nature ; 
the belladonna and opium may 
be introduced ; also the conium . 
with a view of affording ease, 
and if the inflammation should 
be severe, you may apply, 
leeches in the vicinjty of the 
nose, together with evaporat- 
ing iQtiQJDS* . . ..... ! 
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lU ".Ti^tih internal remedies 
these are likewise to be merely 
of a palliative ntiUire ; opium 
is the prineipal medicine ^ven 
^ith (bis view, and it answers 
the jmipose v^ell ; you are 
thdrefbfe to '^ive opium in such 
tiuantities as shall have the 
effedt of lessening the dreadful 
pain; by this means you smooth 
the path to death, and 1 lament 
being compelled to slate, that if 
you succeed in this, you will 
achieve all that medicine can 
aocomplish. The fourth and 
fast Bpedes 1 have to describe 
to you is the 

Fungaid Nasal Polypus. 

There is a case of this kind 
at present in the other hosjiital*. 
The first case of tltia description 
that t saw was in a young gen- 
liemah seventeen years of age: 
the particulars I will briofiy 
mention to you. The father of 
this youth called at my house 
with him, for the purpose of 
enquiring what was to be done. 
At the time 1 savv him there 
was a hleedltig from the part, 
and ibis' I understood from the 
father ftequeiHly happened. The 
patent ked me if 1 would re- 
move the tudkonr, and Il<tld him

yes. This I did by li^iire, hut 
much sooner than lexi)ected ;Tor 
as soon as it was applied the 
tumour dropped into my hand, 
the silk haring completely cut 
it through. There was slight 
after hemorrhage which was 
easily subdued by plugging the 
nostril w'ilh lint. Shortly after 
the o{>eration he left London 
for Portsmouth. The disease 
soon returned, and was again 
removed by Mr. Copland Hut- 
OHiNsuN. Subsequently to this 
itre-a[)]:>eared, and ultimately the 
patient was destroyed. After 
his death the body was examin- 
ed by Dr. Mac Arthur, and he 
found that the tumour had very 
extensive attachments ; that 
its base was extremely broad 
and diffused — now 1 had pre- 
viously thought that the disease 
had been confined to a single 
spot, or 1 certainly should not 
have attempted its removal. 1 
therefore recommend you rmt to 
extract those polypi by the for- 
ceps^ — excise them with scissars, 
ordestroythemby ligature; their 
expensive adhesionswnll,ineither' 
case, render the operation una- 
vailing and inefTectoal; and 
what is still worse, will do in- 
jury by exciting irritntioa,: 
whereby the diseue wifi become 
kggnomted- in sfibh 
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aliaii in future try what effect 
will be produced by the muriate 
of antimony. But the disease 
may extend so far up tlie nart's 
as to affect some other i)url of 
still greater importance tlian the 
place where it originated, — thus 
the cribriform plate of the eth- 
moid bone may become des- 
troyed, and afterwards the brain ' 
itself partake of its malignant 
influence. Well though there 
can be no hope of the disea.sed 
person ever getting cured in 
Mich cases as these ; yet it may 
happen that by judicious treat- 
ment, the inconvenience of the 
malady, together with the de- 
formity it occasions, may be 
materially diminished; but to 
produce a cure under such un- 
toward circumstances would be 
impossible. 

Disease resembling Polypus in 
Children. 

Before quitting this subject, 
gentlemen, there is another oc- 
currence connected with it 
which 1 wish to mention to you, 
it is this : you will often have 
children brought to you by their 
parents on account of supposed 
polvpi of the nose ; when you 
examine tlie children you will 
probably vflnd in their nostrils 
.p^ectipns, the appearance 
^'^wJuich might have deemved 
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you as well as the parents, had 
1 not mentioned the matter h> 
you ; be assured, when yon 
observe these red projections ijt 
the nhstrils of young children, 
that they are not polypi ; the dis- 
ease is merely an enlargement or 
thickening of the pituitary mem- 
brane, and if you try to remove 
or draw it away by means of the 
forceps, you will probably tear 
off a portion of the tuibiiiated 
bone; the forceps must not be 
applied in such cases, sneh a 
practice would be exceedingly 
improper ; what you arc to do 
is this : touch them by means of 
a small bougie formed of nitrate 
I of silver ; from this application 
they will, ih a short time turn 
white, and very soon di^iappear 
altogether ; you may rely upon 
it, that this is the only treat- 
ment required in such affections, 
atid there is no necessity for sub- 
mitting these poor little deli- 
cate creatures to any other oper- 
ation. 

The next subject for our pon- 
sideration is 

Enlarged Tonsil Qfmds. 
Children will be brpiigbt^to you 
with swellings in their throats, 
and it will be stated that they 
have great difficulty of breath- 
ing — sle^ with their mouths 
widely ' diste^ed, ihe skin at 
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the same time covered by a pro- j 
fuse ^rspiration ; upon feeling ] 
the th^at, looking into the I 
mouth/ or passing back the 
finger, U will he readily ascer- 
tailMKl that one or both tonsil 
glands is enlarged. The com- 
plaint is generally the result of 
one of the diseases common to 
children aS the small pox or 
measles, and the inflammation 
vrbich produced it of the scro- 
fulous kind ; sometimes the 
enlarged part is attached to the 
gland by a distinct small pedi- 
cle ; at other times the base of 
tlie swelling is of considerable 
size. 

Consiiintionnl Treatment of en- 
larged Tonsil Glands. 

To prevent the growth of 
these enlargements, and their i 
formation altogether, the best 
medicine that can lie given for the 
accomplishment o'f these purpo- 
ses is the oxymuriate of mercury, 
and it will be found highly ad- 
vantageous to combine it with 
the tinctures of bark, and rhu- 
barb, I usually prescribe it thus;

state of the patient. Having 
already, on several occasions, 
explained to you the manner in 
which small doses of mercury 
act on the system in removing 
chronic inflammation, by restor- 
ing the secretions, it cannot be 
necessary for me to again dilate 
upon that subject. By uniting 
the mercury, asabove, with bark 
I and rhubarb, you will improve 
I the appetite, strengthen the 
stomach and bowels, and gra- 
dually restore the vigour of the 
constitution. It is not of any 
great consequence what particu- 
lar tonic you employ, should 
there be any objection to those 
1 have just mentioned. Indeed, 
in very delicate children you 
W'ill find it prudent to often vary 
the medicine, and a very benefi- 
cial one may be found composed 
of two grains of rhubarb and live 
grains of carbonate of iron. Your 
own judgment will direct you in 
what manner the medicines 
should be regulated. 

Local Treatment of enlarged 
Tonsil Glands. 

The application of the nitrate 
of silver will often succeed in 
getting rid of these tumours; 
yon are to press down the 
tongue with one finger, then 
holding the nitrate of silver in 
iMas iyoiy hike between Ihi^ 
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aad thamb of the other handi 
gently apply it to the surface of 
theswelling; the application may 
be repeated ifnccessary ; where 
the caustic is applied, the part 
will soon become white and 
scale off ; a succession of these 
produced by a succession of ap< 
plications, will often effect a 
cure. 

The sulphate of copper is 
sometimes used instead of the 
nitrate of silver, and succeeds 
very well. Alum is likewise a 
good application, but it requires 
to be applied a greater number 
of times than the lunar caustic ; 
where, therefore, no inconve- 
nience would arise to the patient 
or practitioner from distant re- 
sidence or other circumstances, 
^t may be used with advantage, 
and as an internal remedy, a 
medicine formed of the extracts 
of stramonium and coniiim ; but 
I have never known it prove 
effectual, at least, not entirely 
so. Well, then, when they are 
too large to admit of cure, by 
the plans already described to 
yon — or when they resist the 
proposed methods, you are to 
remove them by ligature ; it is 
easily applied, and may he done 
by first passing it through the 
eye of a probe, then carrying 
it over thji^ eoiinl, and bringing 
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it out below tie it in fieont 
of the diseased gland ; yon mnst 
of course previously give to yeitr 
probe the requisite curve ; if 
your finger should not be suffi- 
ciently long to make the knot, 
you should then use what is 
called the tonsil iron, an instru- 
ment well adapted for the. pur- 
pose, and would do much better 
for performing the operation 
altogether, than either the probe 
or finger. The operation pen- 
sions very little fiain or inconvc-i 
oience. 1 have had a child, 7 
years of age, come to my house' 
have a ligature thus applied^ 
and afterwards walk back tO; 
Islington. 

If the tumour is not of that 
form which will admit of a li« 
gature being put on in the way 
mentioned, you roust then pass 
the ligature through the oentre 
of the swelling, by means of a 
needle, and tie it above and be-^ 
low ; in this case your ligature 
must, of necessity, be double ; 
in this way you will succeed as 
effectually as with the other 
mode, in producing a aeparatiou* 
of the enlarged part. 

1 shall now, gentlemen, des- 
cribe to you the 

Operation for BfarfLip. 

The name of this disease on- 
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.IlMted frdtn friuppbilitioii thait 
to tlib % the sftme ap- 
INsatUibe «A tlfe lip of the animal 
hearing that natne. 

Hare-lip is sometimes single, 
that is, Aie fissure being only 
on due aide, sotnetimee double, 
a fiMhe being then on each side, 
and oebasicinally attended vrith 
a want of the teeth in the 
appear jatr ; also a loss of the 
'rblbbi jpenditlnm palati and uvu- 
la ; 'sotniBtiibes in the double 
faaim<^lip the bMy thing between 
thettestirds is a small projection 
df eat^iiaglab'iis slibstance, at- 
tatbied -to’ the tip df the nose ; 
tbe tdft'pabite in fhese cases is 
generally wanting, and the tnr- 
bioMted bbne exposed. The de- 
formity in those instanicGS is most 
nosigblly. 

In the operation for the re- 
moval of hare-lip, year single 
principle -is union by adhosioa 
or first intention. In single hare- 
lip you must perform the opera- 
tion thus, ( here the loa ned lectu- 
rrr afieHwd the operution on the 
dM to the 
doiiiioiptim givcti,)'pace off the 
edge of the 'divided lip on each 
siddby means ofn small bistoury ; 
in executing this step of the 
operation, -take care that you cut 
off edbi^h, for immediately at 
the BMr^n the parts aie hud 


and callous, and will not neadrly 
unite. Well, having pared off a 
sufficient quantity of both edges 
all that remains to be done is to 
apply the ligatures, of which 
there are to be but two, this 
number will be found quite 
adequate. Nov, it is of great 
importance that you should be 
careful where the ligatures are 
applied, and 1 advise you to be 
particular in your adoption of 
the rules which I give on this 
point: Well then, introduce one 
ligature immediately at the edge 
of the lip, that is, at the lowest 
part of the divided portions 
where the red part or line of the 
lip begins, and the dtherligature 
is to be introduced exactly raid- 
way between the first and the 
extent of the Wound, towards 
the nose ; thus the la^t ligature 
will be situated half way between 
the angles of the wound, at the 
lower part, and the fissure at 
the upper. As your object 
should bo to cause the edges of 
^he Wound to unite as soon as 
possible, any thing calculated 
to retard that effect should be 
studiously avoided, and as wax 
is known to have a tendency to 
induce suppuration and ul^ra-. 
tion, it should not be rubbed, 
over Ihe ligatiu^. Ag»in, 
i ahbuliillftot'be ioo 



ekie, nor to6 fliin, if tliey ato tlie 
Ifp migflh bo cnt throogii by 
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In peribfming^ the operation 
for here lip there \dn sometimes 
be considerable bleeding* from 
the superior labial artery; there 
Will not be any necessity for 
applying a distinct ligatnre to 
the vessel, because you can 
easily tie the li^iire at the 
angles of the lip in snch a man- 
ner as shall compi^s the artery 
and Stop the bleeding ; it is 
very improper to put a ligature 
on the vessel, as it interferes 
With union by adhesion from 
its producing suppuration, the 
pus, of course, would form 
between the edges of the 
wound. On tlie fourth day 
after the operation the middle 
ligature may be removed, and 
on the flifth or siatth, the other. 
In this respect, I am merely 
speaking of what generuHy 'iday 
be done ; as Teg*ards the time of

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the wound ; let it clot there, 
vui not apoDj^ it ofT. This 
will be the best bond of union, 
and the adhesions which take 
place under this seldom give way. 

. Another point for our con- 
■ideration, is the age when the 
operation ought to be performed. 
Should it be attempted on very 
young 'infants, or should we 
wait until a more advanced 
period? To this question, an 
answer is easily given, and 1 
reply never operate on very 
young infants, but defer it until 
the completion of dentition. In 
very early life, there is always 
great danger from operations;and 
aeveral infants, within my own 
knowledge, have died in con- 
vulsions, after the operation for 
hve-lip. Some years since, 
when 1 was at Yarmouth, I was 
told of a case that had termi- 
nated fatally ; convulsions car- 
ried off the infant a few days 
after the operation. Not the 
alightest blame was attribu- 
table. to the practitioner ; ex- 
perience hod not then establiah. 
ed the propriety of delaying the 
operation Hill a more advanced 
age. . 1 was once asked, if 1 
vfcmld operate ^on a very young 
inftnt, for harelip, whose i>a- 
renlB ^ rasided Kuneburch- : 
jleeet? 1 re|di^ and j 


shortly after went, and did it. 1, 
promised to call on Ibe fourth 
day, but received a message, 
saying that it was not necessary 
for me to do so, as the child 
was dead. Some years ago 
a gentleman from Suffolk 
brought his infant to town to 
undergo the operation; it was 
performed ; pins were em- 
ployed. Two days after the 
operation diarrhoea came on; 
oil the day following it was so 
excessive that the pins were 
removed: at the expiration of 
two other days the child was car- 
ried off. A woman once brought 
her infant to me on a Monday 
morning for the purpose of 
having it operated on for 
hare-lip. I completed it, and 
directed her to bring the child 
I again on the following Thurs- 
day ; she came, and told me the 
infant had died. 

Now, if parents should urge 
you much to perform the opera- 
tion on very young infants, ex- 
plain the danger which attends 
it in very early life. Tell them 
of its fatal results ; when, 
should they still press it, the 
blame will be ou them, and sot 
you. Children when so very 
young are not competent to., 
undergo oporatiaiu,. y 
ooght not to perfors^ tim 'lbr 
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^Vk^re-lip otiless the children 
2»ve reached the a^e of two 
years. After that period they 
possess some deg^ree of strcngpth, 
and are much less disposed to 
irritation and conrulsions. 

I have still to mention the 
operation required for double 
hare lip. It has been recom* 
meiided to cut away that por- 
tion of skin which sometimes 
exists between the two fissures. 
That however is not tlie best 
plan; indeed it is a very bad one. 
Always allow that portion of 
skin to remain, you will find it 
a ^reat support, and of consi- 
derable utility in rendering the 
operation perfect. Therefore 
you are to pare the edges of this 
portion of skin in the same man- 
ner as you were directed in the 
first operation. But you must 
not, when a hare-lip is double, 
operate at both sides on the same 
day. You must let one side get 
well, and then you may operate 
on the other. It now and then 
happens that the jaw will pro- 
ject very much in these cases, 
and will sometimes even shoot 
forward, and be attached to the 
tip of the nose. When the jaw 
does progect the deformity may- 
be very much diminished after 
wounds have quite healed, ' 
J&y. rhiiidti^^ the most Pro-

minent part, a flat pie^ of lead 
inclosed in lint ; it may be readily 
confined to the situation by tape 
or black ribbon carried round the 
back of the head. When at- 
tached to the tip of the nose it 
should be separated from that 
part and the operations then per- 
formed as before, that is , one de- 
ferred till the other is well, and 
the deformity to be remoted by- 
adopting the method just men- 
tioned. 

We sometimes perform an 
operation on the under lip simi- 
lar to the one I have described 
to you for single hare-lip, in

W'hich disease generally arises 
from the use of a pipe, and the 
manner in which it happens is 
this: — the adhesive nature of 
the clay of which the pipe ia 
made, causes it to adhere to the 
lip ; at length the cuticle be- 
comes torn off, and the conti- 
nued irritation frets the sore 
into true cancerous disease.' I 
am quite sure that it is produced 
in this way, for 1 never saw the 
disease in the upper lip mere 
than once. That the disease ie 
of a scirrhous nature, even at the 
beginning, any surgeon most be 
satisfied : it is hard, has a bleed-

Ab operation for the complete 
reaioval of the disease is the 
patient's only real hope of sue* 
cofi)^ The oxyde of arsenic is 
said to have cured the disease — 
to h^ve completely eradicated 
it, I C|BQ statc^ however, that 
this application (as well as 
o^ers of a similar nature) haa, 
by its irritative qualities, produ- 
ced a rapiddisease of the glands, 
shortiy i^t^.r liavlng been applied 
to the ulcer on the lip. 

In removing the disease with 
hnife> you should make an 
opeoihi; in the lip, similar to 
what has been advised in single 
harf-lip ; that is, it should 
bp a triai^ular portion of 
the lip, including the dis- 
ease aAtirely cut out; the 
iafegimmnts can then be easily 
apj^ximated, and kept in their 
pumper sitimtion by os many 
llgativa* ^ size of the 
wpHqd shall seem to require; 
gaa^ly apeaking, tw.o wUl be 
qpite seficieat.

you divide the. ipferiqjr 
artery ; and you may stop ^ 
hemorrhage by adopting t^, 
same method as, was recomepded 
in the hare-lip operation, ftefote 
we part, I must entreat your, 
patience, while 1 describe to 
you, the disease called 
Tic Dmdoureui. 

It is a dreadfully painful affec- 
tion of the nerves of the face, 
but of what nature it is difRcult 
to say — the nerves in this dis- 
ease are not in an inflamed state 
most certainly, for under the 
most horrid sufTcring, they are 
found of a natural colour ; the 
nerves are not increased either 
in their usual size, but on the 
contrary, are found to be rather 
diminished. lftC|j Thomas dis- 
sected a gentleman, in whom 
the sub-orbitar nerve had been 
affected, and the nerve on that 
side'was found considerably less 
than the nerve of the o]>posite 
side. Again, 1 think the dis- 
ease to be one of diminished 
action, rather than of increased ; 
and it has been found that sti- 
mulating, exciting medicines, are 
more beneficial than those of an 
opposite character.

mouth. After I had once divided 
thp nerve for this complaint, 1 j 
asked the Lady who had been j 
the subject of the operation, 
w'bich g^ave her the most jiain, 
the division of the nerve, or 
the disease? Oh ! said slie, 
the operation, is a bed of roses in 
comparison with the agony oc- 
casioned by the disease. 1 was 
at one time, visiting u patient 
afflicted with it, in company 
with Mr,. Row of Burton Cres- 
cent, when the pain absolutely 
w^as .<0 severe that it caused tlie 
person to roll out of bud, and 
fall on the floor at the time of 
our. being in the room. 

It is in general like the pain 
of electricity— patients will ex- 
claim, " Oh ! 1 had a shock at 
that moment.’' JLt produces a 
kind of flickering tlirough the 
nerves ; its motions are like sum- 
mer lightning, and the pain can- 
not be compared to any thing 
more appropriate than to the 
horrid sensations created by 
electric shocks.

If they enquire of you whether 
tho operation will be attended 
with permanent beneflt, you 
should say that it is doubtful,' 
but you rattier think not. In- 
deed the result of tbp operation 
is doubtfql enough, for tho 
will sometjimes return afo^pst 
iflirnediutcly, but whether by i^e 
same nerve is questionable. A 
person came several times from 
Bury to underge the operatipn, 
and the pain used to return bp- 
fore sensation, that is, a nunsb;* 
ness of a part of the cheek aud 
upper lip would still continue, 
notw ithstanding the pain wasaa 
severe as ever ; the divided ne^vp 
in this case was the sub-orbitv; 
well then, the division ot thp 
nerve does not always 10091^ 

; in giving rciief sq Ipqg A* pi^ 
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i%lit bate expected; Well, if 
be deemed requisite to 
divide the sub-orbitar nerve, it 
should be done a quarter of an 
inch below the orbit ; the nerve 
patsoB out of the foramen half 
ah inch below, so that you 
are’ to divide it mid-way be- 
tween the foramen and the 
edgre of the orbit — if you 
divide it lower than this 
you will leave some branches 
which will still continue the 
disease; the proper mode to 
adopt for dividing^ it is to intro- 
duce a sharp pointed bistoury 
at the distance from the orbit 
already stated, and carrying the 
point of the instrument close 
upon the bone, you hook up the 
nerve on its edge, then press 
upon the skin over the edge 
with your finger and at the same 
withdraw the knife through the 
opening by which it entered ; in 
this way as you take out the 
kfiife the nerve will be divided ; 
you ought to ask the patient if 
he feels a numbness of the upper 
lip, and if he should not, 3'our 
operation will be incomplete. 
When necessary, the supra-or- 
bitar branch is to be divided in 
a suailar manner, by introducing 
the knife under the integuments 
of the Aiperciliary ridge, and 
dit throi^^h the nerve inune- 


diately as it emotges ilrom th« 
supra-orbitar foramen. Cany the 
point of the knife from the nose 
outwards. 

When the submental nervo 
requires division you need not 
make any incision through the 
integuments but may perform 
the operation by placing the 
knife within the mouth and di- 
recting its point downwards to 
the mental foramen where the 
nerve passes out, and by gliding 
the knife along the bone at that 
part the nerve is sure to be di- 
vided ; in performing this ope- 
ration you may direct your knife 
by the bicuspidati teeth, the 
anterior maxillary foramina be- 
ing just below thejn. 

The best Medical Treatment sy 
Tic Doulourewt, 
with which I am acquainted, is 
the exhibition of the carbonate 
of iron. Mr. Hutchins, of 
Nottingham, ha published a 
work on the disease now un- 
der consideration, in which he 
speaks strongly in favour of the 
above medicine; it certainly is 
ap admirable remedy — and 
profession is much indebted to 
jVlr, H. for having recommended 
it. 1 may here remark, it ig 
much to be regretted that coun- 
try practitioners do not imgo 
frequently publish the xesult^f 
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their (fbaervations and experience 
much valuable knowledg-e is 
lost to the -world from their 
negflect of this important duly. 

In speaking’ of the carboruite 
of iron, and of medicine in g’ene- 
ral when g-iven for the cure of 
Tic Douloureux, it cannot of 
course succeed should the dis- 
ease he otherwise than func- 
tionaK — if it should he cansiHl 
us in the case of Dr. Pember- 
ton for example, (who suflered 
more proViably than any other 
human being’ from t his niahid v) .

We have examined the pror 
[)crty of expansion by beat, as it 
affects a^rifurm and liquid bodies, 

at sonic length, because it is ini- 
I ■ ■ - 

portant that tfiis property of 

heat, and tlio manner in which 
it affects them, should be well 
understood before we can pro- 
ceed to the consideration of 
more direct chemical action. 

Solids , li kc fl iud.s , are also fomid 
to be sensibly expanded by heat; 
in fact there is not a sii^le sub- 
stance which is not affected by it 
inagreater or less degree. S olids, 
I 
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Ukeatiforni and liquid bodies, ex- 1 
pand by beat in different ratios : | 
and this effect is more observ- 
able inmotallicbodicstbaii in any 
other. The rate of tlieir ex- 
pansion is known by an instru- 
ment called the Pyrometer, 
which consists of an index, deli- 
cately fixed on a cylinder, ajjaiii-st 
the gfraduattid arc of a circle: 
when the instrument is used for 
measuring the ex)iausion of 
metals, one end of a small rod 
or cylinder of metal is placed 
against the index, very nnar the 
centre on wliicli it revolves ; 
the other at the same time 
being placed against an im- 
moveable piece of metal or 
wood, lleatapplied to the cylin- 
der of metal expands it in every 
direction, but of course to a 
greater extent in the length 
way of the cvliuder, tiiun late- 
rally; and consequently one end 
is pressed against the index, and 
the other against the fixed 
point just adverted to. The 
index being moveable yields 
to the pressure, which drives it 
round the graduated arc to a 
particular point, determined by 
the intensity of heat given to 
,the metal. The comparative 
dListanoes, in the graduated arc, 
4o w^i^b the index is driven by 
hent^ when the same 


length and diameters of diffe- 
rent metals are employed, indi- 
cate their respective expan- 
sibility. 

This quality of beat in ex- 
panding the metals is a great 
disadvantage to many of the arts: 
an important one is that of pre- 
venting our Time-keepers from 
going at the same rate under 
different temperatures, and con- 
sequently in different climates ; 
thus, a clock taken to the East 
Indies will liave the length of 
its f>e!iduluni increased by heat, 
and therelorew'ill losetim'e. This 
is not only the ca.so in bolcli- 
niatcs, hut also here, in the sum- 
mer season ; Ij uice the necessity 
of shortening the pendulum, and 
regulating this expansion in hot 
weather. Thronomelers luave a 
mechanical contrivance for coun- 
teracting the eiTi>ct of expansion 
w ithin tliemselves : the princi- 
ple of which is founded on the 
comparative expansibility of me- 
tals. A self-regulatingpenduhim 
on this [)rinciplo is used in clocks 
of a suj)erior manufacture. 

In couseqciencc of the expan- 
sion of metals by heat, the iron 
railings before our areas, &C; en- 
large tlic sockets in which they 
are placed, and bscome loose 
in their fbet when cqntniet^ 
ed in cold weather^:

The 
wound it was supfiosed was 
made by the graxiiig of the 
wheel, whicli extended from 
about three inches below the 
head of the tibia to just l>olow 
the ancle joint, ending opposite 
the tarsal bones, (the wound 
was very cleanly cut) no large 
artery had been wounded; but 
they stated slie had lo.st a consi- 
derable quantity of blood im- 
mediately after tlie accident, 
vs'liich must have been venous 
blood. At first she appeared 
low, and her pube was very 
small. By order of Mr. Grkisn 
the edges of the wound were 
brought together as well as 
they could by adhesive straps, 
and the leg was laid on a pillow 
on its outer side.

6'asc Imperforatv Anus. By Jons 

T. Sharpless, M., D. of Philadel- 

phia. 

In January last I was called, during 
niy tour of duly in the Dispensary, In 
see a female child, three weeks old, 
with imperforate anus, which had not 
been diseuverad till the infant was ten 
days old. On ovuniinaLioii 1 fuiiiid the 
situation of tho anus closed by a thick 
dense membrane, the fasces passing 
forward ipiu the vagina, through an 
opening the sir,e of a quill. By the 
probe 1 could discover that the reetuui 
was quite enlarged to about half an 
inch of where the anus should be, and 
tlie stools having a free ]ju.ssage for- 
ward. The child from birth had been 
sutyect to great tenesmus, which per- 
haps arose from the tortuous course of 
tho excrements. 

In the presence of my friends Drs. J. 
K. Mitchell, and 8. M. Fox, 1 intro- 
duced a small truchar much curved, 
through the opening into the vagina, 
and protruded the slilet through the 
closing membrane, which was exceed- 
ingly Ipugh and bard, requiring great 
force to accomplish it. Tho opening 
" thus formed was enlarged to the size of 
a goose quill by the bistoury, and a 
tont placed in, with directions to tho 
parent to withdraw it as Mon as an 
inclination to stool took place, which 
ooQl.dnlw^.beforetoJdhy the strain- 
ing. This iMs (lone, hat the openinf 


was so small, and the fieees being de- 
termined forward by a ledge of flesh, 
little passed. 

The object intended, was to dilate 
the opening by tenls, but Ibis' plan 
was soon found unavailing, and w ith a 
bistoury 1 divided this ledge and en- 
larged the whole pii5.sage, forming an 
uiiobslructcd outlet of the natural 
size. 

I now introducad a piece of the 
largest stomach Lulic, two inches in 
length, and rxiending far above the 
opening into the vagina. Thia tube 
was wrapped with bougie plaster to a 
considerable size, opposite the forward 
passage, to prevent any matters going 
that way. This w'as withdrawn every 
day when no disposition to stool ex- 
isted, and cleaned, and iinmeriiatrly 
returned. Thu bowels were kept 
laxative by castor oil, and the faeces 
all passed Ihroiigh the tube. Thu 
irritation of the foreign body soon sub- 
sided, the leiiesniiis disappeared, and 
in two months the opening through 
the. recto-vaginal septum was closed. 
The tube wa.s now- left out .several hours 
every day, so lhal any sphincter that 
might exist, .should be called into 
action. In a short time a natural con- 
traction seemed to take place ; the 
edges of the wound became cal- 
lous and cicatrized, and in four months 
the child was perfectly well — present- 
ing such an appearance that no person 
ignorant of the case, could, upon the 
most minutest examination, discover 
that any m-alformation had ever ex- 
isted.

in constipation of the bowels, 1 have 
had frequent opportunities of witness- 
inf' this disease, and of further testing 
*be powers of the remedy. 

This experience lias not only con- 
firmed all that I formerly stated ns to 
the eilieary of the arlielu, hut has ena- 
bled me to arid some facts, which 1 
deem of suilirient importaiicrs lo beg 
you to place with those already re- 
corded, for the purpose of imparting a 
II full cuiitidciice in u remedy, for wiiich 
1 know no fair siilistituto. In its coin- 
menecmciil, constipiilion is iisiialiy un- 
atteiuled by fever. In its early .sta- 4 e.s, 
acidity frequently prevails in the 
stomach. The secretions oftlie prinun 
vi» are eliirfly of slime, wliicli fre- 
quently is very lough and thick. The 
first evacuations are eomposed mostly 
of it. The fliarooal unites inlimali?ly 
with this .slime, forming balls varying 
in size, from half an inch to two or 
three inches in diameter. The dura- 
tion of the disea.se appears lo depend 
in u great degree upon the quantity of 
this slime, from its continued socrc- 
lion. When the quantity w groat, the 
balls formed with the charcoal are 
sumciimes so large as to require sonic 
more active cathartics to expel them. 
This has frequently oeourred with me. 
In one of the cases, the fir.sl evacua- 
tion was produced on the evening of 
the fourth — in the oilier on the even- 
ing of the filth day from the first exhi- 
bition of the charcoal by the free. use. 
of castor oil. Where ..slime is daily 
discharged by the foriiipr, for more 
than four or five days, 1 have derived 
advantage from the blue pill, given 
intermediately, as an alterative, be- 
Iveen the doses of charcoal. In no 
case has the curebecn complete, where 


whilst the stools exhibited anj^slinM. 
In all the cases which I have obserped, 
the fever, if it existed ]>revioaslj, has 
abated upon the use of this article, nor 
has it arisen to any extent, nor con-- 
linued long during the exIiibiUon diT 
it. Much or violent pain is rare 
whilst the charcoal is given, and when 
; it does occur, it iaiiol of long continu- 
i ancc. Occasional pain.s shooting 
through the bowels are all that Is 
•siially experienced, and sorootiraes 
these are. wholly absent. Severe pain 
is sunietiiiiL's felt in the loins, sacrum 
; and hips. This is g:^nernlly one- 
' slant— voniiliiigs occasionally take 
place, and then the diseliarge is eom- 
pased of a ropy .slime with acid. 

These vomitings 1 have never known 
lo recur so frequently as to interfere 
with the administration of charcoal. 
In most instances, a dose of it imme- 
dialely relieves this symptom. 1 have 
rppeatiull.v met with cases where slools 
were not obtained earlier than the 
fi nil day— and such is my confidence in 
the chirenal, that 1 would continue its 
U.SC for a much longer period, if mlitf 
was not siHiner ailbrded. 1 have now 
prescribed il in numerous cases— 'rb., 
pcaicdly in rnnsullations, where every 
remedy commonly resorted to had 
been tried in vain— and in no instance 
has it failed to renJize my utmost ex- 
pectations, with only one exception, 
and that was a case of relapse, at- 
tended with suppressed menstmalibn, 
from exposure to wet, which termi- 
nated in btark vomit on the fourth 
day. In this case, constipation was 
rather an attendant on yellnw fevet 
than the primary disease: indeed, ! 
never saw a belter marked case of 
yellow fever than this was from the 
commencement. No one artide was 
retained on the stomach for twenty

From the aenmonio os feeling 
displayed by 'Mr. AbeRNSthy 
in his Physiological Lectures, 
towards the coiitinentaf phy*

least atientioa io the state d 
medical science in Europe^ dar- 
ing: the few last years can feil 
of being* struck at the anwearied 
exertions which our continental 
neighbours have been making 
towards its improvement. To 
enumerate the individuals who 
have been thus usefully eng-aged 
would be to mention a long list 
of name.^, many of which are 
familiar to our readers ; or to 
recapitulate the improvements 
which they have effected in the 
different branches of medicine, 
would occupy a far larger space 
than we could at present spare * 
siiliice it to say, that from the 
manner in which their exertions 
are directed, they must ultimate- 
ly tend to promote the great 
object for which medicine as a 
science exists — the discovery of 
means by whicli disease may 
with certainty be relieved. To 
arrive at thing like certain- 
ty in the practice of medicine, 
we must first possess a clear 
conception of the natune of the 
diseases we meet with, and this 
can only be obtained by close 
atteutionto the symptoms which 
disease presents' in its different 
stages— minuto dbservation of 
the appeaniii^ which are 
found after death, then 
being .^oncajtoly feodnM) by 
careful cobf^nfon of the one 
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with the ottei and persevering 
everts, to- iracse ibe connexion 
betw^n them. Medicine can 
be advanced but by these means, 
by close observation on the one 
band of the effects of disease, 
and reflection on the other to 
discover its causes. It is gra- 
tUying to perceive that this 
mode of studying disease is be- 
coming general, that a new cm 
has arisen in the history of me- 
dicine, mainly l)rought about by 
the zeal and industry of the 
French. They are continually 
sending forth to the world nevv 
facts, which tend to throw 
fresh light on pathology; and 
a work oti medicine is valued 
by them just in proportion to 
the number of cases which are 
brought forward to elucidate 
the particular disease treated of, 
a circumstance that accounts for 
the numerous interesting cases 
generally to be found in their 
medical publicatians. 

The Volume before us treats of 
the affections of the spinal cord. 
Which, though not so frequent 
in their occurrence as many 
others; are still important in 
tbeir consequences, and have 
been too much overlooked. M. 
OtLmioi's Work is divided into 
; in the flrst, he has 
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spinal marrow ; in the second^ 
its functions ; and in the third, 
its diseases : to this last part jhe 
has devoted the greatest portion 
of the book, the other two be- 
ing passed over in a more cur- 
sory manner. We shall briefly 
nolici' the functions of the spi- 
nal marrow, but shall dwell 
more at large on the pathologi- 
cal part of the volume. 

The spinal cord is fortunately 
so situated as to allow of direct 
experiments being made on it ; 
by the experiments of different 
individuals several of its proper- 
ties are already well ascertained ; 
by those of Mr. C. Bkll and 
M. MAaEN'OTC we know that 
motion, or the pow'cr of motion, 
resides in the anterior, and sen* 
Ration or the power of sensation in 
the posterior roots or filaments 
of the spinal nerves, and that 
they usually lose both these 
powers wlicn separated from the 
spinal marrow. We have fre- 
quent opportunities of witness- 
ing the effects of injury of this 
organ on the human body, how 
paralysis of the parts below 
the injury takes place, and in- 
stantaneous death is the result

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'wben the mischief is done to 
the upper portion of the cord; 
thus Yfe see that it exercises an 
influence on motion, sensation, 
and all the important functions 
of life. The influence of the 
spinal marrow on the heart’s 
action, is not so direct and me- 
diate as on respiration, which 
has been proved by the experi- 
ments of Wilson * and Cliftc. 
M. Ollivier speaking* of res- 
piration says : —

M. 0. notices the opinion of 
Mr. Brodie on the develo!>e- 
ment of caloric in the animal 
economy, published in the Pki- 
loiophical Transactiom for 1811, 
v^here that surg'eon stales that 
he conceives the brain to be the 
principal ag’ent of tlii.s pheno- 
menon. Mr. Brodie’s experi- 
ments have been repeated fcy 
M CHossAT,t who seems to

have come to a different conclu- 
sion, and says that the brain 
alone is not concerned in the 
production of the animal heat ; 
nor does Mr. Brodie assert that 
it is, he thinks it to be the chief, 
but not the ^ole ag^ent in its 
production. M. Ciiorsat’s ex- 
periments on the spinal cord are 
interesting, and clearly showF 
that it has considerable influence 
on the animal heat ; he has ob- 
served that when divided just 
below the occiput (artificial 
respiration being kept up), as 
well as between the second, 
third and seventh cervical, and 
first dorsal vertebrtc, diminution 
of the animal heat takes place 
to the same degree as has been 
I produced by injuries of the 
brain ; he also divided the spinal 
marrow on several dogs, be- 
tween each vertebree, begin- 
ning from the first dorsal, and 
the heat diminished more gra- 
dually, and death was protracted 
in proportion as the division was 
performed low down. Having 
thus stated the connexion be- 
tween the spinal marrow and 
the most important functions 
of the body, in order that the 
symptoms attending its dis- 
eases may be the better un- 
derstood, wc shall proceed to 
consider th^ variobs affep^im 
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effects of injory of the 
tpUuU cord were, not unknown 
to the ancients, and Galen 
more particularly has described 
them with considerable accu> 
racy ; the information we pos- 
sess resspecting* them is nearly 
tn ttatu quo as when that phi- 
losopher wrote. But sioca 
time oar anowledg-e of the dis- 
eases of the spinal cord has 
been improved, and several cu- 
rious instances of malfor.ma- 
tion of this org'an have been re- 
corded ; to these last M 
Ollivi£r also directs the at- 
tention of his readers, being' un- 
willing' to overlook any of the 
changes which the spinal mar- 
row undergoes. i 

M . O. classes the affections of 
this organ under ten heads, each 
of which is considered in a dis- 
tinct section; they are I. Mal- 
formation ; 2. Wasting or 
Atrophy ; 3. Wounds and 
Contusions; 4. Compression; 
r>. Concussion, of the Spinal 
Marrow; 6. Effusions into 
the Vertebral Canal ; 7. In- 
flammation of the Arach- 
noid Covering of the Cord ; 
8. Inflammation of the Cord 
itself; 9. Morbid Tissues de- 
veloped in the Spinal Marrow 
or its Membranes ; and lastly. 
The DiBBAeSB depending, ac- 


cording to some authors, on the 
Alterations which take 
place in this Organ and its 
Coverings. In the considera- 
tion of these affections we shall 
follow the arrangement of M. 
Ollivier. 

Chap. 1. — The imperfections 
in the formation of the spinal 
marrow are various, the most 
extraordinary of which is that 
where its organization is not 
developed, and the organ is 
wanting altogether. Morgagni 
has collected several cases of 
this kind in his work on the 
Stat and^ Cttuse$ of Uiteasct 
(Epist xii.) and in the writings 
of other continental authors si- 
milar ones may be found. But 
this singular phenomenon has 
been always observed in com- 
pany with another no less curi- 
ous, and that is the absence of 
the brain. M. O. speaking of 
this circumstance, says. — 

"It appears tlial tlie absence of the 
spina'I marroar alwajs involves that of 
tbe brain i for the for nier has never been 
observed lobe waiilinK wbentbe lat- 
ter was present, whilst numerous in- 
atuDccs nave occurred of persons with- 
out the brain having hud the spinal 
marrow. This difference isacoose- 
queiicR of the manner in which the two 
organs are devuloircd.** p. 84. 

A fvBtiis arrived at its jfUll 
time without the cerebrum, cere- 
bellum, and spinal marrow, but 
in other respects well formed, 
and which lived two holing 
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^filr |Mii»sent<id tb ihe Academy 
i4 Wl, tiy FituvfiiL. In 1712, 
tiKiiat’ cBfib of knotlier tblas i^fth 
tlSb ni^ifiniiifia^icm leqnal ly dcfec- 
tiW, whicfh lived twenty-one 
hetits, and took some nourish- 
iDent, was related to the Aca- 
ddfliy by Mibre%'. IVT.Ollivier, 
unable to explain how life can 
ba maintained without those im- 
portant organs, thinks that the 
abKnce of the spinal marrow 
is' only apparent and not real, 
ahhoiigh he himself cites a case 
from Morgagni, from which 
there can be no doubt as to the 
ndn-existenoc of both the brain 
aiid the cord. Morgagni says, 
that Van-Horne dissected in 
the year IdCd, a seven months' 
foatos, in which there was no 
cranial cavity, so that the head 
was one solid osseous mass, nor 
the slightest trace of cerebrum, 
cereberllum, or spinal marrow ; 
in , fact, there was no opening 
through the vertebrae, in some 
ofihe cases, however, on record, 
and more particularly in one 
m^Utely examined by M. 
liAtfiBMAND, an account of 
w^ich be grives in his inaugural 
th^s*, a yellow fluid enclosed 
1^ membranous coverings, has j 
been "found .occupying the verte-

Besides this defect in the de" 
vclopemcnt of the spinal mar- 
row, there are several others 
occasionally met w'itb, an irre- 
gular formation of the upper 
|)art of the cord (when it exists) 
in those instances where the 
feetus is born without the brain 
or head altogether ; a division 
of the marrow into halves ; va- 
rieties in its length aud breadth 
and cavities existing iu it. 
These three last mentioned al- 
terations in this organ are not 
unfreqiiently produced by an af^ 
faction callud Congenital 
Dropsy of the Cord, water 
existing between the cord and 
iU coverings from birth, wbleh 
on this account will be con^ 
sidenid at pieseoti: lliQin who 
have ha|^jp{)|!O^nHi0R.Qf:al^^ , 
ining the spiiiftl oord moit have 
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often found water in this situa- 
tion in the adiilt ; it is therefore 
not at all a rare occurrence. 
But when this complaint exists 
from birth it is characterized by 
a swallingfin one>or more points 
in the direction of the spine, or 
perhaps throughout its whole 
extent, a symptom seldom pre- 
sent in the adult; and this is 
owing to the different slates of 
the vertebrae in the two periods 
of life, at which the affection 
occurs. The follow'ing is M. 
OLiiiviaK’s description of the 
form and situation of the swel- 
ling in congenital dropsy of 
the cord.

The water is as we observed 
before, situated between the 
cord and its membranes, and in 
<additioU to these Iwt it is eo- 
verad aide by the skin, although 


some eases are on recoid where 
the skin has formed no part of 
the covering. The chemical 
compo.»ition of the fluid is liifli- 
lar to that found in hydreuce- 
phalic persons. The children 
born with this affection arp for 
the most part alive, but few 
survive any considerable time; 
their death is slow or quick in 
proportion to the developemeht 
of the tumour. Some have, 
howeverj lived beyond twenty, 
and we believe that there is . a 
woman in London at present 
with this affection twenty-one 
years of age. Various modes of 
treatment have been rocom- 
mended, such ut opening ihe 
tumour, its removal by a liga- 
ture when the base is narrow, 
the remedies usually used to ex- 
cite the absorbents, and also re- 
peated punctures by a needle* 
so as to evacuate the wotev gra- 
dually ; but t!ie result of these 
means is generally unsuccessful, 
and when this complaint is com- 
bined with hydrencephahiM (^s 
it frequently is) the treatment 
must be directed towards it, but 
the danger is greatly increc^jEl.

The symptoms atiendix^. in- 
juries of the cord vary according 
to their seat, and the dan^r 
is increased as Uiti inisohief done 
approximates' (lie upjKT part of 
the neck, or rather death i.? 
more sjwedy, for most of these 
cases, particuiarly when the in- 
jury is in the upper half, terminate 
fatally. We have related an 
instance of iustantapeotts d^nth . 
being;' produced by^ a wound of 
the spinal cord,, between the 
Atlas and DrnJIuta, W'hioh is 
the usual result when ■ jit U in- 
jured in this part. When the 
mischief is between the, so^n^ 
and fifth cervical vortebroi grebt 
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of speech, de^latition 
and respiration, and paralysis of 
the upper extremities are ob- 
terred, nor are any of these cir- 
cumstances difiiciiit of explana- 
tion, when wc for a moment 
relleet on the orijijfin of the 
nerves supplying^ the parts af 
footed. When the injury is be- 
. low the point from wliich the 
nerves gpoing to form* the axil- 
lary plexus arise, the ujjper ex- 
tremities are unimpaired, wliilst 
the lower sulTcr. — Of respira- 
tion wo have before spoken, it 
is gxincrally affected even when 
the mischief occurs below the 
origin of the nerves supplying 
the diaphragm, which M. Dr- 
FlTYTliEN attributes to the in- 
flammation extending from the 
seat of the ijijury to them. The 
bladder is usually paralysed, and 
the penis erect, which last 
symptom Mr. O. explains by the 
concussion that the cerebellun 
often suffers in these accidents. 
In some cases the fieces pass off 
involuntarily, whilst in others 
they do not By the symptoms 
present, the particular part in- 
jured may in general he known 
with a tolbrable degree of cer- 
tmnty, though some few cases ! 
of injury of the cord, not pre- , 
sentin^ the appearances we I 
' have indicated have been rc- 1 


corded. I1ie. antiphlogistic 
plan of treatment is for the most 
part adopted in these injuries, 
more with a view to afford tem- 
porary than permanent relief; 
the urine requires to be drawn 
off once or twice a day. Mr. 
H. Cline thought that when 
the spinal marrow was the re- 
sult of fracture, with depression 
of the arches of one or more 
vertebrte, the patient might be 
relieved on the cause of the com- 
pi'ession being removed ; with 
this view he suggested that in 
those cases where the nature of 
the accident was evident the 
portions of depressed bone 
should be raised. The opera- 
tion was performed in 1814, by 
Mr H. Cline himself at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, but without 
success, and in 1822, by Mr. 
Tyrrell, with a similar result 
—it has failed in the only two 
cares in which it has been 
tried, but we hope that future 
attempts will be crowned with 
better success ; two failures cer- 
tainly are not snfliicient to decide 
against the performance of an 
operation, at once so rational in 
its conception— simple in its in- 
vention— not difficult of exectf- 
tion-^nor painful to the patient. 
.The operation throws a

We are extremely sorry that 
there should have been any 
ground for the last observation^ 
although vre are obliged to. coo- 
I cur in its truth. Museums are 
interesting objects of io^pection, 
and afford a rich feakt to the 
scientific visitor ; but they 
should be enriched only when , 
it can be done without the .sa- , 
crifice of a gmj^r ady^ntaga 
than the ope to be gained. Wp' 
trust that this gentle, .reboka 
will not be without iU good; . 
effe^. 
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Ch. y.^Conau^iwi of ike 
Morrow ia kittended with 
Miafly the same symptoma as 
^two foregoing affections, but 
^termination is generally more 
aueeeasfal. It is produced by 
falls or jumping, and requires 
active treatment in order to sub- 
dbe the inflammation excited in 
the injured part. The recovery 
if often very long and tedious. 

Ch. VL — Effusion into the 
vertebral canal is often disco- 
vered on examination after 
death ; biit the symptoms which 
it presents arc not sufficient to 
enable one to decide with cer- 
tainty during the life of the pa- 
tient, that it has taken place. 
The fluid effused may consist of 
blood, or of serum either pure, 
or mixod with blood or pus ; 
and is situated sometimes exte- 
rior to the dura mater, at others 
between it and the arachnoid 
membrane, or between the tu- 
nica araclmoides and pia mater, 
add lastly in the substance of 
the marrow itself. Effusion in 
these situations is often connec- 
ted with effusion into the brain, 
or between its membranes. The 
csiuses of this affection are rup- 
tum of the vessels from external 
vibledoe, or any other circum- 
stittee; and an increased action 
oftlm vessels of the part. No 


particular plan of treatment hsfl 
been recommended in this du« 
case, because its presence dur- 
ing life cannot with certainty 
be ascertained. 'When the effu- 
sion is BO considerable as to 
cause compression, the symp- 
toms wilt be the same as those 
we have mentioned above ; when 
it is slight, absorption is very 
likely to take place. M. Olli- 
vi£R quotes the following in- 
teresting case, to shew how the 
medullary substance may be ab- 
sorbed in the length of the spi- 
nal marrow, and pure serum 
suing the whole cavity of the 
pia-mater be substituted in its 
place. The case fell under the 
care of M. Ruuikr, and was 
published in the middle of last 
year by M. M.\gendie, in his 
Journal dt Physiologie. It has 
appeared in some of the journals 
of this country, but we should 
be ashamed for such a’ paltry 
reason as this, to be guilty of 
the wilful suppression of useful 
information from many, who 
might, by such conduct, be de- 
prived of it altogether.

This indisposition 
at first oecurrinKualy anerlonp inter, 
vab of ease. Miiidi'iiii in iili- rupid pro- 
irrMa,and llie painMii ln^:, it were at 
(iiins the u»o of bis arms ; this was 
on the Slit of January, iai6 : hr. fell 
down by accident with bis lace on the 
ground, and remained in this position 
without beingabie to make any use of 
bis arms in attempting to rise, until 
some one oame to nis assistance. His 
hands from this lime were stiff, and 
bent, involuntarily contracted, and 
were so twisted that the palms of the 
bands were turned upwards and out- 
wards. The swelling formed by the 
spine became painful and gradually 
increased. Thu shoulders, especially 
the right, were raised, and the head 
was sunk between them. The patient 
could not, ill walking, cnntroiil the 
motions of his arms, which obeyed 
those of the t* unk. Blisters, cauterius 
and moiEas applied in the course of 
the spine, and particularly in the 
neighbourhood of the swelling afford- 
ed no relief ; and a similar result at* 
tended numerous otlier means, both 
egtrrnal and internal, whiuli were 
tried (or seven successive years. 

Witli the exception of the upper 
limbs, the olliors possessed their vo- 
luntary motions, and the patient walk- 
ed about. The anus were completely 
stilT, and (irmly conlracleo, often pain- 
ful, aud always very uneasy, they were 
turned towards I lie sides from which 
tl|ey could not bu separated at. any 
great distance without considerable 
oxertiofi. The fore arms were in a 
state of forced pronalion, and the 
bands flexed. The (iRrers were closed, 
and during sleep the nails would 
wound the skin, if the patient bad not 
bcrur.e*haud taken tbo precaution of 
putting his hands one in the other, so 
that Urn fingers should forw a mutual 
support to each other at the lime of 
tbsir contraction. 

The want of power in the arms was 
emttpiete ; nevertlieless, by great pain 
and exertion, and with some assist- 
ance, M. L. could, a pen being placed 
between bis lingers, put his signature 
to a paper by a kind of locomotive 
power or nearly tbe whole arm. The 
peetoraleB major and minor were in a 
state of perp<dual contraction, as well 
■a tbe muscles, which separate tbe 
upper extremities from tbe trunk. It 
was difficult to decide to what de^e 
tbo cfomtacted eUte of the intereostals 
muiUnlHM tlif 99iiiwiiii diffiemit j i 


ofbreathiog and danger ofsuffboatlon 
which borrassed the patient night nn 

'Phe oontraeted parts preserved their 
sensibility ; the bands ceased to be of 
use because they were motionless ; hot 
like the rest of the body were scasihio 
to all the changes of temperature, and 
the slightest touch. . All quick or lonf 
continued friction oftbe parts afieeted, 

I iroduced pain. Tbe moral and intel- 
eci ual faculties remained entire. Tbo 

{ latient had cough with expectoratiosi 
or a few months before M. Rullier woe 
called to him ; the matter was ropy, 
white, and in esterual appearance 
exactly like cream, but was with diffi. 
culU expectorated ; he also had hee- 
tic (ever. He experienced intolerable 
pain when he lay on tbe back. Diges- 
tion was impaired, accompanied with 
flatulency and pain in the stomaeb. 
Bowels obstinately eoslivo, and the 
patient could not void his fmees, but 
with repeated eftbrls and considerable 
pain. The urine scanty and turbid 
was passed with case. Such were the 
symptoms which this patient presented 
till his death, which took place on tbo 
aist of October, alter a long and pain- 
ful illness.

The existence of a mi- 
de-sac formed by the luniea oroch- 
noides, aud closing the lourih ventri- 
cle, could not be discovered* The 
arachnoid covering of the ventriclea 
was easily distinguished, and a little 
thickened. 

Tbe vertebral canal was 
eareliiliy laid bare »to :aaoeTtaia wbe- 
tlier the spinal marrow was compress- 
ed: no compression whatever of this 
organ, simply curved in the dorsal re- 
gion; great muanlity of serum under 
the arachnoid coot; pia-mater aorer- 
ingtue cord, strongly injected with 
blood. The marrow appeared in iU 
natural state from tbe top to the origin 
I of the Tnurih pair of cervical nerves.

Thorttx . — The luifgs were adhering 
posteriorly to the plenm i <>«l:iiis Tho 
upper left lobe contained a few tuber- 
cles seal! ered here and there, poste- 
riorly il was gorged with blood ; the 
right long presented the same-changes, 
and had the nppearantai of being hepa- 
lixed, as isfouiid after chroiiin pneii- 
monia, and presented several bands 
of tiiberokw in a state of Suppura- 
tion of which some of the cysts were 
o.4sifieTl. 

.4bi/t>meN ■ — Stomach rather idrge but 
hcsiihy. Some portions of the small 
intostines of a deep red rdloUr ; a Ibw 
black spots sifnated on llicir outer sur- 
face corresponding to small ulcera- 
tions of Iho mucous membrane. Th'o 
other or gabs were healtby.” 

The interesting^ details con- 
tained in this case compensate 
for its length; they are higrhly 
instructive and merit close atten- 
tion. M. O. has met in some 
eig'ht or ten ca6es> with a gaseous 
fluid, colourless and inodorous 
under the membranes of the 
cord ; Whether it was the result 
of a chang-e that took place be- 
fore or after death he is not able 
to decide. 

Ch. Vn. and Vni.— /n/am- 
flMf ton Jif the cord and it» eover- 
tqg's.— The la&t of these two 
a&ctiofis is generally . acoom^- 
nied yvitb a simi^ ^le of 
iilMr* blife 
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ftymptonifi which attend it are 
few^ and uniform in their cha- 
racter; the patient always com- 
plains of acute pain down the 
back, which in some cases is 
constant, in otlicrs comes on at 
intervals, and there is a contrac- 
tion of the muscles in the ncig:h- 
bourhood of the affected part^ 
which now and then exists to 
such a dag^ree that the head 
and trunk are drawn backwards 
with it ; convulsions, paralysis, 
and dilliculty of respiration are 
also occasionally present ; but 
the two lirst symptoms arc those 
cliaracteristic of the disease. 
The antiphlogistic treatment 
must be adopted, and regulate 
according to the severity of the 
complaint, which, however, is 
frequently fatal. The appear- 
ances observed in the part after 
death are a loaded state of the 
vessels of the pia mater and dura 
mater, sanguineous serous, or 
sero - purulent effusions, and 
flakes of lymph adhering to the 
arachnoid membrane. We re- 
peat that the coverings of the 
brain generally participate io 
the disease. 

Inflatnmation of the cord itself 
is attended with most of the 
symptoms of inflammation of its 
coverings, and these vary accord- 
i%. to the B^i «pd severity of 
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the complaint Best^ ihopidn 
in the particular part inflamed, 
if the disease be acute there will 
bo the same elTeets present; per- 
haps to a slighter degree, as we 
mentioned in injuries and com- 
pression of the cord. The same 
trciilment in this complaint, as 
in the former, must be pursued, 
and the patient be kept in a 
state of absolute rest ; all motion 
increases his sufferings. The 
morbid changes, produced by 
this disease, arc an injection of 
the cord with red vessels, indu- 
ration, softening, and absorption 
of the organ. 

The two concluding chapters 
treat of the morbid tissues deve- 
loped in the card and its mem- 
branes, and the diseases which 
according to some authors de- 
})end on an alteration of these 
parts. Wo have dwell so long 
on the other chapters that we 
must pass these over for the 
present in silence. We have 
presented oiir readers with what 
wc conceive, to be the most in- 
structive part of the work, and 
hope that it may be the means 
of directing the attention of 
those, who^have the opportunily, 
to a class of affections, many of 
which have as yet been little 
benefitted by the remedies re- 
commended for their relief.

LEPROSY. 


Tlie follow'ing description of 
the species of leprosy commonly, 
met with in India, is from the

It ii thtifeFore necetMry to Ite 
cwEttiouv, that no iiiflammablo 
bo(»6S be placed near quick- 
lime when kept in the Labora- 
tory ; or even in buildings under 
common circunistanees, aa water 
may accidentally come in con- 
tact with it and occasion much 
mischier. As water produces 
the heat from changing- its 
form when unitwd with linie, 
it is obvious that wet inflamma- 
ble bodies are as likely to inflame 
as dry ones, and wc have no 
doubtjjudging from several cases 
that have fallen under our ob- 
servation, that tires have hap- 
pened from this cause. When 
dry plaistcr of Paris (Gypsum) 
is mixed with water, the whole 
soon becomes solid, and consi- 
derable heat is evolved. Take 
the sultcallod nitrate of copper, 
wet it and fold it up in a sheet 
of tin foil, pressing the whole 
well together ; the w'liter, in 
virtue of chemical uftinily, will 
pass from the stale of a liquid 
to a solid, and siilHcieiit heat 
will be produci'd to ignite tiie 
tin foil, and presently occasion 
it to burst into flame. Liquid 
solution of salts, when sudden- 
ly crystalizod, produce a good 
deal of heat. When gaseous 
bodies change their form, and 
pass to that of a liquid, or solid 
the same effects arc observed. 
It is from this cause that the 
heat which is produced by our 
common firos is generated. In 
the progress of combustion a 
part of the air of the atmosphere 
18 converted into a solid, by 
combining with the burning 
body, end therefore heat is con- 
stantly. given out as the process 
goes on, agreeable to the above 
law. We shall have occasion- 
to B^ee.the thnoiy of combus- 


tion gt some length hereafter;:^: 
It is found by experimentt that 
if a change of form is effected 
in bodies by mechanical causes, ’ 
that the same results obtain, as 
if that change was brought 
about by ehemmed affinities. 
Hammering a piece of iron, for: 
instance, will increase its tem- 
perature in "" consequence of tho 
operation forcing its particles 
closer together, and therefore 
contracting its dimensions. Iron 
may be made red hot by harnmer- 
iug.a fact generally well known. 
Friction, which is a .succession 
of percussion, produces heat, it is ' 
presumed in the same way. The 
i air of onr atmosphere, if strongly 
! compressed in a cuiiilcnsiiiir ‘ 
syringe, will give out sufficient 
heat to set amadou (an inflam- 
mable fungus) on fire. A con- 
densation of a portion of the air 
in the lungs, is said to produce 
animal heat ; the truth of this 
w'e shall examine hereafter.

GUY^s HOSPITAL. 

Two operations were per- 
formed here on Tuesday last, 
by Mr. Key ; one for single 
hare-lip, and the other was for ' 
the removal of a fungus from 
the right testicle of F. T. set. 34. 
This man was admitted into the 
hospital on the'lfith of Oct; last, 
having an exceedingly obstinate 
stricture of the urethra, situated 
immediately under the symphi- 
sis pubis ; at the same time his 
testicles were very much swol- 
len, and very painful. H.e was 
in the hospital several weeks 
before a boiigie could be passed ;; 
through the strictufe; t this^^ 
however, was at lengdt

. Qot surprising as thu stric- 
ture was particularly .aevert?. — 
The iMP^tlira bad a knotty feel 
for pearly the Bj)ace of ah ‘inch, 
shewing that the infiamniatieD 
which produced it was of no 
ordinary cJctent, Uuring the 
iotEoduction of the bougie., 
tJie patient took four times a 
day, jaive graiTw pf the soda ex- 
siccat in niint water— This rae- 
^ciisc had an astonishing elToct 
in diinipishing the pain and ir- 
ritability of the urethra ; and i 
after having taken it, there was 
likewi^ invariably experienced 
less pain in making water : by 
coiiUiijuiag the use of the bougie 
and , this medicine, the strictiiro 
was cured some weeks since. We 
have before stated that when this 
man was admitted lie had, in 
addition to bis stricture a swel- 
ling of both testicles ; and in 
front of the body of the rigiit, 
there could be felt a trHing 
fluctuation ; this was afterwards 
found to have been pus, as it 
made its escape in consequence 
of the absce.ss breaking through 
the skin of the scrotum.— 
Out of the opening made by 
thisahaccss, there soon sprouted 
a fungus, dissimilar to fungus 
hsematodeSf not being of a ma- 
lignant character, entirely of a 
local nature, and in nineteen 
cases out qf twenty, the result 
stricture. For a shoit time 
after its first g{^urance it was 
attenip^d to Im cured by pres- 
sure, but 0iS : plan of treatment 
occasioned sn much irritation 
that it^waa qjumh^.y re^nquislieCi.

of the chest, some difliouUy of 
breathing, and severe pains ia 
the head: under these circum- 
stances, the arsenic - was. very 
prudently discontinued. 

The fungus now rapidly re- 
tnrned to its forenpr siae, and at 
the recommendation of wLr.T R^V 
VKus' presstirc(by means ofaj^d' 
of lint aud straps of adbesiye 
plaster) was again tried.' ',tt 
succeeded remarkably well ^ 
about tlirec weeks, and brought, 
down the fungus to a level with 
the skin of the scrotum, but 
beyond this barrier the epeipy 
could not be driven, aud tttero- 
forc this mode of attack 
was once more abanddned'; 
there was no alternative but the 
extirpation of the tumour by 
means of the. operating knife.

This day a soft 
fungus excrescence, situated 
near the outer angle of the eye,’ 
but not including it, and about 
four inches in diameter, was re- 
moved by Mr. Lynn, from the 
temple of John Donahougu, 
aged 65. 

Tha patient stated that this 
excresence had originated from 
a wart about two years ago, that 
within the last twelvemonths 
it had rapidly increased, and 
often bled profusely; it had 
none of that gristly or cartilagi- 
nous substance so frequently ob- 
served in schirrous productions. 
Tbe margin of the fungus was 
reflected backwards, and con- 
cealed its seek in all its circum- 
and leaving skin lying 


beneath it entirely free from 
excoriation : hence it may be 
inferred tliat the secretions from 
the surface were not acrimonious, 
and another proof of the absence 
of vicious humour, was the to- 
;tal freedom of the acijaoent 
I glands from enlargement or 
^ pain. It w^as deemed expedient 
to extirpate this fungous tumour 
under the hope that tho removal 
of its root might f>revcnt its re- 
production, or, if that should 
fail, 1 hut so much of the diseased 
structure might be prevented 
from any longer incommoding 
the patient by its existence. 

Mr. Lynn made a circular 
incision round the base of the 
tumour, at the first stroke of 
which, the superior superficial 
branch of the temporal artery 
was wounded, and a considera- 
ble giisli of blood immediately 
followed ; an assistant howevor 
restrnine<i this in some measure, 
and tho operation proceeded 
without diWiciiUy. 

In the- dissection of the tu- 
mour, and its capsule, several 
other brunches of the temporal 
artery were also cut through, 
some of them rather large ones, 
and three or four of these, as 
well as the one mentioned 
above, were secured by ligatures. 
The surface of the wound after 
the operation, although the 
incision was made close round 
the neck of the tumour, was 
about as large as the diameter 
of the largest part of the tumour 
itself, owing to the retraction 
of the integument when cut 
through. 

The operation, which wta 
borne heroically, lasted, from 
its commencement to the period

LECTURE 53. 

Off Pomiu. 

Pcffffons are those substances 
\iTiicb. in small quantities, pro- 
duce deleterious effects on the 
human body. Thou^^h this is 
considered the best deliiiition of 
poisons, yet there is no snb^ 
stance considered as poisonous, 
which iri very small doses is 
not capable of producing^ a be- 
neficial effect. Several of the 
poisons/ indeed,, in miunte and 
well ri'jr«lhlcdd"^‘«‘.|ir the j 
best possible efiecls \ arseuic is 
an example of this.' 

Poisons are derived from four 
sources, viz; there are those 
from the animal and vegetable 
fttft^cni-^-tha« are iheffiiwuraf 
and citemieal poisons — and the 
; last is furnished by man himself, 
called morbid poiaons. 

Yon wilj find such a diflerence 
with regMd to the effects of 
morbid poisons, when compared 
with the other three, that you 
will speedily rolinquish any 
opinion you. might have formed 
respecting a supposed recipro- 
city oC action between them. 

In .tracing the operations of 
poisons, we find some of tliem 
afl^ iheYR^ular system, others

the nervous, while manyiwi^oM 
affect both nervous and vaaov^. 

In 
looking at poisons from many 
aiiimulft, for example, we find 
the first action iu the arterial 
system, while tlie influence of 
others evidently begins .in tlie. 

The poison communi- 
cated hy the viper and rattle 
I snake attacks the arterial sys- 
' tein first ; tliat from the bite of 
a rabid animal influences 
nervous system first ; .'but ulti- 
mately in these cases both be- 
come attected ; thus then some 
poisons afliict the nervous system 
others the arterial, and others 
both. 

With regard to the vegetable 
(Hiisons ; all of these act on the 
nervous system; persons who 
have been destroyed by these 
poisons, have been said, upon 
examination, after death, to 
luive had inflammation of the 
inner coal of the stdmach, be- 
cause in some instances the ves- 
sels have been found larger and 
more filled with blood than iu, 
others.

The a^on of morbid poisons 
is various, some being* on the 
arteries, some on the nerves ; 
in typhus fever, more coBi- 
n^nly called gaol fever, which 
arises from tlie number of 
persons crowded together ' ren- 
dering the air impure and 
unfit to sustain the vigorous 
actions of life ; the first effects 
manifest themselves in the ner- 
vous system, producing great 
depression on the mental and 
bodily powers and through 
which influence the persons are 
destroyed. It renders the pa- 
tients at an early period of the 
complaint incapable of being 
roused , so great is the depressing 
influence on the nerves. 

Many of the morbid poisons 
net directly on the arterial sys- 
tem ; as for example, small pox; 
here inflammation is first pro- 
diujed, which is succeeded by 
fever, the suppurative proofs, 
considerable local irritation, and 
the secreted matter capable of 
propagating the disease ; other 
morbid poisons as measles for 
example, first affect particular 
parts and afterwards the entire 
system ; in measles we first see 
the conjunctiva inflamed, then

Vipers also may be frozen, 
and will regain their actions in 
a similar manner. On one oc- 
casion, after having taken a 
fro|Bien vif^r out of the freezing 
mixture, and not suspecting that 
it had so quickly regained its 
imtive state, 1 was bitten by it 


on the back of the hdnd ; thia

1 advise you, gentlemen, to 
read the paper which 1 before 
alluded to, publi^lled by Dr. Ha- 
BiNCTOTi, in which a complete 
history of the (ii.sea.se was given, 
and you will there see that tlie 
loss of blood does not tend in 
the sli.s{htcst degree, to relieve 
the malady. 

The two first cases that I saw 
were treated by bleeding ; the 
loss of blood reduced tlic 
stn^ngth, but did not mitigate 
the symptoms : on the contrary, 
1 think the irritability was in- 
creased from the weakness 
which the venesection occasi- 
oned. 

A rabid animal will at first 
lap fluids, but cannot take solids ; 
will throw bis meat among the 
straw, and bite at every thing 
near him : his master will take 
his food to him, W'ho will be 
treated by the animal at first in 
the customary manner : as the 
disease advances, however, the 
respect and attachment to the 
master becomes lost, and the 
animal will bite him likewise. 
— 'After lapping a little water, 
the dog will take^ hold of 
the vessel between its teeth 
and then dash it to the ground ; 
thus it will be observed that 
the natural character of. the 
noimal remains for a long ti jne 


unchanged. A ^ntleman luring 
in a village had a pointer with 
this disease; he behaved as well 
as usual in the field,— would 
stand, bark, and bring the game; 
blit after the sporting w'as over, 
be would bite any animal that 
came near him, and at length 
ran entirely away. Upon ex- 
amining dogs that died of this 
disease, there has been a slight 
inflammation observed upon the 
internal surface of the stomaph 
and pharynx, a sort of efflores- 
cence, and all human beings 
I who have died with this disea.se 
I have been said to have had 
more or le.ss a similar appear- 
! ance. 

I A few words on the 
Treatment 6j Hydrophobia^ 
and L shall then conclude. The 
l>est mod(^ that can be adopted 
is, imniediritely after the part 
lias been bitten, to cut it out; 
you should first ascertain at 
what depth the teeth have en- 
tered, hy means of a probe, and 
then take care to excise a suffi- 
cient quantity, and leave no 
part of the injured integument, 
cellular membrane, or muscle 
remain. If persons should object 
to the use of the knife — foolishly 
object to have the poisoned part 
cut away, 1 advise you in such 
cases to let sink into the wound 
a small piece of the potassa fusa: 
this will readily dissolve, and 
becoming liquid, its cauterizing 
influence will be comiiHinicated 
to each part of the wound, and 
tigis destroy the influence of the 
poison ; the best plan decide^j ; 
is the i mined Uie excision of the . 
part, and where it baa beeii,;,^ 
done directly altw tfae injiay, ii^i- 
htfi 1 believe, in eveiy intenee : 
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Wb saccessfu) in proventin>*t1i(> 
disease; if this practice should 
be opposed^ the next best plan 
is the employment of the poiussu 
ftisa. 1 am speaking of these 
means, you will observe, as pre- 
ventives, and as for mcKlical re- 
medies, when the symptoms of 
hydrophobia have once appear- 
ed, 1 am not acquainted with 
any. Every medicine, I believe, 
has been tried over and ovt^r 
again, and all have been found 
alike ineffectual ; the only thing 
in the way of medicine that I 
think calculated to do good is 
that which has lately been 
adopted in Prance, vias. the in- 
jection of warm water into the 
veins. To make tlie employ- 
ment of the remedy safe, how- 
ever, and to prevent pressure of 
the brain, the same quantity of 
blood should be previously ab- 
stracted, a.s it is intended there 
should be water injected ; with 
this precaution, 1 think the 
remedy a very proper and 
feasible one. I may here 
remark that the blood need 
not be abstracted before the in- 
jection of the water, but may be 
let flow from one vein while 
the water is thrown in 
at another, and this pro- 
bably would be the better 
plan. 


LECTURE 64. 
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VtgtUdde mud Mineral 
Poisons. 

It lemains that I- should say 
a jbw woi^ on the subject of 
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vegetable abd mineral poisons: 
One of the vegetable poisons is 
hemlock; I have not m}*self 
scon any instance of its proving 
destructive to life; the cbmmon 
effc^cts which it produces are 
' giddincvss, vomiting, and very 
severe pain in the head. The 
cflccts of this poison are known 
rather from history than from 
any recent observations wliicli 
have been made with rcs[)ect 
to it. The Greeks were in the 
habit of putting to death by 
this poison, persons who had 
forfeited their lives to their 
coiinlrA'; and it was by this 
poison, as most of you are aware, 
that Socrates was destroyed. 
It does not appear from the ac- 
counts which history has trans- 
mitted to us, that Soru.ATKS 
suffered tnucli in his last mo- 
ments, since we are told that, 
during' the time he was drink- 
ing ftm hemlock, he said a 
cock should be sacrificed to 
.E.scuLAiMt?s for the ea.se with 
which he departed life. To- 
bacco is a highly poisonous 
substance, though it is rarely 
given in such quantities as to 
prove destructive to existence. — 
I have known it, however, des- 
troy life both when used as an 
I injection, and when applied ex- 
ternally. 1 will mention a cir- 
cumstance which occurred to 
me, in order to put you upon 
your guard with respect to the 
j lise of tobacco enemas. 1 wit- 
nessed an instance of this kome 
years ago in the other hospital, 

I in a young woman who had 
strangulated hernia. A drachm 
of tobacco in a f>int of warm 
water was injected into the in- 
testines to assist in dimi- 
I nishing the strangulaliob.-^ 



Iliere vrwe no previous 
lymptoms which led me to sup- 
pose that the patient was near 
her dissolution, but soon after 
the injection was administered 
she became exceedingly de- 
pressed, a deadly paleness over- 
spread her body, slie had a cold 
perspiration, vomitings increased 
to a ^rcat degrree : soon after 
she became insensible, and in 
that state she died. 'I'his was 
not more than three quarters of 
an hour after she had taken the 
tobacco enema. On this account 
1 mentioned to you when 1 was 
on the subject of hernia that it 
was dan^rous to use this sub- 
stance without feeling your way 
in its employment. It is better 
not to inject at first more than 
half a dram of tobacco in half 
a pint of water ; if the patient 
should not be affected by this 
q^uantity, another half dram may 
tmn be employed. I am aware 
that two drams or more are 
sometimes injected witliuut any 
bad consequences, but this is in 
cases where the patient has con- 
siderable strength ol consti- 
tution. Where the constitu- 
tion is delicate and weakly even 
a dram of tobacco used in an in- 
jection will sometimes prove 
destructive to life. 1 shall now 
mention to you another circum- 
stance respecting the e.vteriial 
application of tobacco. ‘ The 
mother pf a boy, who was the 
subject of tinea capitis having 
heard that tobacco was the best 
remedy for this complaint, went 
to a . tobacco dealer, and bought 
some tobacco juice, w^hicb, as 1 
afterwards learnt, is prepaid in 
the following way:— 

A quantity of moist to- 


bacco is placed between two* 
rollers, and very strongly 
pressed, so that the juice 
exudes, and in this way an ex- 
tract of tobacco is produced of 
the very strongest kind. It is 
used for the purpose of destroy- 
ing insects, and it is also em- 
ployed in eruptive complaints of 
sheep and other animals. The 
woman put th].s preparation on 
the head of the boy, at one 
o’clock in the afternoon : very 
soon after he became pale, and 
extremely sick. Feeling that 
purging was coming on, he 
went to a nt^cessary, at the back 
of the house, where he staid so 
long, that his mother went to 
look after him, and found him 
with his clothes unbuttoned, sit- 
ting in an almost insensible 
slate, with his head resting on 
his shoulder. He had had a 
copioiTS evacuation into his 
clothes; he was carried up 
stairs, put to bed, and at four 
in the afternoon be died. A 
surgeon in the neighbourhood 
hearing of these circumstances, 
communicated them te me. I 
attended for the purpose of ex- 
amining- the body, and did not 
find any appearance of disease. 
There wiis a little effusion of 
fluid between the scalp and the 
bone, but none in the membrane 
or ventricles of the brain. If 
tobacco be introduced in any 
quantity into ' the stomach of 
animals, it kills very quickly, 
putting a stop to the action of 
the heart. 'i'he oil produced 
^roni tobacco by burning it is 
tegbly poisonous ; it destroys if 
administered in veiy small quan- 
tities. W'itb respect to its iatro*^ 
dueUon by sqioakiBg^ 1 
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ntfftT fcDown an instance of 
death heingf produced by it in 
this way.

After chatting for a short time, 
he rose in a state of violent 
agitation, and rushing to the 
window exclaimed. *‘1 can bear 
it no longer ; this d — d .£oliah 
harp will distract me.” This 
irritable state of the nerves, 
produced by opium, is relieved 
by a fresh dose : it becomes ab* 
soliitely necessary to the patient, 
and the nervousness produced 
, by tlie opium of yesterday is re- 
lieved by the opium of to-day. 
T'he largest quantity of opium 
I have ever known taken, was 
swallowred by a pupil in this 
hospital. He sent for half a 
pint of the tincture of dpiUm. 
for which he wrote a prescrip- 
tion. The chemist had iibt quite 
half a pint, biit he sent some- 
what more than seveti ounces. 

Qf this quantity the pupil took 
to much, that not more then a 
tea-spoonful was left in the 
phial : be must hate taken, 
therefore, about six ounces and 
six drachms.

Hiere were 40 drops of the 
tincture in a mixture of 6 ounces, 
and he was.desired to. take three 
lahle-spoonsful three times a- 
day. He had only taken three- 
fourths of the mixture when he 
was seixed with the most violent 
convulsions. His hands, legs, 
and feet were kept in constant 
involuntary motion, and lie de- 
clared that during the whole 
night he resembled a person in 
the act of fighting and wrest- 
ling. Dr. Marcet mentioned 
to me a case of a lady on the 
ephtinent., who destroyed , her- 
self by taking this medieiue ; she 
thought she could manage it 
hdrieif ; took it for several days, 
and idcareased the doses. She was 
seiiied with violent vomiting, 
purging, excessive fuiiu in the 
stomach andconvulsivesymptoms 
and in this state she died. It is 
a dangerous remedy when used 
internally, and 1 do not think its 
merits as. an intemal mediciiw 
are at air equal to those which it 
possesses as an external applica- 
tion.

ly taken tor the purpose of com- 
mitting suicide. Very soon after 
this poison is swallowed, the most 
excruciating pain is felt in the 
stomach ; besides this effect on 
the stomach it produces excessive 
vomiting, violent .spasmodie coQr 
traclions of the muscles of the 
abdomen, twitchiogs aod< con- 
vulsive motions of the bands.— 
The t:>ain is so horrible that much 
as we may lament tlie want of 
rninues.s which leads to the com- 
mission of suicide, we deplore 
still more the Buttering occa- 
sioned by a poison which pro- 
duces such excruciating torture 
as arsenic. A person who has 
taken a sulficient quantity of ar- 
senic to destroy life dies ibout 
nine hours after having.taken lfi. 
During that time he sufbn the 
most excruciating agony ontil 
within two hours of his death*, 
when.hi.s pain is somewhat mi- 
tigated ; he is then convulsed, 
bis body is perfectly pallid, and 
covered with a cold ficrspiration, 
and his fieces pass off involunta^ 
rily. On examination of the body 

after death a very large quantity 
of rniiciK appears to be thrown 
out in consequence of the irrita- 
tion produced by the arsenic,-- 
This is a sort of defence set up 
by nature, a quantity of muciln- 
gincus matter being produced, 
which is for a time capable of 
sup{M>rting the oxide of arsenic 
so as to keep it ffom the coats 
of the stomach. Whentbeqnan- 
tity is large, the poison pqae- 
trates through this mucilaginiMis 
secretion affeeUithe intornal cbais 
of the stomach, and, piodiifiea 
gangrene. The iQfiaiiimatiGfii 
however is not general but affects 
only particular jpots. When the 
pottoo pasnw the Ixiuiids of tbb 
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•tomach, and enters the duode- I 
mun, it stilt prodoeos nicerated I 
spots of a gangrenous colour^ 
the inflammation not being* g^ene- 
raliy diflhsed. therefore, you 
.should be called upon in a Court 
of Justice to say whether you 
believe a person to have been 
poisoned by arsenic, your judg- 
ment must be guided by the fol- 
lowing appearances : If the per- 
son has died by the eflect.s of 
arsenic, you will find a large 
quantity of mucus secreted in 
the stomach, a part of the arse- 
nic supported in the mucus, gan- 
grenous spots in the inlernal 
part of the stomach. Having 
found' tliese appearances, and 
carefully washed out the sto- 
mach, it is better to send the 
contents to some person who is 
in the habit of making chemical 
experiments. A medical man, 
unless he 1$ a first-rate chemist, 
ought not to depend npon his 
own experiments in cases w'here 
the lives of individuals may, 
perhaps, be involved in the deci- 
sion; He should content liim- 
self with carefully collecting 
the contents of the stomach, ainl 
sending them to be analysed by 
a jMvfessed chemist. Tfie dose 
of arsenic, when it is given as a 
medicine, is five droi:)iS of the 
arseniate of potash three times a 
day at the comincncemenl. 'I'his 
dose may be incnnised at the 
utmost to fifteen drops. Few 
stomachs can bear it to that ex- 
tent, and in general, when J 
give this medicine with a view 
to the removal of any pc'riodical 
diiease of the interniittant form, 
1 beg^in with five drops three 
times a day, and very rarely in- 
ctOase it beyond twelve drops. 
The bad eflbuts which this ino- , 


dicine produces after a time 
often lead us to regret that we 
should have employed it at all. 
It occasions pain in the stomach, 
a disordered state of the bowels, 
tedematous swellings in the face, 
and in the hands and feet, from 
w hich it is o ten a long time 
before the patient recovers. 
With respect to the external 
I application of arsenic you should 
be v€‘ry much on your guard in 
its employment. 1 remember a 
patient in the other hospital 
who had a fungus in the eye to 
which the .solution of arsenic 
was verv' liberally applied ; he 
complained very much of pain 
I in the stomach, and the result 
I was that he died of inflam- 
I mation in that organ. On ex- 
amination of the body after 
death the stomach exhibited the 
peculiar inllammatory appear- 
ances produced by tiie poison of 
arsenic. U is a curious circum- 
stance that if arsenic be injected 
into the blood-vessels it kills by 
producing infiammation in the 
stomach. There are few subjects 
; which have been attended to less 
than the disposition that exists 
in some parts of the body to be 
acted upon by certain medicines 
to the exclusion of other parts. 
Thus if ipecacuanha be injected 
into the veins it still acts by pro- 
ducing vomiting ; if arsenic be in- 
jected it produces vomiting and 
inflammation of the stomach ; in- 
troduced in this w ay it destroys 
life in three or four hours, and 
if in large doses, it will some- 
times destroy in twenty minutes. 
If oxymuriate of mercury be in- 
jected into the veins it producer 
the destruction of life by inflam- 
mation, not only of the stoinui^'i: 
butjof th« inttistme^ : when re-t. 
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eeived into the stonuich it acts 
both on the stomach and intes- 
tines ; and when injected into 
the veins it acts equally on both. 
Arsenic produces inflammation of 
the stomach only, and not of 
the intestinal canal. Tartrite 
of antimony and ipecacuanha 
both produce vomiting’, when 
injected into the veins. It ap- 
]jears, therefore, that you can 
only influence certain parts of 
the body, by particular medi- 
cines, in whatever way those 
medicines may be introduced 
into the circulation. Certain 
substances have uiiifornilyspeci- 
fle effects on particular parts of 
the body; thus cantharides act 
on the neck of the bladder, 
aloes on the rectum, and other 
mrdxines which we are in the 
habit ol u ing, have an in- 
ti ueua^ on one part of the body, 
to the exclusion of all the rest. 
This subject is well deserving 
of attention ; it has been but 
little inv,cstigat<?d, and affords 
an ample field for research and 
useful discovery. The oxymu- 
riate of mercury is often used for 
thepurpo.se of destroying life ; it 
produces vomiting and purging, 
great depression of strength, 
coldness of th© extremities, 
and death frequently cnsue.s 
in the course of a few hours. 
With respect to the means 
which should be employed 
with a view of removing 
the oxymuriate of mercury 
from the stomach, I will tell 
yon what I believe to^1>e the 
best remedy to resort to at the 
moment, for it will often hap- 
pen that you cannot obtain the 
bii^ chemical preparations for 
Itis well known 
that'the cftrbonate Of potash or 
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soda decomposes tins aubetanee. 
What 1 should advise yon to 
do, thereforei would be to mix 
a quantity of soap with warm 
water, and making it as thick 
a lather as you can, give it in 
largo quantities to the patient. 

1 have myself tried this remedy, 
and my patient recovered, W'he- 
ther pont har, or propttr hoe I 
will not decide, but my belief 
is, that 1 could not have admi- 
nistered a better remedy than 
that which suggested itself to 
me on the sudden, if 1 had been 
in Apothecaries Hall. The alkali 
of the soiip immediately decom- 
poses the oxymuriate of mercury 
while the greasy matter sheaths 
the stomacli, and checks the 
further influence of any portion 
of the substance which might 
remain. 'Diis, therefore, ap- 
pears to be tho best extempora- 
neous remedy you can employ in 
such cases. Diluents should be 
given to a very, considerable exi- 
tent as well as the alkali. It 
may appear that 1 am disposed 
to think too well of the instru- 
ment to which 1 before adverted, 
when I state that I believe the 
syringe may also be .siipcessfiilly 
employed for the purpose of re- 
moving the oxymuriate of rneq*- 
cury from the stomach. 1 should ^ 
certainly prefer it to any other 
means •; but instead of using 
simple water, I should throw 
in a quantity of soap and 
water ; then withdraw it : I 
should repeat this operation until 
the stpmach was entirely 
cleansed, it has been suggested 
that although this instrument 
may be used with success for the 
purpose of removing the v^e- 
table poisons from stomaeb,

it mity^ba removed. At all events 
this deserves a trial. ^ They who 
Mipp'i»e lliHtthe arM-iiic adlirre^lo 
the iot^nal coats of thestomach 
so that it cannot be removed, 
have .never made any experi- 
ments with the oxide of arsenic ; 
it does not adhere to the coats, 
but it ip lifted from them by 
mucus. tVith respect to the 
inHuOMco dead, 1 have but 
• little to ob^erye. In colica pic- 
tonum, where we have an op- 
imrUiuity of obsorvin.^' its ellects, 
no inflammation ap}>eurs to be 
produced in the stomach. 'I’bis 
disease seems to bo entirely 
spasmodic; U will be rig-ht to 
administer largro quantities of 
castor oil; and emetics in it. 1 
have known (mrsons suddenly 
lose the use of one side from the 
^eots of lead. 1 once observed 
that a boy who was at work at 
my house, had itaraplegria ; and 
1 asked him how, he came to 
lose the use of his side. Why, 
sir; said he, very foolishly; 1 
had some lead in my pocket, as 
1 was gtiing home to my mas- 
ter’ti and on the road 1 bought 
ap.nio gooseberries, and put 
tfaeni intO; . pocket. — - 

I tbht dhe mixture nir 


lead only friutsweel^ ; 

so i finished my gooseberries, 
and on the fojliowing inorning t 
lost the use of my side. 1 shall 
conclude this lecture by shew- 
ing you the efibet of a powor- 
ful poison, called Ticunas, 
witli which the Indians in the 
back settlements of flemerara 
arm their arrows. There is a 
very minute portion of the poi- 
son on a stick in this litt|e box, 
which is Bufticient, however, to 
poison every one of you. 1 
shall insert a small . particle, I 
know not what fraction of a 
gprain, into the cellular tissue of 
a rabbit, aud yon will see that 
in the space of tliree or four 
minutes the animal will die 
without a|ipenriiig to suffer the 
least pain. It will probably 
continue to eat the p^sley op 
the table till it dies. 

The first rabbit on which 
the learned professor performed 
theexperiment,walkc(jaboi]t the 
table, and partook of lys parsley, 
but declined dying at the end 
of four minutes. Whether the 
poison were not effectual ly in- 
troduced within the ccilular tis- 
sue, or whether this rabbit were 
blessed wiih an idiosyncracy 
which rendered him iiisensible 
to its efft cts, we w'ill not decide ; 
certain it is that he ephtinued 
to eat his parsley with a provok- 
ing viyaciousness till the ;mo.- 
munt when we left the thea- 
tre. The learned professor u- 
troduced a minute portion of the 
poison within tlie cellular tissue 
of a second rabbit, on w hich it 
soon produced the luual deadly 
eflects. It appeared to 8U^r no 
pain, but at the expiration uf

CHEMISTRY. 

We stated in our last number, 
the maxim generally adopted 
by chemists, viz. whenever 
bodies pass, from a rarer to a 
denser state, heat is invariably 
])rod«ced.” That this is incor- 
rect as a general fact we have no 
hesitation in affirming. We havo ■ 
observed in many of our exf>eri- 
ments, that, notwithstanding 
heal is very frequently produced 
by the passage of a body from 
a rarer to a denser state, (as 
for instance, in those we de- 
tailed in our last number,) 
yet it sometimes happens 'that 
heat is given out in large quan- 
tities when bodies pass to an 
opppsite state, (i. c.) when they 
enlarge or become expanded ip 
volume. The frequent occur- 
rence of similar facts have so 
changed our opinions respecting 
the cause and nature of heat 
from those generally received, 
that we set aside the nor* 
tioo of /aient heat altPgetW^ ' 
as absiitt^^Wd shottM;. o buS^ t p ; 
1^ Inr minfoEMttoa'M 
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of OUT fea(i|ei;i!« that the term 
latent he^^' is employed by 
chemists, to express a supposed 
quantity of the mjatter oj heat, 
or caloric, which is presumed to 
exist in combination with ano- 
tlier body ; and which they state 
to be insensible to our feelings 
or our thermometers, in virtue 
of a certain law of combination, 
analogous to chemical ahinity. 
'i’his latent heat they believe is 
liberated, and becomes “ sensi- 
ble heat/’ when bodies change 
their forms, or pass from a rarer 
to a denser stale, in consequence 
of the capacity it is called, of 
the bodies for beat being altered 
by this change of state. This 
implies, and which they affirm 
to be true, that heat is material. 
It is said, in illustration of 
this part of the subject of latent 
heat, that if Vi^e abstract a 
given t)orlion of it from 
steam, we reduce tliC steam to 
water ; jind if from water we 
abstract another proportion of 
latent heat, the particles will 
fall nearer each other, and the 
water will become solid or ice. 
On tlie other hand, if wc apply 
heat to icev, it will first bccojiie 
liquid, and on the application of 
another portion it v» ill be con- 
verted into vapour, or assume 
the aeriform stat". 

On this new of the subject, 
all fluids arc nothing more than 
a mixture of some solid particles 
of matter with latent heat, and 
they differ from gaseous bodies 
simply in possessing a smaller 
portion of it. From this it fol- 
lows, that whenever a gaseous 
. bo4y is condensed into a liquid : 
liquid body is condensed 
a .solid; the body so con- 
i^saniy past 


laHv 

with a large portion of latent 
heat, otherwise the change could 
not take place. 

If this doctrine be true, heat 
must always * be given out 
whenever a body is condens- 
ed in volume ; a conclusion 
on which the above maxipi 
originated, we believe, rather 
than from accurate obseryation. 
As the doctrine of the material- 
ity of heat teaches us. that. all 
bodies owe their state of densj^ 
to the quantity of heat wluch 
is mixed with them, ga^us 
bodies must contain more latexit 
heat than liquids, and ljqn|iis 
more lutent heat than solijds; 
for instance, steam being euri- 
form, contains more latent heat 
than w'aWr, and water beix^ 
liquid more than icev vylpch 
is .solid, so that the djfferexit 
states of bodies, at diliqreot 
times, iiecot'ssarily presumes a 
greater portion of latent heat 
in combination with them 
at one time, or in one state 
than in another- 

Many of . the plienomcna , of 
heat which take plaro in matter 
on a change of form, may be ac- 
counted for on this theory / but 
there are others, as we have 
previously observed, wbicli can- 
not be reconciled to it, but pn 
the contrary, appears to lu to 
establish a very different oyp'i- 
nion. From among the roanv 
experiments to. which wc ai-* 
lude, wc shall select \he follow 
ipg, and regret that ttyo pressure 
of other matter pFeyeirU us from 
extending them to greaterlenj|^)i . 

Pass up into a large jar of am- 
moniacalgas, ( which agfe^ble 
to the above theory, is a mixture 
of ammonia and -the matter of 
;baat,) standi^ p«e? 
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afew drams of water; the 
whole of the ammonia will in- 
stantly be absorbed by the water 
and pass into the fluid 8tate» 
yet little or no heat will 
be produced : now according* to 
the foregoing theory consider- 
able heat ought to have been 
set at liberty by the great cod> 
densation it suffers, and to have 
become sensible ; or else what 
becomes of that large portion of 
latent heat, which was mixed 
with, and necessary for the am- 
monia to exist in the state 
of gas. Again, mix two jars 
of carbonic acid gas with 
one of ammoniacal gas, both 
the gases will be instant- 
ly condensed into a solid 
(Carb: Ammonia), and notwith- 
standing the condensation has 
been so great in both gases, yet 
little beat will bo produced. 
We again ask what becomes of 
the heat which preserves the 
carbonicacid in the state ofagas, 
as well as that which was em- 
ployed to constitute the gase- 
ous form of the ammonia 'if x\Iix 
together a jar of ammoniacal 
gas, and ajar of muriatic acid 
gas ; both gases will be con- 
densed into a solid the mur. of 
ammon. and yet no heat will 
be liberated. 

We might extend these ex- 
periments a great length, uqt 
only in gasbdiis, but also in 
liquid and solid bodies, but 
we do not think it necessary to 
do so, even if more of our Jour- 
nal could bo devoted to the sub- 
ject; as those above enumerated 
must convince every impartial 
person who will take the trou- 
ble to examine'' them correctly, 
that a change of form does not 
psodace a comptf ative increMo 


I of temperature, when bodies pats 
from a rarer to a denser medium ; 
on the contrary, as we stated 
in the commencement of this 
paper, the opposite effect is 
sdmotinips produced. This we 
shall have occasion to notice 
hereafter. 

The second part of the law, 
namely. that all bodies passing 
from a denser to a rarer state 
absorb heat or caloric” is 
equally erroneous with the first. 
But as we stated experiments in 
support of the opinion, that all 
bodies give out caloric by con- 
densation, before we submitted 
our experiinonts against it to 
our readers; so also we shall 
detail some experiments to prove 
that cold is produced when 
bodies pass from a denser to a 
rarer state, before we proceed 
to state those which support 
an opposite opinion : because 
we wish our readers to have an 
opportunity of judging for them- 
selves, and forming their own 
conclusions on this important 
subject. We must defer it, 
hQwever,i]ntil next week, when 
wc shall again resume the 
subject. 


ST. THOMAS'S HOSPITAL. 

^ Syin{j<toms of Slone; operation of 
lithotomy proposed, not performed ; 
post mortna examination, no stoiie 
found ; fungus of tlie bladder. 

Stephen W.mt. 61 , labourer, 
was admitted into St. Thomas's 
Hospital, (Isaac’s ward) Feh. 
iStli,. 1824, under the care of 
Mr. Travers, with symptoms 
of stone. The patient complain- 
ed of great pain in makiog 
water, ^ which extended dbWa 

the thighsj and was very jievere 
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at the extremity of the penii. 
His urine would, when passing 
in a full stream, cease for an 
instant, and then flow again ; it 
was sometimes bloody, particu- 
larly after taking exercise ; at 
other times turbid, and giving a 
white sediment. He also had 
frequent disposition to void his 
urine. These symptoms had 
existed for some time prior 
to his admission. The man 
was aounefed by Mr. Tkavkrs, 
as well as by the other surgeons 
belonging to these institutions, 
most of whom believed that 
they felt a stone in tlie bladder, 
so .strong was the impression on 
their minds of a calculus being 
there, that the patient was or- 
dered to be brought into the 
theatre, for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to the operation of litho- ] 
tomy^ but on one of the sur- 
geons (Mr. Key) stating that he 
could not feel the stone, Mr. 
Travers very properly de- 
clined operating. A short time 
after this, Sir A. Cooper, one 
night alter surgical lecture, 
sounded the patient, and con- 
curred with Mr. Key that there 
was no stone ; these two, how- 
ever, were the only surgeons 
who were iMit. of opiniou that 
there was a calculus in the blad- 
der. The balsam of copaiba, the 
liquor potassse with opium and 
other medicines ofa similar nature 
were ordered but without produc- 
ing any good. The symptoms 
became worse, the patient had 
very distressing pains in the loins 
and his feet and legs swelled con- 
siderably. He was cupped in the 
lqiiis« a warm plaster was applied 
to part, leecltes to the peri- 
nebni, and anodyne inje^on 
wta niwd ; lie ako took a good 


deal of opium but without afford- 
ing anything more than tempo- 
rary relief. He gradually sunk, 
and on AVednesday (May 4th) 
hcdicHl, having lived nearly three 
tiionllis from the time of nis ad- 
mission. 

Kxaminaiion of ikf body . — The 
body was examined twenty six 
hours after death by one of Mr. 
Travers's dressers, in the pre- 
sence of two or three pupils. 

ExUrnn! ylppcffrniicfs.— Body 
emaciated, and pale, excepting 
the lips which were livid. 

Chest . — Right lungs were ad- 
hering to the pleura costalis, 
laterally and posteriorly, and to 
the diaphragm inferiorly \ of a 
livid hue posteriorly, but of the 
natural colour anteriorly, inter- 
nally they presented a redder 
a[ipearanue than natiiriil. Left 
lungs were adhering in' a simi- 
lar manner to tlie pleura cos- 
talis as the right. The adhe- 
sions on both sides ap- 
(>eared to be of old standing, 
although those on the right 
were firmer than those on the 
left side. Left lungs i n the same 
state as the right. Pleura cos- 
talis presented nothing remark- 
able, excepting where it had 
adhered to the lungs, and then 
it was covered with white lymph 
which was thin but firm. Right 
bronebia red and contained some 
rauco-purulent matter — left, na- 
tural and empty. Heart was of 
the usual size, and not in any 
way diseased ; the left ventri- 
cle contained some dark co- 
loured blood. The aorta was^ 
rather enlarged, at its arch,-^ 
There was no effusion what- 
ever either into the chest or 
pericardium. 

Liver Itfio, 
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but*^^:fiiieii]tl]|y ; gfall bladder dis- 
tended With bil^ ; vessels on 
the 'ootor Coat of the stomach \ 
were ihjecicd with blood ; in- 
testipcs healthy. The or^^ans 
of g'ftneratlou were the parts to 
which the attention was parti- 
cularly directed ; previous to ex- 
amining' them, a sound was in- 
troduced into tiie bladder, in 
order to ascertain the sensation 
that would bj communiciited by 
it,Which was as follows: — when 
the sound was pushed against 
the bladder, notliing mure than 
usual could be felt, but when 
moved across with a rotatory mo- 
tion, it appeared as if there was 
some foreign body in the blad- 
der, hfit no sound could be 
heard. The bladder was then 
ojioned. Oti the finger being 
put into ii:, a considerable rough- 
ness couhl be felt, and on look- 
ing into it two fungous tumonrs, 
each about an inch long we re seen 
projecting j list at the point wdiere 
tl)^ ureters enter the bladder. — 
Tile internal coat of the bladder 
wasi very red, and ulceraUMl in 
one otr two places. The bladder 
was very mncli coniracted in 
size. Both kidneys presented the 
same appearance externally: they 
were rough on their outer iurfac^e, 
of a pale yellow colour, and co- 
vered with tubercles or small yel- J 
low bodies of the size of a mil- 
let seed which were rather hard. 
On being cut into, the kidueys 
w'ere found to be considerably diV 
orgamzed, presenting through - 
outft yellow appearance. There 
wws a little urine in each. The 
left kidaey w^s a little larger 
tha'tt'the Ureters — left of 

Right i 
considerably distended and in- j 
flanSBd; 


Prostate not tnachenlarg^i 

Head and spinal marrow were 
not examined.

Compound Fracture — Ampula~‘ 
tion '-Death. 

Thursday, April 28th. — The 
patient ij* extremely low ; pulse 
small and w'eak ; tongue dry 
and covered with a brown fnr 
in tho midiile, but red at the 
edges ; countenance indicative 
of great prostration of strength ; 
indisposition to speak ; bowels 
oj)cnod three or four times by 
some castor oil. Discharge from 
the wound increased in quantity, 
and of a very offensive smell : 
slight blackness on the front of 
the leg as if the j>Rrl were 
threatened with gangrene; wine 
porter and stimnlaling medicines 
ordered to ho continued. 

It being apparent that tho 
patient was sinking fast, it was 
thoiiglit that the only chance 
for her life was to remove the 
limb, and consequently an oper- 
ation was proposed, to which 
.she conscmied. Mr. Tkavkrs 
then said that he would perform 
it to-morrow at one o'clock. 

‘29.— ^Patient rather weaker 
than yesterday : at half-past 
. one o^cIock she was brought 
into the female operating theatre 
to undergo the operation ; the 
tourniquet being applied, and 
the artery in the groin com- 
pressed as well, an assistant 
supported the limb whilst the 
operator preceded to amputate 
about three inches above the 
' knee joint, llie usual step^ ' 
the alteration having been (shi- 

pleted, great care was takea.t^ ~ 
ais IHtla blood as podilbtbBfaovIdr 
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be lost ; three vessekwere soon 
'secured, the wound was dress- 
ed, and the fMtient removed/rom 
the theatre in twenty tdinutes ‘ 
from the time she was first 
brought in. About four ounces 
of blood were lost. During' the 
operation the p:ilicnt was quite 
faint — and brandy and wine 
were administered, which re- 
vived her a little. 

On examining the limb there 
was found an oblique fracture of 
the tibia and fibula, about three 
inches above the ancle joint, 
together With an extensive lace- 
ration of the inlegumcnt extend- 
ing from two inches below the 
head of tlie tibia (o the inner 
malleolus; no attempt ut union 
of the bone had been set up. 

The patient was pretty easy 
after the operation ; but gradu- 
ally sank and died on Monday, 
(May 3rtl). The body was not 
examined. 

We will ask Mr. Thavkrs one 
or two questions concerning this 
case. I. If the operation afforded 
the patient a chance of recovery 
on the Friday, a fortiori would 
it not have given her a belter 
ch.^nce if it hud been performed 
on the Thursday when it was 
first suggested ? 2. If this be true, 
why was the operation deferred 
till the Friday ?

dent, as also from other vessels, 
which will bo more evident as 
we proceed. His pulse at this 
period, was about 65, and by no 
moans remarkable, and hjs men-, 
tal faculties were but little 
impaired. 

On examination, it was found 
that the scalp had boon divided 
over the vertex of the head, 
about an inch behind the coro- 
nal suture, which extended irre- 
gularly froni^the squamous por- 
tion of the tetnporal bone on the 
right side to the same point on 
the left, w' here it diverged, and 
ran towards the orbit.' From 
the line of separation thus pro- |^, 
duced, the parietal and frontal 
bones were denuded t as far, 
down as the transverse suture,- 
leaving the superciliary ridgeS; 
and the superior parts of the 
orbits exposed. The scalp 
which covered these bones was 
at the same time turned down 
over the face, and descended as 
low as the mouth. The frontal, 
bone was fractured across in a 
transverse direction, coranien-

■The subject of this evcning^'s 
Lecture will be the Veucreal 
Disease. 

There are two poisons com- 
Qiunicated. by venereal inter- 
course ; one the poison of 
gonorrhoea, which, falling upon 
a mucous iurfoce, produces from 
that surfuco a discharge of mat- 
ter which is infectious ; the 
other, the jioison of sipliylis, 
vi'hich> applied to the surface of 
the skill, or as far as is known 
at present to any surface, f)ro- 
duces inflammation and ulcera- 
tion, forming a sore which is 
call^ chancre ; w'hich, being 
received into the absorbent 
glands, occasions bubo, and 
which being conveyt<l into the 
circulation, produces inflamma- 
tion and ulceration in the throat, 
on' the skin, the periosteum and 
the bones. 

O/Eirulent tionorrkcca. 

When gODorrhceal matter is 
applied to the urethra, the fol- 
lowing symptoms generally arise 
in thi^ or four days aiu>r its 
s^lication : The patient Orst 


experiences a sense of titillation 
in the urethra, as if a drop of 
urine were contained in it. This 
directs his attention to-tbe part, 
and be finds that the lips of tiie 
urethra are red, and that there 
is a slight mucous discharge. — ' 
The next circumstances which 
take place a *'6 these : the urethra 
begins to be affected with con- 
siderable heat, and he expe- 
riences pain in discharging his 
urine ; - this state is called 
arrlor urinie. The pain in- 
creases till it becomes in many 
cases eXeesbively severe; there 
is an appearaiiccof threads mix- 
ed with the urine, which arises 
from the adhesive inflarnmation 
in the htciiiKc of the urethra.

So much for the 
manner in which the poison is 
received. We find that the dis 
charge from- gonorrlupii is very 
niucii affected by Cimstitutional 
esnses. A man shall have an 
abuudant discharge from the 
urctlir:;, cons-dderable pain, and 
eve i chordee, and if lie should 
get a fever, tbe discharge dis- 
fipperfs, the jiain ceases, and 
he will be tudiivly free from all 
symptoms of the disease for a 
period of from seventeen to 
tw'enty days. As soon, how- 
ever, us he begins to recover 
from his ff>\(‘r, the discharge of 
matter will be removed, the 
pabi and chordee will return, 
and a long time may elapse be- 
fore the disease can be removed. 
Tliese constitutional causes sus- 
pend the action of gonorrhoea, 
but the .\vm[.tom.s will return as 
soon as the const! tiitionhi irri- 
tation ceasc-s. Von will gene- 
rally find the enreof gonorrlioen 
dillicult in proportion as the con- 
.stiliition of the patient is dis- 
pO'vCd to stniinous affections. If 
a patient has pimples in his face, 
enlargement of the glands of 
the neck, a thin delicate skin 
and irritable fibre, you may ex- 
pect to have great difficulty in 
curing him of gonorrlicna. 1 
shall now proceed to speak 

Of the Treatment of Gonorrhoea, 
The treatment of gonorrbOBa 
is founded on two principles ; 
the disease may be either treated 
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siniply by diminishiog inflaoi- 
madoa, or it may be treated by 
|irodiu'ini;r a chaiig'c in the ac- 
tion or the part, by which t!»e 
disease is removed in a sliort 
period. These are the two 
principles on which siir'^reons 
act in the treatment of i;otior- 
rlioca. In the first place, ;ren- 
tleinen, let me observe to you 
that no {;rreater folly, and indeed 
criielty, can he comiiiitt(‘d, than 
that of giving- nierciiry to pa- 
tients for the cure of t!ii> disease. 
A man who gives mercury in 
gonorrhucH really deserves to be 
Hogged out of his {srofes.sion, 
because be must be quite igno- 
rant of the principles on which 
this disease is to be cured, lo 
give mercury to a young and 
irritable person, who is pro- 
bably constantly exposed to xi- 
cissiiiides of tempeiature for a 
disease which docsS not ri.quire 
it; thus e.tposing the iitalth 
and even the life of the jmtient 
to danger, i.s in tin* pn'sent slate 
of our knowledge, perfectly un- 
pardonalle. It is lameiituble to 
reflect on the iiuniher of rives 
W'liich must have been de.slroyed 
by pthisis and otherwise, in con- 
sequence of the iiiijirudeiit e.v- 
Jiibition of mercury for a di.s- 
caso whicli did not require it, 
which prevailed among the 
older surgeons At the i»re.'-ent 
time, however, a surgeon rniiLt 
be either grosiiy ignorant, or 
shamefully negligent of tlie duty 
which he owe.> to l!ie character 
of his profesaion, and to the 
common dictates of humanity, if 
he persists in giving mercury 
for this disease.. Let those per- 
sons who suj)pose that gonor- 
rhoea can be cured by mercury, 
jCQUQd otir wards and see 


wliethor mercury has any effect 
on that disease. Look, gentle- 
men, at 100 patients ill our foul 
wards, many of whom come into 
the lio.spilal with siphylis and 
:r«nu»rrha‘a, and many,] am sorry 
to .^ay. wdio have only gonor- 
rlHea, but who .ire invariably 
carried to these w'ards. What 
is the miserable treatment 
of these patients f You are 
a ware, gentlemen, that I scarce- 
ly ever enter the foul wards of 
tile other hospital ; — when a par- 
ticular case demands my atten- 
tion, f have the patient removed 
ti» a clean ward. 1 w'ill tell you 
why 1 do not enter these wards, 
gentlemen. I lahslain from en- 
tering them, because patients 
under goiiorrhoja arc compelled 
to undergi> so infamous a system 
of treatment that 1 cannot bear 
to witness if. I’o compel au 
unfortunate patient to undergo 
a coiysti of mercury, for a dis- 
e.vye wliich doo.s not require it, 
is a proce4rding which reflects 
disgrace aod dishonour on the 
character of a medical institu- 
tion. No consideration shall in- 
jIuco me to repress rny feelings 
051 this subject — no authority 
sliall n'i^train me from giv- 
ing full expression to those 
feelings. As long a.s 1 continue 
a .-.urgeon of Guy’s Hospital, [ 
will endeavour to do rny duty, 
blit 1 care not wiictlier I w>n- 
linue a surgeon of that Hospital 
another day. I do say that the 
pn^sent treatment of patients 
under gonorrhfea in these Hos- 
pitals, by putting them unne- 
cesMarily tinder a course of mer- 
cury for five or six week.s, is 
infamous and disgraceful. The 
health of a patient is perhaps 
irremediably destroyed by this 
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very ntuch the inclination to 
make watfer, it should hot be per- 
sisted in ; if it docs not j)roduce 
this effect, it is a very excellent 
diliient. 'J'he penis should he 
suffered to han;!^ for a consider- 
able time ill yvarm water, wliicli 
will relieve the inrinrninotion. 
and produce nearly all the w-ood 
of a warm Imlii. AVhen the 
ardor uriiias and pain from chor- 
dtee is very severe, twenty drops 
of the liquor polassic, with 
from tliree to live jjfrains of the 
extraction of conia ,in the mistura 
campliorata, may be ^iven with 
considerable advantage. This 
is the plan which yon should 
pursue durin«- tlie lirst wecli. 
You may then aj)ply lint dipped 
in the liquor plunihi suhacetatis, 
to the part. Do not use an in- 
jection in the lirst instance, 
hut pursue the )ilan I have 
jiointed out to you dijrin<y the 
first ten day.s. At the end of 
this time, when the inllainma- 
tion has in a great degree siilxud- 
ed,yoii may bejjfirijby giving: the 
p.'dient the bulsamurn copaibie. 
An ounce of the balsam may 
be mixed with an ounce of 
the mucilag:e of acacia and 
four ounces of the mistura 
camphorula, and a table spoon- 
ful gfiven niorning- and evening:. 
Having- given this mixture for 
two days, the discharge will be 
very considerably diminished, 
and you may then order an in- 
jection of the liquor pliimbi .su- 
bacetatis dilutus. This is the 
mode, gcntlcnien, in which 
gonorrhoea as far as 1 linow, is 
to be cured in the safest and nio.st 
expeditious maurur.

They 
w'lio have tried cubehs, and do 
nut acknoNvledge its value, as a 
remedy for gonorrlicea, cannot 
have made any accurate obser- 
vations OM the .subject. It is a 
remedy of a most admirable and 
useful kind, and may be given 
with advantage even in the in- 
flammatory stages of gonorrhoea, 
provided the inflammation does 
not run excessively high. It is 
a most useful remedy also for 
the cure of gleet, a.s it is called, 
where gonorrhoea has continued 
for a great length of time. In 
the very early stages of gouor- 
rheea, when the inflammation is 
just beginning, it often succeeds 
in removing the disease in a very 
short si>uce of time. I have one 
more observation to make with 
respect to this remedy, namely, 
that the greatest advantage may 
be derived from combining iU 
use wdtli that of the balsam of 
copaiba. An ounce of the bal- 
sam of copaiba, an ounce of the 
mucilage of acacia, and two 
drachms of cubehs in four ounces 
of the mistiira qamphorala makes 
an admirable mixture when the 
balsam of copaiba alone is be* 
giaAing to lose its effect. 8ucb|

i'.laco : so much so as lo jiroduce 
a icmi>eratnre nuiuy degrees 
low’or Ilian before the mix'ture. 
Nitrate of potassa, (nitre) will 
also produce a rnmilar alfection in 
the temperature of the* mixture in 
which it is dissolved, or rather 
when dissolving. Nitre & sal am- 
inouiac, when Judiciously mixed 
together and thrown into just 
sfufiicieni water to dissolve 
them, produce a degj;ee 
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mklit of Miittmff. This may be 
proVef), by iotroducingothiD tube 
or rther Teiisel of glass, cootainiog 
water, into a mixture of powdered 
sal ammoniac and nitre, aiul pour- 
ing on the mixture a small quan- 
tity of -water; the water, iu the 
tube 'W*ill be frozen in a few 
minutes. While nieiitioiiing this 
experiment ; we may observe, 
that we strongly recommend this 
process fur cooling wine in sum- 
mer. We speak confidently on the 
subject, because we have been in 
the habit of employing it when- 
ever we indulge ourselves W'ith 
drinking cooled wine in. the 
height of summer. The pro- 
cess is one by which we are 
enabled to produce any degree 
of temperature we can (Tesire for- 
this purpose. All that is ne- 
cessary to be done to cool wine 
by this processis, to put the b .Hie 
of wine in a common wash-hand, 
or other basin, with a mixture of 
sal ammoniac and niir^*, and 
to pour a little water on the 
mixture just round the bottle. 
The wine iu about half an hour 
will have sufilcieiiily cooled for 
drinking. This metliud is also 
ii»espensive, as the same salU 
may be nsed over and over aga in : 
The solution of the salts, after 
tbfjf' iiave beeu used for cooling 
’* may ■' be; evaporat- 'i 
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ed by placing them in the euni 
where they will soon crystalise 
I and be ready again for use, as at 
first. No loss will take place, 
therefore, no expence, after the 
first cost of the salts (about 
two shillings) will be Incurred. 
We have often been surprised that 
this plan is not more commonly 
employed than it seems to be, for 
with the exception of one friend, 
we know of no one who adopts it. 
We therefore notice it in this 
place, trusting that some of our 
readers will try the experiment, as 
a matter of science as well as of 
personal convenience. 

Common suit and snow when 
mixed together soon become fluid, 
and so much heat is absorbed by 
this change of fonn, that the ther^ 
mometor falls, when introduced- 
iuto it, 32 degrees below, the 
freezing point of water. This 
was the greatest degree of cold 
that Fahrenheit produced, he 
therefore fixed his zero at this 
po!iit ; — hence the reason why the 
freezing point of water in his' Iher- 
raonictor, w hich is generally used 
in this country, is placed at d2o. 
More recent experiments, how- 
ever, have enabled philosophers 
to sink the degree of cold by arti- 
ficial means AO” bel<>w llie ^ero 
of Fahrenheit, which is 82'^4>elow 
the freezing point of water. T%is 
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U^one by mixing crystals of three 
' j!>iirts DHir. of lime and one of 
snow. (li 'all experiments of 
this kind the cold is said to be 
produced by the passing of solid 
bodies to the fluid state. 

Tlie passage of fluids to the 
aeriform state, is fouud to occasion 
a great absorption of heat. Thus 
water heated to 600 degrees un- 
der pressure, will fall to 21 2° when 
the pressure is removed and a por- 
tion of the water is eiuiblod to as- 
sume the state of vapor, in which 
state it absorbs that extra portion 
of heat which caused the water to 
indicate 600" before tlie small 
portion which forms itself into 
vapour could assume this form. 
The fall of temperature, eflccted 
by the conversion of a small 
portion of water into steam in 
this case is 38B". Evaporation 
produces cold wbenevrr it takes 
|ilace, in consequence, i^ is said, 
of the fluid assuming the scri- 1 
form state. Thus aether, by 
its evaporation from the bulb’of a 
thermometer, sinks it to 32* in the 
height of summer. Spirits of 
wine acts in the same way ; lienee 
the reason why the , hand always 
feels cold when spirit is poured 
on it. Water also by evaporation 
produces cold, and for this 
reason it is sprinkled over 
the outside of the tents in 
the East Indies. .Common wine 
coolers, butter coolers, &c. owe 
thdr value to this circumstance, 
ftr the composition of which they 


are made is porous, and therefore 
evaporation of the water which 
oozes through^ to their surface:, is 
always taking place, and reducing 
the temperature below the mean 
of the apartment, in which they 
are placed. We have observed 
the Spontaneous evaporation of 
water, from the bulb of Mr. Gur- 
ney's thermometer, to sink the 
fluid in the stem three inches. 
Water may be frozen under the 
exhausted receiver of an air pump, 
because evaporalioii in vacuo takes 
place very rapidly from the sur- 
face, which carries oft' so much 
heat from the surrounding media 
as to freeze the water. These 
tacts and experiments favor the 
theory of latent heat. Our rea- 
sons for opposing tb>s doctrine, 
we must defer until next week. 


CHEMICAL TEST OF THE 

PRESENCE OF ACETATE 
OF MORPHINE. 

We perceive from the Gazette 
de Sante that M. Dublanc, Apo* 
thecary at Paris, has announced 
to the Acaddmy of Sciences 
that he has discovered iu the tinc- 
ture of galls made with alcohol a 
most accurate test for ascertaining 
the presence of Morphine in li- 
quids which contain that substance 
whether it be in conbiiiation with 
tbe acetic or sulphuric acids, or 
even, which proves the value 
of the test, if it be uncombin* 
ed with any acid ; for then it must 
be in very small quantities on ac- 
I coantof the difficulty of its 8(du« 

I tion. The tincture of galls will 
I be a test much preferable to Am- 
monia, the action of which is 
fonnded on the greater affinity fomt 
it has for tbe acids with 
morphine may be united : Af. Bp. 
iSiAirc has simply unowwad tim 
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order tb stfite iis claims to 
tim discore^i aoii promises in a 
short time b pitUiah a >fork on the 
subject. 

In consequence of the import 
tance of the subject we have made 
a ^reat many experiments on the 
acetate and sulphate of morphine, 
and simple morphine itself, in or- 
der to ascertain the comparative 
value of ammonia and tincture of 
galls as tests for discovering the 
presence of these substances, and 
lye fbink that we have discovere<l 
a test preferable to either. 

In a solution of the acetate 
of morphine, we presented the 
end of a clean glass rod on 
which was adhering a drop 
of Tincture of galls, asprepared 
and sold m the shops. — no pre- 
cipitate whatever was produced. 
A drop of the tinct. of galls 
made with pure a/coAo/wuh iibw 
presented to the solution of 
acetate of morphine, and a 
while precipitate immediately 
fell in the test glass ; sup])0slng 
it poss.sible that this ftrecipitate 
was occasioned by the liberation 
of the extra portion of galls 
which the pure spirit had taken 
up, we dropped some of it into 
water, but no precipitate occur- 
red ; so that the precipitate just 
noticed must have been prodii- j 
ced by the presence of morphine. 

. In another portion of the so- 
lution of acetate of morphine, we 
added a drop of the liquid ammo- 
nia ; a very white precipitate 
was produced, which from its 
appearance wc judged lo be a 
Hydrate of Morphine, because 
. it differed in appearance from 
. ilforphine. mechaiiically suspen- 
ded in water, and also from thcit 
^e tincture of 
P^'P^pc^giate formed byj 
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appearaneeof morphine hi colour 
&c. as it bad before its union 
with the acetic acid. Liq^Potafuae 
was now added to a solution oC 
the acetate of Morphine, and it 
produced a precipitate exactly 
similar to that effected by the 
tincture of galls. Soda water 
also produces the same. 

Theliydrosuiphurotof potash 
produced a dense white pre- 
cipitate when it was dropped 
into a solution of acetate of 
morphine, but this was not at all 
characteristic of the presence of 
morphine, it being the same as 
that which is produced when it 
is dropped into distilled water. 
The hydrosulphatc of ammonia, 
and hydrosulphate of lime, were 
employed alternately but pro- 
duced no peculiar precipitate.

to the other part a few drops of 
ammoOia were added, and it 
changed it to a perfect white. — 
The precipitiLte produced from 
Iodine, on the acetate of mor- 
phine, was now tested by the 
liq. potasste, and also by the 
Ammonia and wo found that it 
was changed yellow, or rather 
straw colour, by both. 

Morphine was rubbed with 
water and allowed to remain 
twelve hours in Ur when the wa- 
ter was filtered, to this solution 
neither gal Is amfnbiiia,potas£a,or 
soda produced a precipitate nor 
even the slightest cloud, but Io- 
dine immediately changed it to a 
deep red. To satisfy ourselves 
that the red color was not pro- 
duced by any accidental eifeum- 
fetances connected with the solu- 
tion of Iodine, We dropped it in 
jj^ure water — ^no change of colour 
W'as effected. 

The tnuriatc, citrate, aiid ni- 
trate of Morphine, all produced 
a brisk coloured percipitatc 
when a drop of the Sol. of Io- 
dine was added to them. From 
these experiments we are led to 
believe, that Iodine is a delicate 
test for Morphine and much su- 
perior 'either to Ammonia or the 
Tine, tif Galls, because W dettets 
tkt per^ch m toditr, 

the 


galls produce ctedler 
tales With ixiany other -sub- 
stances, particularly (and which 
makes’ it more unsatisfacto- 
•■y) with poisons. The tinc- 
ture of galls dropped into a 
solution of Barytes j which is 
severe poison, produces the 
same white precipitate that it 
does with morphine. When 
tincture of galls is droppedinto 
a solution of had, vi^ich also is 
poisonous, it occasions a similar 
precipitate to that produced from 
a sojutioh of morphine, whether . 
the acetate, citrate, or a simple 
solution of lead in a weaker 
acid be employed, ^olii'ion of 
copper, also poisonous, occasions 
the same coloured precipitate 
with tincture of galls with 
solution of silver it also pro- 
duces the same. Iodine on the 
contrary differs in all these poi- 
sonous substances. May it not, 
therefore, be regarded as more 
valuable , than either of the tests 
hitherto noticed ? 


ST. THOMAS'S HOSPITAL. 

John W. aet ‘21. was ad- 
mitted into this hospital January 
15th 1824, with a disease of the 
wrist : by trade a baker, and 
consequently of very irregular 
habits going to bed at ten and

times staying up all night, not 
addicted to the use Of spirits, has 
sharp features, black hair and 
eyes. Says that about eight or 
nine months ago he Was seiseed 
with a sever6 pain in his left habd 
which came on once or twice a 
day and cehtiniied forfi^mindtes 
It remain^ ia ibis state for three 
mbbths, tlte iban follbWliag liii .

The 
pain Ht this time hail consi- 
derably increased, the hand^ 
was red and swollen, and its' 
motion cunsidembly imjtaired. 
Jv’ot deriving any relief Iroiu the 
means which were employed, 
he came to tlie IJosjntai in order 
to see whether any thing’ else 
could be done. A d'»y or two 
after his admission, the hand 
was blisbired, and tlte [talieni 
direclod to lake o[)enitig medi- 
cine, but about a week after 
this it was discoyortd that be 
had three small chnnertvs on the 
penis, which he had not disclosed 
to the surgeon, because fie 
feared that his inirenls might 
htfur of it they had existed 
for a lit lie more than throe weeks. 
Five grains of blue pl!i were 
now ordered to be taken morn* 
iiig' and evening, and black 
wash to be aiinbedto the .soAi.s; 
these got well in a few days but 
the pills vverecoiitinned for near 
two months. The cmj.lastrnni 
ammoniaci esiin liydrargyro and 
blisteTi; \ve?e tried, but w iilionl 
any good effect; the hand in- 
creased in si/e, and witinn the 
lust six weeks hjw been very 
painful. His general lKniIih> 
whicli to this period had been 
uninipairi-'d, liecarne deranged ; 
he w;^s obliged to keep his bed, 
his appetite frdlcd him, and he 
began to waste in body. As it 
was suspected that inatter Was 
fofiuiog in the hand, poppy 
fomentatioiis and poultices w ere 
applied to it, and shortly after 
this, an .abscess formed on the 
inside of tlie v^ts, just oi>- 
jbositc to the joint, which bur-»t 

ftod ^idC of nudlo^i Thfodg^h 
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tlie opening here matter 

continned to be pourod OUt,*aiid 
for some little distance around, 
the skin iilcoratcii, and a wound 
formed. 'I his ilischarge being 
considerable ; his gt'uenil health 
becoming daily worse : and the 
limh more painful, it was con- 
sidered that the only plan to bo 
pu.^iied for the safety of the 
patient was to reniovefthe arm. 
i'his being stated to him, on 
Monday, (May 3d) bo replied 
lie was willing to iLudergo any 
operation that was necessary, 
lie left the hospital on that day 
for the pupposi^ of seeing Jiia 
friends, and returned on the 
foiiowing 'ITiursday. On the 
next day (May 7th), luiving 
pi‘«?viou.«.iy taken some opening 
medicine, ho underwent the 
operation. . The hand was re- 
itioved in the usual manner, 
{ihoiit tliret> iiiches and half 
below the elbow. -rKiw!/> ij, 
gatQros were applied : not raucU 
blood w'as lost. Ts-o tourni- 
<pK5t was used; the brachial av- 
teryheing comprossod by^ an ai- 
siiitant. 'J'he operator was Mr. 
'J’yrrell. 'I'lic iimb carel'ul- 
Iv examiiiod afterwards, when 
tliere was found beneath the 
cellular membrane, throughout 
ito v«?liolo extent, a gelatinous 
.substance, which in some places 
was <piite liquid ; llic ligaments 
were win verted into this sub- 
.stance, ajid ino.st of the Vtoiies 
of the carpus had under- 
gone a similar change ; even 
the lower part of the radius was 
also alloc Ud. From this exami- 
nation it is Very apparent that 
the operation was absolutely nfe- 
cess/iry.

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little. Pulie 104, full ; tongriie 
dry « but clean; thirsty. Stump'

May 13, —The patient is g-o- 
ing on remarkably well; the 
Btufiip has not yet been drtjssed, 
but it is quite free from pain. 
His health is improving.

W« stated some time ago 
that ML SAnsrEt had detected 
in glutian, the property of de- 
composing the deuto-chlorate of 
mercury. An Italian Journal 
yt cMe of the effioscy of 


this antidote. I A.me4i(»l 
swallowed seven grains of cor- 
rosive sublimate, supposing it to 
be calomel. The effects of .the 
poison soon manifested them- 
selves. The emulsive powder 
of gluten was administered ,acT 
cording to the method suggested 
by M. Saddei ; the sublimute 
was decomposed, and evacuated 
by vomiting. 

Intelligence has been re- 
ceived from Wursburg, that the 
labourer, . Martin Mjchel, 
who has become famous in the 
history of the miracles of Prince 
lIoHENLOHE, died at Witt- 
gailsen from the efl'ects of the 
disease of w'liich he was mira- 
culously cured. 

injection of Belladonna into 
the Tctiw. — A German journal 
states that, in a case of hydro- 
phobia, where the patient was 
unable to swallow, it was de- 
termined to inject belladonna 
into the veins. The injection 
acted promptly, and the patient 
fell into a state of stupor, the 
convulsions, anxiety, and op- 
pression entirely ceasing. The 
patient was alternately sensible 
and insensible. She begun to 
be able to swallow liquids, 
though with difficulty. Some 
slight hopes of recovery wmre 
entertain^ ; but the symptoms 
soon became severe, and termi- 
nated in the death of the pa 
tient.

What is of more im- 
portance, however, is a remark 
which has been for some time 
made, namely, that the plants 
cultivated in gardens for the 
purposes of m^icine, have un- 
dergone a sensible diminution 
in the strength of their proper- 
ties. This circumstance should 
induce us to procure them in 
their wild state whenever we 
can do so ; for they grow- in 
soils less rich, less shelter^, 
less likely to fill them with

Studied in these chemical points 
of view, the active principle of 
the violet so closely resembles 
eiiietiue, that M. Bouli.AY has 
proposed to call it indigienouu 
emetine; hut for the purpose of 
better showing its origin, he has 
also proposed to call it violine, 
distinguishing it into two kinds 
according to the state of purity 
it may be in.<— Afei/icimi/ VioUnc 
when it is prepared as the eme- 
tine of the pharmacopeia, and 
pure vioHnt when it is freed fiom 
ail foreign matters.

When the disease 
is of a very iig'gTavated nature, 
the urine will become quite 
white, but in all the stages of 
the complaint, the colour of the

The Cause of permanent Stric^ 
ture of the Urethra 
is inflammation of the chronic 
kind ; this occasions a g^reater 
determination of blood to 
the part, and produces a dis- 
position of adhesive matter on 
the outer side of the urethra;

Treatment of permanent Stric- 
ture.

the second, by the influence of 
medicines ; and the third, burn- 
ing it away by means of caustic.

1 have known 
eig'hi applications of the lunar 
caustic completely succeed in 
cuski|r stricture, when every 
other means had failed ; in this 
case there was a fistula in pe- 
rinmo, behind the stricture. 

I have BOW to make two or 
three observations on the conse- 
quences of introducing' bougies ; 
heM is a preparation (holding it 
up) in which you see tlio bou- 
gpe forced out of the urethra 
into the scrotum, jmt by the 
bulb; here is another preparation 
in wfaieh the bougie was forced 
into the bulb itself. Now,

Btrument and desl^ lfa«paitieiit,if 
possible, to retain his uriiie, that 
it may not irritate the wound* 
and also to prevent its escaping 
through the opening and be- 
coming extravasated in the sur- 
rounding cellular substance. in 
this way you givo time for a 
clot of blood to -form over the 
surface of the wound, — a slight 
degree of inflammation is ex- 
cited, and it becomes healed by 
the adhesive process without 
any further mischief. Ano- 
ther •circumstance 1 wish to 
mention to you is, that the pas- 
sing of a bougie is sometimes 
attended with very considera- 
ble hemorrhage from theuretbr:;. 
A practitioner once called upoo 
me in a great hurry, , but 
whose name I will not 
mention, fori do not wish to 
hurt him, although he is not at 
all calculated to practice surge- 
ry; well, this person called upon 
me and requested me to go im- 
mediately and see a patient of 
his, who bad a profuse bleeding 
from the penis, occasioned by 
the introduction of a bougie ; I 
went and found as he had stated ; 
I pressed a roller upon the peri- 
neum, whicli instantly checked 
the flow of blood; a short time. 


afterwardf*,. 1 was sent for to 
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.jtlemap had b^n lounging' before 
,Uie fire with a foot on each 
aide of the chhnney piece : 
vthe •warmth coming in contact 
with the perineum^ had brought 
,on a renewal of llm hemorrhage, 
i now made an incision upon 
Xhe part, and. divided the artery 
pf the bulb; this operation com" 
pletely 8Qceceded, and the bleed- 
ing Was permanently subdued.

ftita to the scrotum, the 
ti^atmeot mnst^ be exceed^ 
iPS'Jy. pPppipt^ for if it be not, 
you. will endanger the life of 
your patient. Into these ab- 
swsscs make early and free inci- 
sions ; let your incisions be of 
considerable size, and a great 
deal larger, extcriiaily than in- 
ternally. I generally make 
these incisions in the middle of 
the .septum at the anterior part 
of the scrotum. Now, when 
you are called to cases of ab.scess 
in periiiaeo, it is nece.!-sai*y tiiat 
you should* be particularly deci-- 
sivo in your managemeut of 
these complaints for the pur- 
pose of guarding against that 
troublesome and dangerous dis- 
ease, fistula in perinmo, for, 
owing to a variety of circum- 
stances, it is exceedingly diiH- 
cult to cure. When called to a 
case of abccss in perimeo, the 
be.st plan of treatment that you 
can pursue is immediately to 
introduce a catheter, made of 
elastic gum,(which is much less 
likely to injure the patient than 
a meiaiic one) this will relievo 
thcTetention, and obviate much 
irritation ; apply leeches and 
.evaporating lotions to the'swtl- 
fingi and keep the bowtds open 
,bw xeoling iaxBtiyjis^ if 

meaSPTes, should not sue*. 


eeed in dispelling th^ Uuiumir, 
the moment that you can di^ 
tinctly feel flucttiatipn, you 
should make such an opening 
wdtb the labret, as \yill allow . 
the matter to escape, to pVeyont 
its burrowing under the skiljf 
and producing additional mill- 
chief; it will save the patient 
miicli pain, and will probably 
lead to the .‘ipeedy cure of the 
disease, which might otherwhe 
prove not only protracted, t:>«t 
fatal' Uemember ,^o^ are not 
only to open the abscess early, 
but keep ititrodiiced in the blad- 
der a gum clastic catheter. An 
abscess of this description very 
much neglected, has been 
known to break into the rectum, 
and the urine to be aftenivards 
discharged through thUt unna- 
tural course. In the treatment 
of absce.sses of the lacunae of 
the urethra and pcrlhoum.. it is 
of the utmo.st importance that 
you should attend to the state 
of the patient’s general health, 
for these aijsccsscs often form 
in broken constitutions, and it 
is impossible that you c.aQ cure 
them while the systbnn i.s in. a 
depraved and debilita^ state, 
you should therefore prescribe 
alterative, tonic mpdiciues, nu- 
tritive diet, and couiitiy air;

ooAititatibn ^illfiometimes cuK 
theie abscesses after every local 
remedy has failed. 

Abscesses of the perineum are 
often produced from the unskilful 
manner in which catheters and 
bougies are sometimes intro- 
ducedj and by using bougies of 
too large or too small a size. 

There are sokne cases of 
stricture so bad, so obstinate, 
that, use what instnmicnt you 
will, and with all possible 
care, yet you will not succeed in 
overcoming the re.sistance ; you 
must recollect the case lately in 
the other hospital, where 1 
was under the necessity of cut- 
ting down upon a stricture, and 
immediately behind which was 
a urinary calculus ; upon search- 
ing a little further 1 found a 
second, and then the catheter 
passed with ease into the blad- 
der. 

Well, 1 mentioned to you at 
another part of the lecture that 
urinary fistulse in ano sometimes 
exist, and that the introduction 
of a catheter into the bladder is 
not sufficiebt to cure them, as 
the urine will notwithstanding 
still continue to escape by the 
sinuous opening. U rinary fistula 
n ano is fistula in perimeo and 
fistula in alio blei^ed. The 
flnt case of the kind that 1 ever 


saw was in a gentknum /Iroiil 
Kent; two surgeons attended 
him, OTIC of whom was myself. 
The other surgeon injected the 
sinus ; the patient was directed 
to frequently introduce a cathe- 
ter ; he came to town a short 
time afterw'ards, and told me 
that he continued to pass the 
catheter for six weeks, when, 
concluding that he wa.s cured, 
he ceased to employ it. The 
urine, however, returned by its 
former course, and he again 
came to town for (he purpose, 
if ptissiblc, of gelling the un- 
pleasant disease cured. What I 
did was to make the same inci- 
.sion in the perineum, as i.s made 
by the lateral stone operation ; 
iny object was to divide the si- 
nus into two; this succeeded 
in producing a complete cure. 

The next subject to which I 
shall direct your attention is 

Extravasation of Urine from 
bursting of the Urethra. 

This can never happen with- 
out the grossest neglect on the 
part of either the medical man 
or the patient, unless, indeed, 
the patient be in a situation 
where he cannot obtain surgical 
assistance ; as individuals, forex- 
ample, who are at sea bn b^f^ 
ships that do not cafi^ surge^f 



it is It wry dai^erous complaint 
and one that' is always to be 
dreaded. { wish there was 
some legrifilative eiiacInuMit to 
compel the commander of every 
vessel going' a voyage of any 
distance, to take a surgeon with 
him; if such a law was in force wc 
should sec very few cases of this 
description, for tlie subjects of i 
them are generally unfortunate 
sailors who have been so situa- 
ted that they were incapable of 
procuring medical advice. You 
may see these poor fellows often 
brought into the hospital in the 
most horrid condition from r..p- 
ture of the urethra and the es- 
cape of the urine into the cellu- 
lar membrane of the .surround- i 
ing parts — the scrotum in these 
cases is of a pur]>le colour, aud 
extremely distended, youproba- j 
bly make an incision in the 
scrotum for the purpose of dis- 
charging the urine, somelimess 
this will be succesfiil, but at 
others the entire scrotum w'ill 
slough, together with a consider- 
able portion o,f the surrounding 
parts, nor is this always the 
worst that happens, for it fre- 
quently terminates in death. — 
All these calamities might have 
been prevented by proper treat- 
ment, and when you see a caae 
of this description you should 
immediately nutke into the scro- 
tum, an incision at least two in- 
ches in length — this incision 
should be in a direction upwards 
and backward toward.? the nates ;

Spasmodic, and Inflammatory 
Strictures. 

Thespasmodicstricliire is usu- 
ally 1 believe more or less con- 
nected with permanent stricture, 
and 1 am of opinion that the 
.<]»;t.siris commonly attack the 
muscular part of the urethra.— 
Spasmodic stricture may arise 
fr«>tn varloiis causes, attacks in- 
dividuals of all ages, and so re- 
cently as yesterday, 1 saw a lit- 
tle boy of only four years pi age 
the subject of it. Common acci- 
dents, a.s tVacture and disloca- 
tion will sometimes give rise to 
spasmodicstriclure; even au ope- 
ration for aneurism vt ill gene- 
rate such a degree of irritation 
as to pruiiuce it. 

Spasmodic stricture is gene- 
rally unattended witli paiu. 1 
mention lhi.< the more particu- 
larly because the inflammatory 
stricture, and the spasmodic have 
been confounded, whereas the 
one being unaccompanied with 
pain, and the other haling It dis- 
tressingly severe, is surely suflfl- 
cient to mark th.' diseases as 
completely distinct: even an ir-

veiy slight force, but continuing 
that force until you have suc- 
ceeded in passing the stricture. 
Let the bougie rest for a minute 
Of two in the strictured part, 
and then withdraw it, directly 
that you do so, the r erson wll 
be enabled freely to pass his 
urine. 1 f you have not a bougie 
at baud, you may employ a 
catheter, and it w'ill answer 
ec^bally well ; you must take 
grekt care, how'cvcr, to use it 
Mntly, as 1 have just described.

Pew when studying at these 
hospitals, was attending a gen- 
tleman in Bishopgate -street, 
who had spasmodic stricture. 
M r. Pew (and I mention it to 
his credit, for it showed a re- 
flecting mind) recollecting tlmt 
an immersion of his body in cold 
w^ater always caused him to 
expel the contents of his blad- 
der, recommended hispatient to 
jump into a cistern of cold water 
thai was standing in the yard of 
his house. He did so and the 
experiment completely succeed- 
ed, there was perfect retention 
before the immersion, but after 
it the urine w^as expelled with 
the utmost facility. 

'Phere arc some very anoma- 
lous cases of spasmodic stricture. 
Mr. Western, a surgeon, was 
in a Chemist's shop, into which 
a man came and asked for a half 
I pint of lime-water ; this he 
immediat'.'ly drank, upon being 
questioned aa to what he took it 
for, he said that it was to relieve 
a retention of urine produced 
by stricture ; the linie-waier 
relieved him, for immediately 
after taking it, he passed his 
urine.

uoavailing efforts to put an ond 
to the shameful praeticeof which 
he cojRplains. What then is 
the ^inevitable conclusion ? Not 
that the anrgeons are tO‘be blam- 
edr but some paramernint autho- 
rity by which their' fo'ettbr j udg- 
mont has been controlled, and 
^eir attempts to save the health 
and lives ofpatieBts> by a ration 
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opposed, and frustrated I It is 
true Sir Astley now states that 
he is happy in being enabled to 
say, tlmt the present surgeons 
oT St. Thomas’s and Cuy’s have 
never pursued the system Whlfcli 
he deprecated in his lecture on 
gonorrheea : but we are liol told 
up to what time the practice 
continued, or when it was aban- 
doned. Certain it is, however, 
t!;at Sir Astlev Cooper has for 
many years complained of this 
infamous practice, (we use His 
own words) in his lecture ; that 
he complained of it in the same 
indignant tone in the year 18^ ;

CHEMISTRY, 

^ Itt.oiir jewiml' of last week we 
detailed; StWya experiment wliicli 
aeetn. to pnxre tbat-th« matter of , 
heat is lil^rated when bodies pass 
from a denser to a more eiilar^^ 
ttaUb If this was a constant and 
ttortrinj; etTect when bodies so 
changut thmr atatfis^ we iiii<j;ht be 
' disposed to believe^ in uoiou .with 
-Our cbemii^al brelhren, that the 
matter of heat, is actually absorb- 
ed j or combined with bodies, when 
they enlarge in their ditnens ons, 
and lhatto this circuiiislance alone 
bodies might owe their particular 
state, in the scale of - deitsit es. 
'J his effect, however, is not general, 
and as there are several pheno- 
mena connected with . this part 
of ilte subject of our inquiry 
cqnKtantly taking place in our 
. exptsriuieiits which seem to itnprise 
a contrary opinion, we naturully 
feol more dissatisfied with the 
. pr^ept theory of latent heat, and 
lopk^for some more rational soiu- 
. tion of the prublem* Previous to 
giving our own opinion on this 
. subject we shall state a few of the 
ei^periments wlbacti we now allude 
* 9 * 1 

It is a familiar fact, that the 
. explosion qf gunpowder produces 
considerable beat. Perhaps it is 
not so well known that the whole 
. of the gunpowder passes from the 
S 9 lid. to the mriforni state in the 
act of explusioii. The carbon, or 
charcpal of the gunpowder la con' 
yerted into carbonic acid gas, the 
fii^pjhiur into sulphuric and sub 
pDUrpua acid g^ses, and. the nitre 
td px^geii gas in order to form 
the acids in question. 1$ere, then, 
we have every part ol^jhbe auffd 
mbstancfK in«tRntanpnnslv con> 
verted ihiuarri/arM maittr, wbicb 


is thp.gKeaNst cbai^, ^ the rate 
of expansion that can he c^tpd ; 
and yet instep of ferfd, 
agreeable to the, theory of lat^t 
heal oiiglu to be intense, we baVe 
just the contrary effect proi^ced, 
iiaiitely great heat. This cirClilP- 
stanre if not alone sdiffleient to 
upset the doctrine of lateiitheat at 
all events offers as decided an 
exception to this tatter part oi,the 
law which we are examining, 
(naiiiely, that “all bPdies passing 
from a denser to a rarer state 
absorb caloric") as the experi- 
meiils we described in a former 
number do to the first part of * our 
subject >• all boilies passing from 
a rarer to a il- nsec stale give 
out I'aloric.’" VViibout ffirrtfer 
coniinent on this fact, we shall 
proceed to notice a few others 
equally decided' in their results. 

Take a few grains of fulinio- 
ating mercury, and place it on 
paper — now touch this solid ppw~ 
dtr with the end of a glass rod 
moistened with sulphuric acid, 
'or strike it siunrtly with a hani- 
mer'on an anvil, and it will ex- 
plode. During the expTosiott it 
will instantaneously, be conveited 
into jg^stons iMuffcr; and yet, 
in.Ntead of cold, great heat wilbbe 
produced. 

The explosion of fulminating 
silver, fulminating .gold, &ee. are 
striking instances of -heat being 
produced by bodies passing from 
the solid to the gaseous or mriform 
state. 

I'his effect is not coofinplf tp ex- 
plosive mixtures^ for Wf$|9ud |he 
same result take' place: viiieg den- 
ser matter ipr^niasing to g Taper 
state, through '■lf ^h |ay...sl<wr-.. and 
gradual pixmeuf f ; 
place a piece of w 
filMii i|MO vCo)d Mr^ 
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j tflike llirtf fi^ the' ii«iit prb« 
dui^f but continue burnibg until 
the whole is consumed. Now, 
during this process, the metal is 
gradually decomposing the water 
and mixing vvitli its oxygen which 
exists in the liquid, if not solid, 
state, and. in consequence of this 
decomposition, the hydrogen (also 
in the same state) is set at liberty 
and obliged to assume the gaseous 
fbi’in ; we ask, whence coices the 
lieat which sets fire to the potas- 
sium ' 

We niigbt extend these ex- 
periments to coiisidernble length ; 
we deem it uii necessary, how- 
ever, to do so ; for when the rea- 
der recollects the. facts we sta- 
ted in our previous numbers, 
and observes the icsiilt of the 
experimeata now dciail»;d, we 
iinauitte, he must he convinced 
that the notion of latent heat is 
altogether chiniericuU and, most 
probably,, either the effect of 
limited or pn*judired experiment. 

Jt is stated, in proof of the 
malertaitty of heat, that the sun 
is constantly sending caloric to 
this earth, in rombinution with 
light; which may ha delected, 
by placing a delicate thermometer 
just beyond the red side of a ray 
or rays, of light when divided by 
the prism; a fact discovered by 
J)r. Herschel. ^Ve admit the 
fact, and for this specious reason 
: — because we have seen it — Yet 
we do not believe that this heat, 
or the beating rays, as they are 
atatetl emanate originally

beautiful arrangement for getting 
rid of the matter of beat, and 
only needs truth to be more iute- 
estirig. Agreeably to this idea, 
the atoms of thb matter" of heat 
are like so many foot-halls or 
shnttiecMM'ks between these two 
great orbs, or perhaps like a bun- 
dle of pith balls suspended between 
the positive, and negative conduc- 
tor of an ( lectriciihiincbine, pass- 
ing inpidly from one body to the 
other: if this be the case they 
appear to us to lake long journeys 
for imiliing. 'I'he iruth is, we 
have not wisdom enough to believe., 
in the mnleriality ofheatr orfsilfa 
enough losalisfyour minds agree- 
ably to the principles of this tbeo^ 
ry, from the resuit of our own 
pcriinents. ^ ;

Cranium 
perfectly natural, with the ex- 
ception ^ that portion just above 
the rig'ht superciliary ridge which 
was a little depressed, and on this 
part he is Supposed to have pitch- 
ed when he fell. Dura mater 
healthy, Sinusscis nearly full of 
coagtilable blood. Pia mater ra- 
ther vascular anteriorly, but that 
part co vering the upper and pos- 
terior half of the hemisjidicrcs 
of the cerebrum was <quite scar- 
let arising from bloodextravasa- 
tcd betwemi it and the brain.— 
Brain itself tolerably terra, and 
studded with minute red points, 
but in several places, particularly 
the fight beinisphere, there were 
small perforations some of which 
would admit a probe. Ventricles 
containing rather more fluid than 
na^mi, which wa,<» of a dark 
colour. No daprganization of 
any part at the base of the brain 
obfeeved, but the tunica . arach- 
nokos in several parts was 
opaque. 

No oUief port of the body was 
ezamiiied. 

The principal accidentsadmit- 
ted this week are three injuries 
to the hefad, and a fracture of the 
Tibs; Np operations have been 
perforined.

NEW METHOD OF DESTROYING 
STONES IN THE BLADDER' 
WITHOUT THE OPERATiON 
or LITHOTOMY. 

At a meeting of the Royal, 
Institute OP Franck, held on 
the ^2‘2rt of March last, M. ie 
Baron Percy read a report on a 
pafjerby Dr.CiviALE, entitled, 

* New method of deulroying stones 
in the hladtler* without thtpptra^. 
iian of Lithotomy.'* The report 
.after giving a history of the dif- - 
ferdiit means that have been em- 
ployed for this distressing cod*-

not this information you would 
find the greatest diflSeulty in the 
introduction of the qitheter, 
whereas if you possess it there 
will be no difiiculty at all, and 
the urine may be drawn off with 
the greatest facility. It was ow- 
ing to the imperfect knowledge 
of the anatomy of these parts 
that retention of urine formerly 
proved so often fatal, which 
occurrence} is now very, very 
rare ; the reason is that within 
the last forty years frequent dis- 
sections have caused these dis- 
eases to be well understood and 
an imp rovc^d mode of treatment 
has been the result. W\dl, then, 
although the enlargement of the 
middle lobe of the prostate will 
give rise- to retention of urine 
by plugging up the orifice of the 
urethra, yet the lateral enlarge- 
ment, although of great magni- 
tude does not occasion any such 
cflect.

can be examined, therefore we

It is a general rule, in tew, 
that a corporation by charter 
cannot make bye laws inconsis- 
tent with the intention and o*h 
jeet of its character,^ but oughit 
to frame every law so as to ad^ 
vance tlie object of the charter, t 
Now the object of the charter 
of the Royal CollegI' of 
Surgeons in London, as stated 
in the preamble, is the -promo- 
tion and encouragement of the 
science and practice' of Surgery. 
What can be more directly ep^ 
posed to its intentions than a 
measure increasing so much as 
this does the expence of a Chi- 
rurgical education ? We stew- 
ed when considering the former 
byie-law, that the freest compe- 
tition would be the best means 
of promoting chirurgical sqigime. 
This bye-law has a strong , ten- 
dency to lessen competition ; it 
drives out ofthe.competUipa.all 
those wdlo cannot, aflhrd: the 
additional expence,, .creati^^ by 
the measure*

The King himself has not 
power to create a monopoly in 
favour of any person, yet this 
junta of petty tyrants arrogate 
to themselves the power of creat- 
ing a monopoly and that too in 
their own favour 1!

Neither of the two bye-laws 
we have more particularly con- 
sidered, have yet, we believe 
been ratified and confirmed by 
the Chancellor, Lord Treasurer 
or Chief Justice, or three of them 
pursuant tq the statute 19th 
Henry VII. c. 7. The College | 
is therefore liable to a penalty of | 
forty pounds for each law made ^ 
without such consent. We hopa 
the Chancellor Treasurer and 
Judges' will not be prevailed 
upon to ratify them, but if they 
do confirm them the question of 
legality will remain just where 
it is : for it has been decided that 
the approval of the Chancellor 
doth not corroborate any 
df the ordinations made by any 
corporation but leaves them to 
bd^uffirmed as good or disaffirmed 
as^nhlawful by the law, the sole 
benefit the corporation obtains 
by such an allowance is that it 
not incur the penalty of 
pounds/*

We some time since reobm- 
mended ihe profession to peti- 
tion Parliament to surrogate tlie 
present, and grant tliem a 
charter, which might so oo^i- 
tute the college, that the per^ 
sons, having the power of 
making bye-laws should he 
elected by the whale body of 
the members of the College. 

This recommendation we now 
most earnestly renew. Such a 
measure will be equally neces- 
sary, whether these odious bye- 
laws are put into execution, or 
minullcd either by the Chancel- 
lor’s and Judges refusal to con- 
firm them, or by the Examiners 
themselves. For, as the College 
is at present constituted, it' it 
not in the nature of tiling that 
any measure beneficial either to 
the profession or to society at 
large can emanate from it. It it 
an invariable law of human aa-- 
ture, that every man will, if he 
can, promote his own interest, 
in preference to that of others ; 
we may deplore the existeiice: 
of this law ; we may endeavour 
to hide it from ourielVet ; but 
we cannot alter it. 

Wherever the power of mak- 
ing regulations for the govern-

•ofoe of the particles of water are 
wanned in a medium of similar 
particles, these heated particles 
will ribe through fooae that are 
not so‘, and thus wd'liiid that hot 
water always rises to the surface 
of a vessel of cold. The particles 
of air which are heated in the at- 
mosphere, always ascend and fly 
upwards, because they are ex- 
pnnded by the heat, and therefore 
rendered lighter than those around 
them, but if atmospheric air be 
heated and thrown into a volume 
of hydrogen gas, they will not 
rise, nor will the ** heat ascend 
simply because the heated parti- 
cles of stmoaphoric air remain still 
specifically heavier than the hy- 
drogen g«i. So also, notwith- 
standing hot water rises to the 
surface of cold, yet it will not 
rise through the atmosphere, un- 
less, indeed it be so far expanded 
as to be toh verted into steam or 
vapour, in Which case it is found 
to be specifically lighter. We 
may fairly conclude that in every 
case where heat appears to as- 
cend, that it is not a property 
of heat itself,' or the levity of 
ito nature, but that it simply 
expands either the particles of 
auBie liquid, or sir, which become 
apecifically lighter than they 
were before, therefore rise up- 
ward and cany the heat which 
they have acquired along with 
them; therefore, instead of say- 
ing tiiat ** beat is the lightest 
body ksoW»;** we nmy with more 
proptfoty observe that heated par- 
tifiliia if eoBimoii > matter are 
caid ottsa. 


Weave ^firticiilar 'in expotb^ 
these errors, because they mis- 
lead ibe foUawera of truth and 
injure the true interests of science 
by impressing false notions on the 
mind, which are tamed, with all 
their baneful effects inio every 
inquiry, and prejudice, as we 
every day aee, even the results of 
experiments themselves. 

Agreeably to the above law, 
water and other fluids are heated 
under common circumstances^ bv 
first heating the particles whicn 
are at the bottom of the vessel 
and in contact with the source of 
heat ; these become specifically 
lighter by this means, and conse- 
quently rise through the fluid 
above to the surface, they are 
succeeded by anolhei set of parti- 
cles, by a third,&c. , winch heated, 
pass up in the same way, uhtil; 
the whole becomes of a given 
temperature. , The heating of 
water is effected not by its con^ 
ducting power, but by a change 
of gravity and situation. A piece 
of iron placed upright on the fire 
would, on the contrary be beUt^ 
by the conducting properly eff 
iron, and not by a change in the 
situation of its particles, because 
they are solid and immoveable*. 

When liquid particles are com- 
pressed into solids they then con- 
duct heat rapidly; — it is 
'their easily movea'ble Mate .ifiit 
appears to render them non-c<^ 
ducting bodies. As heated pai*- 
ticles are lighter, and rise amoti^ 
cool Ones, we may expect that cool 
ones will consequently fall amon^

The mattress at this part 
has a corresponding vacancy, 
which is fltled up, when not 
used, by a pad adapted to the 
opening. A similar trap-door- 
and moveable pad may be made 
in the superior division at m, tor 
the convenience of dressing 
issues or seton in cases of disea- 
sed vertebne, where the slight- 
est motion of the body should be 
avoided. The situation of the 
latter opening, and its length, 
must vary according to the part 
affected in the individual to 
whose case it is adapted ; but 
it should n'ot exceed six or seven 
inches in width, for fear of 
taking off too much of the sup- 
port of the body.

The rci-t of the ap- 
paratus consists of two pieces

lence of the trismus, deglutition 
was not completely impeded, and 
I was able to administer to him 
some phosphorous, which I bad 
tried once before in a similar case, 
but unsuccessfully.

At first 1 prescribed a 
grain of phosphorus once in 24 
hours. aiiil'I gradually increased 
the dose to four grains ; opium 
taken at the same time was also 
pushed hy degrees to 1 5 grains a 
day.

ful remedies in tetanus, proposes 
the trial of inhaling moderate 
t|ua!ilities of pure carbonic acid 
gas, in order to induce a state of 
asphyxia. 

These ideas bad already been 
coii)niUDicated by this physician 
to other Medical Societies ; but, 
as no particular fact lias been, 
related to elucidate the suggestion, 
it may be presumed that 4t is a 
vague opinion, justified neitlier by 
experience or analogy. 


EXPERIMENTS ON THE 
TRANSPLANTATION OF 
ANIMAL SUBSTANCES.

i have been for many years past 
in the habitofmakin^experimeillB 
00 the transplantation of parts of 
the body from one antmal to ano- 
ther. My object was to asoe^- 
tain by experiment how far parts

It is well known that horny 
substances.. such as the spurs of 
cocks, will readily grow to the 
living parts of other animals ; 

1 ascertained by experiment some 
years ago that the same pheno- 
nemontakesplace with respect to 
the hairs of animals ; and 1 have 
more recently ascertained that 
feathers will grow in the same 
way. Other parts separated from 
the body seldom remained long 
after transplantation ; many parts 
did not unite at all, as, for in- 
stance. the tails cut off frem pup- 
pies and kittens, though 1 have 
frequently repeated the experi- 
ment on whole litters of these 
animals. 

lirst Experiment witkFeathere. 

1 took away from a pigeon 
twelve feathers, which were in 
different stages of growth ; the 
least ad vanc^ were just appear- 
ing over the epidermis, and the 
plume was still included in the 
horny sheath ; the oldest were 
completely developed, the quilf 
hndened. and the gelatinous 
maUer in ibe^Mde dried on the 
pith* Some these feathers 
were taken from the neck, others 
firoin the bech^tail. &c. In the

and reddened cuticle formed a, 
little lump at each feather; three 
of the feathers had fliready jbl- 
len off, or rather seemed re have 
been forced out by the swellings 
their tubes not being suf^rent& 
deep.

Third Experiment. 

f have frequently made si mil ar 
wonnds with’ a trocar in puppies 
and ' rabbits, and inserted' in 
them young feathers of fowls, 
pigeons and sparrows. In gene- 
rat, a considerable inflammation 
of the skin ensued, matter form- 
ed, and the feathers fell out. 
Only two feathers of a young 
pigeon remained on the back Of 
n rabbit, and appeared as if they 
would grow. At the end bf 
fourteen days I took them ont, ■ 
and found, the gelatinous matter 
in the upper part of the quill 
dried up', and a little bloody 
seruifl in the lower end. 

Fourth Ejyterimeiitt wi/h ffairs . 

I made some punctures and 
slight cuts in dHrerent parts of 
the boify of an old pigeon, jiiid 
planted, ill theim the bristles ^ 
u cat and a wild rabbit. 1 made 
use of strips of plaister to * fi:jr 
the hairs nkoie completely ih 
their beds.

By accurate 
anatomical investigation, 1 found 
the roots of the hair were surr- 
rounded with a smalt portion of 
thickened cellular tissOe ; by the 
aid of. a magnifying glassj some 
minute threads could be dis- 
cerned at the points of the hairs, 
which had become thinner. 
These eCtpcrimcnts were fre- 
quently repeated with the hairs 
of other animals and with neafT 
ly the same results ; the follow- 
ing were the most successful. 

Fi/tk Experiment.

I made an experiment with 
hairs on' mysell In six small 
punctures^ which 1 made with a 
cataract needle, shaped like a 
lancet, in myleft fore-arm 1 plaoh* 
ed some haiVs which were taken 
from the eye brows of a friend, 
and secured them with strips of 
adhesive plaster. For some days 
1 felt a little itching at the part 
I and a small infiamod ap- 
peared round each hair v two 
dried up ; two fell off in-conse- 
qiience of the fomiAtion. oC.giat- 
tcr, but the remaining two ^w.

I 
then plucked from the tail of 
the bird a young strong feather, 
and placed the claw on the bed 
of tlie feather, which was filled 
with blood and serum. 'I'he 
next day the claw appeared to 
be completely inclosed, the ex- 
travasated blood having dried 
over it. On the eighth day the 
point of the claw first appeared, 
and twodays after the whole claw 
appeared abot'e the cuticle, and 
on being touched fell out; the 
. inside was quite hollow. The 
experiment appeared to have 
entirely failed. 1 observed ac- 
cidentally, however, some few 
days after, in the same spot, a 
small white point, which 1 at 
first took for the upper part 
of the horny sheath of a 
new feather, but which, as it 
continued to increase, 1 dis- 
covered to be a new claw, 
the old one having been thrown 
olT. like cuticle.

Eleventh EjpperimenL 

The transplanting of the spurs 
pf young cocks to the wounded 
surfuce of their combs is an ex- 
periment so^ well known, and 
which has been, so often re- 
peated, that 1 shall not dwell 
upon it. In many parts of Ger- 
many, as in Mecblenburg, for 
instance, the old women are 
very dexterous in castrating 
cocks, and in transplanting their 
spurs to their combs. The 
transplanted spurs often grow 
to the height of several inches. 

In transplanting the spurs of 
young cocks to the feet of fowls, 
or f)igeoDs, I succeeded best 
when 1 made a crucial incision 
with the point of a bbtonry, half 
a line from the flat basis of the 
spur; I then planted it in a 
wound made in a similar man- 
ner in the fool of the other bird, 
and covered it with a circular 
piece of adhesive plaster. . 

] never observed any forma- 
tion of matter, when the trans- 
planted part did not take root. 

1 made a wound hi a young 
pigeon, on the skin surrounding 
the root of the bill, and stuck 
upon it the spur of a young cock, 
which looked at first like a little 
corn oh the foot.

Tmlfth Eqaerimeni , wilhpieceit 
of skin. 

1 made a wound at the root of 
the bill of an old pigeon, while 
])r. Clot, physician to the hospi-> 
tal at Marseilles, who lias fre- 
quently assisted me in these 
experiments, cut off a piece of 
skin, of the size of four lines, 
from tlie wattle of a young cock. 
The piece of skin was united 
with the wound by strips of ad- 
hesive plaster. When the stri[>s 
of plaster were removed, a few 
days after, the part had assumed 
a livid glossy colour, but it ad- 
hered firmly. Some time after 
the skin separated, and there 
was an appearance of a small 
' red prominence the part. 

Jiiirttmth Experiment. 

1 scalped the upper part of a 
pigeon’s head, so as to expose 
the parietes, a part of the occiput 
and osfrontls being still covered 
with pericranium.

moist with lymph. The. flap 
continued firmly adherent^ and 
the bird was lively. Attht end 
of eight days some, fine b^es, 
which had been carefully shaved 
ofl' the skin of the pig bmqie the 
operation, made their appear- 
ance ; they were about as long 
as a beard of three or (our days 
growth. 

On the tenth day I opened the 
left jugular vein of the pigeon ; 
1 sulTcred it to lose as much 
as would filV a table-spoon, while 
an assistant took two tea-spoons- 
full from the carotid of a young 
pig. At the same instent the 
blood was introdued into the 
vein of the pigeon, and probably 
carried dirtHitly U> the heart ; the 
bird being seized wilh two suc- 
cessive convulsions, diatSftion of 
the eyes, gcneneral stHlhess fol- 
lowed in a fevv seconds by death. 
On opening it I found the right 
ventricle of the heart fiited wilh 
blood ; in other respects nothing 
remarkable. 

Fmricenth Experiment. 

The neck of a chicken four 
wrecks old, was exposed by the 
excision of a piece of skin of the 
size of.

Inflammation of the Teaticleand 

Epidid^i»„ 
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of patholo^, used to be called 
hernia hurnoralU, in conse- 
quence of a belief that it arose 
from a fluxion of Iiiimors to the 
testicles. The inflammation of 
the testicles generally shews it- 
self from within ten to fourteen 
days after the appearance of the

Treatment 

To be pursued is, first to order 
the patient a suspensory bandage 
(indeed if the gonorrhoea ho at 
all violent it is not right to at- 
tempt its cure without one ; it 
will often prove a preventive to 
inflamed testicles).

By this plan, it 
soon gives way, and it is his 
own fault if it suppurates. The 
glans penis is covered with a 
plesOB Of absorbents, and by 


making a small puncture in, 
the skin of the dead snbiect 
and introducing some quick- 
silver under it, those of the 
dorsum receive the mercury', and 
by this means you inject the 
glands of the groin. Irritation 
by sympathy, or from the vene- 
real virus, extends in this direc- 
tion. The plexus on llie glans 
becomes inflamed, the absorbents 
on the dorsum irritated, and

TIk) disease of which I shall 
now proceed to speak, is pro- 
tr.'ictcd ill its length and diilicult 
to cure ; but first I have a few 
words to say on llie nature of 
gleet.

(^leet in males, that is was doiibt- 
ftil whether the dischargee, as 
loiig* os it continued, ever cea.se(J 
to be infections. The same ob- 
servation applies to females. —

by Mr. Hub’TKR, in his work on 
syphilis, shewing the length of 
ifmo the infection may ho pro- 
pagated by a'fcnialo. nfter the 
appearance of the discharge. 


CHEMISTRY. 

If we examine the difTereut 
substances about us, under coin- 
moh circumstances , wc fliid them 
ail of the same temperature, 
whether they be in the solid 
liquid, or ^riform state ; or if >ve 
pjace a heated body iii the open 
84 r, it soon loses its previously 
acquired heat, and becomes of 
the same general temperature 
with those around it. We stated 
iQj)uf l|iit number that sqipc bo- 
dies heat ^trough 


their substances from one pari 
to another, while others on the 
contrary refused to do so at nil, 
at least so far as we are enabled 
to detect : perhaps it may be 
conceived that this property of 
bodies is the cause Of the uni- 
form temperature observed in 
nature by transmitting any in- 
creased heat which may ac- 
euniulale from one situation to 
another where tbetomf>erature is 
less, and thus diffusing the heat 
in a general and uniform manner. 
'I'hut this ib the fact in some cases 
may be true, but generally it is not 
so for heat is difl'used throughont 
nature, not byeA>ndiiction, but by 
a ]ir«)perty culled I'afiiativn. All 
bodies have this pro|;>erly of send- 
ing rays of heat from their sur- 
lacois, and whenever they possess 
more of it than exist in others 
they radiate Ji’oat with groat 
rapidity ; and as the heat by this 
means is driven off in every di- 
rection from any heated body, that 
body soon parts with its extra por- 
tion of heat, becomes reduced to 
the general temperature and 
liiida an eqitilihrium in a time 
dependent on its rate of radia- 
tion. The heat which wc feel 
when we approach w'ithin a 
short distance of a red hot can- 
nonball is that which is radiat- 
ing from the surface of the ball, 
and passing off in every direc- 
|tion witli incalculable velocity, 
infringing on our bodjes^ and in 
fact every other substance with- 
in the influence of its rays, and 
causes the sensation which we 
experience. As the heat does 
not again return, it soon expends 
itself, and the ball acquires 
mean temperature of surropodr, 
^ injg bodies. It may he obfeemW 
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tW. bodies in tbo. iinmediate ! 
neighbourhood of . a heated sub- ! 
stance, acquire an increase of| 
t^perature : this they do by 
conducting the heat which, h 
radiated from the heated body 
into tiieir siibstancos : hut these 
bodies hsing also obedient to the 
same law of radiation, foou send 
off their newly-ac»piired heat to 
other bodies ; these receive and 
part with it again to others ; and 
thus ft#/ radiation heat is jiassed 
from object to object, and a lini- 
* form and general temperature is 
preserved throughout natnre. 

All bodies do not radiate heat 
with the same facility, and many 
interesting experiments may be 
made to prove this fact. Mil a 
copper tea-kettle with boiling 
water, having previ<Misly hriglit- 
ened one side of it, and siiffered 
the other to rimiain in its usual 
black state, which it acquires 
by the soot from the lire. Now 
place a delicate thermometer 
three accuiMtcly measured inches 
from each side of the kettle, 
and you will observe that the 
therraomeler on the black side 
will rise several tlegrees, while 
that 0.1 the bright side will 
scately be affected. This experi- 
ment teaches ns tliE t the heat is 
radiated, or sent off from, the 
black side of the kettle with 
more rapid tty than frum the j)o- 
lished.— Again, heat two metal 
balls, of the ^ame si:&c, to the 
same tern fteratu re, by placiifg 
them either in a sand bath of 
boiling water, let one have a 
poltshed surface, aiid let the 
other be blackened. Now re- 
iMveiibem from the heat, and 
fev^.miButes, or as soon as it 
tan be borqe, place one- hand bn 
each ball, you will find that the

! hot, whilst the black one yvlll 
have parted with the greatest 
portibq of its lately acquired 
heat, .and will fool compara'* 
lively cool^ We cannot 
ropm to enumerate the yariotis 
powers differt?iit bodies posse^ . 
in ndiatiiig heat ; we may state 
that it varies ip almost, every 
substance in nature, . bpt. still 
we njay observe thnt every body 
possesses' it in a sensible degree. 

Hept, like light, is also rr- 
Jlfctvd from poiiished surfaces, 
at angles equal to those of 'ipci- 
dence; and it is observed iliat 
(he worst radiators of heat, afe 
the l»est rorteclors. The fays, of 
heat may be concentniled ny .ff^'- 
necting rnirr«>r.s orpolished. pop- 
per o'* tin, and macle to apt at 
copsiderublo dislauees,Himlogpus 
to the concentratioii of the , 7®- 
flecled rays of the stin, by a edn- 
cavv glass mirror.

ON THE CURE OF HYDRO- 
PHOBIA. 

rFrom IlufelnndV JuuniAl Her nrittinchen 
Hrilkuudti.—Maiclj.j 

Blitters under the tongue in 
hydrofhohiu, long knuum in 
Greece under the name of 
Lytsait. li\j Dr. Xanthos, 
of SiphnuHf in Greece. 

At the end of Jaminry 1823, 
asifnany of my coiintrynen. corn- 
fuelled by the events vvhich oc- 
curred in our country, were 
travellirifi^ from Russia ttirou{;^h 
Germany to Marseilles, I 
one of them who cunic from 
Trapezunt,who had been bitten 
by a dogf in Hanover. 

He had a considerable wound 
in the middle of the ri^hl thi«rh, 
wliich pained him in walking-. 
Notwithstanding^ my advice, 
that he should .stop on his journey 
till the wound was healed, he 
insisted on setting nut the same 
day with his coantryinen, and 
took nothing witli him but a 
little mild salve. Early in the 
niontli of May, 1 met this man 
again with 27 of my coiiutry- 
men, in Zurich, and was happy 
to find the wound in a short 
time completely healed. The 
man said it was a lucky cir- 
cumstance that thejdog w^as not 
mad : upon which a Greek, from 
the Pelo[munesus, consideriihl^' 
adviunced in years, and well ac- 
quainted with the customs of 
our . country, observed, that if 
the dog bad been mad, it would 
Dpt have been.pf much coiise- 
quencei, all that would have 


been necessary was to cut out 
the ! y\nai» soon as possible^ 
I put the question 

to him, 'What do you mean 
by the LyexahV He replied, 
' in persons who have been bit-« 
ten by m»d dogs, there appea; 
on the ninth day, little blisters 
under the tongue, which w'e call 
Lyssais ; these must be cut off 
with a sharp knife, and the 
bleeding sviffered to continue 
till the poison is discharged.* 

Acejuairrted with tho informa- 
tionj which Dr. Marochetti 
had communiratod on this sub- 
ject, I '•oiK.idered the testimony 
of this old Greek, extremely 
important. 1 inquired of my 
other cor.ntrynien, who had li ved 
in varioiw provinces of Greece, 
whether they wore acquainted 
vk iUi this practice ; most of them 
anriivvered in the affirmative ; 
.«;ome assured me that they had 
often witnessed it. 

As my countrymen were too 
much dispersed in different places 
to enable me perfonally to ob- 
tain particular inform tition on 
this subject from each of them, 
[ sent CA^rtain qttestions from 
Heidi- Ibiirv, and obtained from 
AraiMhe followinganswer from 
Polychronis, a Thessalian. 

if a man is bitten by a mad 
dog, on the tiinlii day small blis- 
ters, called Lytsais appear un- 
der the tongue ; they are about 
the size, of a pea, some of them 
smaller! they are rather dark 
coloured, and* look like flesh. — 
I'liey arii situated on the under 
side of the tongue, near the 
membranous bandv particularly 
on the side of the veins. If you 
observe the tongue of a sound 
iiian> and then examino that ..of 
a mun who liaB beeh bitteitijj^:

Seven Greeks, wlio were 

staying at A , p.HPtly natives 

of Thessaly and Epims, and 
partly from the islands of Greece, 
conlirmcd this testimony. Ano- 
ther from Lagnra, near Larissa, 
wrote to the same etlVct, adding 
that in his country after the 
J^ifssais had boon cut out, and 
the wound siifl'erod to bleed a 
considerable time, a red iiot irpn 
was often apjjlied to the part 
for several days. An Eturot, 
K. VV. wrote rao word from linsil, 
that ir» his country, when the 
Lyssttis were csit out, and tlie 
wound had bled copioiK'-ly itw^*? 
the custom toruVi it with garlic 
and common salt. He assures 
me that he has often seen 
this done, and that when 
this plan has been carefully 
pursued the patient after the 
fortietii day i.s ont of all danger. 
He adds, that the inlKibilants of 
tj,e neighbouring mountains, 
after the“A^*4fl/.v have been cut 
out wash out a gun-barrel with 
water, and make the patient 
wash mouth with the riii- 

Thirteen Greeks staying at 
Bazil confirmed this testimony, 

with some slight varinion-s- 

A Peloponnesian*®<* years old, 
faitd been trade from 

ii^ to twenty in Russia^ 


who had since resided at Odessa, 
and who is now in Switzerland, 
tells me that he has often, em- 
ployed this method in Russia 
with the happiest success. 

In !jome parts of Greece, it is 
the custom to apply squeezed 
i river crawfish to the bitten part ; 
a drink is also pref>ared by 
squeezing these crawfish, and 
pouring upon them wine or 
water. TluMnliahitantsof many 
provinces of Greece, have great 
faith in tfio efl'cacy of crawfish 
in cases of hydrophobia, and use 
them both iuternally and exter- 
nally. 

Tlioy do not neglect also to 
treat tlic bitten part by burning, 
excision, cscharolics, &c. 

From all this informalioii it 
appears that the treatment of 
I hydrophobia throughout Graeco 
is th(‘ same, namely, hy excision 
of the lyssai^.’*' A quchtion now 
I arises whether the peasant by 

w'hom Marochetti saw this treat- 
inent successfully employed, 
learnt it from a Grech, or in 
Greece itself. That it had its ori- 
gin in Greece, is evident from the 
name Ly.ssais, which is used 
throughout that country. Mr. 
Sieber the traveller has lately 
declared, tliat he has discovered a 
remedyfor hydrophobia in Greece 
which he does not, how'ever,dis- 
closo, n.s he has a view to indem- 
nifying himself by staling the 
socj'i?t. Whether this remedy is 
that which has been pointed out, 
or some other, time will shew. 
In the moan time 1 should have 
thought mvjtelf wanting in the 
duty which i owe to niy fellow- 
men, if i hud not as soon as pos-

physicians, a plan of treatment 
which is universuily adopted in 
Rty country, and the sneoess of

1 think the above communica- 
tion deserves the greatest atten- 
tion, and 1 beg leave to thunk 
Dr. Xanlhos for it in the name of 
the public. It shews iii the true 
country in which this discovery 
was made, whiph is probably one 
of great antiquity. The state- 
ment is confirmed by the strong- 
estcvidencc, that of a great num- 
ber of Greeks coming from diffe- 
rent districts, many of whom were 
advabced in years. 1 must confess 
that 1 received M. Marochetti's 
paper on the subject some years 
ago, but 1 declined inserting it, 
until something should be ascer- 
tained by araurate observation, 
aa .1 had jnst before been dis- 
appointed in my trials of the 
Mima Ptantago which had 
been recommended from the 
same quarter.

late, sjhw Dr. Xanilios b^rves 
that they are only to be found 
within a* certain time after ibe 
bite. In France the misters have 
been observed, and in some cases 
treated with succes!;'. 

The present compunication 
must give additioual importance 
to this subject, and cajls uponall 
physicians to give the utmost 
attention to it, a.s it may enable 
us to make advances in the know- 
ledge and treatment ofaii hitherto 
intractable disease, and to free 
mankiud from one of thqir most 
formidable scourgi^s. 

A method is here pointed out 
of preventing |hc disease, and it 
is not improbable that Uiis uni- 
versal practice is one of the chief 
causes of the uafrequeucy of hy- 
drophobia in the Levant.

8T. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 


G. V. — aged 20, miisician, 
admitted into Jacob's ward, 
April, 8th, 1824, with an cn- 
largornent of the right testicle, 
was examined in the ojierat- 
ifig theatre May 22tid hy the 
Surgeons, in order to determine 
whether the testicle ought to 
bcioinpvedor not. TIio history 
of the case is this. A bout the mid- 
dle of May, 1823, the patient 
had a gonorrhuni which re- 
mained on hi . 11 fifteen weeks, 
before H was qiiite cured. About 
a'inonth after Ihe first appear- 
ance of the d;«< * .irjf. the right 
testicle swelled, nut the running 
continued just the same. He 
applied cold lotions to the swel- 
ling foi* six or seven weeks, 
wore a suspensory t>andage, 
which relieved the pain, and 
considerably reduced the swel- 
ling, although not to its natural 
size. Last' October, a month 
after the discharge had stopped, 
the same testicle became en- 
larged again, which he attri- 
butes to taking a good deal 
of exeycise, and leaving off 
the bandage which he had be- 
fotro worn. At this tipid he felt 
an enlargement at the upper 
and .back , part pf^tbp testicle, 
whidh 'projected frbm the testicle 
xiras quite hard, and, (to 


use his own expression) in size 
and feel, similar tp the last Joint 
of the thumb. In two months 
(begicriirig of December) this 
increased and became incor- 
porated with the body of the 
testicle. Prom this limb the 
whole has been gradually in- 
creasing in size, giving him 
acute pain in the loins on taking 
exercise or indulging in any ex- 
cess. The application of cold 
always gave him temporary re- 
lief. 

Indulged a good deal in sex- 
ual intercourse before the testicle 
became enlarged, but since has 
had little or no desire. Has 
been in tlic habit of staying up 
late at nights. Rather tall, 
dark hair and eyes, countenanco 
of a leaden hue, general health 
pretty good. Since the pati- 
ent's admission into the hos- 
pital, the testicle has been poul- 
ticed, and rcpciledly bled with 
leeches ; friction with mercurial 
ointment, arid camphor, and 
mercury with opium iiiternally 
have been employed without 
producing any relief. The swell- 
ing has also been punctured 
twice ; the first time it was done, 
a little serum w'as evacuated 
the second nothing but blood. 

Dewription of the Testicle . — 
The testicle measures from the 
bottom of the penis to the pe- 
rinsBura 10 inches ; across from 
one side to the other 9 inches. 
Is very hard at the upperand back 
f)art and inner side, and may be 
squeezed in those points with- 
out giving any pain; at the i^

MIDDLESEX HOSPITAL. 

May 2D.-«<7harle9 Osborn, a 
healthy young man A^tat. 26. was 
brought here from Park Crescent 
about five o’clock this evening un- 
der the following circuuistances : — 
111 a.sceii(liiig a ladder his foot 
slipped and ho was projected from 
the height of several feet on his 
back, into the area of a building. 
Upon examination it was found 
that a total loss both of sensation, 
and voluntary motion of the lower 
extremities had been produced by 
the accident. Most of the mus- 
cles of the abdomen appeared also 
to have lost their sensibility and 
when the patient was pinched here, 
or in the lower extremities no uii- 
easiness was occasioned. The loss 
of sensation appeared to have ter- - 
miimted or commenced around the 
body uViout tw'o inches above the 
IJmhilirus ; and at this linn of sepa- 
ration of the insensible lower half 
from the superior part which re- 
tained its sensibility to iinpres- 
siniiB, an increased perception or 
irritability on pressure might be ' 
noticed. In the upper extremities 
there was a loss of voluntary 
movement only, and partially also 
of sensation, which latter percep- 
tion, though evidently diminished, 
was not entirely absent. Upon . 
examining the spine no displace- 
ment presented itself nor was there 
any external appearance of injury 
to the spinous processes or dis- 
coloration of the integumeats. 
There was however a tenderness 
on pressure at the line of demark- 
atioii already referred to, which on 
the back, Vas just below the inf^ 
rtqr angles of the Scapulae.

We shall now trace i^hc 
varieties of chancre, and the 
causes which more frequently 
produce them. The first cir- 
cums-lance which gives rise to 
variety, ijj the appearance of 
chancre is, — 1st, When the 
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yjour best i^an is, nHmly to ap- 
f^^ simplp' applications to the 
piiA a|^ ;tvait, if it be syphilis 
^UU seeondaiy symptoms appeu, 
whfpi you mpst have recourse to 
fpercury for the treatment of the 
complaint. This is one of the 
varieties cacised by the applica- 
tion of the venereal poison to 
an excoriation or tear, pre- 
venting; you from forming an 
accurate judgment on the first 
appearance of the sore. 1 tell 
you what t generally inquire 
of patients under these circum- 
stances, viz. whether they ob- 
served the sore on the following 
day after connexion. If they 
say yes/* the probability is, 
that it is not syphilitic, but it is 
no infallible criterion ; there- 
fore treat the sore as you wou|d 
any otberi by cwmon means at 
firtt, and wait the issue to see 
whether: it is venereal or not.

the part on which it bogan.^ — ■ 
'Wiien the chancre is on the sur- 
ikcoof the skin, and does not ul- 
<Kratc deep, it is a disease slow 
in its progress, and easy of euro, 
hnt if on tlic otlier hand it ex- 
tends deep into the part, it pro- 
ceeds with rapidity, and those 
acquainted with the disease, 
dread it, as they know! iig the ex- 
tent of sloughing which will be 
produced. Iiut,geiitlonian, of all 
ilio causes of varieties of chan- 
cre, one of the most common, is 
the habit and constitution of 
the patient. If eech of you, 
(which God forhid,) had a 
chancre this evening, and you 
all used tlic same applications, 
in four or five days scarcely two 
of yon, wojtld have the chancre 
of the same appearance. Go into 
the admission rooms of these hos- 
pitals on fakiiig-in days, and you 
will not see two men with chan- 
cres alike, The variety is not 
only produced by the previous 
mode bf living -and the consti- 
the 


act of intemperance, tit 

any kind, or ahythfp^ that 
hurries the circulatidn, will alter 
the action of the part.' So if 
two patients be attacked with 
chancre, the one not of an irri- 
table habit, and the other being 
vei7 irritable, you will find in the 
first that there would be scarcely 
any inflammation, w^hilstin the 
second it would be violent, and 
of an erysipelatous character; 
indeed, under these circum- 
stances, if the part be not very 
carefully managed, it will be in 
considerable danger. So a man 
with chanbre to-day wdiibh ha® 
a healthy appearance shall to 
night indulge in some act of de- 
bauchery, to-morrow he wdll 
have a bloody discharge from 
the sore, inflammation round the 
edges, and an hvitablc state of 
the part?, wdiich you wdll soon 
fliid assuming a sloughing dispo- 
sition. Thus, then, if fhe oon- 
stiluliori be irritable naturally, 
from intemperate habits, or inat- 
tention to rest, the most seridiis 
state of chancre may arise. Peo- 
ple pursuing a particular busi- 
ness, sucli us journeymen bakers, 
whose habits are of the most 
irregular kind, are frequently 
affected with chancres ^Oing 
into the sloughing proces^ Site 
for instance hoik these 'pieoflfo' 



plHiMr lives^ kmdmjsrdoogh 
during greitec part of the 
nlsiitf lyilig down only daring 
abort interraU to vest, freqnent' 
ly staying up all the night with- 
out any repose, and if they rest 
at all only for a few hour^ to- 
wards morning, and thus ren- 
dering their constitutions exces- 
sively irritable. When the 
chancre proceeds to a sloughing 
state, from any of the causes 1 
have mentioned, the pulse will 
be generally from 120 to ISO; 
you will also find a considerable 
erysipelatous infiammation ex- 
tending round the chancre, and 
in a short time the sloughing 
process commences, by which 
the penis is lost. These varieties 
of chancre you have an oppor- 
tunity every week pf seeing for 
yourselves and if you have not ob- 
served them, it shews a shameful 
■ neglect of your duty. The time 
at which chancre appears after 
connexion is from four to seven 
days ; but if there is a gonor- 
rbeea also, it prevents the ap- 
pearance of the chancre so early, 
—thus- if a person be affected 
with the two poisons, the one 
dehkys the appearance of the 
dtber. If the matter of a eban- 
be applied to the urethra, it 
M^^not product a gonorrhesal 
a h^aadtlMt 
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sore will pour out a serous fluidL 
mixed with the red partiGlea of 
blood,— not at all purulmit, but 
a bloody serum — which is the 
matter from the chancre, and 
not in any respect gonorrhfeal. 
The matter of gonorrhena does . 
nor produce chancre, — ^for if 
leeches bo applied to the pre- 
puce, and the gonorrhoeal mat- 
ter afterwards comes in contact 
with the leech bites, a sore is 
produced,not of a chancrous cha- 
racter, and it heals by common 
means. The poison of ohanero 
will not produce a gonorrhdsa, 
nor the poison of gonorrhoea 
induce a chancre. 

Having thus endeavoured to 
explain the character of chan- 
cre, 1 shall now speak of the 
treatment it requires ; and hem 
let me remind you that I ih^l 
deliver no speculative opinions, 
nothing hut what you may see 
everyday exemplified in prae- 
tice. The first point to be con- 
sidered respecting the cute of 
chancre is, shall caustic be ap- 
plied to it or not? He who 
uses caustic to chancres pumiM 
a line of practice liable to be 
prodnetive of much mischief. 
1st because the applieadon irii- 
iates.the part, and may in con- 
sequence psodnoe bobo. fld. 
If tfaenctioit fif. tbe^melNish* 
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terM by it, it will not prevent 
tHe eon^^tntidn from being: af- 
fected, became if there be any 
utceration the process of ab-^ 
sorption must have commenced; 
and the potion applied to the' 
part will be taken into the con- 
stitution. I would ask the per- 
son who uses caustic for the 
cure of chancres, how is chancre 
produced f We know that there 
can be no sore without the ulce- 
rative or absorbent process, and 
the chancrouB matter applied to 
a part causing- a sore in that 
part must be absorbed and taken 
into the system. Caustic to 
chancres is a very objectionable 
application ; but it is the acme 
df folly to endeavour to cure a 
imtiont by means of it, M'ithont 
adopting- a proper mercurial 
tfreatment to counteract the 
odnslitntional effects that will 
otherwise be produced by the 
ab^rption of the venereal virus. 
A young person with whom 
I >was intimate whilst 1 lived 
with my old master, got a 
cbaiicpe which, to use his ex- 
pression, he burned out by the 
application of caostic ; 1 laughed 
at him for being so foolish, the 
caustic produced a slough and 
pored thexhancre, and I thonght 
Mfaingmoreoftbne^cumstance.

him in the couniiy, sold t 
him how he wail H Vi% well 
now,” he replied, ''but I have 
been in a 6ne scrape ; 1 Was en- 
gaged, when I left town, to a 
young, lady, the nuptials Were 
to have been soon celebrafted, 
and the business of life com- 
menced.” I mvoluntarily smiled, 
but he said, not quite so merry, 
when I got into the country I 
had what 1 conceived at the 
time was only a huskiness of the 
throat, which 1 had caught from 
a cold.

Irritable andaleugMngekaneri. 

Every now and then a chan- 
cre becomes irritable from caoses 
already pointed oat. Directly 
yon see a chancre assume an 
irritable character, desist from 
the use of mercury. To know 
when to stop the mercury, is the 
great secret in the treatment of 
the venereal disease. It is in 
consequence of mercury being 
given in this state to tfae| 
patient that it does so muchj 
harm, producing those slough- 
ing chancres that not un fre- 
quently destroy life. Thus, 
when a sore becomes irritable 
imdfr the use of mercury, and 
the inflammation extends, lay 
it aside and have recourse to 
simple applications, such as pop- 
py fomentations and poultices, to 
lessen the irritation. After you 
have purged the patient, give 
opium combined with saline 
mixture; as good a medicine 
as you can employ under 
these circumstances is the 
liquor ammonia acetatis. In 
this way yon will diminish the 
irritation; and when the sur-

The other kind of 
elementary bodies necessary to 
combustion, and which {Kissess 
opposite properties, from com- 
bustible bodies, are termed ‘'sup- 
porters of combustion/’ because 
they support the action,bctwccn 
the combustible and themselves. 
These are only four in num- 
ber; namely, oxygen, chlorine, 
iodine, and fluorine. Now we 
£nd that under the heads of 
combustible bodies, and sup- 
porters of combustion, all the 
elements of Chemistry may be 
arranged ; and this is the ar- 
rAUgemont we shall adopt lb 
our future papers. 

We stated ,thatthere were five 
elenientary bodies whicli could 
not be classed amongst the com- 
bustiblo bodies, four only of 
which we have stated to belong 
to the opposite class ; one there- 
fore is not arranged either as a 
combustible or a supporter, this 
body is nitrogen or azote, and is 
the only body in nature that 
cannot be .so classed : it is the 
only substance that cannot be 
acted on by powerful electrical 
uiiluence, and furnishes an ex- 
ce^tioi) to a common law 
existing amongst all kinds of 
material creation.

neither the cliuiracterwtie pmptf

LECTURE G3. 

Gentlemen, we shall proceed 
to speak this evening of syphi- 
litic bubo, and venereal sore 
throat. 

. Syphilitic Bubo. 

The venereal poison is taken 
from the chancre on the penis, 
to the glands of the groin, and 
in its course, usually irritates 
ope of them. Now and then, the 
matter proceeds through them 
without producing any irritation, 
but , more frequently it excites 
indammation, and the common 
effects of inflammation if it is 
n 0 t : O{^o5ed; that is, if a pro- 
per treatment be not pursued, 
the gland inflames and' suppR- 
lates. It commonly happens 
01 % one gland is. affected 
either groin in sypttiUs ; how and 


glands are enlarged, it- is from 
irritation, and not the absorption 
of the venereal poison. When 
there is only one gland enlarged 
and it goes into a suppurating 
state,! t is usually the consequence 
of the stimulus of the syphilitic 
virus. Therefore you may con- 
clude, if several glands be en- 
larged, that it is not the effect 
of syphilis. The symptoms pro- 
duced when a bubo goes into a 
stale of suppuration, are the same 
as those which take place in 
common abcess, with this ex- 
ception, th^: there are evening 
exacerbations; and in this re- 
spect, preci^ly the same effect 
is produced, a? when syphilis 
attacks Any other part of the 
body, the exacerbations coming 
on in the aftenioon, and gene- 
rally lasting till two or three iq 
the morning. The symptoms 
then are the same as those of 
icoqimbn abcess, with the excep- 
tiea evening exacerbations.

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lowing' circamstances. You ask 
the patient if he has a sore on 
the penis ; if there be none 
and ho has never had one, 
your opinion ought to be that 
the bubo is not syphilitic. There 
is no example of venereal bubj 
over luwing occurred without a 
.sore. If there bo no sore at the 
time you see the patient, you in- 
fjuire how long it is since he has 
had one, if he answers a week, 
fortnight, or even three weeks 
ago, still Uic swelling may be 
syphilitic ; it is not Jit all neces- 
sary for the sore to exist at the 
time the bubo appears, for the 
irritation of the gland may occur 
a fortnight or three weeks after 
tho appearance of the sore. I'he 
.swelling may be retarded from 
various circumstances, if the pa- 
tient has a diarrhoea on him, or 
has tuken opening medicine; 
these and many other causes! 
may delay its appearance. The 
next circiimstajicc to whicli yon 
direct your attention is, whether 
the enlarged gland is situated at 
Foupart’s ligament, or below it ; 
you know that there are two 
orders . or rows of absorbent 
glands in the groin. Tfae^ first 
row. is in the .line of Poupart's 
ligament, extending nearly from 
the spinous process of the ilium 
to thepttbis>.bttthelow this is an- 


other tier situated at the distanea 
of an inch ax|d a hl|lf or two 
inebes foam tfeB Art*- - 
swelling be in a line with Pou- 
part’s ligament, you may decide 
that it is a syphilitic bubo, but 
you . may determine that it is not 
syphilitic, if it be in the lower 
order. When you see a swelling 
in the groin, about an inch and 
a half below Poupart's ligament, 
you inquire if therfe be any sore 
on the foot or leg, or any irrita- 
tion on the back or nates, for in 
such cases the glands are gene- 
rally affected. The lower order 
of glands arc more frequently af- 
fected from any irritation on the 
thigh and leg than on the back or 
nates, because the greater num- 
ber of the absorbents from these 
last parts terminate in tlie upper 
I row of absorbent glands. You de- 
termine that it is not syphilttic,if 
tho swelling be in thelowUr row 
of ihe glands. When you are- 
called on to treat a syphilitic 
bubo, you order the patient to 
take five grains of blue pill com* 
bined with a quarter of a grain 
of opium night and morhing, 
with the same view as you give 
it in chancre, the opium subdues 
the disposition to an irritable ac-^ 
tion being set up in the cohstitu*’ 
tioo by the mercury, and 
it is given in oUigimtiitoil 



bluepHl^ jpu'; ieldom have 
tjiose dire effecls from the 6y|dii<^ 
litic disease as when the merce- 
ry is given- alone. Therefore 
you will give the blao pill com- 
bined with opium. If you find 
the pain in the evoniug not sub- 
dued you may give ten grains of 
the blue pill at night and llvo in 
the morning. Rut at the same 
time- that you employ constitu- 
tional remedies, local means 
should not be neglected, evapo- 
rating lotions should be applied 
to the part, a bandage .should be 
put round the M'aist, and a linen 
wetted with a lotion composed 
of an ounce of spirits of wine, 
to five ounces of water, should 
bo kept to the swelling, and 
fastened by tape to the band- 
age. But, gentlemen, it some- 
tiipes happens notwithstanding 
the means that you employ, the 
pain, swelling, and the dispo.si- 
•tion of the gland to suppurate 
increase; this will bo known bj 
sharp pains darting through the 
part, and a pulsating feel in it, 
for when jthese occur the suppu- 
rative process has geuerally com- 
moner : you then apply evapo- 
rating lotioD] and lepclies, gi\'e 
purges, and emit the blue 

f fi^i^ilQppurate. Mercury (as you 



log common infiamniation when 
it occurs ill any part of the body 
to suppuration, therefore it is 
wrong when any inflammatory 
disposition exists in the bubo to 
continue the mercury, for you 
will most probably induce sup- 
puration, w'hcn you might hB\'c 
prevented it. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is right to employ 
lotions and leeches, and purge 
the patient. Tho best i)urges 
you can give are tlie mercurial, 
(lie submuriate of mercury com- 
bined v.’ith julap, by this plan o^ 
treatment you get rid of tho dis- 
position to inflammation, whereas 
if you continue tbo incjrcury you 
will hurry the bubo into asuppu 
rati VO process, When the pain 
in the ]>iirt is subdued, you must 
return to 1 1 1 o ibt treatinen t w h ich 
will correct the venereal action. 
It may be .said in opposition to 
this thatyon give mercury to pre- 
vent inflammation of the eye as in 
Iritis ; this is true, but it is not 
desirable even in that complaint 
to affect the mouth to any de- 
gree, it Is not that .state of mer- 
curial influence which will cure 
the eye, for the mercury should 
be suspended when tHe mouth 
becomes affected^ it is by in- 
creasing the s^rction that the 
benign influence of the mercury 
is. exercised.

quite ri^it to make an open- 
ing* to let it out. The open- 
ing- should be small, and oug-ht 
to be made as soon as any pus 
can bo felt, for absorption will 
beg-in, and the size of the gland 
will soon be diminished : there- 
fore make an opening to evacuate 
tlic matter as early as you can 
detect n actuation. My own opi- 
nion is, that -when the suppura- 
tive process Ill's commenced, the 
best plan is to open the swelling, 
wliich I always do by punctur- 
ing it with a laLicet wherever 
the matter is formed ; it is no 
use to let it accumulate, for ab- 
snrjilion of the surrounding parts 
will lake place, and o. large 
sore be formed. If the gland 
bo ofioncd as early as you can de- 
led niictuation, the siirrounding 
swelling will be lessened, the in- 
Hammatinn diminished, absorp- 
tion rapidly produced, and then 
you can return to mercury for 
eflecting the cure. 

It sometimes happens that the 
bubo is exceedingly irritable, 
wherever you find it so undea 
the use of mercury, immediately 
discontinue its use, for the more 
in' rcury you give, the worse the 
swelling becomes ; abandon the 
mercury, and have recouree to 
other means: itia nght 
■■ 4 
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wes to give opium and the 
compound decoction of sarsapa* 
rilla, that is the plan you will 
find the best in irritable buboes. 
When the state of tlie ssvelling 
will allow, you can return to 
the use of mercury to complete 
the cure. It is only by the in- 
judicious use of mercury that 
the very severe symptoms which 
occur after syphilis, are pro- 
duced. I do not believe that 
syphilis itself ever produces 
them ; no, gentlemen, they arise 
either from a defect in the con- 
stitution of the patient, or from 
the fault of the medical man. 
I do not believe tbal nodes ever 
arise from the syphilitic virus 
alone, but principally from the 
injudicious treatment of syphilis, 
where mercury has been incau- 
tiously administered, thereby in- 
creasing the irritability of the 
patient, and leading to w'ofse 
consequences than the disease, 
for which it was originally 
given. In order to subdue this 
irritable state of constitution, 
give opium and the compound 
decoction of sarsaparilla, which 
have the power of lessening the 
irritability of the system, and 
relieving the patient. As to 
, .satsaparilia being a specific for 
" i^e ctTOof syphilis you will find 
the I 


power of suspending tlio symp- 
toms of sy philis for a short time 
but not thut of curing them, and 
I the surgeon who thinks that it 
has, grossly deceives himself and 
I those who are the dupes of his 
I ignorance. If he fancies that 
the patient is cured because the 
symptoms disappear and the pa- 
tient does not return, he equally 
^ deceives himself; for if he does 
I not return to the same surgeon' 
(^hich he seldom does when 
he has been once deceived by 
him), lie goes to another, and 
so on, till at last it is difficult to 
ascertain whetlicr his disease is 
from syphilis, or from the va- 
rious remedies which he has 
tried. AVliat. I should say is, 
tliat the improper use of mer- 
cury Icai^es a disposition in Iho 
Constitution for the disease to 
return; and whoever has seen

The best treat- 
ment that you can employ is a 
saturated solution of the nitrate 
of silver, dos.*iils of lint W’etted 
with this lotion should be daily- 
applied to the surface and edges 
of the wound, and the liquor 
calcis with lime water should 
also be used. Oil silk should 
be put over the wound to pre- 
vent i getting dry ; for if it 


comes dry, there is^^g^at danger 
of the gangrene spreading, there- 
fore the part should be kept -wet, 
and this you do by covering it 
with the oil silk to prevont eva- 
poration. This then is the treat- 
ment of a phagedenic nicer. 
Mr.Welbaiik,asurgeon in Chan- 
cery Lane, has recommended the 
application of the nitric acid in 
an undiluted state, with the view 
of forming a new surface. This 
gentlemen lias tried it with ad- 
vantage, at the same time pre- 
serving the constitution by re- 
storing the secretions, and sup- 
porting tlie patient by a most 
nutritious diet. You should give 
bark and ammonia in combina- 
tion w ilh the opium, and do all 
that you can to restore the secre- 
tions, for this ought to be tho 
first principle of your treat- 
ment.

These 
three are the only parts liable 
to the syphilitic action after the 
venereal virus has entered the 
blood ; and with respect to the 
organs essential to life^ these 
are not capable of having- a sy- 
philitic action excited in them, 
only in those parts of the body 
subjected to the influence of ex- 
ternal causes, is the syphilitic ' 
action observed — the internal

I 
will now describe to you the 
appearances and consequences of 
the disease of the throat. When 
the syphilitic action is set up in 
the mouth, either the mucous 
membrane of the floor of the 
nose, or the roof of the mouthy 
becomes red and inflamed, and 
a pimple forms on it; when this 
opens, the bony palate is ex- 
posed, which may be easily felt 
by applying a probe to the part

becomes nasal. In this dis^as- 
troiis state the unhappy patient 
is unfitted for society ; with an 
a])er!ure in the roof of the 
mouth, he has a discharge from 
it of a most oifeuave smell, t> 
wdiich the smell of ti e di <sect- 
ing room is not to bo compared ; 
for 1 can assure you it is with 
diflicniLy that I can bear the 
breath of a person with disease 
of the mouth or nose; but irde- .

It 
is a .slalo, gentlcMiien, to which 
d6ath is fur jireferable ; there- 
fore, don't look on syphilis as a 
trifling diseas-.

A sense of dry- 
ness is felt in the throat, which 
spreads up Iho custachian lubes 
to the car. Hut still worse ef- 
fects of the disease are .seen on 
the pharynx, just opiwsite to the 
mouUi j it is not unfrequcntly 
that ulceration proceeds through 
it, and the cellular membrane 
behind to the vertebrae ; but the 
worst effects of all produced by 
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the syphilittc action j are feii»d 
on the larynx, which require 
immediate attention as soon as 
they shew themselves ; and in a 
short space of time, if not check- 
ed destroy life. Attending* this 
affection there is always loss of 
thq voice, so that you arc 
obliged to put your car, to tiic 
patient’s mouth, he speaks in so 
low a whisper. If he has no 
primary symptoms of syphilis on 
him at the time, you are not led 
at 'first to suspect that it is sy- 
philitic, althougli whenever a 
person comes to you with loss 
of voice, you should always ask, 
How'long it is since he had any 
sore on his yard i 'What space 
of time has elapsed since he had 
syphilis ? This efl'ecl of tlie 
syphilitic disease more frequent- 
ly destroys life than any other- 
Here is a specimen (exliibiling 
it to the class) taken from a fe- 
male who died of this complaint. 
'Slie was admitted into the lios- 
pital with a bronchocele; she 
had difficulty of breathing and 
little power of utterance, which 
were attributed to the pressure 
of the tumour on the larynx. 
When she had been in the hos- 
pital a little time, a syphilitic 
eruption made its appearance, 
by which it .was discomed she 
had not very long ago had sy- 


philit. Mevenry her> 

but the disaaMt had psipenetM 
too far, and she died a few d^ys; 
after. On examining the throat 
chancres were found, one on 
each side of the upper part of 
the larynx; there was no cU** 
scasc whatever of the lungs. 
The ulceration had proceeded to 
the laryngeal artery ; this had 
given way, and part of the 
blood passed into the trachea. 
Portions of the thyroid cartilages 
are sometimes ossified in this 
disease, and coughed Up, One 
of the cornua of the thyroid car- 
tilage was coughed up by a pa- 
tient of Mr. Forster’s at the. other . 
hospital ; it was converted into 
hone: the patient did very well. 

The treatment required in 
syphilitic sore throat is as folo 
lows : — It will be necessary to 
make use of mercury, if the part 
is not' too irritable, and the sore 
has no other character than in a 
healthy person, and does not 
affect the mouth morfi than is 
generally done wJien syphilis 
appears in, a^^^r part. Here 
you must 6pde|iyottr # prevent 
the disease making those dread- .

sores of the palate ; but if the 
roof of the inouth itself becomes 
affected, a little diluti'd muria- 
tic Or nitric acid will assist ex- 
foliation, and prevent the aper- 
ture from beings large. When 
the sores are on the tonsils local 
means are not necessary, for a 
considerable portion of the ton- 
sils may be loat without any 
bad effects being produced : 
constitutional remedies alone are 
generally employed. But with 
respect to myself, I am disjsoscd 
to assist by local means the 
healingof syphililic sores where- 
ever they occur. When an aper- 
ture has been produced in the 
roof of the mouth, 1 put a piece 
of lint into the opening, and the 
consequence is that the person 
does not speak through his nose 
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sohiuch, and is not exposed to 
the observations of hi-; fiiends. 
As soon as exfoliation has taken 
place, it will be right to intro- 
duce some extraneous siib:^lanco 
to (ill up the aperture *, and the 
best instrument I. know is one 
contrived by !Mr. Wiiissi. whom 
you ail know to bo an extremely 
ingenious man. A gentleman 
of rank and fortnhe, affected 
with sore Tn the roof of the 
mouth, applied to Mr. W riss to 
know xvhethor he could make 
him something which would fill 
up the ojieiiing, and remain 
there without producing incon- 
venience. Mr. Weiss imme- 
diately produced an instrument 
wiiicli gave the gentleman tUa 
greatest comfort and satisfac- 
tion, and answers much bettor 
than any other witli whic'i I aru 
acqui-i^iloJ.*

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When there is disease on the 
soft palate nothing- can be worn, 
because any instrument unless 
kept near the boric would excite 
inflammation. M. Roux of La 
Charite at Paris, in a case of 
division of the soft palate, per- 
formed an operation for the pur- 
pose of closing the aperture, and 
on the same principle as the ope- 
ration for hare lip. 'i'hc ope- 
ration was successful ; ii. is cer- 
tainly a very ingenious one. I 
think a gentleman at llio west 
end of the town lias also per- 
formed this operation, if any of 
you recollect his name, I shall be 
obliged if you will mention it ; 
(here several students staled that 
it was Mr. AtcocK,) Mr Alcock

Sir Astley 
then said that he thought the 
union of a division of the soft 
palate had been attempted by 
some one else, w’hen one of the 
pupils replied that it had been 
by Mr. Brodie.

Mr. G. II , a young 

man, aged about twenty-two, 
had laboured under the incon- 
venience of a cleft palate from 
his earliest infancy. His voice 
was strikingly nasal, and his ar- 
ticulation BO indistinct, that he 
had contemplated giving up 
an advantageous situation in 
which he was required to con- 
verse frequently, wit|i strangers.

tremely thin edges, as recom- 
mended for surgical purposes by 
Dr. WoLL.vsTo.x. Simple a.s 
the narration of this process 
may appear, the irritability and 
depth of the parts presented 
considerable nb^tacles, and oc- 
casioned some delay. The 
edges being removed, and the 
bleeding from the divided por- 
tions having ceased, two liga- 
tures were introduced by means 
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of a fimaU curved needle*, ai 
tlic distance of about three 
eighths of an iiich, or less, from 
the inner margins, and at equal 
distances Yroui each other, and 
from the extremities of the 
cleft.

Before 
tlie operation the defect in his 
sfieech was so great as to ren- 
der bis intercourse with stran- 
gers extremely irksome; and 
the consciousness of his de- 
fect was ever present to his 
mind.*

Ho promised to appoint a

It is proper to observe, that 
in cases of defective or cleft pa- 
late, the indistinctness of articu- 
lation generally arises from two 
causes ; the first and principal is 
the physical defect which ad- 
mits the air too freely into the 
nostrils ; by which the |%cidiar 
^wuimua of the Tolce 
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dnoed.- Thk the patient, whilst 
theparts continue preternaturally 
open, is unable to ’ remedy any 
effort, however desirous he may 
be : the other cause alluded to 
arises from habit, in not placing 
the tip of the tongue properly 
at the root of the front teeth in 
such sounds as e soft, &, th, kc. 
The first of these causes is fully 
'remedied by the union of the di- 
vided palate ; the latter requires 
that the defective sounds should 
be ascertained and counteracted 
by diligent attention, whenever 
these stumbling-blocks occur. 

The patient whose case is 
above described lost the nasal 
sound of voice after the last ope- 
ration ; but the effect of careless 
habit was still perceptible when 
he spoke heedlessly in some diffi- 
cult w'ords ; yet when his atten- 
tion was directed to any particu- 
lar sound, and the defective 
word distinctly pronounced by 
another, and the position of the 
the tongue, lips, &c. shown, his 
utterance was perfectly distinct 
and free from any obvious pecu- 
liarity. 

“ Notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties in this case were greater 
than may be anticipated in the 
management of any similar in- 
stance, (for 1 have candidly 
stated the unforeseen inconve- 
niences experienced, and the 
defects resulting 4herefrom, that 
they may be obviated by fb- 
ture operators) ; yet the patient, 
far from regreting that the 
operations ha^ Leen performed, 
is so satisfied with the benefit 
which has resulted, that be has 
expressed — 1 am so far con- 
vinced of this, that was I now in 
Ibe MiaeidtiMtbaei wbeji I fi»t 
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saw you, nothing should binder 
another trial." 

" In conclusion, it may not 
be unuseful to remark, that the 
principles and mode of treat- 
ment adopted in the preceding 
case, are not confined merely 
to that deficiency or division of 
the palate existing at the time 
of birth, which has been termed 
congenital ; but arc equally ap- 
plicable to many of tho.se unfor- 
tunate instances in which pa- 
tients have siiffored the loss of 
a portion of the soft palate 
I through disease."

he dechired that the surgeons of 
that institution, had come to the 
resolution of suppressing the pub- 
lication of Hospital cast's, and he 
had the effrontery to add, that if 
any student Shoidd be convicted 
of furnishing an account of hospi- 
tal cases, with a view to publica- 
tion, iliat they (the surgeons of 
St. Thomas’s Hospital) would 
expel him: Ir will be easily con- 
ceived that this was not a very 
palatable declaration to the t^tu- 
dents; it appeared, however, ra- 
ther to excite ridicule, than indig- 
nation. Mad such a declaration 
as this, been made hy a professor 
on the other side of the channel, 
to the students of tlie PU'ole dt 
Mtdicintf it Would liavc been fol- 
lowed by very diilercnt results. 
Tile medical students, of Paris, a 
body distinguished for tlieir spirit, 
iiitclligenecj unaiiimit)', and high 
sense of honour, would never iiHve 
suffered such a man to resume his 
functions, without as ample and 
humiliating a concession, us the 
insult, which he had ventured to 
"offer, was gross, and unwarrant- 
able. We think, however, that, 
under nil the circumstances, the 
ridicule with which the speech 
was treated by the students of St. 
Thomas’s, was better suited to the 
impotent nature of the threat. 
What could be more absurd, than 
the hectoring tone assumed by 
Mr. Travers? What moreludi- 
cious than h tliKat of expulsion 
from the surgeons of St. Thomas’s 
Hospital ; men, so utterly divested 
of all power in that iiisti.ution, 
that their prescriptions arc not dis- 
pebsed at the apothecary’s a se- 
cond time, unless they have b eu 
examined bjr a physician. This 
we assert as a fact, and it is tlie 
best possible evidenee tiAtcRa be 


addneed to prove not only tbelf • 
want of power in the hos- 
pital, but the manner in whicli 
I heir talents are appreciated by 
the governors. 

The tlii'ce.NiniiyhaAimers, like 
Moonshine, Lion, and Wall, en- 
deavoured to enact tlieir parts 
gravely, hut they were received 
only with hiiightcr and derision. 
Mr. Travers attempted to play 
the Linn, but t!>c students imme- 
diately detected, * snug the joiner.’

In conclusion, we have to ob- 
serve, that this malignant, though 
ludicrous, attempt to gag the press 
has had the usual effect of opening 
new sources of ‘ I'' ■ .and of 

exciting an increased disposition 
in all ipiarters, to furnish authen- 
tic medical information. The 
Lancet has iiitliertopursued, and 
it will continue to pursue, the even 
kmor of its way, unmoved hy 
threats, unbiassed by prejudice, 
and solicitous only to discharge in 
a fearlc.ss, independent, and im- ' 
partial manner, the duty which it 
owes to the profession, and to 
the public. 


RQYAL ACADEMY OF MEDE- 
CINE AND THE IX>NDON COL-

dicine at Paris has proposed 
the following as subjects for the 
prizes, consisting each of a gold 
medal w'orth a thousand francs ;

cerebro^-spinal nervous system, 
and to state the indications of 
treatment to be drawn from them? 

Second' — To determine, by 
observation and precise experi- 
ments, what are the way, the 
conditions, and tlie mode of ab- 
sorption in man, in lieallii and in 
disease, and in animals with a 
double circulation 1 

The treatises on these two qut^s- 
tioiia, written in Latin or French, 
with a motto at the bevlnuing- of 
each, and another corres ponding 
to this to be sealed in a letter, 
which is to contain the name and 
address of the author, must be 
sent, post free, before the first of 
March, 1B25 for the first question ; 
and before the first of March, 
182G, for the second, to the Secre- 
tary of th^ Academy at Paris, 
Rue de Poitiers, No. 8. 

It is impossible to sec the ex- 
exertions tliat are made abroad 
to promote the cultivation of 
medical science, and not contrast 
them with the apathy inauifesfed 
at home by the public medical' 
bodies of this country.

think otherwise. The College 
has taken considerable pains to 
enrich its museum, and the ad- 
vantages to be derived from it 
are all that the profession derives 
from this corporate body, 'fhe 
College has appointed a professor- 
ship, and some lectures on zoology 
I and comparative anatomy, to be 
delivered every year ; but where- 
ever we see a desire on the part of 
the College to be of service to the 
profession, its intentions are 
frustrated by the want of know- 
ledge exhibited in carrying them 
into eflect. When the slender benefit 
which the College has conferred 
on the profession, be compared 
with the amount of evil it has in- 
flicted, every impartial person, 
must acknowledge, that it would 
have been a fortunate circumstance 
for the surgical profession of this 
country, if it had never existed. 
We sincerely recommend the tx- 
AMi N KRS to bestir themselves ; and 
though little good can be expected 
from them, as they are at present 
elected, yet they might imitate 
the Academy of Medicine at Paris, 
and thus benefit the profession, 
witbont, in the slighest degree 
injuring themselves. We must 
however, confess that we do not 
expect this advice will be followed 
by men, who possessing no desire 
for the advancement of science 
themselves, have no idea of eu« 
couraging it in others. -

We stated in our last journal 
that oxygen, chlorine, iodine, and 
fluorine, were alone sopportew of 
combustion, while all otBei^ sub- 
stances in nature, except nitro^ 
gen, were capable of burning When 
in contact with one or ' oflill^ oY 
these supporters undef favQiirabte 
eircumstances, and were therefore 
combustible foodicf. In Oiir oIBA' 
periments to prove tbat nO Kufi- 
staocc in nature will burn unless 
one or oilier of the above .«ip- 
porttes be present, we sliaH select 
those substances which are gehe- 
raily known to be the ibQtt.lla-.

N^p^pilbriis, perhaps, ii''a8 in^ 
mnmihble a fubstance as we are 
acquainted with; by « iaflanma- 
ble,^ we mean that it is capable of 
thl^ dfe at A low 
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ture. ' Take, tlmrerore, a piece of 
phosphorus, and introduce it into 
a glass retort, furnished with a 
stop cock and cap, exhaust the 
atmospheric air from it, and now 
apply a spirit lamp to that part of 
the retort where the phosphorus 
rests,aiid carry the lieattorediicss 
or even until the glass fuses, and 
yet the pliosphorus will not in- 
flame, simply because the sup- 
porter, viz. the oxygen of tlie at- 
mospheric air, has heen removed 
from I lie retort ; but if, while the 
glass remains even considerably 
reduced in temperalurc, any one 
of the eupporters above enume- 
rated be admitted to it, it will iti- 
atantly inflame und burn vividly. 
A more simple method of making 
the experiment, is to jiut a piece 
of phospliorus ill a common 
ounea phial, and place the 
thumb on the mouth of i', so as 
to prevent the passage of any air 
into ihe bottle; hold it over a 
lamp until the phospliorus in- 
flbmea and consumes the small 
portion of oxygen present, and it 
it will be observed, that the phos- 
phorus will then cease burning. If 
the thumb be removed from, the 
mouth of the phial so as to admit 
more ai*-, the phosphorus will 
iustantly recommence burning ; 
hilt may as instantly be extiii- 
gtiislied by preventing the access 
of air to it. Put a piece of plios- 1 
pborus in a tea cup or glass 
tumbler, 'and pour boiling water 
on it, tlie phosphorus, in virtue 
of its speciiic gravity, will remain 
at the bottom,' and notwithstand- 
iog the temperature of the water 
is mote than suflictefit for its in- 
flammation, yet it will not take fire 
beoaase it is excluded from the 
presence of a supporter ; and to 

prate tjiaX this is ectoelly theetsti 


let a stniatki of otygen gai he 
passed down through the water 
oD' the phosphorus, by pressing 
H bladder of oxygeii through a to- 
bacco pipe : it will be seen that 
as soon as the oxygen comes in 
contact uilli the plio$iphorus, 
that it will take fire and burn 
under the wafer, so long as oxygen 
be pressed upon it. Although 
pure oxygen gas be preferable for 
this cx|)erinieiit, yet atmospheric 
air will Mieceed almost as well,, as 
it contains sutficient oxygen for 
the sup))ort of the combustion 
of phosphorus. This experiment 
t^hows us that it is not heat but a 
supporter of combustion opiy, that 
is wanted to enable phosphorus 
to burn under hot water. 

Hydrogen gas, the next inflam- 
mable simple body, may be pro- 
ved not to*' burn absent from a 
supporter of combustion, by 
plunging a lighted taper into it 
under these circumstances ; for, 
instead of taking fire, it will ex- 
tinguish the taper. To make the 
experiment — fill a tall jar, stand- 
ing over the pnuematic trough 
with hydrogen gas, now take it off, 
and suddenly introduce a lighted 
taper into the jar, taking care to 
keep the mouth of the Jar down- 
wards, otlierwise the hydrogen 
will eseape in consequence of its 
great comparative lightness; the 
result of the experiment will be, 
that the hydrogen will burn at 
the mouih of the jar, where it is 
in actual contact with the atmos- 
phere in the<^form of a thin blue 
flame, being ignited by the lighted 
taper as it passed ; but the taper 
itself, and the hydrogen, wit|m 
the jar, being insolated by 
film of flame, will neither of tbtte 
bum; in fact, the taper will be 
egtiogaUlued, bot bui;' be i|it^ 
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Iaiid1e<) Bi it ii tBken out through 
the film of flame, at tho mouth of 
the jar, and be again extinguished 
by being introduced a second time 
into the hydrogen gas. Fill a re- 
tort or other glass vessel, with 
pure hydrogen gas, and throw 
into it a piece of phosphorus, now 
if a red heat be given to tlie phos- 
phorus, it will not inflame. These 
experiments prove that although 
hydrogen is conihustibli*, that it 
is not a supporter of combustion. 

Numerous experiments might be 
mentioned which corroborate the 
theory we have noticed, and we 
may observe through all expe- 
riments of the kind, there is but 
one which throws any thing* like 
doubt upon its truth, which ex- 
periment is, that if sulphur, (one 
of the combustibles) be heated in 
an exhausted vessel with copper, 
(another combustible,) that these 
two simple elements will undergo 
combustion. As this is a solitary 
instance, and as onr knowledge 
of sulphur is not at all perfect, we 
ought not to receive ihe experi- 
ment in opposition to the above 
Ittw of combustion; but we 
should rather conclude, tliat^'^com. 
bustion is the effect of intense che- 
mical action between two elements, 
one a supporter, the other a com- 
bustiide body, of different and 
opposite properties, and, therefore, 
tliat unless both t'liese elements 
are present at Ibe same time, iiq 
such action can take place, or 
can such effects as those denomi- 
nated jCrebe produced.*'

PARIS. 

(SHtuig of the iiSd. of l^etrck.^ 
iVf. It.\rd read a paper on the 
spontaneous development of the 
prussic acid in the alvine evacua- 
tions. He quoted two cases of Ihia 
kind.Thc subject of the first case 
had an inflammation of the intes- 
tines, the other presented symp- 
toms of inflammation of the liv.er. 
In both the individuals, the stools 
smelt strongly of bitter almonds, 
M. Itard regards these facts 
as important in a medioo-legSl 
point of view, and coneludes 
from them, that the existence 
merely of the smell of prussic 
Rcid in the faeces should not lead 
one believe that the person had 
been poisoned with this medi- 
cine. M. pELENs related on 
this occasion several facts, which 
shewed thatprussicacid bid been 
found in the perspiration, urine, 
and expectoration, accounting 
for the blue colour of these 
liquids. 

Mr. Dupuy observed, that 
cows fed in certain pastures gave 
blue milk. M. Yikey quoted a 
case where cows fed with the 
firunuB p(tdus, exhaled a very 
strong smell of bitter almonds. 
The existence of prussic acid 
in the excrements of these ani- 
mals was ascertained by the 
existence of the sulphate of iron. 
M. Maro related, that in Ger- 
many some persons had been 
pdisoued by eating sausages, 
ia ell of whom a great quantity 
of prossio add wus spontioeoosly 
developed.

As 
Mr.T. is so anxious that motives 
should be known-^so anxious that 
intentions should beexplaiiied - he 
will probably favour the students 
in his next “ lecture,” with a 
report of the temporal aneurism 
case which we gave a short time 
since — tell us why the man was 
bled about three minutes before 
he breathed his last — and we en- 
treat him to give a particular ac- 
count of the entire trt^atment 
adopted with respect to that pa- 
tient# As Mr. T. is now in the 
habit of giving the hospital cases, 
he will of course conimcnt on the 
unfortunate as well as the fortunate 
ones ; wc shall, he may rely on it, 
whether we know his motives or 
not.

I’he gonor- 
rhoea having been neglected, the 
discharge trickled down the peri- 
naeum, and having lodged upon 
the nates, occasioned an excoria- 
tion, and from tlic dc|>rdvcd slate 
of her general health, the sloimh- 
iiig process soon began. When 
received here, she had a very bad 
sloughing ulcer of the nates, con- 
siderable constitutional irritation, 
irregular bou’els, flushed cheeks ; 
calomel and opium were ordered 
for her in small doses, twice a day, 
she wns likewise pennifted a small 
quantity of wine. Liq. calcis with 
mucilage and opium, W'cre applied 
locally, with a view' to lessen the 
irritation, and by forming an arti- 
ficial covering to the wound there- 
by confine the discharge, and pre- 
vent an extension of the excoria- 
tion; a li.;ht poultice was applied 
over the dressings, for the purpose 
of keeping* them in an emollient 
stale, and obviate their sticking 
to the parts# The above plan of 
i treatment has been particularly 
successful, gml'llhe girl has been

There was ulceration at the middle 
joint of the middle huger, and a 
bad discharge. The nmi was I 
ordered to be supported in a sling, 
and nitric acid lotion to he applied 
to it. Generous diet ,and purler 
’allowed, as liis former habits were 
addicted to drinking. The patient 
s doing very well, and there is not 
so much coiistilufioiial irritation, 
as U'Ually attends this disease. 

The next case shows the folly 
of exhibiting mercury in gom.r- 
rb ma, and the constitutional effects 
it produces.

WESTMINSTER HOSPITAL. 

Saturday June 12.- -The integu- 
menia in the groin of Richard 
WARnEiir, who was admitted into 
this Hospital, witli an extensive 
brnise in the left Hypochondriac, 
and pubic legions, have sloughed, 
and the part has been thereby 
completely laid ba^, ‘fur the space 
of five or six inchetin length, and

ST. GEORGE’S HOSPITAL.

If the bones of iho nose have not 
become affected there will be no 
great difllcuUy in conducting 
the cure, but there are cases in 
which very considerable difHcUl- 
ties will be encountered, and in 
which the most horrible defor- 
mities will frequently be the re-

der these deformities, us the re- 
sult, not of syphilis, but of the 
improper treatment of that dis- 
ease.

The pa- 
tient undergoes a mercurial treat- 
ment, and the sores appear to be 
bured; but when the mercury 
has been left off for a time, and

18 frequently supposed that, 
though he has undergone a 
treatment which is usually suf- 
ficient for the cure of syphi- 
lis, the disease is yet not com- 
pletely subdued, and he is put 
under a second course of mercury. 
This, gentlemen, is not only un- 
necessary, but extremely inj urious 
to the patient. The disease of 
the nose is not the-. result of sy- 
philis, but it arises from the 
process of exfoliation in an ex- 
posed portion of bone. During 
the time the mercury is given' 
the sores lical, and 'the bone be- 
comes dry. There is no discharge 
at this period, but after a time 
the process of exfoliation pro- 
duces irritation and ulceration of 
the mucous membraneofthonose, 
which is generally, but erro- 
neously, supposed to be syphili- 
tic. If the patient be time after 
time subjected torfresh courses of 
mercury, these add to the mis- 
chief, and the most horrible de- 
. formiiics often ensue. The mer- 
cury instead of assisting the ex- 
foliation which isg^ing on, adds 
to the inflamqiaitlliqh, and pro- 
duces other, bW most extensive 
exfoliations, tinder proper treat-

Tent the great doformity which 
will arifie in such cases if an open^ 
ing be formed through the skin, 
in the upper part of the nose, a 
prqbe should be introduced to 
feel for the loose ossa nasi, which 
should be removed by a pair of 
forceps. The nose will be some- 
what altered ; there will be still 
some deformityi but not that hor- 
rible deformity which ensues, if 
the skin is allowed to give way 
in the upper part of the nose. 
Evaporating lotions should at 
the same time be employed, to 
prevent ulceration taking place 
through the skin. I witi^ssed, 
very early in life, a most unfor- 
tunate case ofdnoaseitjtlie'ilQBe, 
which was occasioned by mal- 
treatment, and which ruined the 
hUppiness and prosperity of the 
individual in whom it occurred. 
This person bad' embarked in 
business with the greatest possi- 
ble degree of succoss, and his 
prospects were of the most Hal- 
tering description. He retired 
for a timdVi^iA hu. business in 
cbn8equehi%^4||M^^^^^ nose, 
accompanied^ with inC^Nistations 
which wait believed by his sur- 
jgeon to have been in the fiiat 
ltuM||mee syphilitic. A slight 
^urse was employed 
^ and ^ got appa- 


rently well, but a short time 
after, the discharge from his 
nose returned. This led the 
surgeon to think that ho had 
not been completely cured, and 
he accordingly put him upon a 
second courso of mercury. Ex- 
tensive exfoliations took place 
and the bridge of his nose was 
sunk. Under these circumstances 
he w^as ashamed of appearing in 
business, and was under the ne- 
cessity of consigning it to other 
hands. The disease of the nose 
was still not entirely subdued, 
and he was put under a third 
course of mercury. This led to 
inflammation of the skin, the 
ossa nasi separated through it, 
and the most horrible deformity 
was produced. The state of his 
breath, and the smell issuing 
from his nose were most offen- 
sive ; he was obliged to seclude 
himself entirely from all society, 
his prospects in life were com- 
pletely ruined; his business went 
to decHy, and he died in poverty 
and wretchedness. As these cir- 
cumstances occurred to a man in 
a higher statcof society than that 
in which we usually meet with 
such deplorable cases, they made 
a strong impression on my mind. 
Be upon yoar.guard, therefore, 
against treating ainnewed dis- 
chargefrom the iroaeat syphilitic, 
3 
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on th? s|ipposition that the mer- 
cury previously employed, has 
not been sufficient to subdue 
the disease. 

The next subject of which I 
shall speak, is that of 

Syphilitic Ertipiivns. 

Syphilitic eruptions, are the 
mildest of the secondary symp- 
toms of the venereal disease, and 
in general admit of an easy cure. 
Tl'c common character of syphi- 
litic eruptions is, that (hey are 
of a copper colour, rising a li' tle 
above the surface of the skin, 
and if they go bn to ulcenation, 
forms thick incnistation first. 
They arc attended with very lit- 
tle pain ; an itching, rather than 
a' painful sensation is felt in the 
part, which increases a little in 
the evening. There is a great 
v.iriety in the character of vene- 
real eruptions Avilh respect to 
size; in fact, you very rarely sco 
the eruptions in one patient ex- 
actly like those which occur in 
another. Go round the syphi- 
litic wards to-morrow, and exa- 
mine the appearances of the 
eruptions in the dificrent pa- 
tients who have that symptom ; 
you will scarcely find them ex- 
actly alike in any two patients, 
in point of colour or size. In 
some you will find the eruptions 


of considerable magnitude, apr 
pearihg as If a portion of copper 
skin was ; laid down upon the 
surface, but unattended with ulr 
ceration. In others you will ob- 
serve deep ulceration with a very 
ragged edge; in others there 
will be scaly eruptions covering 
very large surfaces in various 
parts of the body. Ibere is 
greater variety in the character 
of venereal eruptions, than in 
any other .symptom of the dis- 
ease. You may satisfy your- 
selves of this fact hy going round 
the hospiliils, and at the same 
time appreeiatc the pretensions 
of those persons, who ascribe 
ono uniform character to this 
symptom of the disease. With 
Tespect to the parts in which ve- 
nereal eruptions most frequently 
appear in lhe,first instance, they 
are the head, face, and roots of 
the hair. Incrustations form 
about the hair of the head, and 
scabs appear on the forehead, 
breast, the palms of the hands, 
and sometimes the .soles of the 
feet. The palnu of t^c hands 
are more frequently^ attacked 
with vcner^l than 
other parts of the body, because 
there is more vigour of circula- 
tion in these parts; the parts 
where the circulation is 
feeble, are less liable to

teal era|»tioni is of Uib most 
simple kind. You will pimue 
the sune constitutioDal treat- 
meat which I have already ad- 
vised; give ten grains of the 
blue pill united with opium, at 
night and five in the morning ; 
or five grains at nightj and five 
in the morning. Thepilula sub- 
muriatis hydrargyri composite, 
or Plummer’s pill, combined with 
the decoction of sarsaparilla is 
sometimes employed for the cure . 
of this Venereal symptom. Five | 
grains of Plummer’s pill may be | 
given at iiigbt, and half a pint | 
of the decoction drunk daily. | 
The compound decoction of sar- i 
saparilla will remove this symp- 
tom for a time, but the disease 
will reappear, and you are never 
sure that the patient will not re- 
turn with syphilitic symptoms. 
Evqn Plummer’s pill united with 
thb compound decoction of sersa- 
painlla, unless it be continued for 
a very considerable time, cannot 
be depended upon. It should be

BOttdng can shew a greater ig- 
norance of the true principle of 
treatment which should be fol- 
lowed in this disease, than to 
suspend the use of the medieiiie,as 
soon as the symptoms disappear* 
— Venereal eruptions sometimes 
shew irrifable disposition os 
well as other symptoms of the di- 
sease, from which the parts will 
be in danger of sloughing. 
Whenever this irritable disposi- 
tion appears, suspend the use of 
mercury, and give the com- 
pound decoction of sarsaparilla 
alone in considerable quan- 
tities. It will be better not 
to combine tho decoction with 
mercury in any form ; if you add 
any thing, lei it be opium and 
nitric acid. Tho opium lessens 
irritability, and the nitric acid 
bas sometimes a specific action 
on sores of this kind. Irritable 
eruptions, are voiy. often improv- 
ed by the exhibition of nitric 
acid, which not only has a speci- 
fic effect on them, but restores 
the general health of the patient* 
If the opium disagrees with the 
stomach of the patient, it will 
defeat the object of restoring his 
general health, and in that case 
should not Ira combined with the 
nitric Mid. With respect to locaf

place between it and the surface 
of the bone ; this deposifis, in 
the first instance, only a serous 
Arid, but a cartilagpinous sub* 
stance is soon secreted, which is 
gradually converted into bone. 
Though, in the first instance, 
therefore, there is only an in- 
flammation of the periosteum ; 
the fluid secreted in conse- 
quence of this inflammation 
is soon converted into an ossific 
enlargement. The treatment of 
this disease is not different from 
that which is necessary for the 
other symptoms of syphilis. 
Give the blue pill united with 
opium ; the compound decoction 
of sarsaparilla is sometimes added 
vrith a view of preventing any 
disposition to irritability in the 
diseased part. This, however, 
is not necessary : the blue pill 
with opium will be sufiBcient to 
effect the cure. As to any local 
treatment no other will be ne- 
cessary, except the simple appli- 
cation of evaporating lotions, 
which ciE;^|;t^^ AMist in getting 
rid of inflaiiiiilKtipnf When the 
inflanunation has ceased, if jUiere 
is s^^imlargemcmtof the bone, 
jbi^imi^ting plaster, as the 
ammomoci cum hy- 
U emplegwd. 
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There is on the table a great 
variety of preparations, exhi- 
biting specimens of nodes, which 
will be worth your examina- 
tion after the lecture. The ske- 
leton on the table affords a cu- 
rious illustration of thq effect pro- 
duced by mercuryon the bones. 
Though the treatment of nodes, 
when attended to early, is very 
simple, cases sometimes occur 
in which considerable difficulty 
arises. You will sometimes 
find a considerable quantity of 
serous fluid fluctuating between 
the periosteum and bone. When 
this fluctuation is unaccompanied 
with inflammation and redness 
of the skin there will be no 
necessity to cut down upon 
the bone ; if you do so, you will 
run the risk of producing exfoli- 
ation. Such a fluctuation as this, 
may be removed by adding a lit- 
tle to the influence of the mer- 
cury. 1 have seen large accu- 
mulations of serum in the fore- 
head, and shin-bone entirely ab- 
sorbed by giving an additional 
quantity of mercury, and assist- 
ing absorption by the application 
of a blister. When the fluettia- 
tion, however, is accompanied 
witli an appearance of redness in 
the ildn, and much p«a in the 
part, indicting the existence of 
matter, itirin be impofiibto to 

r; ■ ■ 
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promote absorption by any meani 
and Ibe sooner an incision is made 
on the bone the better, llie ex- 
foliation which will afterwards 
take plaoe, will be proportioned 
to. the extent of surface laid bare, 
and if you delay malving* the 
opening* till the extent of sur> 
face affected is very considerable, 
you will only be adding* to the 
evil. As soon, therefore, jis you 
discover a fluctuation, accompa- 
nied with redness of the skin, 
make an incision for the purpose 
of discharging* the matter. Very 
extensive exfoliations sometimes 
follow the opening of nodes, and 
the life of the patient will be in 
danger. Many persons die from 
this cause ; there is in tlie col- 
lege, a very fine specimen taken 
from a person who died in con- 
sequence of the exfoliations 
which followed the operdng of 
nodes in bolli his tibim. The 
flat bones are sometimes the sub- 
ject of syphilitic symptoms ; that 
which is more commonly affected 
tlian any other, is the os frontis. 
The symptoms are the same as 
those of nodes on the shins. The 
patient has pain, and sw^clling 
in the ovooiiig, which last till 
two or itiree o’clock dn the 
mornii^f when they disappear.

is produced- Nodes now aa4 ; 
then occur tn the parietal hones. 
Very threly in the os oocrpitis, 
and never in the os temporis, 
that bone being much covered 
by muscles, and exposed to very 
little change of temperature. 
The os frontis which is iho most 
exposed of the bones of the head, 
is that in which the disease is 
most rreqiiently seen. It some- 
times happens when this disease 
attacks the flat bones, that it is 
attended with a very consider- 
able tumour and fluctuation. No 
incision should be made, under 
such circumstances. Now and 
then, indeed, the suppnraiiie 
process takes place, and a most 
serious disease is the rewlt. 
When the skin is inflanoed and 
matter is formed beneath, it will 
be right to discharge k. It often 
happens, when matter is formed 
on the siirfatce of the bone, that 
the suppurative process also takes 
place, betwemn the dura mater 
and the internal part of the skull. 
Death sometimes ensues from this 
cause ; but fatal fs^bitHueiraea 
may often hp by tre- 
phining A pallet 

in the other hospital had a Bode 
on the os frontis which sappii- 
mted \ the mattei'wasdiscfaai^gllt 
but some time after the patm^ 
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Kiwd, iMueh #»> (OMeeded tgr 
coma, jlio that there was no doubt 
in the mind of the surgeon of the 
hospital, that the patient was the 
subject of pressure on the brain* 
The surg-eon determined to tre- 
phine him, and on raisings a por- 
tion of exfoliating- bone a quan- 
tity of matter directly issued from 
beneath. The old surgeons were 
in the habit of perforating the 
bone, for the purpo.se of dis- 
charging the matter formed be- 
neath. The best mode of saving 
the life' of the patient, however, 
is to apply the trephine, and by 
taking out a portion of the ex- 
foliating bone, give immediate 
relief to the brain, by removing 
the pressure produced by the 
matter formed between the dura 
mater and the bone. There is a 
specimen on the table, taken 
from a case in which the opera- 
tion was successful. The man 
died many weeks after the ope-

tiiy a repetition of the opera- 
tion. Whenever you are called 
to a case, iu which exfoliation 
of the bones of the skull is ac- 
companied with symptoms of 
pressure on the brain, you may 
infer that matter has formed be- 
tween the dura mater and tho 
bone, and it will bo right to 
apply the trephine. This ob- 
servation applies not only to 
cases of syphilitic disease, but 
to ail cases of exfoliation of the 
bones of the skull, accompanied 
with coma. Here is a skull 
(exhibiting it to the close), 
originally affected by syphilis *, 
see, gentrcmeri, svhat a lantern 
it became. Tho subject of this 
disease died, as I believe, chielly 
I from the injudicious continuance 
of mercury. He was a man of 
bad constitution, and there was 
great difficulty in curing the 
primary symptoms of the disease. 
He had subsoqucnlly a node on 
the forehead, which" was fol- 
lowed by infiammalion and sup- 
puration of other parts of the 
head, till the ulcerative process 
extended over the whole sur- 
face. He died ultimately of 
anasarca. It can scarcely have 
escaped your observation; that 
patients applying for admission 
to the hospital, frerinently com- 
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plain of having^ pains all ovev 
them. They will tell you tha^ 
they have pains down their arms 
and le^s, which become worse 
at nig'lit when they arc warm 
in bed, and that they have for- 
merly had some venereal com- 
plaint, for which mercury has 
been given till the mouth lias 
been rendered severely sore. If 
you ask them whether they 
were exposed to cold during the 
time they took the mercury, 
they will answer in the affirma- 
tive. Such persons, gentle- 
men, we do not admit into 
the hospitals ; we only tell 
them to take care of them- 
selves, and to keep them- 
selves as warm as possible, and 
that after a time the disease 
wMll disappear. These pains 
are readily distinguishable from 
those which proceed from the 
syphilitic poison. Syphilitic 
pains commonly attack the 
shins, but they never put their 
hands to this part of the body. 
They complain of pains from 
the upper to the lower part of 
the arm, pains about the chest 
and about tbo hips. These are 
mercurial, not venereal, pains. 
You have an opportunity of see- 
ing an example of this disease 
in the skeleton on the table, in 
which the i^rcury ha» affected i 


the ribsjt ihe ttennim^ 
tibia, and in' short almost 
every bone in the body. A 
deposit of earthy matter is foiBi- 
ed between tlie periestenm 
and the bone, so as to case the 
surface of the bone. Patients 
suffer exceedingly feoas mbccu- 
real diseases of the bones, much 
more indeed than from syphili- 
tic pains. You should direct 
them to pay strict attention to 
temperature, and give them the 
compound decoction of sarsapa- 
rilla. This plan of treatment 
will be sufficient for the cure of 
this disease. 1 shall in the next 
evening's Lecture close the sub- 
ject of syphilis by some general 
reniarks on that disease. 



‘ HOLE AND CORNER’ SURGERY 
AT ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 


A very slender portion of 
common sense might have ena- 
bled any man to foresee that 
the attack made on the Press- by 
the Champions of^ ^' Role and 
Comer Surgery*' jwould not 
only be perfectly abortive, but 
that it could not fail, in its con- 
sequences, to prove most inju- 
rious to the reputation 
terests of the assailantsi. 
is the situatioji in whi^ the 
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" CliAmpions of ** Hole and 
Cornw SiiTgifity" at 8t tho- 
mtts's Hospital bow^ stand? 
They have separated themselves 
from theif professional brethren ; 
they have virtually- dissolved 
the union which subsisted be- 
tween the two Hospitals : after 
endeavouring in vain to procure 
the co-operation of the sur- 
geons of Guy *8 Hospital, they 
have had the intrepidity to conic 
single-handed into the field>and 
if they have not succeeded in 
their attempt tb gag tlie press, 
and suppress the publication of 
Hospital' cases, it is to their im- 
liectlity and not to any want of 
zeal ill the cause of ** Hole and 
Comer Surgery" that their fai- 
lure is tb be ascribed. It is 
singular that men, who on most 
occasions have so keen an eye 
to their own interest, should in 
the present instance have used 
so much diligence to accomplish 
their own degradation. AH the 
arguments, if they can be so 
termed, which have been urged 
in favour concealment of 

Hospital' ibanded, 
utility, 

but vieW^a of "rtiiat are si^poaed 
io be the private tnterests of the 
operating Borgebnr. Before we 
i|^«ert to any of these arguments, 
tni na consider m plnce 
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what will be the probable etfect 
of an avowal, on the part 
of the Burgeons of a particu- 
lar Hospital, that they are 
anxious to conceal hroni the 
public the surgical practice of 
that Hospital, and that they 
will endeavour, by every means 
in their power to suppress the 
publication of the cases, which 
come under their superintend- 
ence. It cannot escape obser- 
vation, that there are two classes 
of surgical operations, namely, 
successful and unsuccessful ; 
and that it is only to the piibli- 
ditionof the iiiisiiccessful tlu4 
the ^ Hole and CWnpr’ Surgeons 
object; because, wc apprehend, 
it is quite evident, that, much 
as these men hate and dread the 
Press, tliey would never liave 
avowed their hostility, or made 
any direct attack upon it, if all 
their successful operations had 
been regularly published, while 
all their unsuccessful operations 
had been uniformly suppressed. 
The obvious conclusion, there- 
fore, which the public will draw 
from the conduct of the cham- 
pions of ' Hole and Corner Sur- 
gery,' is, that the niimbef of uh- 
sQCcessful o;>erations,aDd of cases 
unskilfully treated, bean such 
a small proportion to the success- 
ful cases, that the susgeons of 



St; niomas*! Hospital are anx* 
ious to conceal from the public 
eye the general surgical practice 
of that Institution. Wo will 
not at present^ stop to inquire 
how far such a conclusion may 
or may not be justified by the 
actual state of the practice of St. 
Thomas’s Hospital; it is suilir 
cient for our present purpose to 
shew that it is a conclusion fair- 
ly, and indeed necessarily drawn 
from the promises supplied by 
the weak and injudicious con- 
duct of the Champions of* Hole 
and Corner Surgery.’ If the re- 
cent attack on the Press bad suc- 
ceeded, the assailants would 
still have committed suicide on 
their own reputations, for the 
public, will not fail to appreciate 
the talents of the Surgeons of a 
pabUc; hospital, who endeavour 
to conceal from them the know- 
ledge of what passes within its 
walls. The attack, however, was 
as impotent as it was injudicious ; 
the surgeons of St. Thomas’s 
Ho^ital are wholly divested of | 
all power; they have not the 
smallest influence or authority 
in that institution, beyond the 
discharge • of their chirurgical 
functions ; and even in the exer- 
cise of. these fonetionSi as we 
stated in our last number, so 
little coBfideDce is placed in their 


abHityerducretioD^ that they mw 
notallowedto prescribe a second 
time for a patient without the 
sanction of a physician. They 
have committed the double folly 
therefore, of exposing them- 
selves to the moTtification of a 
ludicrous defeat, and of diminish- 
ing the public confidence in the 
skill wUh which the suigical 
department of St. Thomas’s 
Hospital is conducted. So much 
for the effect of this judicious 
plan of operations against the 
Press, as it respects the reputa- 
tion and interests of the three 
Ninnyhahmers themselves. 

Let u&now advert to the argu- 
ments which have been urged in 
defence of a system of / Hole 
and Corner Surgery.* All these 
arguments, as we before stated, 
put vipWB of public utility en- 
tirely out of the question ; they 
are addressed exclusively to .the 
prejudices of, we trust, a very 
small part-oftbeprofession : they 
consist, almost entirely of ap^ 
peals to the passions, and pecu- 
niaiy interests of tiie surgeon. 
Thus the goutA^ of^/^e suigeqn 
is msule a ground figr not g;iv^ 
publicity to ^ misomsiful 
operatioiM ; a jdsmg sni^oin'l 
professianal prospects may 
ruined, it is Baid« if feiiym - 
are fbtth to 
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All we heve to »y ia mwer to 
ihis objection is, that if a youngs 
man is elected to fill the'oflice 
of surgeon to a public hospital, 
the public have a right to know 
in what manner he performs his 
duty. If the objection bo urged 
as an argument against publicity, 
this, wo apprehend is a sufficient 
'answer ; if it be taken as an ap- 
peal to our compassion, llten 
wc reply, that there is a com- 
fiassion due to patients as well 
as to surgeons, and tliat if the 
reputation, or finances of the 
latter plead for suppression, the 
safety of the former calls im- 
periously for publicity. Mr. 
Gri en may, foranght we know, 
continue to employ liis leisure 
horn's in the * pursuit of butter- 
flies’ and the 'elevation of paper 
kites/ certainly his recent lec- 
tures would induce us to suspect 
a persevering attach'Tient to 
those pleasing pursuits ; but we 
can assure him, that we shall 
not be restrained by any consi- 
derations of bis youth or infan- 
tine prOf^nii^Cb, from faithfully 
re6ordiogr|^^; the operations,

ope^ions, and if a surgeon fail 
from want of dexterity, ho suf* 
fers mortification enough. Hea- 
ven kno ws, in the operation room, 
without being put to the cruel 
and demoniacal torture of see- 
ing the failure blazoned forth to 
the public.** This delectable 
argument was put forth by a 
worthy apologist of the " llolo 
and Corner** system, to wit, our 
old friend Dr James Johnson 
of the Medico-Chirurgical lie- 
view. it will be seen that in 
this, as in all the arguments of 
the "Hole and Corner’^ people,

CHEMISTRY. 

In our last number we staled 
that a body, however combusti- 
blein itself, would not burn with- 
out the presence of a supporter 
of combustion ; wo may mako 
the same remark in regard to the 
supporter ; it w'ill not burn 
without the presence of a com- 
bustible body ; in fact a supporter 
of combustionis,not inflammable 
under any circumstance and al- 
though in appearance sometimes 
.seems to burn, yet it is a well ..sub- 
stantiated fact that tliis is never 
the case. 

Oxygon gas is the most power- 
ful su[>porlcr of combustion 
known, and under common cir- 
cumstances, is the only one. Into 
a jar of oxygen gas introduce a 
wood match, just visibly red and 
it will instantly kindle intoflame; 
a taper will be relighted ifplung- 
ed into oxygen while the wick 
remains glowing red. These are 
common experiments which 
prove the power oxygen pos- 
sesses of supporting combus- 
tion, foi; in both these cases 
the piTocess of combustion ia ap 
much increased by the pre* 
scmcc of pure oxygen that 
fiaine, which is the most intense 
state of combustion j is instantly 
I effecledi If iron or steel be hea^ 
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i^iwhite hot and introduced into 
oxygen, so great is its ^wer of 
supporting combustion, that the 
iron will burn with the greatest 
brilliancy. A. very beautiful expe- 
riment may be made by heating a 
steel file white hot and suddenly- 
plunging it into ajar of oxygen, 
it will scintillate i n the most plea- 
sing manncrwtiile burning in the 
giis, and throw off sparks, so in- 
tensely hoi, that they will melt 
the glass where they fall in the 
vessel ; and will be found after 
the experiment sunk firmly into 
the sides and bottom of the jar. 
Although oxygen is such a pow- 
erful supporter of conibustion,yet 
the above experiments prove, it 
will not itself infiame ; nor is it 
combustible, for if this were the 
case it would take fire on plung- 
ing a lighted taper into it and be 
instantly consumed. The atmos- 
phere contains . about a quarter 
p .rt of oxygen gas in its composi- 
tion. The adulteration of the re- 
maining three parts, which are 
nitrogen, acts mechanically, in 
preventing the rapid contact of 
the oxygen with the combustible 
body when it is imperfectly sup- 
ported by this n}istare,and hence 
the reason why a body burns so 
much more rapidly wh^ iotio- 
duceid Into pure oxygen.

On a former occasion I endea- 
voui^ to prove by numerous 
facta that the greater part of 
those dropsies called ptittsivcs, 
the cause of which authors at- 
tribute to a general debility, to 
atony of the lymphatic vessels, 
in reality depended oh obstruc- 
tion to the venous circulation. 

1 related cases in which dropsy 
of particular parts corres- 
ponded with an obliteration of 
the veins of those parts. 1 
shewed that partial dropsies 
conld not be explained by ad- 
mitting the common opinion of 
iheir cause ; and also, that their 
production might on the con- 
trary be easily conceived ac- 
cording to the theory which 1 
proposed. In fine, how is it 
possible* to conceive a local 
dropsy, and adopt the opinion of 
those who think that passive 
dropsies are produced by a ge- 
neral debility?

Ayhen 1 published my fairer 
paper, 1 did not possess any 
case which was fit to prove that 
the oedema of the superior ex- 
tremities could be caused by tbor 
obliteration of their principal 
veins. 1 am more fortunate at 
present, I will relate four.

A great quantity of serum was found 
in the abdomen, and also in the peri- 
cardium ; the heart was about three 
times as large as the patient’s fist. Tiie 
right subclavian rein adhered to the 
first portion of the sternum, totiiucla- 
ride, and to the soft parts in the neigh- 
bourhood, by means of a white dense 
cellular tissue ; this rein, at the point of 
junction with its fellow to form the 
vena eava superior, was hard, thickened 
and formed a sort of cord of the thick- 
ness of the little finger ; its parietes were 
tliick, dense, white, nearly similar to 
tlioae of an artery of the same calibre ;

^ CASE n. 

(DraTvn up bp M. Srvy.) 

A young prl, ml. 18 years, of a strong 
and vigorous constitution, bad suffered 
fur the last two years, pains in the right 
sboiUder, when she was admitted into 
the Hotel Dieu, 19lh of July 1820 ; 
there was on the right shoulflcr an indo- 
lent tumour of the size of a nut. This 
girt, refusing to submit to tlie operatiun, 
which was proixysed by the duef sur- 
germ M. Ddpuvtiien, soon left the in- 
stitution, but she returned dii tbe39nd 
of October 1822. — Her general heallU 
at this time did not appear much de- 
ranged. The tumour had acquired the 
size of the head of a full grown fcctus, 
and occupied the posterior and eztemal 
part of the shoulder and arm, extending 
from the acromion to the insertion of 
the deltoid, and from the outer ridge of 
this muscle to the fossa infra spinata. 
Another tumour whicli appeared to com- 
municate with tlm first was situated iu 
the hollow of the arm pit, aud extended 
under the pectoral muscles, which it 
rais^. Tne following are the prin- 
cipal circumstances wliich were ob- 
served : — the anil (right) was swollen 
Bod painful ; the patient expectorated a 
great quantity of dark coloured blood, 
for which she was bled. This did not 
arrest the haemorrhage, ami the patient 
died on the 18th of November about six 
weeks after her admission.

Fore, neck and superior extremities, 
particularly those of the ri^ were 
swollen.

In this interesting- case, as in 
the preceding,' it isaeentbat the 
swelling atlacked the part in 
which the veins were inpermea- 
blc. Hie opposite limb was also 
slightly oedematous, which may 
be easily conceived, since the 
vena cava superior itself obfitc- 
rated, could neither receive nor 
transmit to the heart the blood 
of the veins of this limb, a cir-

June 22.— F. P. ni 30, of a 
florid complexion, light hair, was 
admitted iuto Luke's ward ou 
May 26th. IJc had worked in a 
wine cellar in the city as a packer 
and sometimes as a porter. l!aa 
had a stricture nearly six years, 
which he attributes to a bruise ot 
the periiiseum, from a fall whilst 
carrying a hamper of wine ou his 
back; lie fell with his thighs 
widely separated. He has had 
difiiculfy m making water more 
or less since that time, but could 
always pass it better after having 
drank iredy. He applied to a 
surgeon w,ho passed a bougie a 
few times ;bat did not remove the 
stricture. About ten days before 
bis <MHniug to the hospital, be felt 
more pain than usual in the peri- 
nmum, and putting his Anger on 
the part, felt a small swelling 
there ; the swelling daily increased 
in size, be became alarmed, and 
on the day before he presented 
himsdf for admission, he felt a 
swelling in the lower part of the 
scrotum, which very much in- 
creased on his attempting to empty 
the bladdeir, which be could only 
do gutiatim.

Coop er came on the Friday foL 
lowing his admission, he saw the 
patient and told him the opera* 
tion was essential to the preserva- 
tion of the parts, and of his life ; 
that the operation would cure his 
stricture at the same time that it 
removed his present disease. He 
then consented, and was imme- 
diately taken into the operating 
theatre. Sir A. Cooper made 
an incision into thp perinmum 
about one inch and a halliii extent, 
when about one ounce of pus es- 
caped, a catheter was then intro- 
duced and continued to the stric- 
ture, when Sir A. Cooper made 
another incision into the membra- 
nous portion of the urethra, just 
behind the bulb, and cutting up- 
wards towards the catheter com- 
pletely divided the stricture; the 
catheter was now readily intro- 
duced into the blad4er and its 
contents completely emptied by 
pressing above the pubis. A 
gangrenous spot was observed, on 
the lower part of the scrotum, 
about the size of a shilling. The 
scrotum was pressed firmly be-

June Mrd* — Mr. Tyrrell com- 
moiced hi$ lecture to day by giv> 
lag the case of* the little boy on 
whom he operated for cataract on 
Friday. He was admitted for a 
capsular cataract of the right eye, 
with a partial opacity of the cornea 
and total disorganization of the 
cornea of the left eye. The acci- 
dent producing these results oc- 
curred about three years since, 
from an explosion of gunpowder, 
and it is most probable that somi* 
foreign body penetrated the cornea 
and the lens of tlie right eye, and 
caused a partial sloughing of the 
cornea, and an absorption of the 
lens. Mr. T. before the operation 
said, that he thought the sub- 
stance of the lens was absorbed, 
and bis reasons for thinking so 
were, that the membrane did not 
appear equally opake, but the 
opacity was ^nse towards the 
centre, and' the Iris, instead of ap- 
pearing convex towards the cor- 
nea, as is generally the carc when 
thelena is remaining, appeared flat 
so that there was a large anterior 
chamber. I used said Mr. T. 
Scarpa's needle, because yon 
can use more force with 
it than with the common 
needle, in detaching the cap- 
sule, and U sometimes, requires 
considerable ^ce to separate it 
from the ligament.

THE ORGAN OF SMELL? 


£afperimefits Oft this Question 

by M. Magendie, — Journal de 

Pky»iclbgit. 

To asW whether the Olfactory 
nerve is the org'an of smellj 
might at first vifew seehi to ex- 
pose the enquirer to ridicule. 
Who entertains a doubt on the 
subject y would bo the answer ; is 
it note w’cll established fact ever 
nnce anatomy has taught us 
the course of this nerve, its 
distribution on the olfactory 
surfaces, its large size in 
those animals which have the 
sense of smelling mont per- 
fect, &c. &c. I must confess 
that had this question been pro- 
posed a month ago, 1 should not ! 
have hesitated to answer in the 
afiuririotive, and that 1 should 
hot have ventured to entertain a 
doubt respecting it; although 
In physiology and medicine, &c. 
it may not be useless to question 
the correctness of points which 
are apparently the best settled, 
l^et those who are unwilling to 
doubt, believe as implicitly as 
they Chink fit. Wishing, how- 
ever, this ^'ear to demonstrate 
in niy lectures on ^peri mental 
phyaielogyi the diffecen't pref 
ftdrtiee of ^ nervoBi «ycfem« 
fiUrt pndmivand tQ Igi 


direct proof that the olfactoejr 
nerve was the agent of smeltj 
aq atteinpt<whieli to .^y knoW’- 
ledge had not been made. 

My first experimeat consisted 
in laying bare the olfactory 
nerves of a dog, twelve months 
bid. 1 did not expect to find 
[ them sensible to the contact of 
foreign bodies, nor e ven to punc- 
tures ; the greater part of the 
hemispheres of the brain was 
insensible to these excitements ; 
indeed, neither pressure, nor 
deep punctures, nor extensive la- 
ceration^ were followed by any 
^symptom which indicated sensi- 
bility of tlpse nerves. 

1 was curious to see if the 
difect contact of a very fragrant 
substance would be attended 
with a similar result : with this 
view I placed a few drops of 
ammonia on tho nerve ; the 
animal- at first did not appear to 
take any notice of it, but.it soon 
gave proofs that it felt veiy 
acutely. 1 perceived, thu as 
soon as the liquid touched the 
sides of the nerve, and reached 
its inrerioT surface, and conse- 
quently the ethmoidal fOBSie ; 1 
therefore beKeved that the am< 

lary*. 'Of .the 'nerfe,.'VH||i 

is is ^lewR, 
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and that superiorly the grey sub- 
stance had no sensibility. In- 
feriorly the white matter was 
endowed with this property. 

After having made these ob- 
servatiors, 1 took the means for 
entirely destroying- the olfac- | 
tory nerves, being firmly per- i 
suaded that the power of smell 
would be entirely annihilated. 
What was my surprise to find 
the animal on the follow*ing 
day sensible to the powerful 
odours J put lipfore it (ammo- 
nia, acetic acid, essential oil of 
lavender)! The sensibility of 
the interior of the nasal cavity 
had lost nothing of its energy ; 
the introduction of the stilct 
was followed by the same result 
as oh a dog, whose olfactory 
nerves were entire. This 
strange phenomenon recalled to 
my recollection a fact to which 
I had paid little attention the 
preceding year, because it was 
ill such direct contradiction to 
the recognized opinions, that 1 j 
attributed it, I know not why, to ! 
some fault in the experiment. 
I allude to a duck from which 
1 had removed the hemispheres 
of the brain, and which sur- 
eight days, presenting 
this period different 
entfoiu phenomena; It had

preserved the power of distin- 
guishing strong smells. 1 shew- 
ed this animal, and submitted it 
to these various tests in my course 
at that time. 

To be perfectly assured of the 
fact, 1 destroyed the olfactory 
nerves of several other animals, 
and the results were exactly the 
same ; but besides this, 1 made 
another impbrtant remark, that 
the sensibility which 1 had ob- 
served at the inferior surface of 
the olfactory nerve, only existed 
along tlie outer edges of the 
crihrifurm jilatc of the ethmoid 
bone, and from this 1 was in- 
duced to think that it might 
belong, not to the olfactory 
but to a filament of the opthal- 
mic nerve, which glasses from 
the orbit to the nose, by an open- 
ing in the cribriform plato 

This indication led me to sus- 
pect that the branches which the 
fifth pair sends into the nasal 
fosste, were the organs by which 
the power of smell is maintained, 
after the destruction of the nerves 
of the first pair. In the human 
subject these branches arc rather 
numerous, although of a mid- 
dling size ; they are composed, 
first, — of t]|& ethmoidal branch 
of the nasal nerve ; second, 
the naso-palatine of Scarpa ; 
third, of nmnetous fllaineBti 
* ^ 5 
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wliich arise from the internal 
surface of the splieiio-palatine 
g-ang-llon. Altog-ctiier ti;oy are 
so arranged as to distriimted 
to all the parts of the pituitary 
membrane, i was not exactly 
certain as to the relation of the 
fifth jiair to the nose of a dog-. — 

I asked M. Di:sMorLiNs, cx- 
treriioly expert in such nu\tler.s, 
to dissect with ino this nerve, 
and wo found that tlio ethmoidal 
twig- is RiMch larger than in men, 
and that it furnished r-Lither a 
large number of small divi.sions 
in the upper part of the nasal 
cavity; we also found that the 
superior maxillary nerve is not 
formed by the spheno-palatiiiG 
ganglia, tliat it rends into the 
inferior, lateral, and internal I 
parts ot the nose numerous fila- 
ments of a considerable size. 

It was then anatomically ]>o; - 
stble that all t'.rc sensibility of 
the pituitary membrane depend- | 
ed on the divisions of the fifth 
pair. But anatomical conjec- 
tures on the functions of or- 
gans arc of no value until they 
are proved by physiological ex- 
periments. I thought of cutting 
the nerves of the fifth pair, so 
that the animals might survive ; 
but it was easier to entertain this 
idea than to put it in execution. 
la their poune over the bete of 


the brain, the nerves are con- 
nected to the cavernous sinuses 
and the internal carotid. Never- 
theless I altemptcd to make a 
section ofitlicm on some rabbits, 
and 1 was rortiinate enough to 
j divide the nerves of several ani- 
I mals on both sides witliout pro- 
ducing any serious arcident, i 
performed the same experiments 
ondog;4, young cats, and Indian 
|)ig.s; I also discovertfd that. those 
nerves once lljoroiighly divided, 
Jill traces of the action of power- 
ful smcl's disapjieared. "i’Jie ani- 
mals which sneeze, rnb their 
nosc.s,anr.l turn their hcjidsaw'ay 
when made to smell ammonia, 
or acetic acid, remain motionless 
after the section of the fifth pair, 
or merely manifest the actions of 
these odours on the larynx. Jt 
appears to me that the result of 
this expcrinierrt, a counterpart 
of the preceding is, that smell- 
ing, as relate;! to strong odours, 
is performed by the branches of 
the fiflli pair, and that the first 
pair of nerves docs noi, perform 
this function in common with 
the fifth. 

Here one objection presents 
itself ; the odours, which 
have employed, it will bo 
are very active ; they exert 
chemical action on the pitititejiy.

conjunctiva when thej^ come in 
contact with it. Mi^ht it not 
be possible that in destroying* 
the sensibility of the membrane 
of the nose, you take from this 
membrane the property' of re- 
cog'nizing', not odours, properly 
speaking, but the capability of 
receiving the impression of sti- 
mulating vapours and caustics,as 
that of ammonia anducelic acid? 
This remark is founded on the 
use of the vapours above men- 
tioned, but it does not apply to 
the oil of lavender and Dipfiol. 
—In no case, before my experi- 
ments, had it been presumed that 
the irritating vapours did not 
act on the sense pf smell. 

In order to answer this objec- 
tion by means of experiment, 1 j 
destroyed the olfactory nerves 
of a spaniel, whose smell was 
known to be acute, and I dis- 
covered as ill my preceding 
experiments that he readily dis- 
tinguished strong smells. But 
1 wished to be certain if he re- 
cognized the smell of meat, of 
cheese, and food in general.— 
For this purpose 1 enclosed 
several portions in paper and set 
before the animal ; in 
instance did he undo the 
and get at the meat. I

other times he appeared to 
me to want the power of smell 
to discover sonic moat which 1 
put before him without his 
seeing me do it. In supi>osing 
this last result correct, it would 
not prove that the iifth pair is 
not the agent of smell, for the 
dcrangeiiieut produced by the 
destruction of the olfactory 
nerves, necessarily produces in-, 
flatnmuliun in tlic nasal cavity, 
nud may thus, although secon- 
darily, injure the power of smell. 
1 then followed up this point. 

I 1 removed from some fowls, 
ducks, and magpies, the hemis- 
l>hcros of the brain, and the 
whole of the olfactory nerves : 
these animals preserved the en- 
tire sensibility of the pituitary 
membrane, and gave evident 
signs of the action of powerful 
odours on the smell. 1 cannot 
conceive on what grounds the 
contrary has been recently as- 
serted. 

In line, I am indebted to the 
politeness ofM. Ramon, visiting 
physician dc la Maiaon lioyale 
de Charenton, for a fact which 
appears to me to prove that it is 
neither indispensable in the hu- 
man subject for the exercise of 
smell, that the hemispheres of 
the brain should be entire.

j ness and delirium, it is very 
common to see persons fall 
i into a stiff and torpid state,

that animals, such as dolphins, 
iii whom the olfactory nerves are 
entirely wanting, are probably 
not deprived of smell, as some 
naturalists have imagined. 

If it he confirmed that the 
sense of smell belongs to the 
fifth pair, it will remain to be 
deterMiined what are tlic nses of 
the oliiictory nerves and lobes. 
Notliing is as yet known which 
might enable ns to determine, 
n^ay would in this case be class- 
1 cd among tht).;D parts of the 
nervous system, the fiuictioris of 
whicli arc entirely unknown. 

Oti the Influence of the Fifth 
Pair of Ncrvcft on Nuintion 
and the Functions of the Eye, 
Btj M. Magendik.— 

It has been stated in the pre- 
ceding paper how I was induced 
to cut the nc?rvcs of the fifth 
pair in the cranium, so as not to 
caiisc the death of the animals. 

L have been also led to observe 
phenomena, which arise entirely 
out of the generally received opi- 
nions concerning the functions ' 
of the nervous system. 

After having divided one of 
the fifth pair of nerves in a rab- 
bit, I perceived that all seu^l^,.; 
lity on the same side of the face ' 
was lost ; the interior of - 
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Aift> Ste, were iosensible to the 
t CQBteet of hard bodies, and eren 
of aharp instnuneots. I wished 
to ascertain if the same defect of 
sensibility existed for very irrita- 
ting chemical agents. 1 therefore 
appi ied some ammonia on the eye, j 
and distinctly observed that 
it produced no impression. In 
order to see the difference, 
I. lightly touched the eye of 
that side on which the nerve 
had not been divided with 
a little ammonia, and imme- 
diately the animal shewed by 
its motions, its struggles, the 
copious flow of tears, the clos- 
ing of the eyelids, See. the very 
acute sensibility of the organ. 
There was nothing like this on 
the opposite side ; the eye was 
dry, and what is most singular, 
the motion of the eyelids, called 
winking, had ceased ; the globe 
of the eye appeared to have 
lost all its movements ; the iris 
was strongly contracted and 
motionless; in fine, the eye 
had the appearance of an arti- 
ficial one, placed behind lids 
which were deprived of all mo- 
tion. Completely puszled by

The loss of sensibility in the 
suriiioe of the eye was most 
easy to be nuderstood ; the dis- 
tribution of the branches of the 
opthalmic nerve to the lids, 
and the conjunctiia, satisfac- 
torily accounts for this pheno- 
menon ; which had also been 
: recently observed by Mr. Mavo 
on pigeons. The suspension of 
the secretion of tears, could 
also be understood by the para- 
lysis of tho lacrymal nerve ; but 
the motionless state of the eye- 
lids and eye, the permanent 
contraction of the pupil, could 
not be so readily referred to 
the facts with which wo are 
acquainted. I was, however, 
suddenly arrested by the idea 
that probably in cutting the 
nervi trigemini I had included 
the motores oculorum. 

Tho next day 1 examined the 
animal, and was not a little sur- 
prised to find things exactly in 
the same state as when 1 had left 
them ; only the healthy eye, 
from the effect of the ammonia, 
was intensely inflamed ; the op- 
posite eye, bn the contrary, ex- 
hibited no mark of inflammation. 
The lection of the nerves had’ > 
there prevented the develope- 
meat of the infiainmatoiy’ pro- 
cess, and tbu result was not less 
ettrioof than the preceding. lit

diffarant phanomena, I divided 
PQ this day the fifth pair on 
levtral rabbiti, Insome^ono of 
the Pervea only^ in others, both, 
and at the same time. It was 
by observing these animals on 
the following days, that 1 dis- 
covered the' facts which I am 
going to relate— facts which 
will undoubtedly excite the in- 
terest pf physiologists. 

A. Twenty-four hours after 
the division of the nerve, the 
cornea began to be opaque ; in 
seventy-two hours the opacity 
considerably iocreaseJ, and in 
five days from the time of the 
experiment it was of the white- 
nesB' Qi alabaster. 

B. From the second day, the 
conjunctiva became red, appear- 
ed infiamed, and secreted a con- 
sldeniblo quantity of puriform 
matter, somewhat resembling 
milk; the cye-lids were cither 
sepai;ated to a considerable dis- 
tance from each other, and mo- 
tionless, or were glued together 
by the puriform discharge which 
had dried on their edges, and 
when they were opened a gm 
deal of matter escaped. . 

O. About the secondday after 
the division of the nerve, the iris 
also became inflamed, and its^ 
vessels developed Uiemselves. 


oh its anterioV lurfiicO 
formed some false membrahesi 
which had, like the iris, the 
shape of a circular body, per- 
forated in the centre. These 
membranes at last filled the 
anterior chamber of the eye, and 
contributed to give the cornea an 
opaque appearance. Is it not an 
extraordinary phenomenon that 
an inflammation should exist 
with suppuration and complete 
insensibility of the inflamed part, 
and which is caused by the sec- 
tion of a nerve? Before pro- 
ceeding any farther, I will Just 
remark that the sudden opacity 
of the cornea appeared to me at 
first to depend on the long ex. 
posurc to the air. To be certain 
of this, I divided in a rabbit the 
seventh pair of nerves, which, 
according to the observation of 
Mr. Charles Bell, directs the 
motion of winking ; but although 
the eye in this animal remained 
in constant contact for several 
days with the air, no opacity 
shewed itself on the cornea, nor 
any inflammation, either on the 
conjunctiva or the iris.

Id order to ascertain if my con- 
jecture had any foundation 1 
performed an entire extraction of 
the lachrymal gland on two rab- 
bits, bat no opacity manifested 
itself on the cornea during- eight 
days after the experiment. There 
was no fouiiiJation then for the 
conjecture. Opacity of the cor- 
nea, inflammation, and suppiira- 
tionof the conjunctiva, and iritis, 
are dependent on nervous influ- 
ence. 

D. Towards the eighth day 
after the division of the 
fifth pair, a visible change 
takes place in tho cornea ; 
it begins to bo detatched from 
tho sclerotic atits circumference, 
and ulceration in the centre fol- 
lows ; at the end of three or four 
days more, the humours of the 
eye, turbid, and|partially opaque, 
make their escape, and the eye 
becomes reduced to asinall tuber- 
clcoccupying only a very small 
part of the orbit, a circumstance 
which gives to the animals 
somewhat of a terrific appear- 
ance. If the eye is dissected 
at this period, it will be found 
only to contain a matter

if not entirely destroyed, at least 
considerably weakened ; and if. 
a few hours after the section of 
tho nerve, a needle is intro- 
duced to the surface of the re- 
tina, the animal shews no sign - 
of feeling. * 

As soon as both nerves are 
divided on an animal, it ajtpcars 
blind, amd moves about in a most 
singular manner : it walks with 
the cliin firmly resting on the 
ground, making use ot its head 
for a guide, just as a blind. per- 
son uses u stick. 

The stop of an animal in this * 
state diflers altogether from an 
animal simply deprived of sight : 
when merely blind, H guides' 
itself by means of its whiskers 
and the sensibility of ttie skiu of 
the face ; and is aware of any ob- 
stacle that may be in the road, 
'n fine, it would bo difficult to 
know whether tlie creature were 


♦ A false idea is xenerally cotertained 
respeciltifr tho sensibllitj of the retina ;

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blind or not: whilst animals 
which have had the fifth pair of 
nervesdivided, move in one man- 
ner only, and instead of avoid- 
ing’ all impediments, often ob- 
stinately pash against them for 
several hours, so as torubofftho 
skin from the front part of the 
head. 

F. The tongue is insensible on 
the side wheretbe nerve has been 
divided, and if a section be made 
of both nerves, the insensibility 
is general. In this case the 
tongue Hangs out of the month, 
but the animal is able to draw 
it in towards tho pharynx. — 
Bitter substances produce no ap- 
parant effect on the anterior part 
of the organ, but they evidently 
act on the centre and base. In 
dogs and. cats the lower jaw 
hangs after the division of the 
fifth pair, which impedes deglu- 
tition, and sometimes prevents it 
altogether. They walk in the 
same manner as rabbits ; but in- 1 
«tead of resting on the chin, they 
frequently rest on the tongue 
which owing to the depression 
of the lower jaw is lowest, and 
therefore rubs against theground 
in the. act of'pTogiessioji, 

G. When one nerve only is 
divided, a change ma nife st s it- 
self in the;npatrilji, mouth,' and 
tbetoague^eh h^f oT 


the tongue becomes whHd/ Hs 
skin thickens, the gums shrink, 
and leave the teeth bare, the 
food getting between them. 

H. 1 think that I have ob- 
served the hearing destroyed by 
the division of the fifth pair ; 
this would be the less extraor- 
dinary, as in several animals, the 
acoustic nerve is evidently only 
a branch of the trifacial. If this 
last result is correct, all the 
senses would then be under the 
influence of the fifth pair, and 
thus the general theory of sen- 
sation ought to be changed.

Trial of the Injection of Warm 
Water into the Veins, tn a 
Case of Hydrophobia, by B. 
Gabpard, Doctor of Medi- 
cine at St. Etienne (Loire.) 

I Id November and December 
1823, a great number of wolves 
infested the north of the district 
formerly called Bresse Chfllon- 
naisc ; they were regarded by 
some as wolves from the Py- 
rennees, which had follow8i|i jiifa .! 
army on its return from 
by others as wolves of the 
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li«ltBiae, from whence the first 
f^ls of snow had driven them ; 
others supposed them to be 
wolves which had escaped from 
a menagerie. Many persons, 
who liave had a near view of 
these animals, state that they 
found them smaller, thinner, 
weaker, with a sharncr nnizzle, 
and hair more shaded than i.^ 
observed in the common wolf. 
However this may bo, they were 
distinguished by extraordinary 
liereeness and audacity .attacking- 
men in the day-time, continually 
prowling- about houses, into 
which they endeavoured to efleet 
an entry. They seemed to have 
lost their natural instinct in pro- 
viding for their nourishment, 
they attacked the shc]>herd of 
a flock rather than tlic sheep, 
and one of my colleagues having 
opened one, which had bet*n 
killed, found nothing but a few 
vvefMls and some earth in the 
stomach. 

In the beginning of last De- 
cember, a farmer, named J. L. 
Guillemin, hearing his yard- 
iog bark very loudly, wont out 
with a pick-axe in his hand, 
snd : saw his dog fighting with 
W he was aiming 
wolf, that animal, 
sprang fiercely 
up^ master, and seized his 


, 1824 : 

right hand, which he would 
probably have bitten through, 
if the palm had not been pro- 
tected by the agricultural in- 
strument. The back of the 
hand was much injured, being 
deeply lacerated in the inter- 
osseous spaces ; and the furious 
animal w'ould no doubt have 
inflicted more serious woiuids, if 
the dog had not compelled him 
to let go his hold, and renewing 
the combat, dragged him several 
times to the ground. The wolf 
then entered the house, the 
door of which was open, and 
after exciting great alarm, 
rushed out of it, and 0 fleeted 
his csca|>c. At a short distance 
from the house ho bit a young 
man in the thigh. 

As this wolf was not suspect- 
ed to be mad, Guillemin’s 
wound w’as simply dressed, 
w'ithout having been cauterised, 
and it very soon healed. This 
man returned to his ordinary 
pursuits, exhibiting, however, 
so much fear at the approach of 
night, that he scarcely ven- 
tured to go out of the house. 
Five weeks after the wound 
had been inflicted, on the 14th 
of January, 1824, be complained 
of pains in the nape of the 
neck and shouldeirs, and he had 
llight fever, with shivering. 
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Nevertbeless he went the next 
day to a house, to 

hill and cut up a pi^; but 
while he was crig'ag'cd in this 
occupation, he felt an unusual 
trembling' in his hands, of the 
motions of which ho had not a 
perfect command; he drank, 
however, a bottle of wine with 
the master of the house. On 
his return home he was seized 
with sickness and fever, went 
to bed, and swallowed a little 
brandy in the evening ; in the 
middle of the niglit, having 
called for some water to drink, 
ho was seized with the horror 
which marks an attack of hy- 
drophobia, on bringing the ves- 
sel to his mouth, and found it 
impossible to overcome his re- 
pugnance. On the loth of Janu- 
ary the symptoms were continued, 
dread of water, sensibility great- 
ly increased, trembling of the 
limbs, great thirst, urine scanty, 
and thick, continued fever, copi- 
oiissweats; he swallowed solids, 
however, as easily as when in 
health ; from time to time he 
fell into a slight dose, from 
which he jumped up in a state 
of horror, imagining that he WM, 
surrounded by voracious wolves. 
On the morning of the 17th, the 
symptoms continued the same. 
1 was called to him In the middle 


of the day by my excellent friei^ 
and colleague. Dr. Petiot, and : 

1 found him with the symptoms 
characteristic of hydrophobia 
without mania, and even with- 
out delirium, as 1 had seen two 
individuals affected with it in 
1806, and 1811, at the Hotel 
Dieii at Paris. The patient rea- 
soned very well, but while he 
aficctcd confidence, he was in 
reality much alarmed ; his coun- 
tenance was somewhat wild, his 
eyes distended and sparkling; 
pulse small, feverish, and very 
quick ; skin clammy, no appe- 
tite ; tongue white, and moist ; 
phaiy'nx not at all inflamed ; de- 
glutition of bread, meat, and fruit 
very easy; burning thirst; great 
desire for drink, but impossi- 
bility to satisfy it, notwith- 
standing the most strenuous ef- 
forts pcrscvcringly continued. 
As soon as a vessel containing 
liquid npproacliod the patient’s 
mouth, he was seized with a 
painful contraction of the pha- 
rynx, and especially the upper 
half of the oesophagus, or per- 
haps even of the glottis, with 
spontaneous constriction of the 
chest ; sobs, convulsive motions 
of the face, trembling of thu 
limbs, and other nervous 'i jttp pjL 
toms. The horror of 
tjent was the same, wbeMma 
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millc, wine, or water, were of- 
fered to him; whether the li- 
quid were presented in a glass^ 
or through a tiilKS, in whatever 
way it was attempted to bo in- 
troduced into the mouth, and 
whether his eyes were open or 
shut. 1 made an attempt with a 
piece of icG,which thcpaticiit put 
into his mouth without repug- 
nance, and letting it melt there, 
he swallowed the liquid without 
dilTlcnlty ; but the swallowing 
of a second j'iecc brought on a 
convulsive paroxysm of hydro- 
phobia. A lit ■w’oulJ sometimes 
bo brought on by the mere noise 
of the water poured from one 
pot into another, b}' a slight in- 
flux of air, by the shaking of the 
bed-curtains, by the slightest 
unexpected contact of his body 
xvilh any substance, &c. IJis 
sight, Ijow'evcr, was not ulfeclcd 
by the light of the sun, or the 
lire. 

It appeared evident to us that 
this individual was affected with 
true hydrophobia ; the spitting 
of frothy mucus had not yet in- 
deed taken place, but it soon 
appeared, as 1 shall shortly state. 
Some persons have imagined 
t^Lt^this man was not aflccted 
hydrophobia in coose- 
of the bite he received, 
consequence of the great

alarm which he experienced. 
It has been alleged in proof of 
this that the dog, which fought 
with the wolf, and the young 
man who w'as bitten in tho 
thigh after the patient, had not 
contracted liydrophobin, which 
is true up to this time, (Feb. 2,, 
1821) it has been said also that 
many other persons wore bitten 
by wolves of the same kind, 
about the same time, and have 
not been afTectc'd with hydro- 
pliobia ; which is true to a cor- 
taiu extent, but not strictly so. 
When 1 reflect, however, that 
in cases of liydrophobia caused 
by fi<ar, tho malady has appear- 
ed at the moment of some vio • 
lent emotion of tho mind, or 
very shortly afterwards ; while 
in this case the disease followed 
very exactly the ordinary course 
of hydrophobia, communicated 
by a bite ; when I consider also 
the cases which have been well 
ascertained and reported by au- 
thors of great weight (Messrs 
Degnkr, Salgi;i-.s, Portal, 
&c.) of hydrophobia being pro- 
duced b}' tlic bite of animals, or 
even of men, who have been 
merely irritated or enraged, and 
who have not been themselves 
affected with liydrophobia ; 
wheiS I reflect, moreover, that 
the patient was far from being a 
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pusillanimous man, tliat he bc> 
trayed no extraordinary, nor 
sudden fear, that the sig'ht of 
his dog- at the time of the acci- 
dent was calculated to re-assure 
him, &c. : all these considera- 
tions convinced me that liydro- 
phobia had manifested itself in 
him in consequence of the bite, 
and not from the effects of fear. 

However this may bo, we 
considered that, in leaving- him 
to himself, his fate was certain ; 
and that, in attempting to cure 
him, such means must be re- 
sorted to as might advance the 
progress of medicine. I com- 
municated to M. Pktiot the two 
experiments made by M. Ma- 
GEND 1 E on a man and on a dog, 
and he agreed with me that 
this was a proper case to ascer- 
tain the efficacy of water in- 
jected into the veins as n remedy 
for hydrophobia. We proposed, 
therefore, this means to the pa- 
tient, as calculated to assuage 
the thirst with which he was 
afflicted, and he readily con- 
sented to it. Having laid bare 
the cephalic vein of the right 
arm, 1 injected at first veiy 
slowly about four otmccs of 
warm water, asking the patient 
every moment if he fell any ex- 
traordinary sensations, such as 
palpitation of the heart, diffl- 
culty of breathing, fainting, &c; 
he assured me constantly that 
he felt nothing unusual ; it was 
not till the injection was con- 
cluded that he spoke to me of 
certain prickings, or a kind 
tickling sensation througl^tit 
the interior of the ston|p||K)jl^l- 
though the pulse in 

the mean time uodiergoDe any 
change in its frequency or ful- 
ness. Uneasy, however, as ta 


the consequences of this . new 
symptom, 1 suspended the expe^ 
riment, and waited to see if any 
serious effect should manifest 
it! elf; but at tlic end of a quar- 
ter of an hour, no change hav- 
ing taken place, 1 injected 
again with the same slowness, 
and the same precaution, four 
more ounces of warm water. 
The uneasiness, or rather the 
tickling sensation, of the lungs 
did not increase, but continued 
the same^ the motion of the 
heart was not augmented ; the 
pulse only became a little fuller, 
but the patient’s thirst did not 
at all diminish, nor his nervous 
and hydrophobic symptoms. — 
Fearing, nevertheless, that the 
lungs wpuld be gorged, I sus- 
pended the experiment, to ob- 
serve the consequences of those 
pulmonary prickings which did 
not cease ; and 1 bad soon rea- 
son to be glad of having done 
so, for at the end of another 
quarter of an hour the patient 
complained of vertigo, and a 
desire to vomit; he coughed 
three or four times without ex- 
pectoration ; and at length, 
forty-live minutes after the first 
injection, he was seized with a 
violent shivering, and Iri-inbliiig 
of the limbs, attended with a 
very small and frequent pulse, 
paleness and coldness ei the 
body, exactly as in a paroxysm 
of tertian or quartan ague. — 
Thi.s shivering lasted more than 
half an hour, was followed, as 
usual, by a dry heat, with ful- 
ness of the pulse, and ^ . 

copious sw'cating: tm 
periods of this attack Iwled 
about an hour and a half^^lilie 
syraptcjns of hydroj^dbw fsiiit : 
centiAiied, w^hout 
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of water,

It may be easily conceivc'd 
i;hat 1 did not think of injecting- 
any more water into the veins; 
for 1 had already too xfar com- 
promised my medical reputation 
in the eyes of persons incapable 
of appreciating my conduct ; 
especially, as the confidence 
placed in one who holds no 
public situation must, under such 
circumstances, defiend on his 
bttcccso. the compli- 
cated V t>i the patient at 

the lime of this long rigor, and 
violent febrile shivering, was 
calculated to create alarm, and 1 
shonld have been myself alarmed 
at it, if 1 had not recollected the 
three experiments made on a 
man in 177U by J. M . Regnatidot, 
in which the injection of various 
liquids into the veins produced 
uniformly at the end of half an 
hour, a complete parpxysm of 
fever, eo.’i'ri-liiig of the three 
stages <-f sh'wniig, beat, and 
sweating.* 


* These experiments made ot Ouada- 
loope oa a yoaiig man from 18 to 20 
yearn of ag(^ affected with the red erup* 
tiiuis which precede leprosy, arc detail- 
ed in a work entitled Dissertatio iiiaugu- 
laris de chlrnrgia infusoria reiiovauUn.

I left the patient to his un- 
happy fate, merely making him 
swallow some grains of opium.

ling of the tongue and legs; 
shortly after he brought Up re- 
peatedly a great deal of frothy 
mucus ; soon after the appear-

patient threatened the by-stan- 
ders with his fist, rolled himself 
up in the curtains, hid himself 
under the blankets, &c. At 
lenjrth on the ISth of January, 
at 6 o’clock in the morjiin»-, be 
caused himself to be taken out 
of bed and placed in his arm- 
chair; being- in a state of great 
exhaustion, his limbs cold, his 
pulse scarcely to he felt, his face 
somewhat agitated with spasms, 
his mouth fliled wuth saliva, or 
rather with frothy riiucus, which 
perpetually flowed from it ; he 
then leant upon the arms of the 
chair, and died very ti-aiuiuilly 
in a few minutes, his death not 
being immediabjly observed, 61 
hotiTs after the tirst appearance 
of Ilia dread of water. 'I’he body 
was not opened. 

I shall leave the reader to draw 
what conclusion he plca.ses from 
this experiment, with regard 
to the treatment of hydrophobia, 
the cause of the imroxysm-s 
of fever, with shiveriugs, &c. ; 1 
will content myself with adding 
tliat in some experiments 1 liave 
introduced without danger in 
the course of a few hours as many 
as 13 ounces of water, or other 
innocent liquid iiite tlie veius of 
dogs of a middle size, vvhicli 
liave experienced nothing but a 
slight momentary congii from 
it. It would boeiii, therefore, 
that the results of this experi- 
luent are not the .«ainc uu man 
and on animals. 

Hemarks on the above Case by 
M, Magentiie. 

The case which M. Gasparu | 
has above detailed, appears to I 
me to be one of extreme inter- | 


est. Wc must not judge by tha 
event ; success is not obtained 
at the first attempt. If physi- 
cians and surgeons instead 
of studiously concealing un- 
fortunate cases, had published 
them with candour, they would 
have done as much service to 
the science as in proclaiming 
their successful cases. In our 
profession, as well as elsewhere, 
nii.sfortune is a good school. 

Nevertheless, M. GasPard 
not having bled his patient, and 
not having introduced more 
than eight ounces of w'ater into 
the veins, could not obtain any 
sensible etfoct from the new 
mode of treament ; it may even 
be presumed that if the dose of 
liquid injected had been sixteen 
ounces, it would not have pro- 
duced a greater effect. I made 
last month an experiment on a 
mud dog, which leads me to 
I consider this as probable. 

A butcher in my ncighbonr- 
Iiood came to inform rue that his 
dog, a black poodle, extremely 
gentle in his ordinary disposi- 
tion, had become savage, and 
bitten several persons. 1 had 
the dog secured, and examined 
him. 1 recognized immediiitely 
the existence of Hydrophobia, 
which w'as in its highest degree 
of intensity; the dog bit fiercely 
every thing presented to him ; 
he foamed at the mouth, his eye 
was haggard, his bark hoarse 
and shori. &c. 

1 wished to ascertain the dose 
of water necessary to produce a 
sensible cflect, without exceed- 
ing it ; accordingly, after 
iug taken away ciglit ounces 
blood, 1 injected an equal quari^" 
tity at a temperature of 40®. '‘■I 
caused the animal to be untied^ 
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bot t)ie disease had lost nothing 
of its activity, and it tcruuuatf.Hl 
in death, the IVdlowing* nigfht, as 
it would have done without the 
injection. Now, if the intro- 
duction of eig'ht ounces of wa- 
ter into the veins, after vi^ht 
ounces of blood had been taken 
away, produc»>d no etfect on a ' 
do^ of moderate size, a furtiori, 
a similar injection into the veins 
of a rubin^t man witiiout previ- 
ous bleedinjn' would produce no 
effect. 

The patient at the Hotel 
Dieii, the history of vi hose ca.se 
I published, was in a very dif- 
ferent situation ; he had been 
bled co()iou.s1y before his adrnis- 
.sion into the hospital, and on 
the morning of tlie day, wlien 
his veins were injected, he had 
been bled at the hospital, till he 
fainted. It was under these cir- 
cum.vtanccs that 1 introduced 
nearly sixteen ounco.s of water, 
and obtained almost immediate- 
ly the effects, which 1 detailed 
in the history of that case. 

If therefore an opportunity 
occurs of Irving" ag:ain the injec- 
tion of water into the veins, it 
it will be necessary to take the 
precaution of bleeding: the pa- 
tient freely several times before 
introducing the water into the 
circulation. 


ON SPERMATIC AMM

Although the distinction of a 
class of animals under the name 
may appear impro 
must nevertheless ad- 
Aili/reither under that name, or 
' that d¥ microscopic, a large di- 
vision of animtecl bein^, es- 


sentially destitute of a nervous 
systbin : and which the minute- 
ness of their proportions con- 
ceals from our view. Among 
these beings, many live iu infu- 
sions, oj develope themselves 
exclusively in them ; otliurs 
swim in the purest water, or in- 
habit, as w'ell as the intestinal 
organs of more complicated and 
important animals. The beings 
for which I have suggested the 
name of Znosperms in the third 
volume of the Dictumnairr Clatt^ 
ttique d' Hint oire Naturelle, p, 
S.^iG, printed about a year ago, 
are of this riiiiubcr. They form 
part of the family of cercarite, 
established in the same work. 

The cercarifB belong systema- 
tically to the second onier of iri- 
fusional or misroscopical beings, 
which is composed of species 
furnished simply with tails. — 
These species have in their tail 
a sort of locomotive organ, 
which may be considered as the 
Grst rudiment of members, but I 
have never distinguished, with 
the strongest glasses 1 could 
employ, any external indications 
of sight or hearing, or any nata- 
tory apparutiiN which could faci- 
litate motion; nothing which 
could induce us to suspect the 
existence of any system, whether 
of respiration, circulation, di- 
gestion, or sensation ; there can 
be no doubt, however, that the 
cer curia: do perceive impres- 
sions, and that they nourish 
themselves. 

The characteristics common to 
all the cercartee coii,si.st in a 
globulous body, perfectly dis- 
tinct, terminated by a tail pos- 
teriorly, simple, and essentially 
inarticulatcd. It is important to 
distiaguish this last feature^ iu 
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order to put circumspect ob- 
servers on their g-iiard ag'ainst 
the ideas of incautious observers, 
who, cxa^'^eriitixig the functions 
which these spermatic arilmal- 
culai perform in tlie process of 
Cfeneration, may be tempted to 
find articidations in a tail, which 
ini^ht then be made liie embryo 
of a vertebral column, wliiie the 
g-lobuloiis part might be con- 
sidered the ulemeiitury part of a 
laiiger animal. 1 will not stop 
to consider the various genera 
w'hich 1 have established in this 
family, which amount to ^ix. — 
I'wo only need here occupy our 
attention. The tirst, the type of 
tVie family, is the cerrnria of 
Mnller, and of all his followers. 
Its characters arc a body rtot ca- 
pable of contraction., cylindrical, 
tUitutte anteriorly, taperini’^ jioe- 
teriorhj, and terminating in a 
tail Jle,rihle inswiinmiyig, eynat 
to the IcTigth of the body, or 
rarely longer. The ccrr«W<e 
properly so called, are perfectly 
transparent and colourless ; they 
inhabit cither infusions, or fresh 
water. Muller had, by analogy, 
given the name of gyrinun, 
to tlie most common species 
which is found among marsh 
weeds, because this s|)ecics re- 
sembles a small tadpole both in 
form and motion. Disregarding 
what had been w'ritten on the 
subject of spermatic animaiciiUr 
by Lcwenbock aud his other 
predecessors, he referred the de- 
scriptions and figures given by 
these writings to his irifusional 
animals. '1 hi.s fault has led suc- 
ceeding naturalists into error; 
they have concluded that the 
observers wlio spoke of sper- 
matic Aoimals bad only found 
eercardtie.:^ corrupted semea.-^ I 


This error, arising firom wdai«f 
observation, is the greater, inas- 
much as all life, and even all 
susceptibility to tlie dcvelope- 
inent of life ceases in putrilied 
semen, while all semen is in- 
liabited by myriads of animals, 
so long as it continues fresh. 

The second kind to wdiich it 
i.s important to direct our atten- 
tion is that to which i have 
given in tlie w'ork above cited, 
and in the Encyeiopedie Ulctho- 
dii/ve the name of zoosperma. 
Its characters are n body not ca- 
pable if contract ion, oval, much 
compreHtud, tvith a tail like a 
brietle, rta long or mueh longer 
than the body. Jn other respects 
it resembles the crrctTnVp, having 
the .same general aspect, the 
same motion, the same trans- 
parency without the-least colour; 
but the tail is infinitely longer, 
planted on the body, and the 
compression of this body es- 
tablishes the principal dincrencc. 
This compression is .'tuch that 
wficn tlie zooffpei'mte turn on 
their side, they appear com- 
pletely lineal, wliich is never the 
case with true cercariw. It 
is astonishing that this great 
diflereiicu should have escaped 
the observation of those whose 
attention has been especially 
directed to spermatic animal- 
ciilic : they have distinguished, 
indeed some species, as com- 
]ircssed, but they have not seen 
in this coiiijiressiou a character 
of the first importance, and the 
only one which really separates, 
with respect to form, the inba^ 
bitarits of semen from 
ccrcarise, w hich coiild nottl|»^nF ! 
tingiiished systematically 
out this peculiarity. 

The 
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out exception the seed of ani- | 
mals of all classes. It is in the i 
epididymes that they are exclu- i 
sively found, and only in animals { 
in a state of ]»uberty and fecim- ; 
dity This fact has been alrea- | 
dy observed by the exact Glei- 
chen ; 1 have ascertained, it for 
more than ten years [last, by re- 
pealed experiments. 'I'o eoii- 
clude that the /.oosjjermie are 
the necessary cause, of fecnndiiy, 
and that tliey arc; secreted by 
the testicles, would not be sound 
loj|*ic. Hydatids, teniie, -See. arc 
not secrcU:d by the viswra 
which serve for their residence: 
they find UvSuitable nonrishnient 
there, and a /*«//#/<// appropriated 
to their or'janizatinn ; that is all. 

All that i.s is necessary to ob- 
tain a S‘«)od view of the zmm- 
■pcvrnrc. is to take u testicle 
either from a living animal, or 
one that is just dead, or at least 
before decomposition has taken 
place, and haviji'^' made a 
slig-ht pimcinre in it, place on 
the oV)ject-sland of a g:ood mi- 
croscopic a portion of the drop 
of lirpiid which will es- 
cape from it. 'riie zauMf-rrmfC 
will be there in such abundance 
that they w'ill scarcely be able 
to move individualiy, and it will 
be difliciilt at first to di:.ting:ui»h 
them amidst the g^eneial agrila- 
tioi). But if this fre.«^li souicn 
be steeped in pure water at the 
temperature, or nearly at the 
temperature of the testicle, the

it lias been said, that tlic 
zoosjurmrr can live only a few 
niiinites on the object-sUind of 
the microscope ; this is a mis- 
take; in jsrenoral they live but 
a short time there, because the 
evaporation ehang'lng: the nature, 
of the liquid by thickening; it, 
they cannot move in the mass ; 
but if we keep semen, which 
has been either ejaculated, or 
taken from a laccTated te.s- 
licle, pliin‘,^od in a grla.ss of wa- 
ter at the temperature of the 
animal, and aflerwards, without 
attending; to the grudiial cool- 
ing-, taking core only to prevent 
putrefaction, wiiicli can be. done 
for a considerable lenglh of 
time, the zoottpermte will live. 
I ha\ c in tins way kef>t them in 
small vessels for eight or ten 
duy.s : and this experiment ha.s 
succeeded, not only with the 
zuoMperince of frogs, but with 
lho.se of mammiferous animals, 
and of niuij. Tlie rnfuituiil the 
|»reserved .semen acquires the 
least ^me 1 1, which is not pecu- 
liar to it, indicating the first de- 
gree of decotnpo^iiifiii, the zooj/- 
pennoi die irretrievably. 

'] he Znospermat pass into the 
vetienja^ .vtuniriales, but they do 
not cxinstitntc semen : inhabiting 
the testicle.s, the}' are draw'n 
from them by the fluid, which 
those organs secrete, as certain 
intestinal animals are drawn by 
difl'erent causes from the viscera 
which contain them. Perhaps 
their rapid inotions may produce 
the mixture of difiTerent sub^ 
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stances winch compose semen 
capable of fecund at ins-; this is 
the function which we may sup- 
pose lh(!m to ijcrforrii in the 
animal economy. If these mo- 
tions arc wanlin*^, the ini.vliire 
may not take fdace, and tl»e se- 
men coiiseqnonlly remain im- 
perfect. 'Fo suppose that it is the 
animalcule wliich feciirulates, is 
an idea hazarded, or revived by 
Ibtflbn, wbicli is by no means 
conclusive. 

1 have eulculijiiid lliat in the 
semen of a strong and liealthy 
man, a thousand ex- 
cessively pressejl each 

other, occupy the space of a 
square inillimetrc (half a line). 
'File size of zoospvnufv is not 
proportional to Ifiat of tlie ani- 
mals, which nourish tlieiii. 'J'hul 
of man is nearly of the same size 
as that of the cock, and orily 
twice as larj^e as that ofllie silk- 
worm. 'I'he bull’s arc somewhat 
larg-er than onrs: ihosc of the 
horse are somcwdiat leSs ttmii 
tlioso of the male ass, and ycl 
the horse arul tlie ass iiiipri'^r- 
natc the same female, whicli 
would not happen if it was the 
animalcule which iiiipiO^natc d. 
The same Ihiiijii: would iiapfieii 
in this case wliicli fakes place 
with respect to ‘rlobnles of 
blood ,oii which 1 have remarked, 
as M. Dumas has also judicious- 
ly done, that an animal will 
live if yon inject into ifs veins 
globules of blood of equal bulk, 
whereas he dies in convulsions 
if you employ for the iiijoctioii 
globules of blood of a different 
bulk from its own. In general, 
the size of the ^rooN/icraifC is in 
the inverse ratio of the size of 
the animal ; the smallest ani- 
mals have siQoepermm proper-, 


tionably larger, but many of 
them fewer in number. Rep 
tiles produce the most consider- 
able ; those of fish have the 
longest tails, though it is more 
dillicult to perceive them. I 
shall shortly publish an engrav- 
ing in vvhicli about .00 species of 
cercariic will be carebilly re- 
prestmted and di'scribed, — Jour- 
vtd de p! . ■ ' .

In the midst c»f the groat 
r|ue.stioii.s whicli divide at present 
(he majority of physieians, the 
nervous system, its functions and 
diseases, hold the first rank.

analogies drawn from anatomy, 
and physiology, experiments on 
animals, pathological observa- 
tions, nothing has been left un- 
tried to lead to the solution of 
the numerous difficulties, which 
this subject presents. At present

the results of many of thesd 
labours !irc known, and nu- 
merous theories have been pub- 
lished: but it must be owned, 
that all llie.se theories fouiided 
apparently, on the most exact 
experiments, and strict bbserva- 
lions, are more or less contradic- 
tory, and opposed tf) eacli other, 
so that after having retlectcd on 
them, one arrives at a coriiplele 
scepticism on tlie major part of 
the rpieslioiis discussed.

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preMioD of the menntratl discharge, be- 
cause she had oflen experienced a nio- 
loentary relief by the application of 
leeches to tiie vulva. At the end of a 
few months these pains left the thorax 
and abdomen, and manifest od themselveH 
with much more violence tliau before in 
the pelvis, and iower cxtreiiiilie.s : hui 
particularly on the left side. The inftn ior 
extremities became, from that period, the 
scat of the ii.ost varied iiheiumiena ; 
they were at one lime cold, at another 
time slid' and burning, frequently the 
seat of an intolerable itcliing whlcti was 
exceedingly painful ; they were either 
conqdetely inutiunless. or agitalwi M ilh 
convulsive nioveiucriLs ; still possessing 
siidicient strength to siqqiort the weight 
of the body, they could not iierform any 
progressive motion. At lust, towards 
the cini fit Jaiiiiiiry, IHjJI, llie limbs 
began to waste, and entirely lost boUi 
motion and .sen.salion. All the jdietio- 
inena related above, were not constant, 
and did not present exactly tlie same ap- 
pearances on llu'ir return. The patiimt 
soiuetimcs passed several days without 
experiencing anything hut an itrhiug, 
and darting jiains, which commoiiciiig 
from the pelvis appeared to follow the 
course ol the nerves. 

The patient had not left Iter bed, for 
four months prior to her admission into 
the hospital (N’ec'k.jr). At tiiat time 
the lower extremities were quite stiff 
and could not be bent without producing 
considerable pain. They were lusensible 
to all external irritation, but always the 
seat of acute pains. Notwithsiaiidingthe 
siilliiess of the limbs, the skin was soft 
and flaccid. The vertebral culuinii 
presented no irregularity, and the patient 
felt DO pain in any part of the spine. 
The general healilt appeared pretty 
good. 

All these symptoms continued with- 
out presenting any change till the month 
of January 1823, at wliicb ]H'rind the 
legs began to be bent on tlie thighs, and 
the thighs on the pelvi.s; so much so, 
the flexion was carried to such a I 
point, that the heels were bent against 
the nates, and the legs raised to tiie

The. limbs were wasted ; the nerves 
did not appear diminished in size.* 

It appears proved by this, and 
four other cases on record, that 
limbs, the nervc.'s of wliich have 
lost all connexion withtiic brain, 
by the spinal marrow bcin«- dis- 
organized through its thickness, 
may preserve to a greater or less 
degree, and under certain eir- 
cumstnncesj sensation and mo- 
tion, nr one only of these powers. 
Thus the general opinion of the 
brain being the exclusive seat of 
these functioii.s falls to the 
ground.

HOSPITAL REPORTS. 


GUY’S HOSPITAL. 


The oontiuualion of the case 
of F. P. in Lnke'.s Ward. 

June 23. — Since the introduc- 
tion of the full-sized catheter be

25th. — The .swelling is not di- 
minished, nor does it appear to 
be iricrcas(!d, the man is in mneb 
fuiiri and the greatest part of the 
urine pus.ses by the wound in the 
perimeum. A cold lotion was or- 
dered to be laid over the sw'ol- 
Icn parts. 

26lh. — The man is very rc.st- 
less ; gets no sleep at night ; — 
longue furred, but still white; 
he complains of much jmin. The 
catheter was withdrawn to day, 
and the urine allowed to escape 
by the wound, as the catheter 
does not answer the purpose in- 
tended, and it is thought better 
to let the sore in perinajo become 
fistulous, until tlie extravasation 
1 is entirely got rid of. The swel- 
I ling is rather ditnitii.shed to day. 

27tli. — Has again had a bad 
night ; looks very dejected, 
bis counteiiunce is very pale, 
pulse about ninety. Tbe swel- 
ling of the penis rather di- 
minished, blit still gives him 
great pain. He continues to ap- 
ply the wash and takes his for- 
mer medicines. 

2Sth.— Last evening he had an 
addition of opium ordered, and 
had in consequence a more 
tranquil night ; but his sleep has 
not been refreshing ; his tongue 
thickly furred, but white. 
voice is very much altered 
there is c\ idently a great 
for the w'orse within the last^O 
or three days. He has the ap;- 
peaiance of a man labottring un^ 
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de^ extensive visceral disease. — 
The urine is received ona spong'c. 
but the.'C is still a quantity of 
p '2 »w and then from 

the wound. \V hen we have no- 
ticed him voiding- his urine, it has 
appeared very turbid. The lower 
part of thej)eriiiienni is a little ex- 
coriated. He eonliniies Ins for- 
mer medicine with an addition 
of opium and is on the middle 
diet. 

2'.)th. — lie slept hotter last 
niglil than he has for. some time,

the neck in a curved direction 
downwards, and brought up on 
the other .side to just the same 
poiiitof the os hyoide.'^.'l'hewound 
was four iiiche.s in e.xlent, it ex- 
posed the uj)perpart of the thy- 
roid cartilage and the pomum 
adami, the broad ligament con- 
necting the os hyoides to the thy- 
roid cartilage was also c.vpo8e"d, 
and through it was a small open- 
ing into the larynx, and the 
air came freely out at each ex- 
piration. In the upper part of 
the wound on the left side hung 
a part of the submaxi ilary 
gland, which was almost sc 
verorl from the other part of the 
gland. He must have made 
.several cuts after the large se- 
micircular incision, as he had 
detaehi>d the integuments up- 
wards and forwards, toward the 
chin, and hud partly divided 
I the anterior belly of the dlgas- 
I tricus. 'I'he insertions of tho 
[ omo-hyoidei were distinctly 
I stHui. 'I'he parts were carefully 
washed and freed from tlic hard 
coagula, which had formed oii 
the edges of llie wound, and 
were brought together by three 
.sutures, and by straf>s of adhe- 
sive plaster between them ; a 
broad piece of adhesive plaster 
was pul across the neck below 
the wound, and iU end car- 
ried upwards, which eircctually 
supported the integuments. A 
thin roller was lightly carried 
over the whole. — He has been 
very feverish within the last 
day or two, and has had also a 
slight cough. — He has taken 
some saline medicine, and house 
physic. 

'I'he other accidents admitted 

Uu8 week ftre, a dUlecation of 
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the hamerus into the axilla; 
this case was well marked by 
the flattenings of the shoulder, 
by the lengthening- of the arm, 
the elbow carried f^roni the side, 
and by the head of the bone 
being felt' when the arm was 
raised towards a right angle 
with the trunk. It was easily 
reduced by taking hold of the 
hand and making extension, 
and by lifting the ht'ad of the 
bone, by placing tho heel in the 
axilla. A fracture of the ulna- - 
a contusion of the ancle — an in- 
jury to the scalp — a scald — a 
fracture of the clavicle. 

No operations have been per- 
performed here this week. 


ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL. 


We give here a short 
sketch of the case of B. R. in 
Ann’s ward, with the dissec- 
tion of the amputated limb, and 
the state of the patient after the 
operation. She is 32 years of 
age, of a fair complexion, and 
scrofulous liabit; she was ad- 
mitted, June 17th, into Ann’s 
fjr the purpose of having the 
lower extremity of the left side 
amputated. She states, that 
eight years since she received a 
blow on her knee by the falling 1 
of a door which she was endea- 
vouring to take down ; that 
her knee swelled very much, 
and was so painful that she 
could not walk ; soon after this 
she came into St Th^as’s hos- 
pital, under the care of Mr. 
Chandler, and leeches were 
frequently applied to the knee, 
also cold applications, then blis- 


ters. and lastly, issues were made ; 
butal 1 to no purpose, the swelling 
was very little reduced at the 
end of six weeks, and she left 
the hospital just as lame as 
when she camo in. It was 
proposed to amputate, hut 
to this she very properly ob- 
jected. She has since been 
under the care of various sur- 
geons in her neighbourhood; 
but the lameness luid pain have 
been gradually ii.i-:-! . She 

lived in or near i:ilii- li]> most 
of this time, undoubtedly a very 
had situation for a person of her 
description. About three months 
since an abscess burst about four 
inches below the head of the 
tibia, and in a month after ano- 
ther ; she could walk only on 
crutches, and then only a very 
short distance. She h^ a short 
cough and expectorated co- 
piously, occasionally streaked 
with blood; she could get no 
slepp at night, and had no ap- 
petite, but was always very 
thirsty. This was j ust her stale 
a little before she came into the 
hospital ; she appeared very 
much emaciated, and complained 
of great pain in her knee, and 
the slightest movement of it 
made her shriek from the severe 
pain it occasioned. The open- 
ings before mentioned were ob- 
served below the joint and 
sinuses, leading from the open- 
ings into it. The knee was 
also partially dislocated for- 
wards, evidently pointing out 
that an ulceration of the l^gi- 
meats and cartilages had 
place.

And liercwc cannot 
compliment Mr. T. on I he man- 
ner in which llie opeiation was 
performed ; and wc are satisfied 
that the same impression was made 
on the minds of the greater num- 
ber of perkoiis prcsenl. TIu.re 
appeared to liavu been no determi- 
nate rule oitserved in jt*< perform- 
ance ; no precise plan followed in 
the division of the parts ; there 
were portions i f luusclc to be di- 
vided after the knife liad described 
the usual circles about the limb, 
and after all the patciiiiigs uiid 
polishings, a ragged stump could 
only he produced. The bone was 
divided with short strokes of the 
saw, interrupted now and then 
by a catch, and we think wesaw 
u\splinttrod portion fly olf with 
the last stroke of it. This, of 
course, was the faidt of the assis- 
taut holding the limb, — never any 
bliiiiie attaches to the surgeon in 
these cases ! I'he dresser also par- 
look of the biiiigruig, in fixing the 
tourniquet, as there was twice, a 
jet of arterial blood from the 
stump, and twice was heard that 
disagreeable caution during the 
performance of operations, “ Screw 
lip the lonriiiinut.'’

DOCTOR MARTIN WALL. 

This gciillcman, whose death 
was noticed in our last, was for- 
nierly a Tcllow of New College, 
ami took his degree of A. M. in 

1771, and D. iVL in 1777. In 
1785, on the death of Dr. Par- 
sons, he was elected Clinical 
Professor ; his competitor w‘as Dr. 
W. Vivian, of Corpus Christi, 
Regius Professor of Medicine. 

The fund fur the foundation of 
this professorKhip, was left by will 
of the Lari of Lichfield, Chancel- 
lor of I he University, who died in 

1772. The professor is elected 
by the Members of the Convoca- 
tion, and no person is eligible who 
shall not have taken a doctur^s 
degree in medicine, five years at 
least before his election. 

Dr. Wall has published: The 
Medical Tracis of Dr. Foro Wall 
|(liis hither), collected with the 
Author's Life, 8vo. 1780 ; Di>«scr- 
tations ou Select Subjects in Clie- 
mi'try and Medicine, 8vo. 1783 ;

1786 ; Malvern Waters, being a 
ri'publication of Cases formerly ‘ 
collected by Ins father, and since 
illustrated by his son, 8vo.

The power of electricity in 
producing chemical changes, 
appears to' ba overrated in many 
cases, aiid not sufficiently valued 
in othen, and as one of our ob- 
jects is to enable our readers to 
ihiiik for tiiemsolves on the theo- 
retical parte of chemical science, 
we shall not only state, our own 
doctrines^ the experiments on 
Which they are founded, and the 
new facts which develop them- 
selves in oiir own particular stu- 
dies ; but those also Which we.are 
enabled to gather from olher^ and 
more val uable quarters.

CLINICAL LECTURES 

July 7th. — I shall first read 
you to day, said Mr. Tyrrell, 
a singular case of nhsccss in the 
male hrtasi. The man is now in 
Abraham’s ward, his occupation 
that of a porter, '1‘wo years ■ 
since lie was in this hospital 
under the care of Mr. Green, . 
with H small indoleitt tumour in 
the left breast. His iiabits are 
I pretty regular, and bis general 
health not much disturbed. He 
has received no blow on the 
part, nor can he account in any 
way for the appearance of the 
swelling. He has had rigors, 
followed by increase of heat, 
darting pains :in the part, aind 
other symptoms usually indicat- 
ing the formation of matter. The 
tumour IS situated Just below the 
left nipple, and appears to com- 
municate with it. Now this is 
usually the seat of scirrhus, but 
this case appears to me to be 
oiie of simple chronic infiam- 
mation, which notwitiistandihg 
the employment of the nspal 
remedies, has gone into suppu- 
ration.

I. M. aged 17, was admitted 
into Isaac’s on the ftth of this 
month with an ulcer on the leg ; 
he tsa native of 'Cork, which 
place ht; left about two mouths 
since. Hi.s person Is tail and ra- 
ther robust, his complexion dark, 
his habits have been on the whole 
regular, and his healtti good, — 
He has had incrustation on his 
left leg which h,vs ulcerated, se- 
veral times, having healed and 
broke out a^ain. From thoap- 
jpearaiiceoftnc sore which I co»- 
sideted suspicions, I questioned 
hf in about a sypiiilitlc faint, but 
he denied ever lur ing any thing 
of that kind. From some he.sita- 
tioii, which my d reiser afterwards 
diii^vfired, in his aij-swers to 
jttbstions put to hfih, fie deter- 
l&eti oiiexaminiug liim, when 
.tliattbefte- was a slight 
. fjjjjtyfee fi-om the urethra add a 
bubo id 
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groin. The history of this case 
however is very imperfect, apd 
vyo could gi*f iiothinu mure from 
him than wfiat 1 have now read 
to you. Thu soro being ir- 
ritable and the surfaco looking 
sloughy, and there being great 
constitutional irritation pre >ont, 
1 ordered the liquor calcis with 
mucilage and Uuctun** ofopium to 
be applied to the part, and over 
the whole a light poultice to 
keep the ! i ut iTioi»t. lie too k ca- 
lomel and o|iium at night, and 
the house phy.sicin itio morning 
n<»w and then to regulate his 
bowels. The view which 1 took 
of this case proved correct, the 
man i.s improving rapidly under 
the treatment, and when the 
.sore looks healthy I shaM treat 
itstfll more decidedly a.%asypbi. 
Mitic aHection. 

1 shall now make some obser- 
vations on the inflammation of 
the cellttlut'mhslance arising frotu 
injury, which is u.suaily describ- 
ed as a mere extension of erysi- 
pelatous inflammation from the 
skin ; and on vrifxiprhn in its 
true character. I'he ca.se which 
r shall presently give, will I 
think point out a great diffe- 
rence between the two diseases, 
and i. shall make a.s i proceed 
some remarks on the treatment 
required for each. 

The f )11 owu-i;.<t;i'.|' will .show 
the former of those affections. 

1 R. F. agt-ddfl, was admitted 
I into Edwei^s last Thursday, his 
trade is that of a sawyer, he has 
I lived regularly and his habits are 
good. Three weeks previous to 
his admission, whilst at work in 
the WBi.v pit, he waji .':truck by a 
piece of timber, but it only 
parfied the ikyi froRi the shiu. 
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Inflammation of the leg*, suc- 
ceeded by a dull pain came on, 
this was folio wed by suppuration 
under g'roat jMirt of the intej^fu- 
ments of the leg, and on a pres- 
sure with the finger produced 
the feeling of imperfect fluctua- 
tion. Ulceration came on in se- 
veral places, and the matter was 
discharged through the Ofienings 
along with the shreds also of cel- 
lular membrane which had 
sloughed. 

Granulations have now ap- 
peared, which look healthy, and 
will soon heal ; a poultice is ap- 
plied ; lie is allowed porter and 
is on the middle diet, his gene- 
ral health is now good 

Thin inflammation differs from 
the ordinary ei'ysipelatous i nllam- 
mation in several respects. It 
arises commonly from a wound, 
and that wound of a slight na- 
ture and is accompanied with a 
dull pain in the part. The inte- 
guments arc slightly discoloured, 
and an eflusion takes place into 
the cellular substance beneath, 
and this eedematous sort of 
swelling spreads over the limb 
and pits on pressure like com- 
mon anasarca. Pus afterwards 
forms in the cellular substance, 
the skin becomes more disco- 
loured, and DOW it is that the 
constitution suffers from the irri- 
tation. The integuments ulcerate 
in different parts, the matter is 
discharged through the openings 
and also the shreds of cellular 
tissue which have sloughed. 

In trysipdas there is constitu- 
tional irritation preceding the 
eruption, the integuments ap- 
pear very florid, the inflamma- 
tion is very superficial, and ex- 
tends rapidly ; vesications appear 
on the cuticle, these vesications 


arc numerous and contain a straw 
coloured fluid, but when they 
break the discharge is found to 
be of an acrid nature, and irri- 
tates the surrounding parts. Ery- 
sipelas occurs frequently without 
local injury, and proceeds gene- 
rally without the formation of 
matter. It occurs in debauched 
or dobililated habits, and often 
follows ii mercurial course, and 
wc lliereforc frequently meet 
witli it in the venereal wards. 
There appears to be a state of 
atmosphere also favourable for 
its production. 

In the ediular inflammation 
the mischief appears principally 
confined to that part, wheras in 
erysipdas the integuments suffer 
the most. In the first there is 
little constitutional irritation and 
even this does not happen until 
the suppurative process has com- 
menced, whereas the second, is 
generally preceded, but alw^ays 
accompanied by great constilu- 
Uonal disturbance. The inflam- 
mation attending those, goes 
into suppuration, and in the 
other terminates in vesications. 
The integuments are in the one 
only slightly discoloured .where- 
as in the other they aie of a very 
florid red colour. A case occurred 
last winter in a man called Good- 
air, who received a blow on the 
olecranon; an inflammation of 
the character 1 first described 
took place, and there was con- 
siderable effusion into the cellu- 
lar substance. The whole arm 
became inflamed, and 1 believe 
nearly all of its cellular structure 
came away.

A Case of Extensive Erysipelas. 

We briefly noticed this case in 
the report of accidents of last 
week, but as we consider it a 
very important one, wu think 
it deserves a more minute des- 
cription. 

1. H. by trade a plasterer, was 
admitted into Abrahara^s Ward 
oh the 15th of July with a con- 
tusion of the leg ; his habits had 
been formerly very irregular, but 
hot so much lately ; his health 
however bad not been good for 
some time previous to the injury, 
his appetite bad, he slept little, 
and felt remarkably weak ; he 
fell between two pieces of 
plank and received the blow on 
the upper part of the leg, and 
on the lower part also just above 
the ankle ; the injury was soon 
followed by extensive erysipela- 
tous inflammation, which spread 
as far as the groin of the same 
side ; the log was also very much 
swollen, and the swelling was 
attended with sharp pricking 
pains and a sensation of heat in 
the parts ; he was ordered to 
take Ext. col. gr. x- hydr submur. 
gr. ii. and to apply the spirit 
wash over the parts, and to take 
also calomel ii. and opilim 
gr. i. at bed time. 


ther more florid thao yesterday, 
andvesications fortned 6 d 4he teg 
.and thigh. The pulse is tatfaer 
softer than yesterday, the tongue 
white on the -edges, bat covered 
with a brown fur in the centre ;

must concur with usjn thinking 
that his situation at one time 
was exceedir^ly critical, and 
tluat the air with which he was 
surrounded whs any thing but 
favourable for his recovery. If 
there is one case in the hospi- 
tal that requires a little better 
vcntilatecl apartment than ano- 
ther, this is certainly the case. 
Instead of which, the man re- 
mains, not only in the worst 
W'iug, but also in the worst 
ward of the hospital.

It was considered from, the ap- 
pearance of the wound, that it 
Would be better to remove the 
fing^ers immediately ; and as 
Mr. Travkrs could not come, 
he desired hivS dresser, Mr. 
Bkck, to remove them, which 
he did very skilfully. — The first 
finder was removed just above 
the first joint, and the middle 
and ring ling^ers wore removed 
at the second joints. The case 
is doing* extremely well. 

There has been no other 
operation performed here this 
week.

WESTMINSTER HOSPITAL. 

Continuation of the case of George 
Johnson* 

July 7. The wound appeared, 
rather more extensive than yes- 
terday ; great anxiety manifest- 
ed in the countenance ; pulse 
PJO and feeble ; tpngue furred^ 


and an incoherence in his sjieech 
and actions is perceptible^ indi- 
cating a low kind of delirium, 
with great constitutional de-^ 
rungement. The patient’s head 
has been shaved this afternoon, 
and bathed with cold vinegar.

He was utterly 
insensible to pain; the pulse 
could not be felt at the wrist: 
the eyes were half closed and 
rayless: and his hands, and the 
whole of the superior extremi- 
ties cold and inanimate, too 
plainly denoting the rapid strides 
of approaching death, which at 
half past ten in the evening at 
length overtook him. 

July lo. Mr. White removed 
the enlarged tonsil of a man, ex- 
cept which no operation has 
been jicrformed here since our 
last report.

I such anxious expectation, such 
painful anticipation, must agitate 
and disturb its functions, and 
render it more unfit for the ope- " 
ration. I am aware that, so.me- 
times, after the surgeon has de- 
termined on tfie operation, the 
}>atient will request a few days 
delay, which must be granted ; 
yet, at all times, it is the duty of 
the surgeon to make this anxious 
interval as short as posssible.- - 
Hut this is of minor importance 
to what takc.s place after the pa- 
tient i.s brought into the theatre. 
I'^overishly heated, and frequent- 
ly very much exhausted by his 
previous sufTcrings, every mo- 
ment, at this dreadful crisis, be- 
comes to him an hour, and every 
additional moment that he con- 
tinues under the torture of the 
different instruments, diminishes 
the chances of the success of the 
o{>eration, and of course, on- 
crea&cs the danger of his life. J 
have seen but few operations in 
the Borough hospitals, yet sufK- 
cient to observe that they pay 
little or no attention to the cir- 
cumstances which 1 think of so 
much importance, and which I 
will illustrate by describing an 
operation for lithotomy at which 
1 was present about a year and a 
half ago.

tion hatnes, the stirgeon, who, I 
conclude, must have previously, 
examined his patient, a boy 
about eight or ten years of age, 
re-examined him at this dread- 
ful moment ; but, unfortunately, 
could not feel the stone, till, af- 
ter trying in all directions, and 
pulling the boy in excrutiatiug 
pain for several minutes, he, at 
last, satisfied himself and gave 
the instrument into the hand of 
another surgeon, for further les- 
timony.

What must it have been to the 
young sufferer? As I Webt 
there accidentally ,circunistaiices 
afterwards prevented me f^rom 
enquiring f■•l||('e^lling the fate 
of the poor boy ; but I remem- 
ber that my prognostic was 
most unfavourable. Now, a 
great part of this painful pro- 
cess might be, or ought to be 
avoided. It is woeful to the 
patient, it is disgraceful to the 
surg-eon for the pupils will 
not fail to include the whole 
time in the operation, and to 
say that, he Tvas thirty-five or 
forty minutes performing the 
operation. Every examination, 
then, requisite to. ascertain the 
nature of a disease, and the ne- 
cessity of an operation, should 
take place a day or two before 
in the ward, or in some private 
apartment. This point being 
previously settled, the surgeon 
should be ready to commence 
the operation at the moment 
the patient is brought into the 
theatre, and placed in a pro- 
per position ; and should pro- 
ceed in the accomplishment 
of it as quickly as possible, or 
as is consistent with its success. 

This used to be the method 
at St. Bartholobiew's, when 1 
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of ’Mr. Pott ; and without any 
bi'^a , in favour of departed 
genius, 1 have no hesitation in 
decl^q^ that, I have never 
since ’witlies^ed any operations 
wjjich could bear a coiTi]»arlson 
witli his f<)r rapidity and dex- 
terity. I assisted when he per- 
formed tile operation of litho- 
tomy upon two boys ; and the 
time occupied, from placing' the 
first boy in his position, to car- 
rying- the last out, dressed and 
bandaged to his bed, was only 
nine minutes and a quarter; 
and though Mr. Pott, in his 
lectures, used to condemn the 
practice of ** timing a surgeon's 
hand Viy a stop-watch, for that 
hei performed an operation 
gtiiekest who performed it wtll/* 
yet 1 tnainiain that every un- 
necessary moment that a pa- 
tient is kept under the opera- 
tor’s hnife is an hour's impor- 
tance to his fceliugs, and to the 
stfceess of the operation. 

1 shal I j ust mention a nothcr 
case, among many which 1 have 
witnessed, where a surgeon, 
having exposed the int(*stine of 
an incarcerated herniu, and 
having divided the stricture, ad- 
dressed the pupils upon some 
litlte singularities of the case, 
during two or three minutes, 
indeed it seemed to me a much 
longer time, with the expo.sed 
intestine smoking in hit. face : 
instead of returning it instantly 
into the abdomen. Tiiis jiatient ! 
died, though no part of the pro- 
traded contents of the hernia i 
were sphacelated at the time of 
their exposure.

'When a child with a scro- 
faloos enlargement of an ab- 
sorbent gland of the neck, is 
brought to you for advice, 
you will treat it, if the com- 
plaint be of recent occurrence, 
like a case of common inflamma- 
tion. You will give rhubarb and 
calomel internally, and you re- 
commend evaporation lotions, 
for local applications. The best 
lotion you can use, is the liquor 
^«m6ituperaeelatt«with epirits 
qf wine and water. In this way 
the inflammation will be gra- | 
dually subdued. But these i 
glands are apt sometimes, not- 
withstanding all the means you 
employ, and all the care that may 
be taken of the child, to go into 
the suppurative stage. In this 
case you must give the rhubarb 
and carbonate of sodos twice a 
day, together with a small 
quantity of the hydrargyrue 
CUM eretd (one grain) three or 
four times in the twenty-four 
hours. You must next consider 
what local treatment to employ 
if the gland suppurates. When 
you flod that there is a cUspqsi- 


tion to suppurate, evaporatisg 
lotions will not iucceedi and 
therefore must be discontinaed. 
You should feel if there be 
any fluctuation; for the moment 
that there is the slightest blush 
on the part and sense of fluctua- 
tion, indicating the presence of 
pus, you should make a small 
opening with a lancet, as in a 
common abscess ; you should 
not wait for the skin to assume 
a livid hue, for then you will 
never be able to prevent scars. 

A scar in the neck of a boy is 
not of much consequence, but 
in the neck of a female, it 
is quite a dilTerent case.

With respect 
to the effects of mesenteric dis- 
eases, they consist at Grst in an 
interruption of the proces.H of 
absorf>tion. The chyle travels 
through the absorbents to the 
mesenteric glands, and when 
some of these are enlarged the 
I chyle is interrupted in its course. 
Although the child generally 
eats so voraciously, is it wonder- 
ful that there should be such 
emaciation independent of the ir- 
I ritation, produced by the system 
j being deprived bf nourishment ? 

Treatment of Diseased Mesen- 
teric Glands, 

As to the treatment, I advise 
you to direct that the child 
should take animal food, pre- 
pared BO that it may be euriiy 
digested.

On the principle of electrified 
bodies repelling each other the' 
electrometer is constructed. Twd 
slips of gold leaf are suspended, 
lying on each other within a 
glass jar, from a wire which 
communicates with a plate, 
placed on its mouth. The glass 
jar being itself n non-condnclor, 
the gold leaves are insulated, 
and the instrument is com- 
plete. When any body ex- 
cited, or charged with electri- 
city, is brought in contact with 
the plate on the mouth of the 
jar, which is technically called 
I the cap*’ of the electrometer ; 
the slips of gold leaf become si- 
milarly charged, and instantly 
repel each other, and being very 
delicate and light. Indicate by 
their divergence the smallest 
quantity of electricity. 

If is worthy of remark here, 

' that if the metallic cap of an 
electrometer be rubbed, or re- 
peatedly strhek with a dry silk 
I handkerchief, the leaves will in- 
I dicate electricity by their diver- 
■ gence. This fact decidedly 
proves that metals are capable of 
I being excited, and therefore are 
electricn: unless indeed we snp- 
I pose that it is the silk, which 
has been cited, and communi- 
cated its electricity to the insu- 
lated metal plate. But this 
argument, if true, would hold 
in explanation if the rationale 
of the action of the colninon 
electrical machine, wbiefa eyeiy^v 
one acquainted with theiMiehcey 
knows is indispensably made ^ 
an electric body. . 

The fact that bodies, Wbtt 
are in differant states of elec^ 
city, attract each xfthbT; 
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tlmt similftfly electrified bodies 
rtpel each other, is one of the 
last importance to chemical 
science ; itis in virtueof this law, 
perhaps, that all combinations, 
and decompositions occur, in the 
chemical laboratory, iind even 
those more sublime and mag-ni- 
ficent phenomena which take 
place in tbc great laboratory of 
nature.

There is great diffinil V 
in fpUnwing the motions of the 
eye with the instrument you are 
about to use, for just as you 
bring it to the point where the 
body is situated, the eye imme- 
diately rolls away from it. You 
should have, therefore, the up>« 
per lid kept firmly against the 
upper edge of the orbit, by the 
linger of an us-sistani, then 
place the finger of your left 
hand on the under lid of the 
inner canthus, and let it make 
gentle pressure against theglobO, 
then bring your instrument to- 
wards the cornea, 'rorn the outer 
side, and you will succeed in 
removing it. You may be sure 
the patient will not turn the eye 
towards the needle, and your 
finger prevents it being turned 
tovvards the nose, and in this 
way it will be sufficiently fijced. 
You should take care, iu holding 
the instrument, not to keep it 
at right angles wiiU the eye; 
as by any sudden motion of it 
you would be in danger of 
pushing the iristrument into the 
eye. The instrument nsed 
should be a sharp one, for you 
cannot succeed with one that is 
blunt, as you have frequently 
to introduce it between the la- 
mina of the cornea, in order to 
lift the liody out, when it is 
firmly imbedded there. The 
point of a lancet, or of the 
noodle generally used for de- 
pression, will do very well for 
the purpose. But 1. generally 
use the" needle.

All the varieties of which, are 
generally, but very improperly 
included under the term Finlula 
L*trhrymali9' 1 will give you 
first my opinion as to the origin 
of this disease. It arises either 
from an extension of the in- 
flammation of the conjunctiva, 
through the puncta to the la- 
chrymal sac, from the mere con- 
tineity of the membrane ; or 
from the matter which is poured 
out from the meibomian glands, 
under a state of inflammation, 
being taken up by the puncta, 
and in this way extending the 
disease to the lachrymal pas- 
sage. This inflammation con- 
tinuing for a certain time be- 
comes chronic, and the result of 
chronic inflammation is to pro- 
duce thickening of tiie mem- 
brane, which, from its being 
surrounded by a bony canal, 
cannot enlarge externally, and 
consequently the calibre of the 
duct must be lessened ; as it gets 
thicker, the size of the canal is 
more diminished, and at length 
totally onstructeJ. After this 
obstruction has taken place so 
completely that you cannot press 
any thing through the duct, you 


nuy even then sometimes sue- 
cced in curing the disease by 
adopting the treatment used for 
chronic in fliamfaation ; another 
circnmslaiice in support of the 
opinion 1 have given, is, that in 
operating for the obstruction to 
the passage of the tears, you 
hnd that you have not a single 
poiatofobstmetion to overcome, 
like*a structur.* in the urethra ; 
but that the difficulty in passing 
the style is continued throagh- 
oiii the whole length of the 
duct. 

There have been more plans 
recommended for the cure of this 
disease, than almost any other 
in the body, and first it was re- 
commended to lUie small probes, 
made either of gold or silver, 
c&Uedpunctaprobeg : these w^ere 
small enough to be passed 
through the puncta into the la- 
chrymal sac. Now it appears 
to me, tliat the adoption of 
this plan of treatment, would be 
like attempting to cure the stric- 
ture in the urethra, with the com- 
mon probe. It is true, you might 
pass the punctnm probe through 
the stricture in the duct, and 
a small quantity of the tears 
might pass through. But unless 
this was repeated daily ,you could 
never .overcome the dilHcuUy. — 
In addition to this, in the passage 
of the punctiim probe, how can 
any man tell whether he is pass- 
ing the probe through the mem- 
brane itself, or Uirough the natu- 
ral channel f The probe may 
certainly find its way into the 
nose, but bow it gets there k not 
so easy tq determine.

Then introduce a probe to the 
bone aiid> carry its point a little 
outwards, so that you may dis- 
tinctly feel the ridge of the 
unguis, which is the best mark 
of your being in the commence- 
ment of the duct; then elevate 
the probe, and you find by gen- 
tle pressure that you can force 
it dow'ii in the proper direction ; 
the probe now forms a sort of 
director on which to introduce 
the tube, and to do this, some- 
tiines requires a considerable 
degrqe of fpfce, . You W ge- 


nerally know when you have 
got the tube into the nose, by a 
little blood or matter flowing 
from the nostril. The. tube 
allowed to remain here, and. 
you bring the integuments over 
it. If on the other hand you 
intend only to introduce the 
style, yon can force it down 
without m”ch didiculty through 
the nasal duct, into the inferior 
meatus of the nose. 1 generally 
tie a bit of silk round the head 
of the style, before introducing 
it, as by it you can easily pull 
it out, if it should sink between 
the lips of the wound, wd»ich it 
is at first sometimes upl to 
do. In doing this it should 
be recollected, to give the 
style a sligl t inclination 
backwards ns well as down- 
wards (Mr. T. now showed the 
mode of doing this, and went 
through the different steps of 
the operation). I have ope- 
rated on the whole as many as 
twenty-seven times with the 
tube, and only three of them 
have been unsuccessful ; and one 
of these could not be said to be 
a fair case.

Hkinoplafitic Operation, per^ 
formed with suce.eiH at the 
Hospital St. Ehi de Mont-' 
fwflier, by Profeattor Dclpeeh. 

We intend shortly to publish 
a complete treatise on this spe- 
cies of operation, on the iise 
which may be rnado of it in 
various mutilations, and on the 
attention which its 8iicce,ssfu} 
execution demands, according 
to the nature of the cases in 
which it may be employed. In 
the mean time we deem it use- 
ful to communicale the follow- 
ing- case, as it furnudies an ex- 
ample of the application' of the 
principles which may be gene- 
rally adopted in the restoration 
of the soft portion of the nose. 

Charles Sychal, native of 
Toulon, a sailor attached to 
that port, aged 20 years, was 
admitted at the hospital St. Etoi, 
in June, 1818. The alas of bk 
nose were affected with uloe- 
rationS^r which had a s^Ff^fiiilitic 
appearance, as to the origin 
of which there was at first some 
^ubt. Whether the patient fear-

the hospital, or from whatever 
other cause, he constantly denied 
that he had had any intercourse 
with women before the apfwar-* 
ance of these ulcerations. He 
stated that his father had a 
gonorrhoeal running for seven 
years, fbr which he employed 
no remedy ; and itWasevidontly 
his wish to persuade u$ that his 
disease was congenital, lie 
bad had in his youth eruptions 
about the thighs, and glandular 
enlargements, which had dis- 
appeared spontaneously. Ac- 
cording to his own account, at 
the age of sixteen years, lie had 
experienced pains in the inside 
of the nose, which were fol- 
lowed, a long time after, by 
the appearance of the tirst ul-. 
ceration. The disease was 
of very old date, but it had 
made iittle progress when he 
was adniitted, in the month of 
March, in the same year, at the 
hospital of Toulon, where its 
character was ascertained, and 
he was treated by a mercurial 
course in the form of pills; he 
took ISliO during the two months 
be remained at this hospital ; but 
he went out without deriving 
any benefit from this treatment. 

VVe kept the patient at St. Eloi 
long enough to prociire a cer- 
biin effect from the internal ex- 
hibilion of the aublimate, and 
to remove all our doubts as to 
the character of the disease. 
He was then transferred to 
another hospital, in order to 
undergo an anti-syphilitic treat- 
ment. He remained a year in 
this hospital, where he was 
chiefly treated by topical appli- 
cations; and he was not cured 
when he again preseotOd bim- 
ifilf tow, Eo bad tbsm lost aiU 
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the soft portion of the nose, 
and a great part of the corres- 
ponding cartllajfe ; he entreated 
Va very earnestly to perform the 
‘operation for. the restoration of 
the nose, which he knew we 
had performed with success. 
But as the syphilitic diathesis 
was by no means removed, we 
were unwilling to undertake 
so delicate an operation while 
he was in this state. We gave 
him directions for the use of a 
mUture of mercurial , ointment, 
and soap, and of pills of subli- 
mate, with starch, in the pro- 
portion of a tenth of a grain in 
each pill, and we procured him 
some facilities for following our 
advice. He went away sati.sfied. 
in the hope of being operated 
upon at a later period. 

Up to the month of May, 1893, i 
the patient made use of the re- 
medies prescribed for him, but 
with much negUgeuce, and fre- 
quent interruptions, chiefly oc- 
casioned by his distress. He 
had used the mercurial frictions 
more steadily than any other 
remedy. The following Was 
his state on his return, on the 
4th of May: — 

The whole of the soft portion 
of the nose was destroyed, with 
The exception of a narrow ridge 
round the nostrils, which was 
formed by a rempant of car- 
tillage ; a cicatrix confined this 
ridge, and pressed it towards 
the centre of the two openings. 
The whole circumference was 
livid, and still covered with 
ulcerations. ' Two of conside- j 
rable extent, but in a course of 
cicatrisation bad existed on each 
side of the upper lip, for the 
last seven moaths; they were 
ledufied tp half priiM 


We resumed the former treat- 
ment, which would no doobf 
have been completely saceessr 
ful, had it been properly fol- 
lowed up. In the course of a 
month the ulcerations, and the 
copper colour of the cicatrices 
disappeared. We did not con- 
ceive this treatment to be suffi- 
cient to effect a complete cure, 
hut we thought that in the pre- 
sent state; of things we could 
suspend the cure without incoii- 
venic^na;, proceed 1o the per- 
formance of the rhinoplastic 
operation, and resume the mer- 
curial treatment afterwards, to 
complete his cure. The patient 
was iU't-nriliiij-ly operated upon 
on the 4th of June 1823, in the 
following manner:— 

Having placed him upon a 
strong chair, exposed to the 
light, we traced with ink the 
incisions which were to be made 
to receive the edges of the flap 
which was to repair the breach 
of the nose. We then cut out a 
paper model in the form of the 
portion of skin to be engrafted, 
and laying this model down on 
the forehead, and transposing it 
from one side to the other, we 
marked it out with ink ; the 
forehead npt being very open, 
we were obliged to encroach a 
little upon the part of the skin 
covered with hair, which was to 
form the lower part of the nose. 

Every thing being thus ar- 
ranged we made the incisions as 
they w'ere marked out round the 
breach ; but our line havi.ng 
been placed on all sides in^^w 
convexity formed by thetotfitfhkT 
inclination of the remnswt^l^ 
cartilage, in order to p<#dif 
anyilefciinznty, we nvokl^ ew 
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of excessj and remoying* it 
entiraiy ; we contented ourselves 
' with paring the cicatrices, so as 
to augment the surrace to w hich 
the flap was to be adapted. 

The flap was then dissected, 
care being taken to make it as 
thick as possible, without how- 
ever laying bare tiio coronal. 
This portion of skin had the 
form of an ace of sfiados revers- 
ed ; the small portion destined 
to represent the cartilage an- 
swered to tlic tail of the spade, 
and its point was represented by 
the pedicle of the flap w’hich 
was prolonged between the 
eye-brows and the internal an- 
gle of the eyes. Th is prolon^'a- 
tion was extended to the point 
where the turning down and 
twisting of ihe flap could be 
made without diflicidty. 

Three curved needles, with a 
single thread in each, were 
passed across the extremity of 
the little prolongation destined 
to make the lower edge of the 
cartilage, and around the loss of 
lubstance which had been made 
opfH>site the central point of the 
edge of the upjx-r lip;, and these 
three points of suture having 
been secured, this central por- 
tion of the bottom of the flap 
was adapted , and fixed the rest. 
Four similar points of suture 
were made on each side of the 
flap, and successively secured ; 
they united the w'holo circuin-. 
ference. with the exception of 
the upper point formed by the 
pedicle. Kvery where the pro-

The distance was great, 
and when the flap was ad^ted, 
the transverse retraction which 
it experienced, and to which 
nothing was opfiosed, reduced 
its extent in that direction, to 
I the interval Which separated 
I these two points in a straight 
I line Without any elevation ; it 
seemed that this portion of skin 
was much too narrow, and only 
0t to form a sort of ‘valve before 
the opening of the nose. The 
assisUhts thought that the ope- 
ration would be unavailing, 
from this cause, and pressed 
us strongly to put some lint 
under the flap, in order to 
push ii forward, even to 
stretch it. We did not partici- 
pate in their fpars, and we 
yielded only from complaisance ; 
we put behind the central point 
of the flap a few bits of lint, 
which we removed the next 
day without replacing them, 
lest by doing violence to the 
flap we should produce mortifi- 
cation. We had learnt to place 
confidence in the eflTorts of na- 
ture, and our confidence was not 
disappointed. 

The operation was long and 
painful, owing to the minute 
attention which it demanded.

After a short time, 
indeed, a considerable reduction 
tabes place in the length of the 
limb, the reason for.which you 
will immediately see. 

When you endeavour to as- 
certain whether disease of the 
hip-joint exists or not, you 
should first place the patient on 
his back, and examine whether 
the sides of the pelvis are 
equal ; the pelvis will be lower 
on the diseased side. Having 
placed the patient in the recum- 
bent posture, you will then 
bend the knee towards the ab- 
domen, which, if there be 
disease of the hip-joint, will 
occasion considerable pain. In 
rotating the joint also, much 
pain will be excited in conse- 
quence of its stifTened state. 
You vrill then, turn the patient 
on his face, and observe whe- 
ther the nates are lower on one 
side than on the other : there 
is generally a diflerence of an 
inch or more on the diseased 
side. These are the common 
characters of this disease. On

1 have made up my mind most 
decjdedly oh this point, having 
again and again had an oppor- 
tunity of contrasting both modes 
ot practice.

Of Vertebral Dieeaeke. 

A disease similar to the dis- 
ease in the joints occasionally 
occurs in the spine, sometimes 
beginning in the vertebral sub- 
stance, sometimes in the bone 
itself. The disease of the vertebral 
substance has been accurately 
described by Mr. Pott, and 1 re- 
commend you to consult his 
pamphlet, which contains a very 
admirable history of this disease. 

It is manifested in the following 
manner. The child complains 
of a fixed pain in the spine ; the 
pain, however, is not confined to 
the spioe> but it extends down 
on each side, in the direction of 
the nerves ari.-iiig from the spinal 
marrow. There is weakness, 
and pain in the back ; pain on 
the sides, more on one side than 
on the other ; and the nerves 
arising from the spinal mairoW' 
are inflamed in consequence of 
the pressure of the membrafie of 
the spinal marrow. After a 
little time there is aprojeQtipu 
of the spine backwards, one^^|ii|^j 
or three of the spinous , 

projecting more than 
It usually happens 
lower eAtremitiei bpeop^, elh^/; 
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ed ;,Beii8ibility is dimioished, and 
the nascles lose a portion of 
Ihelr voluntary power. Thus a 
child affected with this disease 
is in the constant habit of falling 
in consequence of a waiit of due 
power in the muscles. There is 
this difference between paralysis 
and the effect on the lowOr extre- 
mities from this disease, that in 
the former case all action of the 
muscles is suspended; in the 
latter there is diminished power 
and spasmodic contraction of 
the muscles, llie patient sits 
with his limbs drawn under 
him, and liis heels towards the 
nates ; and there are, besides, 
spasmodic twitchings of the 
limbs. If the lumbar, or dorsal 
vertebrse, be affected, there will 
be difficulty in discharging the 
urine, and the fsces will at 
length pass off involuntarily. — 
When the disease is in the 
neck, the head is the only part 
of the body, except the vital 
organs, which retains its power; 
volition is lost in all the parts 
of the body below the seat of 
the disease, and the patient is 
reduced to the most abject state 
of^/ltiplesBnew.

casion a very considerable loss 
of substance, as you will hasp 
an opportunity of observing, in 
the preparations which 1 shall 
send round. On dissection, the 
vertebne are found to be some- 
times wholly, and sometimes 
'n part, absorbed ; occasionally, 
four, five, or more vertebm are 
absorbed; there iS,a specimen 
in the College, in which four 
vertebras are wholly, and two 
arc partially,, absorbed. This 
absorption is the effect of pres- 
sure on the spinal , canal. A. 
curious change takes place, 
after a time, in the spinal^canal, 
which is, that instead of being 
smaller, it is larger opposite the 
part in which the vertebm have 
given way, Iq cases where a 
cure has been effected, the 
spinal canal is larger opposite the 
part where the yertehne have 
been absorbed, than it ia above 
or below the diseased part.— 
The mode in which the dis- 
ease becomes cured, is by the 
upper portions of the veitebiiia 
(Islling on the, lower, an4 lit 
this way anchyloiing, ! Tfal# 
is not matter of cpttieciare ; thusi 
are three specimens oq ti^ tbbje,

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dueifig' anchylosis. This must 
be TOur object in the treatment 
of this disease. You should 
keep the spine of the child as 
much as possible at rest ; with 
this view the child should be 
kept as steadily as possible in the 
recumbent posture, so that the 
vertebne may be suffered to fall 
into contact, and by coalescing: 
efllect anchylosis. If you attempt 
to keep the spine straight, you 
will defeat the object of nature ; 
do not keep the patient in a di- 
rectly straight line, but rather 
assist nature in producing the 
union of the vertebre. Great 
attention should be paid to the 
general health of the child ; it 
should have the best of nourish- 
ment, taking care to avoid any 
thing which may produce fever- 
ish excitement ; and air in a car- 
riage, care being taken that the 
body should not be shaken. If 
the child cannot be kept at rest^ 
if the parents are unable, or re- 
fuse to observe these instruc- 
tions, the next best treatment 
will be to apply one of Cal- 
low s backs, which is worn upon 
the. spine, and fixed round the 
pelvis and shoulders. As to 
avoiding deformil^, that is out 
of the question i in all these 
^fornity is inevitable ; | 


prevented. The words which 
now fall from my lips you may 
recollect at some future period* 
when you may be called to a 
case of this kind; and 1 now tell 
you, that 1 have never met with 
an example in which the spine, 
under these circumstances, has 
been exactly restored to its na- 
tural state. All that you can 
do is to assist, or rather not to 
oppose the process of nature in 
producing anchylosis. Blisters, 
setons, and issues are commonly 
employed, but they frequently 
do more harm than good, by the 
irritation which they excite in 
the constitution ; the means on 
which you should chiefly rely 
are rest and the recumbent pos- 
ture. The part of the spine af- 
fected is of no importance with 
respect to the cure ; whether it 
be the neck, back, or loins, there 
will be no difference as to the 
treatment, except in the form of 
the mechanical means which 
may be employed.

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, mente of the spine, conunences 
between the ligaments and the 
surfaoeof the intervertebral sub- 
stance. It is very often nothing 
more than an abscess, from the 
disease which I have justspoken 
of, having its origin in inflam-' 
ination of the spine, and the in- 
tervertebral substance. The 
matter spreads till it reaches the 
origin of the psoas muscle, 
which passes into ulceration, and 
forms a bag, surrounded by a 
complete ring. The abscess 
proceeds as far as the tendon of 
the muscle, by Poupart's liga- | 
ment, and its further progress 
is restrained by the tendon; 
when it passes under PouparPs 
ligament, between the femoral 
vein and the symphysis pubis, 
it has generally attained consi- 
derable magnitude, and has the 
I appearance of femoral hernia. 
You may know this abscess by 
the following marks : in the 
first place, when you ask the 
patient whether he has for a 
long time had continued pains 
in the loins; if he has psoas 
absceftS, he will reply, " Yes, 
four,,,: m-. or six months;'' you

stretch. An excellent case of 
psoas abscess, in which the 
symptoms were particularly 
marked, occurred in the other 
hospital a few days ago. Tbia 
disease has the same seat as 
femoral hernia, and is, therefore.^ 
liable to be confounded with it : 
the marks which chiefly distin- 
guish it from femoral hernia 
are the pain in the loins, and 
the great constitutional dta* 
turbance which the patient suf« 
fers in the progress of the dis- 
ease. if the abscess forms on 
the side of the vertebrw, instead 
of the fore part, it is termed 
lumbar abscess, instead oC psoas* 
So much for the nature of psoaa 
and lumbar abscess ; with res- 
pect to the teeatment, you must 
allow the abscess to take its 
course ; very little can be dona 
in this disease^ until it has 
acquired considerable magni- 
tude. The use of issues is seme- 
times recommended in these 
cases. Little can be done, how- 
ever, to prevent its progress 
when it is once formed, and I ^ 
do not know that any advan- 
tage is to be derived from 
I countef^irritatieo.

This is 
a plan which 1 by no means ad- 
vise; exercise is absolutely ne- 
cessary to the health of children, 
and 1 am glad to find that a re- 
spectable gentleman at the West 
end of the town, as well as a 
gentleman at Bath, have adopt- 
ed more rational principles in the 
treatment of this disease.

vigour to the circulation, if the 
child is kept in a confined at- 
mosphere, and prevented from 
taking exercise, and particularly 
of those amusements which are 
so essential to health ? Exercire 
should be freely allowed^ taking 
I care only that it be not protracted 
so as to occasion fatigue. How, 
it may be asked, can you allow 
exercise, and at the same time 
bring the spine into aithught 
position ? By giving arcMil ^ 
support to theapiae. This i^ir 
be effected by two spriagi ^d 
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steel, added to stays, one on 
eaeh side of the spine, which 
may be worn by the patient in 
any position. Callow^s back is 
a g^ood mechanical contrivance ; 
H Bts to the back of the patient, 
and is passed round the pelvis 
without pressing^ on the sides ; 
the pressure is on the crista of 
the ilium, and not on the sides. 
In the use of mechanical means, 
the grreat object should be not 
to force the child into a certain 
position, but merely to prevent 
inclination on one side or the 
other. 1 have known children 
laid down for a length of time, 
to the great injury of their ge- 
neral health, without producing 
any effect on the distortion. A 
lady of great talent, and great 
resolution, lay for twelve months 
in the recumbent postal, and rose 
with her spine in the same state, 
but with an additional disease 
in the bladder. The urine was 
loaded with an immense quan- 
tity of mucus, her natural deli- 
cacy having restrained her from 
making water as often as she 
had occasion. This was fol- 
lowed by a disease of the womb, 
which proved fatal. I have read 
a book lately with great plea- 
SB^;, or rather 1 have looked 
it, for 1 cannot say that 
a book, in 


which the author recommends a 
particular mode of exercise, with 
a view of bringing certain mus- 
cles of the body into action, so 
as to oppose resistance where 
there is any deviation from the 
natural form. The plan is 
founded on sound and rational 
principles, and is well calculated 
to have the eflbct of opening 
the chest, keeping the shoulders 
well back, and bringing the 
spine into its natural position. 
In rickety affections of the 
knees, horse exercise is of great 
advantage ; if the patient is very 
young, he may be allowed to 
ride the rocking-horse as long 
as he likes. The position on 
horseback throws the knees 
outwards, while the exercise if 
beneficial to the general health 
of the patient. 

I shall detain you, Gentle- 
men, a few moments longer on 
my own affairs and those of my 
colleagues. Their feelings have 
been hurt by the observations 
which I made on the abuse of 
merenry in the treatment of pa- 
tients for gonorrhoea in thesehos- 
pitals. Those observations hav- 
ing been made for many years in 
these lectures, are not appli- 
cable to them. Who are the 
men, gentlemen, against whom 
it has been supposed that these 
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obscmti<n)9 were directed? — 
A re they men whom 1 could pos- 
sibly feel du^iosed to injure ? Mr. 
Travers is my apprentice, Mr. 
Grusn is my g^odsou, Mr. Tv»- 
RELL U my nephew, Mr. Key is 
my. nepheW:, Mr. Morg.vn was 
my; apprentice. 1 feel proud in 
havini^ such men around me, and 
1 believe at no former period has 
the surgical department of these 
hospitals been so well filled as it 
is by them. 1 do not wish to be 
^understood as disparaging^ the 
abilities of former surgeons, but 
whatl do si^ is, that there have 
never at any one time, been so 
many persons officiating: as sur- 
geons to this hospital, who have 
been so properly educated to the 
profession, it is my wi&h to up- 
Wid the profession> and it is be- 
cause 1 wish to uphold it, that 1 
wi^fa its abuses to be corrected. 
1 telieve much good has already 
resulted from my observations 
oir tlm abuse of' mercury, it is 
not my intention to retract my 
opinions, and 1 am happy in be- 
ing able to state that the present 
surgeons of St. Thomas’s and 
Guy’s have never pursued the 
system of treatment which i de- 
precated in the Lecture on Go- 
norrhoea, and that the venereal 
weeds of Guy’s are about to be 
opened within a week under 
neiff and improved regulations! 
1 have Bpbken to the gentleman 
who rules over that hospital . and 
1 have the satisfaction of stating 
that making patients spit three 
half pints a day will no longer 
be a part df the system, but that 
the Venereal wards wi ll be with- 
ina week opened under nenc and. 
improved auspices. I trust that 
hbraumy aBdunauiaiity will ever 
bejmemdaioong^ Mentxiii

The Lecture bn Oo- 
iiorrhiBS, which ciiiilaiiied Sir Ast> 
LEv'u tnatilj ami indignanl remarks on 
the “ infamous practice” of salivating 
patients for LlMtoouiplainl, which pre- 
vailed in the Borough Hospitals was 
delivered on the isth of April, These 
remarks bad been made year aPer year 
by tbe Jaiarned Professor, but they were 
uupiibli»lied, and tlie abuse remained 
iincorroclrd. Tire Lecture was puh- 
li$hed ill Tub Lamokt on the I5ih of 
May, and on the sfllb of May, Sir 
Abtlby announced that the venereal 
wards alGuy's would be opened wilbin 
a week under new aad improved regu* 
latiuiis. That the profe'Sion and the 
public may judge of the nature of the 
abuse, bf which the publicity given to 
it in Tub Lancbt efl'ectod an imme- 
diate oorreciion, we will subjoin in 
Ibis place some of Sir Astcxt’* obser- 
raliona in the Lecture on Gonor- 
riicBH : —

It was at first conceived 
that these phenomena were pe- 
culiar to the su bstance by which 
they were produced ; and hence 
the power excited by rubbing 
glass was called vitreous elec- 
tricity, and that resulting from 
the friction on sealing wax 
resinous electricity. But it is 
now demonstrated that both 
powers are produced in every 
case of electrical excitation, and 
as their mutual action resembles 
an afllrmative and a negative 
power, the terms positive and 
negative electricity have been 
substituted for vitreous and resi- 
nous. The question, whether 
these counteracting phenomena, 
are produced by a plus and minus 
state of tbe bodies engaged in 
excitation, or whether there are 
two distinct fluids of different 
properties, called into action by 
friction, at present engage tbe 
attention of philosophers, and 
is far from being determined, 
either in favour of the first 
hypothesis, or the last— and, in 
Jhct,> until we know whether 
elec^city is material, or simply 
A quaH^of mftUer,tfais qmsitijNi 
wu.not he set at vest. 


HOSPITAL REPORTS. 

OUY*S HOSPITAL. 

Continuation of* the Case of W, 
W. in Laxarus. 

July ‘22. '1 he powerful twitch- 
ings of the muscles on the side 
of the neck continue just as 
before. He complains of not 
being able to sleep at night ; 
pulse continues rather quick, 
and tbe tongue is furred ; he 
says he cannot perceive any al- 
teration in the violence of the 
pain. 

July 24tb. Was yesterday 
cupped to the extent of fourteen 
ounces, since which he says he 
has been a little easier. Pulse 
80, but not bard ; whilst lying 
on the pillow he is easy, but 
the slightest movement of the 
head or neck brings on the pain 
and the spasms ; be does not 
complain of being thirsty, and 
the secretions from the alimen- 
tary canal are natural. 

Jii]y26,tb. He complains to- 
day of having pain also bn the 
left side of the neck, but prin- 
cipally on the right side, shoot- 
ing down between the shoul- 
ders. He labours much to 
breathe during tbe violence of 
tbe paroxysm ; bis mouth is 
twisted in various directions, and 
bis whole trunk drawn towards 
the right side. A , seton has 
been introduced in the neck, 
oppositei the spinous process of 
the second cervical vertebra.— 
His mouth is getting rather 
sore by the mercury. He con- 
tinues his former medicine, with 
an addition of Opium, at night. 

As fte ImprovanieDt in this 
case mnit be veiy gndxiali mn 
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ab&ll notice anjr favourable 
ebaii^e when it occurs, or any 
illteraiion that may take place 
in the treatment. Without one 
or 'the other, daily notices would 
be only so many repetitions, 
which '’would be tiresome 
without alTording: any informa- 
tion. 


Cate of Dropoy of the Lower 
Extremity y from pressure on 
the External Iliac Vein. 

W. W., ag'ed 40, was ad- 
mitted into Job’s ward, June 30, 
with a swelling- of the right leg. 
He says that about two years 
since he was kicked by a horse, 
whilst at work in the stables at 
Greenwich ; the blow given by 
one foot of the horse was re- 
ceived just above the crista of 
the ilium, and the other foot 
Struck the right testicle, which 
produced great inflammation in 
it, and soon after the glands in 
the groin began to swell, and 
remained very large and hard 
for a considerable time. He ap- 
plied leeches and washes to the 
testicle, which reduced the in- 
flammation, but did not remove 
it; and about six weeks after 
an abscess formed, w’hich burst, 
and discharged, according to the 
patient’s account, a consider- 
able quantity of matter. This 
kept up the irritation in the 
gland, and will account for its 
remaining a long time enlarged. 
The gland, however, did not 
suppurate. For the five months 
preceding his admission, he says 
the limb was just as large as 
when he came in. It was then 
about twice the size of the 
other leg. The skin had a 
brawny feel and appearance, 
liwellibg^ 


tense, but yielded to pressure, 
and immediately that pressure 
was removed, it recovered its 
former figure. The patient 
complained of its feeling very 
heavy, and of there being 
a great numbness in the foot. 
There w'as also an enlarged 
absorbent gland, situated just 
beneath Poupart’s ligament and 
near its insertion into the pubes, 
in size as large as a pigeon’s 
egg, and very bard. His tongue 
was moist, his pulse regular, his 
sleep good, his appelito unim- 
paired, looked florid, and his 
general health not at all dis- 
turbed. 

Sir Astley saw this patient 
to-day, July 2d, for Mr. Mon- 
GAK, who is unwell, and at the 
side of the bed made the follow- 
ing remarks : Dropsy, it is said, 
arises from an increas^ action of 
the exhaleiits, or from a di- 
minished action in the absor- 
bents, and this in a general vi^ay 
is true ; but the appearances of 
the dropsy produced by these 
causes, are very different. In 
the one, you have a tetise, shin- 
ing, semi-transparent skin ; and 
if you press your finger on it, 
you will find it will Sink into 
the swelling, as if you were 
kneading dough, and that de- 
pression will continue some 
time ; but in the other, or that 
which arises from a mechanical 
impediment on the triinkB of 
the absorbents, you cannot pro- 
duce any pitting on pressure, 
and the skin has the appear- 
ance which you now see/*—

subsided. He takes no other 
medicine but . the house physic, 
eveiy morning., which is neces- 
sary to ktu?p his bowels regular. 
His health continues very good> 
and we suppose in another 
week or two he will leave the 
hospital.

The case of Gmgre^ of the 
Foot, Which We gave last week, 
was operated op, to-day (Tues- 
day) by Sir Astlev Cooper. 
The leg Was removed about 
four indies below the knee— 
the stump secured with three 
ligatures. 

Sir Abtley also removed a 
largo steatomatous tumour, 
weighing about three, pounds 
and a half, from the fore part of 
the shoulder of a man. It rested 
].iartl^ on the pectoral muscle, 
and ip part' on the upper arm. 

The jSnetemfiU Iliac Jrfery, 
on the left eide, was tied to-day 
by Mr. Key. 

The woman had a Targe 
aneurism of the femoral artery 
very high up, which she said

A small vessel, a brandi of the 
cxtcpnal pudic, was now taken 
up with the tenaculum, and se- 
cured ; the surface being wiped 
clean, Mr. K. exposed, with very 
little additional dissection, ’the 
tendon of the external oblique. 
This was divided in the same di- 
rection as the first incision, and 
the knife was then laid aside, 
and the finger passed through 
the internal ring upon the 
artery, which, with the assist- 
ance of a director, w'as sepa- 
rated sufficiently from its attach- 
ments to pass the aneurlsmal 
needle, with the ligature under 
it. The, ligature was passed 
under the vessel in ten minutes, 
and the patient was removed 
from tl>c table in fifteen. The 
pulsation in the tumour im- 
mediately ceased. We have 
never seen Mr. Key o[)eraie 
with more composure and con- 
fidence than in the present 
instance. 


The Theatre was filled with 
pupils, as much so as at any 
period of the winter season ; 
and we were much pleased to 
bear, before we went into it, 
that the regulations so long 
painted on the board in the 
theatre, but so little attended 
to, were this day to be enforced. 
Accordingly, we saw the dress- 
ers of the operating surgeon 
place themselves within the 
bar, and the dressers of the 
other surgeons very modestly 
place themselves without; 
there were some Physicians, and 
td^rMndg!W»|«eieBtrE^ 
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placed :OD the one- side 
oT & tar,‘ so as not to inter* 
oapt the view from the body 
oit tW thec^^^ the dressers 
occupied the front boxes. By 
this airaDgement every indivi* 
dual in the theatre had an op- 
portubily of observing every 
stejp of the operation, and ap- 
probation was marked on every 
countenance. — This, however, 
did not last lon^, for w lien Mr. 
Ivey’S dressers went to the 
table, tlie other dressers forgot 
to leave it : one intrusion en- 
courag'ed another, and all was 
a^ain confusion and uproar. —

will not allow this attempt to be 
rendered abortive by the tur- 
bulence of two or three indi- 
viduals.

1 shall (said Mr. for tho 
sake of an arrangeraentdivide co- 
taract^into ie!titieular;ee^aular, 
and lerdieulo^‘eapHular or the 
congen i tal cataract, and fl fs t of 
the lenticular. During its forma- 
matioii, objects are . seen ae 
through a mist or through a 
gauze, and at this time probably 
if you look into the eye you wHl 
SCO no opacity of the lens ; hut 
in a short time, you may distin- 
guish aspeck'in the pupil, of a 
dirty white <^lour, and this gra- 
dualty increases in e^ent and 
density, and the yision is gradu- 
al lydestroy ed.jDiiri n gi tsprogress 
the patient cab sec but in a weak 
light, by which circumstaneb 
you may distinguish it from 
amaurosis, for as the pupil dilates 
the rays of light pass through 
that part of the lens which re- 
mains transparent, and. tberer 
fore the patient can diidinguish 
objects better : whereasio amtm- 
rosis vision is little influeiicedby 
the degree of light. These cata- 
racts are divided from their dif 
frreiil dl■ll^i^^l into liie,^f*m , safi 
or caseous, and Jluid eetamets. 
The firm cataract occurs most 
frequently at the latter perifMls 
of life. The opacity is cireum- 
sevibed in tim centre of the lens, 
and of a yellowish or Amber co- 
loilts,* M \oo^ 
pil frmd tSb lude of theeyu, there 
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appears a space between the 
opaque lens and the iris; and 
sometimes there is asbado wof the 
iris thrown upon the lens ; and 
by dilating the pupil with bella- 
donna you can sec the transpa- 
rent margin of tlte lens. In the 
soft or caseous cataract, the lens 
appears of a dense white, like a 
ciirdly matter ; it is very large, 
aiid sometimes increased to twice 
its natural size, so. that it pro- 
trudes more than the firm cata- 
ract, and on looking into the 
posterior chamber,you do not see 
any space between tlic iris and 
lens. You may sometimes see 
spots of a whiter colour in this 
cataract. The fluid cataract is of 
a milky appearance has at the 
same time a bluish tint as the 
light shines in some degree 
through it. On dilating the pu- 
pil, the opacity isfound through- 
out the lens, and it has not a 
transparent margin like the firm 
cataract ; but there is, however, 
commonly a firm nucleus, and 
in the dilated state of the pupil 
the patient can distinguish be- 
tween light and darkness. It is 
also larger than the firm cataract, 
and has a somewhat flocciilent 
appearance. Tnc capitular ca- 
taract is commonly produced by 
blows, or wounds of the eye, pe- 
netrating the cornea, and reach- 
ing the lens. It occurs more fre- 
quently from inflammation than 
lenticular cataract docs. The 
opacity may be either in the an- 
terior or in the posterior layer of 
the capsule, or it may be in both. 
>\hen the anterior layer alone is 
opaque, the opacity is close by 
the pupil, and it appears like a 
nebula, if you look at the eye 
from the front ; but if you take 
a ride view you impiediately see 


that tbe cornea is clear, and that 
the opacity is behind the pupil. ' 
— ^AVhoii i he posterior layer is 
opaque, you may distinguish it by 
its depth and the apparent con- 
cavity of the lens. Whenever 
radii arc seen in c^ataracts, Beer 
has given tliem as decisive marks 
of the cataract being capsular. 
But 1 have also found them to 
be lenticular, and tooccur in mid- 
dle aged persons. In its incipient 
state it is rather difficult to dis- 
tinguish capsular cataract from 
glaucoma ; but it may be known 
from thatdisease li\ -nj iln- 

reflection of the r.ix- I:::!.i Iti 
glaucoma ityou let the light fall 
through the centre of the pupil, 
you will see a whitish spot in the 
bottom of the eye; if you turn 
the eye a little to the right side 
you will see it then, and the 
same on the left side ; the spot 
follows the diflerent motions of 
the eye, according as you turn it 
either to the right or left side. 
On the other hand, the capsular 
cataract will remain stationary, 
and will always be seen in the 
same situation however you may 
vary the position of the eye. — 

, The patient also sees bust in a 
bright day whilst the sun is shin- 
ing; whereas a person with in- 
cipient capsular cataract can see 
best towards evening, when tbe 
pupil is more dilated. If you ap- 
ply belladonna also to the eye, 
the sight will be only more con- 
fused in a person having glauco- 
ma ; whereas in cataracct, by Hi- ' 
lating the pupil, the virion will 
be more impro ved. 

Now the different operations 
for cataract are, that of Jioiution, ■ 
where you admUthe aqeous hu 
mourupon the lens by laceratiag 
its cspsale ; rieprestonj in which

you remove thelensfrom the rays 
of vision by pushing it into the 
vitreous humour ; or ea^raction, 
in which yon remove the lens 
through a section of the cornea. 
There has been a fourth opera* 
tion described by Dr. Bowen, 
called hyalmyxis, which I think 
objectionable, on account of the 
inflammation likely to be caused 
in its performance. For further 
particulars respecting this opera- 
tion, i must refer you to the last 
number of Anderson’s Jour- 
nal of Foreign Medicine. I 
would only recommend you to 
try the three first. 

Previous to performing the 
operation, however, many points 
are to be considered. Before ex- 
traction , particularly, you should 
apply the belladonna, in order 
that the pupil may be dilated to 
its utmost extent. You obtain 
also a better knowledge of the 
internal state of the organ by this 
than by any other method ; and 
in all cases of amaurosis you 
should apply it. 1 will mention 
to you a case which shows the 
necessity of doing this. A gen- 
tleman afiplied to an oculist* in 
town for a dimness of vision ; he 
examined the eye very attentive- 
ly, and told him he had incipient 
amaurosis. But not being quite

satisfied, he went to another who 
applied belladonna, by which 
there was a deep-seated circum- 
scribed opacity discovered, 
which was supposed to be in the 
capsule and therefore in all 
cases in which there is the least 
doubt, I should advise you to 
apply belladonna. Byityouwill 
also detect the pretence of adhe- 
sions between the capsule and 
lens, which were not discemi- ^ 
ble before, and therefore, the 
utility of knowing this before 
operating is evident, as it would 
form an important objection to 
the performance of extrac- 
tion. In addition to becoming 
acquainted with these circum- 
stances, it will be also ne- 
cessary to know if the pati- 
ent be able to distinguish 
light from darkness sufficiently 
to tell where the window is 
placed, to tell if the hand or any 
other opaque body be placed 
before the eye, to tell if a candle 
be in the rcom, or to know ttm 
light of the fire. The motions 
of the iris should be free before ' 
you proceed to the operation of 
extraction. The cataract too 
should have formed witlioat 
pain, or any other symptom de- 
noting previous internal inflam- 
mation. The colour of the lens is 
also of importance toattend to, as 
if glaucoma be present the lens 
will have a greenish tint, and this 
is the best diagnostic mark of it. 
It has been said that this is not 
of much consequence, but 1 have 
never seen such cases terminate 
favorably. You should see also 
that there are no varicose vessels 
on theglobeofthe eye,tbat there 
is no ophthalmia existing, and 
that there is no pain in the bead. 
Yoa may, after satisf^iiig your* 
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sdvesyOii theiA jkotnta, proceed 
to the operetioo of extraction, 
which 1 shall .now describe. 

(Tbeinstraments required are 
thevkaifeaod the curette, having 
one extremity curved and sharp 
like a needle, and having a lit- 
tle scoop at the other end. The 
knife wnich is commonly used 
is Beer's of Vienna, it is of a tri- 
angular, figure, and cuts only on 
its lower edge* from Ita point 
backwards. Here is another 
(showing this and the former to 
the popiU) which was used by 
'Wenzel, who at one time made 
annual visits to this country to 
operate on persons having ca- 
taract ; it is in shape very much 
like the spear-pointed lancet, 
having a cutting edge on each 
side. (Here Mr. T. showed the 
Gttfettei and observed . that the 
scocfi part of it was inteuded to 
remove any portions of ;the lens 
which might remain in the an*' 
tecior ebamber.) Here are also 
two small knivas, having blunt 
extremities, for the purpose of 
ei^rging the incisiou of the cor- 
i^a if necessary ; these are con- 
vex and concave, but 1 prefer 
the.’ one having the cutting edge 
om its concavity. 

Although .the operation is 
most successful if the marks 
which 1 have given be present, 
yet if .the eye is not laftlcieoUy 
promioent. ai^dif the orbit f^o- 
jecta mueh ; if the lens is large, 
apdipsotudes much into the an- 
terior ; chamber, these would 
form, additional ohjectiona to the 
pe^fiprmance of Uie operation. 
The steps of the operation are, 
tihetjei:^the upper lid should be 
eievatedjaod fixed firmly against 
edge, of the orbit, by.

progresMi Of the inpiuon of the 
cornea l for as soon as that Js 
completed, he should immedir 
ately let the lid drop. iTou 
should then, with fore and 
middle fingers of your left hand, 
depress the lower lid a little, 
and prevent the globe of the 
eye being turned towards the 
nose in the wsy which 1 recom- 
mended when speaking of the 
removal of foreign bodies from 
the cornea. Then hold the 
knife between the fingers and 
thumb of your right hand, just 
as you would hold a pen, and put 
your ring and little fingers on 
the outer part of the cheek, in 
such a way, that although they 
' afford a proper support to the 
hand, they must not prevent 
your being able , to carry the 
point of the knife straight 
through the cornea, without 
shifting the position of the hand; 
if you allow the knife to recede 
in the least degree, the aqueous 
humourescapes, and the iris falls 
beneath the edge of the knife. 
You then intr^uce the knife 
from the outer part of the cor- 
nea, about a line beforo-'its junc- 
tion with the sclerotic, apd a 
little above the middle line of 
the cornea, giving the. point of 
the knife at first a slight incli- 
nation inwards, then carry it 
gently, and with an equal mo- 
tion, across the eye towards the 
inner canthus ; bringing the 
point out rather below than 
above the transverse diameter 
the cornea. Still, however, 
tliere is generally a portion of 
cornea to be divided beneaUi fh«,

1 beve eeeii 
it diiFided on the finger, but this 
is e bed pmeHoe; for if the pati- 
ent should give a sudden twitch 
of the eye, the finger slips 
against the globe, and might 
ciHlse the evacuation of a great 
paft of the vitreous humour. It 
is better, if you have any diffi- 
culty in finishing the section, to 
do it with the small curved knife, 
which 1 prefer to the scissors. 
You then introduce the curette 
with the convexity towards the 
cornea, and when you have got 
the point opposite the pupil, you 
turn it inwards, and lacerate 
freely the capsule of the lens, 
and then turn the convexity of 
the curette downwards, and thus 
caKfully withdraw it. You now 
make pressure, on the upper part 
of the globe, wuth the other end 
of the curette, and as soon as 
you see the lens moving from its 
situation, you gradually dimi- 
nish the pressure and the fens 
escapes. If you have any pro- 
lapsus of the iris, you desire the 
patient to close his eye as if 
asleep, and then you rub geutly 
on the lid, and that causes the 
iris to recover its proper shape ; 
but if after two or three times 
you find it does not retract, you 
might then cautiously evacuate 
a small portion of the vitreous 
hiiffiour, and this will generally 
succeed. 

When I was first elected to 
the Eye infirmary, it was the 
pu'aetice there to bleed subse- 
quently to the operation; but 
this sometimes occasioned faint- 
oiftg; sickness often followed, and 
by vomitingthe vitreous humour 
weaafoffsed out, aadifae eye tost. 


cause, the mere act of sneezing, 
coughing, or any gentle exer- 
tion, will sometimes ^duoe a 
loss of tho substance of the 
globe. On account of these 
trifiing injuries proving destruc- 
tive to tile or^n after extrac- 
tion, 1 was led to try what I 
could do by. depression, and ibis 
had been also .recommended by 
Hoy and Scarpa, and it appeam 
to me that.tlie objections urged 
to this Operation are not yalid. 

L lately petformed an operation 
for this disease with the needle, 
by which 1 lacerated, the capsule 
of tba lens as. in operating for soft 
cataract ; exposedthe lens to the 
aclimi of the aqueous hui- 
mour, by which a great part of 
it was absorbed, and afterwards 
depressed the firm nueleus.*^ 
1 have operated Oil almost all 
ages between fort^-five end se- 
venty-three, and in every cate 
with complete snccess. Kxtrac* 
tion requires, great practice, and 
as ameb manual dexterity as any 
operation in surgery, and a pm^ 
son without linvin!*- seen it fre- 
quently done would find it very 
difficult to perform. On the otb«r 
hand^ a person who has once 
been shown the needle opera- 
tion, call easily perform it; and 
another reason for adoptiog .it 
would be, the shorter time whi^ 
it requires in the performance. 

When the cataraciis soft, of a 
cheesy consistence, or fluid, you 
peiform another o peration ,name» 
ly, that of solution, whieh 1 
shall now describe. This is 
sometimes called the needle ope^ 
ration, and there are three ne^ 
dies in general use: The first es> 
lilaunders’ needle, which has a 
cutting edge from the point to 
ibd tboiild^ Aiio|t|er » .4bDt 
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used by Sir William Adams, 
which cats down the sides as 
well as at the shoulders; and 
the third is Scarpa's, which is 
curved a little at its extremity. 
The small open<ng^ made in the 
g’lobe in this operation is not of 
sufficient importance to form an 
objection to it. If yon find there 
is much difficulty in raising* the 
lid, you may use a speculum for 
the purpose, which is introduced 
between..the tarsus and the up- 
per lid. The operation is per 
formed either anterior to the iris, 
when it is called keratonysis, or 
behind it, when it is called the 
posterior operation. In the an- 
terior operation 1 prefer Saun- 
ders' needle, and it is introduced 
a little above the place where 
you introduce the knife; you 
then pass it on to the opposite 
side of the pupil with its flat 
side towards the iris, then turn 
the sharp edge to the capsule, 
and draw the needle several 
times up and down the capsule, 
so as freely to lacerate it, and 
then turn the needle and with- 
draw it. In the posterior ope- | 
ration, 1 generally use Sir Wm. 
Adams' needle; it is introduced 
just as much behind the anterior 
edge of the sclerotic as in the 
former operation it was intro- 
duced before it. You then carry 
the needle through the vitreous 
tumour to the lens, turn the 
needle freely between the finger 
and thumb, so as to break up 
tha structure of the leus, and 
lacerate its anterior capsule. 
Previous to performing any of 
thesej|the belladonna should be 
appli^, and if you should disco- 
ver any adhesions between the 
iris and the capsule, you should 
take this opportunity, of detach? i 


ing them, from all points bat 
one, as the iris will be drawn 
towards it, and a good pupil be 
left. The chief advantage of 
this operation appears to he, 
that the lens is not disturb- 
ed from its situation. You 
may generally judge of the 
laceration being sufficient by 
the iris becoming concave in- 
stead of remaining convex, and 
the aqueous humour becoming 
somewhat turbid. Fpr the thira 
mode of operating, namely that 
by DepreiHiont I generally use 
Soarpa's needle. This is intro- 
duced through.the sclerotic,about 
aline behind its junction with 
the cornea, then carried onwards 
to the lens, and when you have 
reached the centre of it, turn 
the curve of the needle down- 
wards and depress the lens with 
a little jerk downwards and out- 
wards by elevating the handle 
of the needle. There would be 
no objection to the performance 
of extraction, after the anterior 
operation, provided the nucleus 
of the lens did not, after a cer- 
tain time, appear* to be acted 
on by the aqueous humour. The 
common consequence of each 
variety of the needle operation, 
is iritis, which would yield to 
the treatment necessary for it, 
whether arising from common 
causes or from syphilis.— iSome- 
times after oxtraction or solution 
capsular oatoract takes place, 
without beiDg iattended with in- 
flammation or pain, and will 
require an operation for its re- 
moval, which is just like that of 
the posterior operation, which 
1 have just described. You will 
recollect the case of the boy on 
whom l operated a week or two 
ago» who had ; 
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the divide capsule has been 
retracted by the uction of the 
iris from the use of belladonna, 
and a very good pupil is now 
formed. 

The Congenital cataract is 
generally capsular, and if the 
operation be not performed in 
five or six years, the lens becomes 
absorbed. It often happens, 
after this operation, that por- 
tions of the capsule remain 
in the anterior chamber for 
years, without uii(liTg<iiis>! any 
perceptible change. I'here is 
a young woman who comes 
occasionally to the Eye In- 
firmary who was operated on 
fifteen years since, and in the 
anterior chamber you may see 
the pieces of the capsule. I 
operated on seven of these cases 
last year ; and in one patient 
puriici.hiily, I wished to see the 
cHi-i-i nf n-moving the lens from 
its situation, and therefore! broke 
lip the opaque matter of the lens 
in one eye and pushed as much 
as 1 could into the anterior 
chamber, whilst I allowed the 
lens to remain in ftif u in the 
other eye. In the firat, 1 was 
obliged to repeat the operation, 
and ill the other the absorption 
went on very well, and they 
both ultiirmtely succeeded. 1 
bave, in addition to the nume- 
rous cases on which 1 have ope- 
rated, repeatedly seen the ope- 
ration perrormed by others, and 
have never observed any inju- 
rious consequences attend them. 
You may lacerate the lens and 
its capsule very freely, particu- 
larly in the young subject. Mr. 
Tyrrell performed the dif- 
ferent operationa several times, 
on of sbeep, to the dif- 


ferent parts of the clasa, and ob- 
served at the close of the lecture, 
that, he ;did not know whether 
he had been stiflUcientlyexplJcU; 
but added, that if any gentleman 
wished to sec any part of the 
operations repealed, that he 
I should feel most happy in doing 
so, as it was his wish that the 
operations on such a delicate 
and important organ, should be 
thoroughly understood.*

Since that time the urethra had 
gradually become contracted at 
its external orifice ; and the pa- 
tient slates that he had spent 
ab >ve 400/. in inefTeclually en- 
deavouring to procure relief, and 
was at last forced to apply to the 
hospital. 

From the time of bis admit- 
tance here, attempts to enlarge 
the urethra had been made, by 
means of bougies, but without 
success, although a small cat- 
gut one could, with very great 
difilculiy, be introduced. The 
cicatrix at the month of the ure- 
thra, was so unyielding as to 
make it impossible to dilate it, 
and at last an operation was pro- 
posed and consented to, as the 
only means of giving and pro- 
curing an abatement of the suf- 
fering, occasioned by the inabi- 
lity to discharge his urine freely. 

Mr. LY^N having, after 
great difficulty, introduced a very 
small probe, be, with a sharp 
pointed scalpel, made an indsion 
down upon it through the cica- ’ 
trix at the mouth of the urethra ;

ST. GEORGEVS HOSPITAL. 

Friday July 23.— Mr. Brodie 
amputated the thigh of a man 
with a diseased knee joint. 

The operation was conducted 
in the usual manner, and fonr 
arteries required ligatures. On 
examination of the joint after 
the operation, the patella was 
found to be anchylosed with the 
os femoris in the trochlea, and 
caries in the cartilages of the 
joint had commenced.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 
OF COrUGNIUS. 

This celebrated anatomist was 
born at Ruvp, on the 29(h of 
December 1736. His father, 
Michael Cotugniiii, was not rich, 
hut ho iffired notbiiig in order 
to fivoldt iqft edueatioo. 


I TUG Niue could speak the Latin 
tongue with fluency. At the age 
of eighteen, be contested for the 
situation of physician to the Ho$* 
pitnl des Tncurahlet, at Naples, 
and succeeded in obtaining it. 
When only twenty years old, the 
governors of this hospital ap* 
pointed him to the chair of sur- 
gery, which had been once filled 
% the distinguisbed Marcus 
Aurelius Severin. In 170 J, 
scarcely twenty-six years of age, 
CoTUGMUB published his dis- 
covery of the aqueducts of the 
vestibule and cochlea, which are 
also called the aqueducts of Co- 
TUGNius, in honour of the an- 
atomist who first discoi'ered 
them. At this period he also 
made known to the world that 
the labyrinth was filled by 
lymph, and not by air, as anato- 
mists, prior to tho time of CO- 
TUQNius, had always imagined. 
In tbii same year (1761) he dis- 
covered the naso-palatine nerve. 
Scarpa discovered this nerve at 
the same time as CoTUGNiUB,or, 
we believe, rather before bmi, 
and therefore the merit of the 
discovery is generally given to 
Scarpa, alibough the investi- 
gations of CoTUGNius were 
made without hi* being in the 
least acquainted with those of 
the Pavian Professor. 

CoTUGMUB will be classed 
among the most celebrated me- 
dical men of Italy ; bis labours 
on the car entitle him to hold 
tbe highest rank among anato- 
mists; medicine is indebted to 
him for a valuable treatise on 
sciatica ; and physics for ideas 
wbleb may have assisted in the 
dtsisi^ery of galvan^m; and

thrpe w'eeks of his existence. His 
appetite was bad, cotintenaoce 
pale, and body emaciated. The 
abdomen was very much en- 
larged ; there was a conuderable 
prominence midway between the 
umbilicus and scorbicular cordis, 
the edge of the liver could be 
distinctly felt, the lower ribs and 
scrobiculus cordis were pushed 
forwards, and on the external 
surface were several veins, which 
gave the swelling a blueish ap- 
pearance. No pulsation what- 
ever could be felt in the tumour. 
The pat ent experienced so much 
pain in the loins, from the pres- 
sui^ of tW swelling on the 
lumW nerves, that he wm 
obliged, in order to get ease, to 
lie on his knOes and elbbws.

On the day after hfe tteath' 
the body was examined by 
Or. Elliotson, in the presence, 
of three or four pupils, when 
the foliowing appearances were 
observed. On mekiug a longi- 
tudinal incision through the in- 
teguments of the abdomen, it 
was found thai they strongly 
adhered by means of a firm liga- 
mentouB substance, to a tumor 
which existed in that cavity. 
After the skin was dissected 
back, a large tumour presented 
itself to the view, occupying 
more than the upper half of the 
abdomen; having for its houn* 
daries sii()eriorly, the diaphragm^ 
to which it adhered, and Wmch 
it pressed so much upwards that' 
the size of the chest was oenV 
siderably diminishod ; laterally 
the inferior ribs, tod inferiof^y 
the intestlnei. On examin- 
ing it more oareNly»., it was 
rdubd :^at this ’ . sweUihg was 
composed of two parts, the fe^. 
lobe of tbo liver forming the 
anterior and most prominent, 
and a large cyst the inisrior and 
posterior part. The left lobe off 
the liver was, ihro.ug^nt its 
whotV substance, in a iober<; 
culat^ Mate, and had pb Its tit- 
terior surface several prOmlneoMS^' 
which were soft and fluctuatiii|g 
to the feel, and were fi^bd w 
be ditiinct cysts containing soft', 
curd-like fflaiter, The felt lobe; 
was so much enlarged^ that it 
formed the whole anterior part 
iOf the tumour, and fbfibd the 
ngbtjflbenf the flvW behind* 
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i^n, until the left lobe was 
raised. The next part of the 
tanieor was composed of a larg^e 
cyst formed of thickened peri- 
tonenm, covered anteriorly by 
the posterior surface of the leh 
lobe of the liver, and containing^ 
a large quantity of dark coagru- 
laled blood, and a little cheesy 
matter. This cyst was firmly 
eonnected to the duodenum in- 
ferioriy, and the stomach on the 
left side. Externally it was of a 
red and blue colour, beingr red 
in some parts and blue in others. 
On the upper part of its internal 
surface, there was a deposit of 
thick coagulable lymph. The 
tumour was now removed, in 
order to ascertain its weight and 
dimensions. The whole mass 
(comprising the liver and cyst) 
wmghed 16lb and a 4 avoirdu- 
pois.^ The larger circumference 
of the tumour measured about 18 
inches, the smaller circumference 
12. The right lobe of the 
liver was rather smaller than 
natural, the external surface un- 
even, and covered with tuber- 
cles, wbich w^re in their inci- 
pient state. It was of a dark 
brown colour, aud of a firm con- 
sistence throngbout. The vena 
cava inferior, and abdominal 
aorta, were carefully traced : the 
vena cava was not compressed, 
nor was the acM'la ruptured in 
any part of its course. With the 
exception of the kidneys, spleen, 
and pancreas, none ot the abdo- 
minal viscera had preserved 
their natural colour ; the intes- 
tines, bladder, and stomach, being

of a greennhpnrpjeebloar. There 
was a slight eilbsion of dark 
colonred fttiid into the cavity of 
the abdomen, and at the upper 
part of the left lobe of the liver, 
there was some coagulated blood, 
wbich was surrounding one of 
the cysts that had given way. 
The peritoneum all over was as 
diversified in its colour as the 
intestines. 

I'he chest was very much con- 
tracted from the pressure of the 
tumour ; the lungs were healthy, 
excepting at the lower part, 
where they adhered to the dia- 
phragm. The heart was small ; 
and on the external surface of the 
right and left ventricles, there 
was a kind of gelatinous sub- 
stance, which on minute exami- 
nation appeared to be composed 
of hydatids..

I have seen pupils 
anxioubiy listening at the bed side 
for something that might lie said, 
and, in the moment of disappoint- 
roeiit, as anxiously enquiring oi 
each other wiiat tlie case really ' 
was, hut without being able to 
gain the slightest satisfactory in* 
furfflation. Indeed, it often liap« 
pens that some of the pupils can- 
not even get a sight of the patient. 
But is such a practice on the part 
of the surgeons just t Ought they 
to be perfectly indifferent whether 
the students obtain itie informn- 
tion they pay for, or not ? Does 
not every examination at tlie Col- 
lege imply at least the contrary t 
Wliat docs u young man enter at 
an Hospital fw 2 Is it to obtain 
information, or is it merely to 
walk into the wards aud then to 
walk out again? It is not expect- 
ed that a surgeon will stop and 
give a lecture dver every palienf. 
But why is not some regulation 
adopted, by which all the stu- 
dents, in succession, may have a 
aighl of the patient, and a goml 
view of every local case which 
happens to .be bo external and 
visible one? Why are they hot 
more frequently made acquainted 
with the name*, and real nature

We should not then hear 
some of the pupils say, “ 7yiere 
iVc nothitig to be learnt here!” 
ami others^ We must ctUch 
tekut we can” 

Upon the wholes it must be 
manliest to every reflecting mind, 
that some sort of reform is want- 
ing ; a little more sterling bed- 
side instruction in exchange for 
that culpable silence aud reserve 
which is now so common. I must 
not, however, confine my com- 
piaiiits to the surgeons only. I 
have beard also repeatedly, the 
same kind of dUsatisfaction ex- 
pressed by Students, n regard to 
Hospital Physicians, lha that 
they bestow little or uo pains in 
giving instructtoii to their pupils 
while passing through the wards. 

I rely on your impartiality, and 
am convim^ of your desire to 
assist the medical student in the 
imporhint acquisitioii of that 
knowledge, which is necessary to 
enable him to practice with c^it 
to himself, and satisfactiun to bis

the muscles and tendons connec- 
ted to the joint are very much 
injured, especially the subscapii- 
laris. Whenever the thigh bone 
is dislocated into the foramen 
ovale, the fibres of tbepectinalis 
are torn, and those of the adduc- 
tor are very much injured. There 
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tk 0 tendona of tlie Maples, wbich 
were torn trough, beoomo iini> 
ted, and the miiflcles accotniiio- 
date their action to their new 
axes, and theiimbis thus per- 
manently fixed. This account 
sliows the folly of attcmpting- 
tb reduce a dislocation after a 
long* time has elapsed. Even 
in one case where the dislocation 
of the humerus had only existed 
six weeks, the fibrea and tendons 
of the snbscapularis and teres 
minor were torn through in at- 
tempting to reduce it, and caUsed 
the death of the: patient.— 
Although dislocations generally 
arise from violence, and are ac- 
companied b^ laceration of the 
ligaments of the joint, yet they 
sometimes happen from rc2cfa*d- 
tten of hgaments only. This 
is especially likely to oebur 
where there has been an abun- 
dance of synovia secreted, which 
must have the effect of distend- 
ing the capsule, thereby weaken- 
ing the articulation. The patella 
is sometimes dislocated from this 
cause. If are put and 

kept long upon the stretch, their

fully upon the stretch for abhour, 
by way of punishment, whilst 
on bbard a ship in the. East In- 
dies, and he could luxate and 
reduce his shoulder hi pleasure. 
— ^Dislocations frequently arise 
from ttlcerof ton of tfie jbints, by 
which the ligaments are detach- 
ed, and the bones b'ecbme,elter- 
od in their relation to eiach other, 
this frequently haj^ns in the 
hip. There is a preparation 
in the Museum, of the knee dis- 
iocated by ulceration, and an- 
chylosed at right angles with 
the femur. Diilocatious are 
sometimes ^eompamed with 
fracture. At the ancle joint a 
dislcNsation seldom occurs with- 
out fracture of the fibula; Some- 
times the acetabulum is broken 
in dislocations of the hip-joint^ 
When a bone is both fractured 
and dislocated, it is best to reduce 
the dislocation, without loss of 
time, taking care that the frac- 
tured part be strongly bandaged 
in splints, to prevent any in- 
jury being done to the muscles ; 
for if this be not done at first 
it cannot afterwards, without, 
in all probability, disuniting 
the fracture. Disloccdions are 
sometimes partial, at other 
times complete. The ande is 
often partially dislocated, resW 
ingpnrtly antheaslragiili»,vod 
* 3 
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in part on the os navicalare.-^ 
Tlie os bameri is sometimes 
thrown forwards against the 
coracoid process, resting on the 
edge of tbo glenoid cavity. 
Yoimg persons, and persons ad- 
vanced in life, have more fre- 
quently fractures than dislo- 
cations. 1 have known a dis- 
location of the hip-joint occur 
in a child nine years old ; but 
these accidents are very rare ; 
what are generally described 
as cases of dislocation arise 
usually from ulceration, as 1 
explained to you when sj)eak- 
ing of disease in the hip-joint. 
A Compound Dtaheation is 
that in which the articulating 
surfaces are not only displaced, 
but in which there is also a 
division of the integuments and 
capsular ligament, by which 
. the cavity of the joint is laid 
open. It is generally attended 
with some danger from the in- 
flammation of the lacerated li- 
gament and synovial membrane 
which speedily succeeds ; this is 
soon followed by suppuration, 
and granulations arise from the 
surface of the secreting mem- 
brane. But I should say that it 
was a very serious injury, or 
otherwise, according to the 
treatment which it receives. 
It vru the pmctice formerly to 


poultice, but ibis , is now laid> 
aside, as it produced a train 
of bad symptoms, and seldom 
terminated favourably. After 
reducing tho dislocation, bring 
the integuments closely toge- 
ther by adhesive plasters, and 
let the joiut remain undisturbed 
for several days, and it is proba- 
ble that adhesion will take 
place. If there should be 
great difficulty in reducing the 
dislocation, as, for example in 
the ancle, it is better to saw off 
the protruded portion of bone, 
especially when there is great 
spasmodic action of the muscles; 
the bone afterwards granulates, 
and if passive motion be used in 
proper time, a very useful joint 
may be restored. The elbow is 
not likely to do so well in this 
case as the ancle ; but 1 shall say 
more on this subject when 1 
am speaking of the particular 
dislocations. The difficulty in 
reducing a dislocation is in pro- 
portion to the time which has 
been allowed to elapse after tho 
accident. In recent cases, it is 
easily effected, but if it has 
happened aJew days, or at most 
a few weeks, it is reduced with 
great difficulty. Still, however, 
difficulties arise from other causes, 
which wg shall presently: men- 
tioiL be

ject the redaction of the hume- 
rus ought never to be atisempted 
after three months, bdt if the 
patient be less muscular, four 
months should be the utmost 
limit. In the dislocation of the 
thigh two months may be fixed 
un as the time, beyond which it 
would be wrong to make any 
Attempt, except in a person of 
very relaxed fibre, when a little 
more time maj* be allowed. In 
these cases, when it has been ^ 
said the dislocations have been 
reduced a long time after 
the accident, the patient lias 
never been able to use the Joint 
extensively. Difficulties like- 
wise arise from the head of the 
bone catching against the articu- 
lating cavity, as in the disloca- 
tion of the thigh bone into the 
foramen ovale, and isehiatic 
notch, where it is necessary to 
raise the head before it can be 
returned ; or where the head of 
the bone is larger than its cervix, 
as in dislocatioiiSv'of the radius, 
it was thought that the opening 
in the ligement was 

P ll, and therefore iiup^ed 
m of the bone ; , but such

as the opening in it was suffi- 
ciently lai^e to allow the head 
of the bone to pass out, so 
jt must also allow it to bo ro_ 
turned through the same aper- 
ture. The peertiiar ligaments 
of joints sometimes prevent the 
reduction of dislocations, as in 
the k nee, where the bone s hou]d 
be moved in such a directiun as 
to relieve that l|||pament which 
remains entire. The ligaments 
of the ancle joint are of extraor- 
dinary strength, and the bones 
of this joint will often rather 
break than their ligaments give 
way. The mueele^ form the 
principal obstaclo to the reduc- 
tion ; the rigid involuntary con- 
traction of the muscles is im- 
minse, and this power is pro- 
portioned, to the length of time 
which has elapsed after the 'in- 
jury: it continues even some- 
time after death. This power 
is to be overcome by general 
relaxation effected by constitu- 
tional remedies ; and by gentle, 

; but continued force. Hence the 
‘ great advantage of considering 
the power and dirootiun of the 
larger muscles previous to mak- 
ing any attempts at reduction. 
The most powerful mechanical 
I means would fail, unaided by 
I constitutional remedies. The

the dislocated arm. Tbe re* 
duction of the bone is to bo 
attempted, after lessening the 
powers of the muscles by fixing 
one bone and drawing the other 
towards its socket. The force 
should be gradually applied, and 
it is in this way only that that 
state of fatigue and relaxation are 
produced which are sure to fol- 
low continued extension. and hot 
attempt at once to overpower 
the action of the muscles.**- 
Giseat attention should be paid 
to the fixing of that bone in 
which the socket is placed. If, 
for example, iii attesipting to 
reduce a dislocation of the 
shoulder, the scapula be held 
by one person, and two pull at 
the arm, the scapula is neoeSsa- 
rily drawn With the humeHiS, 
and the extension is very imper- 
fectly made.

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of assiitants,aie sadden, violent, 
and often ^l^irected, and such 
force is mere likely to produce 
a tearing' of the parts, than to 
restore *he bone to its former 
situation. First pass a wetted 
roller round the limb, and over 
this, buckle on the leather with 
the ring's to winch the puliics 
are to be tixed. l Juving lixed 
them on, draw the cord very 
gently, until youfcel the muscles 
making some resistance, then 
rest two or three minutes and 
extend again ; and so on until 
you' see the muscles beginning 
to quiver, and by a little further 
extension they will bo overcome, 
and the bone easily slips into 
the socket. Sometimes the 
bone goes into the joint without 
producing any noise; therefore 
care should bo taken that tho 
extension bo not kept up too 
long. It is not necessary in 
recent dislocations, to use pul- 
lies, excepting those of the 
thigh, in which they should 
always be used ; and they should 
be used also in dislocations of 
the shoulder, which have re**- 
mained long unreduced. The 
b^t place to fix the pullios, is 
on the bone to be reduced. The

the bone will not remain in 
its situation until tho muscles 
Burrouiiding the joint recover 
their action. After tho reduc- 
tion, rest is necessary for some 
time, to allow the ruptured liga- 
ments to unite, which would 
be prevented by exercise. Rest 
is the principal thing to be at- 
tended to, and guard agiainst an 
excess of inflammatory action 
in the joint and neighbouring 
parts, by an oraporating lotion, 
as the white wash, and by the 
application of leeches if neces- 
sary. 

I shall no'vv speak of Dinloca^ 
Homo/ Jhc Spine, or of those 
accidents that arc usually consi- 
dered such. If dislocation of 
tho spine do ever happen, it is 
a very rare accident, and 1 have 
never met with a case of it. — 
Still it is possible that disloca- 
tion of the cervical vertobroe 
might happen as the articu- 
lating processes arc more 
oblique in them than in the 
other vertebrm. Dialoeations 
of the spine seldom occur with- 
out a fracture of the articulating 
processes, or of thcarches of the 
verlebrsB. Whenever f^ctore 
happens, displacement is gene- 
rally the immediate result, and 
the spinal marrow becomes cvm- 
pressed by tho arches of the 
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Tertebne. When the cervical 
and dorsal vertebrae arc frac- 
tured^ the spinal marrow is ge- 
nerally tom, but in the luihbar 
vertebra) tlie medulla spinalis 
beebmes firmer, and Is not so 
easily lacerated. The symptoms 
produced by pressure on the 
spinal marrow, are a loss of aen- 
sibiiity and of motion in the 
parts supplied from that portion 
of the meiiulla below the acci- 
dent. The extent of the effects 
of the injury must therefore de- 
pend on its approximation to 
the brain. If the upper verte- 
brn be injured, sensation is lost 
in the upper extremities ; if the 
dorsal vertebrse, or upper 1 umbar, 
tho lower extremities become 
insensible, and if the lumbar be 
injured, the feces pass involun- 
tary, and the urine is retained : 
these phenomena may be ac- 
counted for in this way ; the 
nerves of volition supplying the 
sphincter ahi are injured, and the 
pbvrer pf retention is lost, whilst 
the involuntary peristaltic action 
of the intestines continues *, the 
nerves supplying the accelehi- 
tbi'/M urinm being in part derived 
from the cauda equina have 
their functions destroyed, the 
will has no influence on the 
bladder, and the evacuation of 
the urine is prevented, being 


oppo^ by the elasticity of the 
urethra. ’ Whbn ^e patient be- 
comes very weak, and is almost 
dying, the urine passes away in 
stillicedio. frbm the elasticity of 
the urethra being diminished. 
Persons live sometimes three or 
four weeks after the accideut ; 
but in a case or two that 1 can 
recollect they lived between 
three and four months. One 
man recovered so far that he 
could change his place in bed^ 
and dress hiin.sclf, but he never 
recovered the use of the lower 
extremities. When the injury 
has been received bn the dorsal, 
the intestines are very much 
distended with air, and the func- 
tions of the abdominal viscera 
are very much disturbed. A 
person having a fracture of the 
dorsal vertebr® commonly lives 
about a fortnight or three weeks. 
One gentleman lived rather 
more than nine months after the 
accident. But the time you 
may exp«)ct your patient to live 
will depend Very much whether 
the injury is near Or distant ftOm 
the cervical vertebra— ^whether 
the displacement is slight or 
otherwise, and upon the degree 
of injury the spinal' marrow has 
sustained. If the cerrtca/ ver- 
tebra be broken, death soon 
follows. Paralysb of the upper 
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exjtremities is sjore to be the re- 
salt* aod aliso of the lower parts 
of the body* bat this paralysis is 
not complete. The fourth and 
fifth cervical are most commonly 
fractured; the intercostal mus- 
cles are paralysed ^ r<;spi ration is 
very difficultj and wholly per- 
formed by the diaphrag'ni, and 
the patient dies sometimes in 
about thirty hour^, but generally 
from 3 to 7 days. The abdomen 
is also distended from flatulency 
as when the dorsal vertebree 
have been injured. The other 
symptoms are the same as in 
fractures belowthe cervical as re- 
gards the lower extremities* 
the bladder and the sphincter 
ani. If any of the cervical ver- 
tebreebe broken above the fourth, 
death is immediately the result; 
the phrenic nerve is paralysed, 
and the action of the diaphragm 
consequently suspended* and 
respiration can be no longer per- 
formed. Fractures sometimes 
occur icithaut displacement, and 
by admitting of unnatural posi- 
tions of the spinal column pro- 
duce symptoms of irritation* and 
■onietimes by allowing pres- 
sure cause death. This fractu^ 
f shewing a preparation ) with- 
out displacement* happened in a 
child who lived nearly twelve 
months after the acdilbnt; he 


was obliged to walk very care- 
fully, and to support his head 
with his hand when he wished 
to turn towards any i>artici?lar 
object. On dissection it was 
found that the atlas was broken 
through* and that the processus 
dcnlaius cf the second cervical 
I vertebra bad so far lost its sup- 
^ port, that under the diflTerent in- 
clinutions of the head* great 
I care was necessary to prevent 
its pressing on the spinal mar- 
row. Sometimes portions of the 
spinous-processes are broken off, 
but these affect thespinal marrow 
in no other way* than that the 
blow necessary to accomplish 
the one usually produces a oon- 
cussioo of the other. Extrava- 
sation sometimes takes place 
into the spinal, canal f^om very 
severe blows upon the vertebne* 
and if in any considerable quan- 
tity* produces the usual symp- 
toms of compression. From the 
cause just mentioned, thespinal 
marrow is also liable to eon^s- 
sion. The lower extremities 
become ^^aralytic in a degree 
proportioned to the violence of 
the injury. The patient lies in 
great pain* and unable to raise 
himself : if you desire him to 
draw bis thighs towards bis 
abdomen, he dpes so with great 
difficulty. A case of this kind 
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-was broug-bt into the otifer hos- 
pital ; he was cupped repeatedly 
in the loins, and afterwards 
had a blister applied which was 
kept open by vngt. siiLtnee, 
his bowels kept open with 
rahmel and other purgfatives, 
hiid II •>!iiniil!ir.;i:: 1:1111111 :it ii;i b* .1 
daily on the lower extremities. 
In six weeks the motion and 
sunsaCion of his lugs had almost 
returned, and ho completely re- 
covered at the end of ten weeks. 
In one case of concussion it was 
found on dissection, that the 
spinal marrow was lacerated, 
and the person died with paraly- 
sis ii) the lower extremities and 
abdomen. It was found in an 
experiment which Mr. Cline 
made on the spinal marrow of a 
dog, that it re-united after divid- 
ing it, by pressure. Mr. H. Cline 
was the first man who took a 
scienlilic view of fractures of the 
vertebrae, attended with displace- 
ment. He proposed removing 
the arch of the displaced vertebra 
by Hey* 8 saw. Ho performed 
the operation once, but not suc- 
ccsfuUy, and be had not an op- 
portimity of rejvcating it. Mr 
Tyrrell very lately performed 
the same operation ; he made 
an incision on the depressed 
bone, as the patient was lying 
on bis chest, and removed the 


arch; the patient lived three 
weeks afterwai^^ On dissee- 
tion there was ^teiisive perito- 
neal inflammation found, but 
arising from what cause it is dif- 
ficult to say. There is no reason 
why the operation should not be 
performed. It is not difilcult ; it 
gives no pain, and the patient 
cannot recover unless it be tried ; 
it gives him therefore the best 
possible chance. There is ji 
greater probability of recovery 
in the lumbar, than when the 
injury is received in the dorsal 
vertebrsB.

GUV^S HOSPITAL. 

Case of Gunshot Wound which 
terminated fatally. 

James D. aged 20, patrolc, was 
admitted into Accident M^ard of 
this Hospital, July 21st, under 
the care of Mr. Key, with a 
vronnd of the left thigh. The 
wound was inflicted in the fol- 
lowing manner; whilst the man 
was drawing a pistol, w hich was 
loaded with slugs, from his belt 
on the right side, the pistol went 
off, and lodged the contents in 
the superior and anterior part of 
the left thigh. Profuse hemor- 
rhage took place, and the patient 
states that he lost two quarts of 
blood, which perhaps is rather 
more than he actually and 
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tha^ H WAS quite black The blnoil 
ill one continued strenm. 
The wound, wins situated between 
the recios sHTtorius, extend- 
ed nearlv five inches in length 
aiid tlin.*e in breadth, and the 
bait of the sartorius was 
lie. laid bare. Some slugs 
haa been extracted before he 
caine to the hospital, and at the 
tijiie of his admission the pulse 
was a hundred and full. Poul- 
tices were ordered at first, but 
afterwards Mr. Ke v directed that 
the oleum tcrcbinlhinu'. should 
be pnt to the pari warm. 

July 22d. — Slept a little 
during iho night, hut feels in 
oonsiderable pain to-tiaj. The 
pulse is 9f} and soft, and tongue 
rather furred. Has had no mo- 
tion since . the accident, nor for 
t'vn) days: before. Is unable to 
pass hfs niine, which is obliged i 
to be drawn off for him. Jnfus. \

The limb was examined on | 
the following day by Mr. Key. j 
There was great swelling of the i 
limb, and effusion under the in- ' 
teguments, together with con- j 
siderablc sinusscs between the 
vastus internus and rectus. The 
wound presented a largcslough- 
ing surface, with the sartorius 
muscle crossing the middle of! 
it, and extended nearly halfj 
way down the thigh. Below 
the wound there was great dis- 
coloration of the integuments; 
the muscles in the neighbour- 
hood of the ii\jury were great, 
and could be easily torn by the 
linger. The leg was also 
swollen. The femoral artery 
was removed, and examined on 
the following day ; it was 
wounded just at the point where 
it passes under the sartorius. 

The other parts of the body 
were not inspected. 

No operations have been per- 
formed here this week, and the 
principal accidents are a frac- 
ture of the ilium, and neck of 
the .thigh bone.

Gentlemen, 1 shall occupy 
your time this morning in speak- 
ing of the history and treatment 
of gonorrhoea, of its conse- 
quences, and the treatment re- 
quired for their cure. 

Gonorrltcpa. 

Gonorrhoea, as most other in- 
flammations, may be either acute 
or chronic ; it may appear either 
in the acute or chronic form, and 
it is not at all necessary that it 
should be acute at the onset.— • 
When gonorrhoea first makes its 
appearance, the symptoms are, 
as 1 doubt not you all well know, 
an itching and tingling sensation 
at the extremityof the penis, to- 
gether with some degree of pain 
just opposite tothefrsenum.Tnere 
are also slight swelling and red- 
ness of the meatus, a smarting 
in passing the urine called ardor 
UTifuBf and at night pB,infdl erec- 
tions of the penis, which is some- 
what curved. The disc^rge is 
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yellow or green, (I am speaking* 
of the acate form of this com- 
plaint) and when the inflamma- 
tion is ^siderable, there is pain 
extending- from the glans along 
the urethra to the perineum, a 
frequent desire to void the urine, 
chordee aud hemorrhage. Go- 
norrhoea is always produced by 
contagion ; 1 believe that this 
complaint w hen acute never acis- 
esspontaneously. I will justenu- 
inerate the consequences of go- 
norrhoea at present, but will 
treat of them by and bye ; they 
arc bubo, excoriations, irritable 
bladder, hernia bumoralis or 
swelled testicle, gonorrhoeal 
opthalmia and gleet. 

Treatment of Gonorrhoea. 

In my own practice 1 never 
use stimulants or astringents in 
the early period of gonorrhoea, 
that is, if there is ardor urinse, 
frequent desire to make water, 
or pain in the penis and perineum; 
the plan 1 pursue is as follows. 
Ifthe symptoms are very severe, 

I bleed generally, this is however 
very rarely required, and freely 
open the bowels; the beet ca- 
thartic 1 know of, is the common 
one used in these hospitals, com- 
pound extract of colocynth and 
calomel; and these should be 
followed by saline purgatives. — 
If there is chordee, 1 use opium 
internally, and to the part itself, 
and sometimes apply leeches. 1 
object to the use of cold in the 
early and acute stages of gonor- 
rhoea, on account of its liability 
ta produce a sudden stoppage of 
thedischaTge,forthenyou would 
prob^blly have hernia humoralis, 
a^disease of a more troublesome 
nature than the gonorrhoea itself.

most importance to ebjoin the 
patient to keep the recumbent 
posture , with the penis and testes 
well supported. If the patient 
is in a situation of life so that be 
can remain at rest without any 
serious inconvenienceto himsell^, 
it will tend materisOQy te cut 
short the progress of tbo com- 
plaint, and to abate the violence 
of the symptoms which are usual- 
ly severe in the commencement 
of gonorrho(ia; if from any cause, 
.such as fear of discovery by his 
parents, &c. he cannot do this, 
be very particular in recommend- 
ing him to abstain from all vio- 
lent exorcise and excesses of any 
kind. In cases where these 
directions have been attended 
to, 1 have always succeeded in 
curing a gonorrhoea at the end 
of a fortnight from its first ap- 
pearance, but where they have 
been neglected, 1 have seen the 
complaint exist for weeks, 
months, and almost years. The 
way in which rest is of so much 
service to a patient labouring 
under the acute stage of gonor- 
rheea, is by acting as direct 
sedative ; exercise, on die con- 
trary, keeps up irritation, which 
already exists, and thus adds fuel 
to the fire. The diet should be 
attended to ; the patient should 
be kept on a low diet, and ho 
should not take animal food 
whilst the symptoms are se- 
vere, nor on any account in- 
dulge in the use of wine or 
any spirituous drinks. When 
the severity of the com- 
plaint has subsided, and: the, 
discharge become of a light' 
colour,! begin with the copaiba, 
and after the inflammatory stage 
has passed away, 1 never use 
any other remedy, for 1 have 
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seldom found it 1 have 
tried eubebs extewvcly, hnt 
the result ef my ejrperience is, 
that it is in no respect a better 
medicine than the copaiba, and 
when you consider the quantity 
of eubebs neccssai^ to be taken 
before any effect is produced, I 
think that itwill be an additional 
ar^ment in favour of the co- 
paiba. Before the copaiba is 
^iven, the bowels should be 
freely opened, else sickness and 
nausea will come on. Whenl 
first came to these hospitals, 
nay, even till very lately, the 
copaiba was given clean, in a 
little peppermint water ; few 
persons, particularly females, 
can take it in this way, for 
amon|f eight or ten who take 
it, SIX or seven are made 
sick, therefore 1 now use a form 
which agrees with most sto- 
machs, the copaiba mixture ; 
copaiba, subcarbonate of potash, 
and mucilage ; few complain of 
this making them sick. 1 think 
tliat the copaiba does not pro- 
duce the desired effect on ac- 
count q| its being given in too 
small d&es ; half a drachm and 
even a drachm may be exhibited 
at a time. The bowels should 
be kept open during the use of 
the copaito, by a solution of 
sulphate of magnesia, or what 
1 use in private practice, sedlitz 
powders. Although 1 am fond 
of the copaiba, and think it a 
highly efficient romedy in the 
cure of gonorrhoea, it is of the 
utmost import/ince that the pre- 
cise time at which its exhibi- 
tion becomes proper should be 
distinctly known ; copaiba is 
improper in the acute stage 
of the Odmplaint, for then it may 
produce an affection of the tes-j 


tide, and other complhintt ninii^ 
worse than thegohcif^eBa itiioff.

will find it in general answer 
the purpose. When the copaiba 
does not stop the dischar^, 
(which is very seldom the case) 
slightly astringent injections 
may be employed ; if their use 
can be dispensed with, itwill be 
better, for although they may be 
exceedingly weak, they are apt 
sometimes to produce hernia hu- 
moralis. The injections 1 prefer 
are those r> rit»:iiiiiig alum, zinc, 
or niifrrtfe of silver. These are 
the injections I have found 
most beneficial in similar afifoc- 
tion.s of the conjunctiva, that is, 
when there is a copious dis- 
charge from it ; and considering 
that this membrane closely re- 
seiilblcis the lining membrane 
of the urethra, 1 in consequence 
employ them in gononhoaa 
vi'heo injections are necessary. 

1 before mentioned that go- 
norrhoea may occurin the chronic 
form, especially when a persbn 
has had it several times before. 
The fifth or sixth clap is not Ub- 
frequently of a very mild cha- 
racter, and as 1 stsited at the 
commencement, is chronic froih 
the very onset, that it, it is at- 
tended with all those symptoms 
which characterize a gonorrhoea 
of long standing, lii Ifars fohb 
of gonorrhoea there is no arddr 
urina, no chordee, and a very 
light coloured discharge.

exposed, lie had taken copaiba 
and cuhehn, without deriving 
any benefit. On inquiring into 
his former cu^^tornii, I found he 
bad been accustomed to take 
one or two glasses of'stiir grog" 
every night at bed -time which 
he had recently omitted, on 
account of his complaint. I ad- 
vised him, however, to have 
recourse to his old practice, but 
to take gin in preference to any 
other spirit ; this he did, and at 
the cud of a week, with the use 
of the copaiba which had before 
proved inelfectual, be perfectly 
lecovered. In this case the 
cojaatiaof itsel f was not sufficient, 
but with the addition of stimu- 
lus, to which he had been ac- 
customed, tlie patient speedily 
recovered. Chronic discharge 
from the urethra may occur 
without infection, |n the same 
way as discha^e from the vagina 
and urethra in scrofulous chil- 
dren arise, and yields to those 
tneans which improve the ge- 
neral health. The consequences 
of a chronic gonorrhoea are 
gleet and stricture, which is 
AeqaenUy connected with en> 
leegenieat of Uie testicle.

she is rapidly recovering. 

Bubo. 

Buboes, occurring during a 
clap, are sympathetic, and not 
produced by the absorption of 
matter. In the wards of this 
hospital yon have frequent op- 
portunilios of seeing the benefit 
derived from the application of 
blisters to buboes. 1 do not say 
that if there is great discolora- 
tion of the skin and evident 
llactiiation, that blisters will 
then be of .much service (al- 
though even in this state 1 have

Thitt oomplainiis an ih(!um- 
mation ef the testicle, arisingr 
from ^aorrhoea, and is quite 
different from that arising- from 
accident. In, hernia hiiniora lis, 
the posterior part is always at- 
tacked, as the epididymis and 
yas deferens : there is pain in 
the course of the vas deferens, 
for i never saw a case without 
it. I'hc complaint is supposed 
to be a continuation of the dis- 
ease from tho urethra to the 
testes, and is said to bo owing to 
the sudden stoppage of the dis- 
charge, but I should be inclined 
tosupposethis last circumstance 
rather as a consequence, than a 
cause, and that the iriflaminatioii 
attacking the vus deferens, and 
lower part of the urethra, caused 
the stoppage of the discharge, 
by the remuvrl of the inllatnraa- 
tion, than that the stoppage of 
thediscliarge produced the com- 
plaint of Uie testicle. But this 
is a point of little use to enter 
into, as it makes no alteration 
in the treatment.

In the 
drst i use warm emollient appli- 
cations, with tho object of pro- 
moting the return of the dis- 
charge. In the other, cold may 
be applied to the part, which in 
hernia htimoralis might prevent 
the appearance of the discharge. 
There is a case at present of 
hernia humoralis in George's 
Ward, where the patient has 
been copiously bled with leech- 
es, and has had warm poultices 
applied to the part, and which 
is now recovering; the discharge 
has returned w'ithin those few 
days, and the testicle is well. 
1 have begun to order for him 
the balmm of copaiba ^ but in 
small doses, lest too large quan- 
tities might suddenly stop the 
discharge again. After the 
acute stage of the complaint has 
left the testicle, a little harden- 
ing of the epididymis generally 
remains. It f.s of some import- 
ance that this should he re- 
moved, because if the patient 
gets out of health, it may lay 
the scat of some malignant dis- 
ease, which might not have 
been the case if the complaint 
of the testicle had been per- 
fectly cured. 'Fho malignant 
disease of the fesllcle which I 
removed some time ago in this 
hospital, arose from hernia hu- 
moralis ; this was the com- 
mencement of it: there remained 
after the swelling got b»*tter, 
considerable thickening and en- 
largement about the epididymis ; 
the man lived very irregularly, 
staying up late at night, and 
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thus laid the foundation of the 
cotnplaint in the testicle, which 
afterwards required its removal 
for the cure. The testicle on 
dissectioiL presented, as you re- 
collect, aiflerent appearances, 
there : were hydatids, the har- 
dened . matter of Bcirrfaus, and 
the soft pulpy substance of scro- 
fula. In fact, the whole testi- 
cle waacompleiely disorg;auized. 
If th^re . be chronic enlarge- 
ment of the testicle, yon should 
use stiroiilants toil ; the muriate 
of ammonia and accticaoid. The 
common blue ointment is also 
used, but this is likely to be 
taken into the system, which 
forms an objection to its use. 
I'hete is a case of chronic en- 
largement at present in Isaac's, 
whether from gonorrhoea, 1 
am not sure, I believe not; 
in which most remedies have 
been ^ied, and among them is 
the iodine, which appears to 
have had no effect on it. The 
patient has derived no benefit 
from its application. 

If any of the gonorrhoeal 
mutter be applied to the eye, a 
copioQS purulent discharge will 
take place, and an acute inflam- 
mation be excited in the organ 
similar to that which exists in 
the urethra. This disease of 
the eye requires more active 
trcatnieijt almost than any other, 
for it frequently runs on to the 
destrudtion of the organ. The 
treatment must be very active 
in the commencement, for if 
ecchymosis surrounding tbo cor- 
nea takes places all yoar treat- 
ment will be unavailing, I 
have seen some few cases of this 
kiod'^ where the most active 
means were . used, when the 
patient was bled to syncope 


twice in the twelve hours, and 
thirty or forty leeches were ap- 
plied in a short space of time, 
all vrithdut any relief, i^ihen 
there is ecchymosis surroutiding 
the cornea, the complaint will 
go on to the destruction of the 
organ, and all yoti can do vVill 
not prevent it. I merely men- 
tion this at present, that you 
may caution patients with 
gonorrhoea to be very careful 
not to use towels or any cloth 
which may have matter on thorn 
about their persons . 

The next consequence of 
gonorrhoea which 1 shall treat 
of this morning is 

' Stricture, 

Strictures may be divided into 
spasmodic, and permanent ; 
each of these strictures may 
exist separately, or they may 
occur both combined. 

Spasmodic stricture is usually 
situated at the bulb of the 
urethra, or neck of the bladder. 
The common cause of this com- 
plaint is an irritable state of the 
urethra, produced by the use of 
bougies, sounds, and injection. 
When gleet exists, the urethra 
is naturally irritable, and in a 
debilitated state, and cold or 
wet will increase this irritability, 
and sometimes produce spas- 
modic stricture. It most fre- 
quently occurs when, there is 
permanent stricture, and after 
indulgence in spirits, or from 
exposure to cold or damp. The 
diagnosis of spasmodic strictures 
may be ascertained, by piiiiiin; 
the following qaestioiis :^Dtd 
you pass your utwe :yeateKday 
in a full stream^ OX: did it ddtdde 
from you ? Has any pain been, 
produced, or viblcnup used, in 
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tKe int^Uctioh of a sound, or 
bo^ie ? If ^ ansivifeTs these

ed His urine in a full Stream, and 
that S^iolenoe has not been used, 
then it is probably spasmodic. 
In spasmodic stricture, gentle- 
men. take care how you use 
the catheter ; if there be con- 
siderable resistance to its pas- 
sage. desist from trying it, and 
have recourse to blood letting, 
the warm bath, and opiates, m 
fine, try all these means before 
you attempt to pass the catheter, 
in spasmodic stricture. 1 believe 
there is a remedy which will be 
found efT ectual. 1 mean the beU 
ladona. I was led to try its use 
in spasmodic contractions of the 
urethra, from observing its effects 
on the iris, li happened that 
just at the tirrie when the icfea 
suggested itself to my mind, and 
1 was Occupied in tliioking on 
the pfolmble good it might pro- 
duce in these complaints, that a ' 
gentleman called at my houso.

Two 
or three cases similar to this have 
come nnder my notice, in which 
the belladonna yrss of eqqpl ser- 
vice. '^of course will be only 
useful in the spasmodic stricture, 
and of no use whatever in the 
permanent. With respect to 
ihe use of this remedy in spas- 
modic stricture, I do not wish to 
claim the merit of having first 
used it. It has been used before 
me ; but at the time 1 used it, 1 
was not aware. of any other per-, 
son having emidoyed it. 1 should 
l^eel obliged to any gentleman 
present if a case of spasmodic 
stricture should come under his 
notice, that he would try the use 
of the belladonna, and infbrm 
me of ihe result of the experi- 
ment whether successful or not. 
If the remedies before mentioned 
should liotTelieve the patient, try 
the introduction, of the catlk^er. 
but on' AO account use riolenee ; 
a gentle but steady pressure is 
all that you should employ. 

Permaheni stricture attacks 
all parts of Ut0 urethra \ the 
membranous part just niider the 
iffcb of the pubw is the chief 
scat of this ebrnplaiut. The 
stricture is composed of bands 
encircling the urethra to the ex- 
tent of a quarter of an inch, 
tometimes of half am inch, 
or even an inch. This form 
of stricture arises from chro- 
nic infiammatibn. and 1 be- 
ll ve, most commonly- from 
chronic inllarmnation after go- 
norrhoea; this takeo place in one 
of the lacuiiee, a thickening of 
the passage ensues, and th^s it 
become# dosed. Stricture may 
be known by the ditmnuiibn'of 
the steeaiii of the urine, iti tor- 
ttioBshesi and occasibnal dtffi- 
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culty in paftsiiiE it. When a 
peiaon with strictnre thinks that 
he has done voiding the urine, 
and has even returned his penis 
within* the small-clothes, there 
will be a dribbling, and the pa- 
tient will And that all the urine 
has not been expelled. If you 
exalsiine the urine of a person 
with stricture, you will And it 
containing little threads or Ala^ 
ments which come from the 
strictured part itself. There is 
also great general debility, and 
the patient has frequent noc- 
turnal emissions. As the symp- 
toms increase, the stream of urine 
divides, then only dribbles, and 
at last the patient has re- 
tention of urine. In addition 
to these s^miptoms, the patient 
has rigors and intermittent fever. 
The treatment of permanent 
stricture may consist either in 
dilatation, or the application of 
caustic, or the division of the 
stricture. As far as my own 
. experience goes, I am averse to 
any violence being used in the 
passage of bougies. If the canal 
be perforate at all, by persisting 
in the use of bougies the person 
may be cured. But if the pas- 
sage is nearly, or quite closed, 
it would be very injudicious to 
endeavour to push through the 
stricture, because the healthy 
part is the weakest, and it is 
niqre than likely if you use vio- 
lence, that a false passage will 
be made. 1 usually employ the 
wax bougies, when bougies are 
necessary, because from their 
consistence they are not likely 
to do mudh mischief. The 
ies should be of a co- 
Agure, and the reason 
is this; if there be an open- 
ing thrpogh the stricture, and 


the point gets within it, the 
stricture may. i^potract on the 
hoitgie, and eonsiderable irrita- 
tion be produced in withdraw- 
ing it if the extremity were not 
tapering, and then more mis- 
chief would be done by the 
irritation excited, than good 
from the enlargement of the 
urethra. At the instrument 
makers you will frequently And 
the bougies with bulbous ex- 
tremities, but there is a decided 
objection to their use. If spasm 
of the urethra were to come on, 
and the bulb was beyond the 
strictured part, there would be 
a difficulty in withdrawing the 
bougie. It is more natural to 
suppose, and experience con- 
Arms the supposition, that bou- 
gies graduate in a conical 
shape are the most proper to be 
used. 1 don't think it matters 
much whether they consist of 
wax,gum elastic, mixed metal, or 
silver, so that no violence is used 
in the introduction. In the Arst 
passage of a bougie be not too 
hasty in forming an opinion as 
to the presence of a stricture. A 
spasm may be excited on the Arst 
introduction of a bougie, there- 
fore do not make up your mind 
that there is a permanent stric- 
ture. Whenever a bougie is used, 
it should be of a moderate size 
and no violence whatever should 
be employed. To show you the 
mischief tlmt may be produced 
by not attemfiqg to these direc- 
tions, 1 will just mention the 
following case. A gentleman in 
the medical profession, supposed 
that be had ^stricture, and he 
applied to a surgeon « who in- 
ti^uced a sound without meet- 
ing with . any obstruction — 
The genttoimn hiniself wassa- 
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tisfed that the urethra was 
free from itrictura, but not so. 
the surgeon I for he immediately 
took a large sound, passed it 
'with some degree of violence, I 
brought on spasm and profuse 
hermorrhage, from the cflecti of | 
which the persou has never since ; 
recovered. In respect to the I 
si2e of the bougie, it is of no use i 
to introduce bougies quite so 
large as you frequently meet I 
with them. ! 

2d. On the u«e of Cauetie. — 1 
object to the use of caustic in 
strictures on account of the lia- 
bility there is to make a false 
passage ; you are working quite 
in the dark with it, and are not 
at all sure when the caustic is in 
the urethra that it is against 
the strictured part. 1 would much 
sooner divide the stricture with 
the knife than use caustic. If 
you enquire into the history of 
the patients in these hospitals 
Who have strictures and fistula, 
you will find that in the majority 
of cases caustic has been em- 
ployed. The patients, it is true, 
are for the most part sailors, and 
something may be said for their 
mode of living. I think if the 
urine passes at all, that the stric- 
ture may be cured by dilatation :

1 have bad 
several opportunities of perform- 
ing the operation, and never ex- 
perienced any difficulty in per- 
forming it. The stricture should 
be divided from above first, (hr 
if on the contrary the division is 
made from below, the urine 
escapes, and you have not the 
mark in the after steps of the 
operator as you otherwise would. 
It is therefore best to divide tho 
stricture from below, and the 
majority of cases will do well. 
There is a valuable paper on 
stricture published by Mrl^HAW, 
which 1 cannot too strongly re- 
commend to your notioe, and in 
which, division of the stricture 
is recommended in preference to 
the use of caustic ; it is an opera- 
tion w'hich 1 believe will soon 
come generally into practice. 

No operations have been per- 
formed here this week.

same time more rapid/ and their 
sensibility greater than in ihc 
healthy state ; and notwithstand- 
ingp the incredulity with which 
it was long recciv^, it is now 
no loijg'er doubtful, that where 
the disease has readied a liig-Ii 
degree of iiiulignity, not only 
whole masses of the hair, hut 
even single liairs, W'ill bleed if 
eiit off, and that too throughout 
their whole long-lh as well as ut 
the root. 'I’he hairs growing 
rapidly amidst this corrupted 
mass, twist themselves together 
inextricably, and at last are 
plaited with a confused, clotted, 
disgusting-looking mass. Very 
frequently they twist themselves 
into a number of separate masses 
like ropes ; and there is an in- 
stance of such a zop/e (tail) 
growing to the length of fonr- 
leen feet on a lady's head ^be- 
fore it could bo safely cut off. 
Sometimes it ai^umos other 
forms, which medical writers 
have distinguished by specific 
names; such as, the bird’a-nest 
jilica, the turban plica, the Me- 
dusa-licad plica, the long-tailed 
plica, the club-shaped plica, &c. 

The hair, however, while 
thus fullering it-self, seems to do 
so merely from contributing to 
the cure of the disea-se, by being 
the chaonel through wiiich the 
corrupted matter is carried off 
from the body. From the mo- 
ment tiiat the hair begins to en- 
tangle itself the preceding symp- 
toms always diminish, and fre- 
quently disappear entirely, and 
the patient is comparatively 
well, except that he must sub- 
mit to the inconveaWnce ofbear- 
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ing about with him this disgiKst- 
ing iiead-pieco. Accordingly, 
where there is reason to susf>e^ 
that a tceiehselzopf is forming 
itself, medical means are com- 
monly used to further its out- 
breaking on the head ; and 
among "the pc'asants, the same 
object is pursued by increased 
filth end ciiiolc&sncss, and oven 
by soaking the hair With oil or 
rancid butter. After , the hair 
has continued to grow thus tan- 
gled and imiimine ^ a period, 
which is in ho case fixed, it gra- 
dually becomes dry, healthy hairs 
begin to grow up under the plica, 
and ftt last ''push from its stool/* 
In the process of suppuration, 
however, it unites itself so rea- 
dily with the new hairs, that if 
not cut off. at this stage it conti- 
nues hanging for yem^, an entire 
ly foreign appendage to tlie 
head. There are many instances 
of Poles, who, suffering under 
ailments, the forerunners of an. 
approaching weAchselzopfy have 
in vain sought aid in other coun- 
tries from foreign physicians, 
and on their return hare found 
a speedy though very disagree-, 
able cure in the breaking out of 
the plica. 

But till the plica has run 
through all its stages, and has 
begun of itself to decay, any at- 
tempt to cut the buir is attend- 
ed with the utmost danger to 
the life of the patient, it not 
only affects tho body, Ly bring- 
ing on convulsions, cramp.s, dis- 
tortions of the limbs, and fre- 
quently death., but the impru- 
dence has often hadroadncbs for 
its result; and, in fact, during 
the whole x>f ogress of the dis- 
ease, the mind is in general af- 
fected no less than the body^ 
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Yet, for a long* time, to cut off 
the liair was the first step taken 
en the approach of the disease. 
People were naturally anxious 
to get rid of its most 
symptom ; and they chr 

melancholy effects Which uni- 
formly followed, not to the re- 
moval of the hair, but merely to 
the internal malady,npon which 
this removal had no influence : . 
medical men had not then learn- 
ed that thk was the' natural 
outlet qf the disorder. Even 
towards the end of the last cen- 
tury, some medical writers of 
Germany still maintained that 
the hair should be instantly cut; 
but the examples in which 
blindness, distortion, death, or 
insanity, have been the imme- 
diate consequence of the opera- 
tion, are much too numerous to 
allow their theoretical opinion 
to have any weight. The only 
cure known, is to allow the hair 
to grow till it begins to rise 
pure and healthy from the skin, 
which indicates that the malady 
is over ; it is then shaved off, 
and the cure is generally com- 
plete, although there are cases 
in which the disease has been 
known to return. The length 
of time during which the head 
continues in this state of cor- 
ruption, depends entirely on the 
degree of malignity in the dis- 
ease. 


To the Editor of The Lancet. 

Sir,— I perceive in your last 
number some sensible observa- 
tions made by a student, on the 
inefficient miMiner in which the 
physicians and surgeons of the 


metropolian hospitals discharge 
their duty to their pupils, and 
the slender benefit td be derived 
from the mode at present adopted 
by those gentlemen in their 
visits round the wards. Your 
correspondent truly observes, 
" that the hurried pace from 
bed to bed — the superficial ex- 
amination of the patient, and 
the absence of all comments on 
the cases, however interesting 
they may be, are such, that the 
student comes out of the ward 
just as wise as when he went 
in.'^ This is so notorious a fact 
that what is commonly called 
walking the hospitals is a com- 
plete farce, and for the most 
part, the lime spent by the 
pupil in going round the wards 
with the surgeons, is so much 
time thrown away. This, Mr. 
Editor, is an evil of no small 
magnitude to students who are 
compelled to enter a hospital, 
and who pay a considerable sum 
for doing it; and it. is certainly 
nothing more than just that 
they should receive some com- 
pensation for the money they 
pay. The surgeons are bound, 
as men of integrity and honour, 
to adopt some plan differ- 
ent from the present, aud to 
leave no means untried for the 
purpose of ■ licii-.-M in- 
struction to the pupils whose 
money they are so ready to re- 
ceive. 

The object of this . communi- 
cation, is to recommend the plan 
adopted in some of the French, 
and most of the Italian schools, 
viz. that daily accounts of all 
interesting cases in the hospitals 
should be kept by persons ex- 
pressly employed for that pur- 
pose by the surgeonsi and that 
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Mich Bccoonts should be read ' 
by the stirgpeons; oii their visits 
to the hospitals, at the bed-side 
of the patients, or perhaps at a 
little distance from it. If the 
surgeons employed competeUt 
persons to take the cases, the 
mere recital of them would be 
extremely val uable, but coupling 
this, with tlio remarks which 
might be occasionally made by 
the surgeons, the advantage to 
the pupils would be considerably 
increased. It will- be imme- 
diately asked, but who are to 
take the cases ? This is not a 
question which belongs to a 
student to answer. If the sug- 
gestion 1 have just made bo a 
good one, it is the duty of the 
surgeons to see it carried into 
effect, and 1 hope that students 
will continue through the me- 
dium of a free press to state the 
inconveniences to which they 
are subjected until they be re- 
moved. 

In conclusion 1 will remark 
that nothing can be more dis- 
graceful to the surgeons of the 
metropolitan hospitals, than the 
system of medical in.struction 
w'hich is at present adopted. 
The surgeons of these hospitals, 
divide Ntween them more than 
10,0002. per annum , taken from 
the pockets of the students.

She 
had repeatedly ap})licd for ad- 
vice to many medical men, and 
their medicines proving useless, 
and injuring, as she thought, her 
general health, was resolved 
not to take any more, but rest 
satisGed, under the idea that her 
carse was hopeless, — id eat.

But such was not her case, 1 am 
happy to say. It commenced nine

On 
examining the interior of the 
bladder wiUi our fingers, we 
discovered two fungoid tumours 
projecting into this viscus from 
the prostate gland ; and from 
which tumours, we conclude, 
nbe haemorrhage must have pro- 
ceeded, for the bladder in every 
other part seemed perfectly 
healthy. The entrance of the 
urethra was situated betwecu 
the two tumours ; the left being 
about the size of a hen’s egg, 
and the other that of a large 
walnut. 

A syphon was now made 
of a leaden catheter, one end of 
which was introduced into the 
bladder by the wotmd, and a 
calfi bladder was made fast to 
the other, as a reservoir for the 
urine. The head and shoulders 
of the patient being raised by 
pillows, an opiate administered, 
and the instrument properly 
secured, we left him in a com- 
paratively easy and comfortable 
state, and the syphon performing 
its office efficiently. 

During the first three days 
after the ofieration no case 
could proceed more favourably ; 
the bowels were naturally open ; 
there existed no tension of the 
abdomen ; the wound looked 
healthy ; the patient’s spirits 
and relish for food were tole- 
rably good ; and, upon the 
whole, the general aspect of 
the case was favourable.

The jaw is known to be ewtf^ 
pletely diskieatod by the meuth bn- 
hig open, and the padent notbefng 
able to shut it, or by any preasiwe 
whieh'you may make on the Chin.

You may 
depress the jaw a tittle, but to a 
very inconsiderable extent. The 
appearance is just that of a person 
when yawning. There is a depres- 
sion just before tlie meatus audi- 
torius, from the absence of the con- 
dyloid process from its cavity, and 
there is a protjection of the cheeks 
from the ooronoid processes being 
advanced towards the buccinators. 
The pain, although severe, is not at- 
tended wHh any dangerous conse- 
quences ; a oonsiderable degree of 
motion U recovered by time, and 
the jaws nearly approximated. The 
saliva is very much increased in 
quantity, in consequence of irrita- 
tion of the parotid glands, and it 
dribbles over the mouth. A hkw 
upon the chin when the mouth is 
widdy opened will cause this ac- 
cident* Yawning very deeply will 
also ioinetimes produce the taiSB 
effset.

These dislocations are gene- 
lally reduced by wrapping a hand- 
kerchief around the thumbs, placing 
them on the coronoid processes, and

Mr. Fox, the late dentist, has 
used a le^^er of wood about a foot 
long : he placed the end of it on the 
molar tooth on one side, he theii 
supported the outer part of the piece 
of wood with one hand, and de- 
pressed the end on the tooth with 
the other, and with the force thus 
used he succeeded in reducing the 
jaw ; he then did the same on the 
other side, and thus completely re- 
placed the bone.

in the hiitoiy of surgery, and ifiat 
not very rtmnote, in which tho 
dislocation of the thigh bone was 
considered an isnpottibility ; hut, 
gentlemen, such is the general ad- 
vancenumt of the science, and such 
are. now the op|H)rtuuities <»f acquir- 
ing informatitm, and such the im- 
provements of modern surgery, thjat 
pupils now know much luurc than 
tbejo 7 >rn/efsor$ furioeyly did.

you may restore the natural length 
of the limb, but the limb is again 
shoitened iinincdiately on your re- 
moving the extending force. If, 
when you bare drawn down tho 
bone, you rotate it, you can dis- 
tinctly feel a crepitus, but this 
ceases to be felt when the limb is 
allowed to be again shortened. 
Fractures of the neck within the 
cap^ar ligament occur but rarely 
except in advanced periods of life, 
aud jwoduced by slight causes ; and 
this is owing to the interstitire ab- 
sorption which this part of the bone 
undergoes in age. Thus then, you 
see, that the increased mobility of 
the parts, the easy extension of the 
limb, and its then producing a 
crepitus, will readily distinguish 
the one accident from the other. 
No man who possesses a gpod 
knowledge of anatomy, or who has 
paid attention to his professioUi 
could ever confound dislocations 
arising from violence with diseases 
of the hip joint. Hie gradual pro-

The couequcncos of a disease of 
this kind, when it has existed ir 
great length of time, are sneh a 
change in the situation of die parts 
from ulceration of the ligaments, 
head of die beme, and acetabulum, 
as to make the limb aptiear like a 
dislocation. But the history of the' 
case at once points out its nature. 

Tlie dislocation on the dorsum 
ilii is produced by the patieut fall- 
ing when the knee and foot arc 
turned inwards, or by a blow being 
received while die limb is in that 
position. The following plan is to 
be adopted is attempting to reduce 
this dislocation. Bleed the patient 
to twelve or twenty ounces, or more 
if he be a very strong man. Next 
[dace liim in a w^arm bath, at 
100”, gradually increase it to 110*, 
until he begins to feel faint. Whilst 
he is in the bath give him one grain 
of tartarised antimony, until he 
feels nausea; then wrap him in a 
blanket, and place him on a table, 
between two strong posts, into which, 
two staples have been fixed, or if 
you cannot find a convenient place 
for diis, place him on the floor, and 
screw two nogs, about the distance 
I have mentioned, into the floor. 
The plan I usually adopt is, to place 
him OB a table covered with a 
blanket, on his back, then a strong 
girt is passed between his puden- 
dum and thigh, and this is fixed to 
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the Ihuxbu If there should be &ny. 


one of the staples. A wetted Hnen 
roller should be applied just above 
die knee, and on this a leather, 
strap is tu be budded, having taro 
straps with Hags at right angles 
^ith the circular part. The knee 
should be slightly bent, not quite at 
aright angle, and brought across 
the opposite thigh a little above the 
knee. Tlio pullies are to be hooked 
Co die rings on the circular strap, 
and fixed to the other staple. You 
should now tighten tlie pullies, till 
you see the bandage is on die 
stretch, and the patient begins to 
complain of pain, then w’ait a litde, 
with the degree of. extension you 
hare now made, to give the muscles 
tiine'to fatigue; then draw again 
gently, and when the patient com- 
plains uiuch stop again, until the 
muscles .yield, and so go on, until 
you find the head of the bone is 
brought just opposite the aoetabu- 
iuin. Let the some extension be 
kept up, by another .person taking 
the string of the pullies, and then 
rotate the limb gendy, and the bone 
will .generally slip into its place. 
You must not expect to hear a 
snap when the bone is returned, as 
by using die pullies the muscles 
are So much relaxed that they can- 
not act with sufficient violence; 
and you can therefore only tell if 
it is reduced by loosening the band- 
ages, and coinpnring the lengdi of 


difficulty in bringing the head of 
die bone over the edge of the ace- 
tabulum, you may pass your hand, 
or a napkin, under it, and lift it 
over the edge of the socket. You 
should take care in removing a 
patient to his bed, as from the re- 
laxed st^'te of the muscles the dis- 
location would again happen, and 
that from a cause so trifling that 
you would not suspect it to hai e 
occurred. I consider it the liiTth- 
right of every man to diink and act 
for himself. Gendemen, do no^^ 
let your opinions be shackled by 
prejudice, do not follow implicitly 
the dictates of any man; and if, 
when you get into practice, you do 
not find the advice which 1 have 
given you on this, or any other 
subject correct, then throw it aside, 
as totally unworthy of your confi- 
dence, and strike out a new path 
for yourselves. Much as I respect 
the talents of Mr. Hey, and there 
is no man who thinks more highly 
of his zeal and acquirements than 
1 do, yet I cannot agree with him 
in recommending the mode which 
he practised.

— Hie 
limb in this case is two inches 
long^tlian tlie other ; by making 
pressure with the hand on the upper 
and inner part of tlie thigh, you 
can in thin persons distinctly, feel 
the head of the thigh bone. Tlwre 
is a flattening of the hip on that 
side. The body is bent forwards, 
owing to the jieoas inagnus and 
iliacus internus being put upon the 
stretch ; if you desire the jiatient to 
stand upright, you find that the 
knee is considerably advanced to- 
wards the trunk. It is widdy se- 
parated firom the other knee, and it; 
cannot be brought to touch it with- 
out much difficulty nod pain. The 
foot is generally neither turned out- 
wards or inwards, but the toes itoint 
to the ground ; but in this disloca- 
tion you do not tmat so much to 
toe foot as a mark of it.

hold of toe ancle of the dislocated 
side, and draw it over the other leg» 
or if the thigh be very large, be- 
hind the scfuhd limb, and the head 
of the bone usually slips into the 
socket.

Hydrocyanic Acid.

We intend nt 
present to allude to smne eutperi* 
tneuts which lutve been iatety 
inade, by M. Lasbaiov b, wUh a 
view of ascertaining Ae pioMnee 
of hydrocyanic acid in 
which have been poisoned hy Ais 
substanoe. The test whi^ Is 
usualty made use of for this pur- 
pose is the sulphate of iron, and 
the manlier in which Ae experi- 
ment is conducted is as foAiws : a 
little potash is put into Ae, liquid 
which is supposed to conttUn some 
of the acid, and then some per- 
sulphate of iroif, dissolved in water, 
is poured into this, when a beautiful 
blue colour manifests itself ii' there 
is any acid present. The intensity 
of tlw colour varies according to 
Ae res^tive quantities oS water 
ai^ acid; and if there is but a 
slight quantity of Ae latter, soma 
bourn irequently elapse from the 
experiment before Ae blue colour 
is to be seen.

Paper on Gout. By M. A. L. 

Bayle. 

In this paper, M. Batle relates 
live coses of gout, from which this 
distinguished .pathologist draws the 
ibUbwing conclusions : — 1. The na- 
. tore of gout is unknown to us, and 
none of the numerous theories in- 
vented to explain its . multtplieid 
symptoms can completely satisfy 
the, mind. It is neither an iutimn- 
mati^^r pblegmasta, nor orgaiiic 
lesion. In appreciating attentively 
the phenomena which it occasions, 
it may be considered as an altera- 
tion of some one of the humours, 
or as the result of a particular mor- 
- hid fluid produced under the influ- 
onoe of certain causes, and circu- 
lating with the other fluids of the 
economy. 

lliere are, indeed, produced, in 
a great number of gouty subjects, 
at a time more or less remote, ar- 


thritic depoi^, varied in form, 
reseinhlihig ehalk, or gypsum, Slc. 
and which me generally situated in 
the joints ; sometimes, however, at 
a great distance from them. 

Professor Ouilbert, who has 
publislied an excellent ^per on 
this disease, found several frag- 
ments interspersed among the fibres 
of a muscle in a person who 
died of this complaint. Haller 
states, that this matter has been 
seen in such large quantities, that 
it absolutely existed in the blood ; 
and in the NutiEMBERG commen- 
taries we find a case where blood 
drawn from the basilic contained 
small gravel. Zacutus also 
quotes a similar case. A great 
number of gouty subjects void 
urine which is white, and contains 
a edcareous matter. Baglivi 
relates the histoiy of a gouty per- 
son, -who was eiitirely cured after 
having voided a large' quantity of 
thick urine, which soon coagulat- 
ed into the form of snow. The 
Memoirs of the Academy of 
SciEXCES (1747) present us witii 
an extremely curious fact of this 
kind. A gouty person was en- 
tirely cured of his complaint, after 
having passed, during eight or nine 
months, about sixty pounds of a 
substance which, mixed wdth the 
urine, gave to it a milky colour, 
and which ilril to the bottom of the 
vessel, and at last acquired the. 
consistence of soap. 

Small calculous deposits have 
been found in the lymphatic vessels 
of gouty sObjects ; their perspizR- 
tions sometime form concretions,, 
and become a substance of the same' 
nature.

She u going out of the hospital this 
week to the poorhouse of the parish 
to which she belongs, as she would 
rather be among persons mth whom 
she is acquainted than here where 
she is not known. She will of oouiae 
keep die recumbent posture, and 
probably for the remainder of her 
life. 

We mention this case principally 
for the purpose of alluding to one 
circumstance, of material iiyiport' 
ance in injuries of this kind. Sur<. 
geons, let their opinions about other 
points vary ever so much, all agree 
that whilst the patient is kept in 
bed it is necessary that he should 
be kept as quiet as possible. To 
effect this, all motion of tbe body 
should of course be avuded ; but 
tills is impossible whilst the patient 
is obliged every now and ;&en to 
move himself in order to pass the 
feces. We entreat the sargeons 
of this institution, for tbhir own 
credit, but more especially for the 
sake of those unfortunate patients 
who may suffer if it be nej^ected, 
to use, in all those caii« which 
may require them, beds ko con- 
structed that the feces may be 
voided without the least disturb- 
ance to the body. Let the mirgeons 
make a proper representation to the 
committee, of the necessity which 
exists for beds of this kind, and we 
feel confident that they would be 
immediately ordered. If, however, 
the committee should refuse them, 
which we very much doubt, the 
surgeoitt diould, nther than 1^ the 
patients suffer, procure the beds 
themselves, llie number of beds 
requited wmdd not be very great, 
nor MU tbe m^wihse be heary.

CtlVlCAL LECTITRV.. 

Aug. 11.— On the last occasion, 

f ndemen, (said Mr. Tvkrxll,) 
had the honour of addressing 
yoii, I spoke of the history and 
treatment of gonorrhcea, and briefly 
adverted to some practical pointa 
connected with some of its coAse- 
Quences. In slicing, however, 
me cure of stricture by bougies, I 
omitted to state the manner in 
which the passage of the bougio 
should be effected. When you aro 
aboAt to pass a liougie for a patient, 
the penis should lie extended be- 
tween the tiiumb and fore-fii^er of 
the surgeon^ and not kept at right 
angles to the body, so that tbe 
urethra should be in as straight a 
tine as possible. Hie point m tho 
bougie should be also slightly curv- 
ed, and for tills reason ; when the 
boupe is carved, and its curved 
extremity kept against the upper 
portion of die urethra, it passes 
with considerable facility; Imt on 
the contrary, when tbe b(Higi.e is 
straight, the point is very apt to 
catch in the folds of the lower por- 
tion of the urethra. In passing a 
smuid, or catheter, you should 
eoBect that until the point gets 
under the arch of tb» pubis, tbe 
hai^le is to be kept in contact with 
the abdomen ; fer if it be kept at a 
distance there will be great diffi- 
culty in passixig the instniment.

GleeL 

By gleet is meant a slight, thin, 
white discharge from, the urethra, 
staining the linen a little, attended 
with no pain, and not producing a 
similar discharge when applied to 
other suifaces. It often continues 
for months and years, without the 
least change whatever. 1 saw a 
case onee, where the gleet had ex^ 
kted for six or seven years, and 
bad resisted various mcaas, both 
libcal and constitutional, that, had 
been tried for its cure. This gem- 
tieman had consulted several sur- 
geons in London when he came to 
me; and considering the obstinate 
nature of the complaint, 1 went so 
far, with the sanction of Mr. 
Clixf., as to touch the under part 
of the urethra^ just opposite to the 
fttenum^ with caustic. This appli^ 
cation for the time stopped the dis- 
charge, but as soon as the slougb 
came away it retuined just as Im- 
fore, in the quantity of four or £ve 
drops a day. Gleet may depend 
on the exJstmiioe^of strictures in the 
ntethra, and it is very important to 
distinguish between it, when this is 
the cause, and when it is the effect 
of the gonoirboea, without any al- 
teration in tike structure of the ure- 
riura. it wall net be necessary to 
have recotirse to bougies when it is 
anconneoted^vtith slnoture, whereas 
tf astriecuw ejdstatfaegleet cannot 
be cured without them. If tbc'gket 
is merely goBorrheealj there wffl be 
a tingling sensatiob b^ind the free- 


I vi^eni exercise, this, together witit 
the quantity of the disr^arge, will 
be increased. If you ask the pa- 
tient how he voids his urine, he 
wMl say that the stream is free and 
uninterrupted to near the extremity 
of the passage, then that it atc^ 
for an instant, and afterwards- 
passes very well; this symptom 
^ises irom the accumulation of the 
discharge near the lacuna. On the 
contrary, if there is stricture, the 
patient voids his urine very badly ; 
and this is influenced considerably 
by change of weather, or any irre- 
gular conduct on the part of the 
p^ient ; and if you inquire more 
minutely, you will find that the 
stream of urine is small, and com- 
plotely twisted . Where gleet arises 
ftonti or is kept up by^ stricture, 
it svill be useless to try constitutional 
remedies; you musttreatit as perma- 
nent stricture, by dilatation. There 
is a remedy which has been extolled 
in this complaint^ but which I have 
not found so effectual as repre-

but unless you pay particular atten- 
tion to the health of the patient, 
there -will be little use in treating 
the local atfection. The symptoms 
are, tenderness in the joint, toge- 
ther with pain, which last s 3 Muptom 
is more severe at night ; the health 
is impaired; the' secretions are 
more or less deranged ; the bowels 
being mther constipated or very re- 
laxed. There is loss of appetite 
and nausea, and the tongue invoii- 
abJy indicates the degree of consti- 
tmioite.1 derangement pn»en^^ The 
skin is commonly hot and dry; 
soinctimes, on the contrary, covered 
with excessive perspirations There 
is also, in most of these cases, great 
depression <if the' spirits. Besides 
the joints, the iimcoas membranes 
generally are afifected— those of the 
pharynx, trachea^ bronchia, and ali- 
mentaiy canal. The great object 
of your treatment Is to be directed 
towards the constitutional mischief 
which is excited : with res|:)ect to 
the local treatment, you must, by 
rest and the cotnsnoii means em- 
ployed in these eases, such as eva- 
porating lotions, leeclies^ &c. guard 
againa ihe suppurative process be- 
ing set up.

whole lecture, ao many circum** 
stences are to he taken iato aoeotint*

gery. We may attain excellence, 
it is true, in some one ilepmtinsnt 
of .the profession ; but that excel- 
lence c'.annot be attained without a 
general knowledge of the whole.. 
There is one priint connected with 
the medical treatment, to which, 
however, I think it right to advert, 
and tliat is respecting the exliihi* 
tion of sarsaparilla. Sarsaparilla 
is a common medicine in theM 
cases; butif tiiere is loss of appe* 
tite, 1 would not recommend its 
exhibition. The large cjuantity in 
which this medicine is given forms 
an objection to its being given 
where the stomach is very weak ; as 
I have in repeated instances seen it 
increase rotltcr than k$sseu the com- 
plaint, and that by deranging tho 
stomach. Bitter infusions, suuh os 
the conipouud infusion of gentian, 
or infusion of (‘.ascarilla, 1 prefer to 
the sarsaparilla. If the patient 
pers}urcs (irofusely, the mineral 
acids will be found a useful ad- 
junct to the other means.

Dbeare 0 / the Proetate Gland. 

Tlie proatate gland, like other 
parts, may be the sulgect of acute 
<Mr chronic disease. Acute affec- 
tions of the prostate gland are not 
so £:equent as the chronic ; but I 
had at one time, and in the same 
ivard, two cases of acute inflamma- 
tion of the prostate gland, which 
tenninated in suppuration. Both 
of these patients W'ero under forty 
years of age. I have now a pa^ 
tient who occasionally attends, at 
my house, once the subject of in- 
dammation of the prostate, which, 
although not so acute as in the 
other two cases, terminated in sup- 
puration. The symptoms of this 
disease are, pain in the perinseum, 
increased on the pessage of costive 
motions or hardened feces, extend- 
ing down the inside of the thighs, 
and up the loins. There is a gene- 
ral feeling of debility ; the {lassage 
of a bougie is prevented ; and 
there is difficulty in voiding the 
mine. On looking into the pre- 
ecriptimi book, I see that 1 gave, in 
(me of the cases, copaiba at first ; 
then the liquor potassse with cpium, 
cdter the abscess had opened into 
the urethra. The patient was 
obliged, in this case, constantly to 
wear a gum elastic catheter in the 
urethra, on account of the inability 
to pass his urine, and the pain oc- 
casioned by the introduction of any 
instrunieat; but 1 should not re- 
iDommei^ this to be done if it could 
be avoided. In another case 
which,! ^ve attended, various re- 
medies were tried without any ef- 
fect. The copaiba, cubebs, and 
' muriate of iron withrat benefit. A 


satoa was then made in the peri- 
nsemn^ which, at firsts afforded a 
litde relief ; but after the discharge 
from it stopped, the pain came ' on 
with increased violence, and the 
^and suppurated. 

In these affections you should 
recommend opiate injections by the 
rectum, together wi& opium and 
alkalis iiitemally. The bowels 
should never be permitted to be 
costive, on account of the irrita- 
tion which the passsa^ of harden- 
ed feces is apt to excite. The pa- 
tient should keep them regular by 
castor oil every morning. If the 
pain be violent, the warm bath 
should be used, and leeches applied 
to the periamum. Rest is abso- 
lutely necessary, the same as in 
irritable bladder. 

Cbromc enlargement of the pros- 
tate is very rarely met with in 
yoimg perBGSi8,and seldom before the 
age of forty-five or fifty. Tbis 
complaint may, through inattention 
or ignorance, be mistaken for stric- 
ture. In old persons there is a 
frequent desire to void the urine, 
and the urine can only be passed 
in small quantities at a time. This 
arises from the middle lobe of the 
prostate being enlarged, which 
acts as a valve and closes the blad- 
der ; it is only when the bladder is 
distended that the urine can be pass- 
ed, and thus it is never completriy 
emptied. If there is any difficulty 
in passing a sound in old persons, 
an examination should invariably 
be made with the finger by the 
reetum, when you vriU be aUe to 
detect the aalar^ state of the 
glaiid if it exists. Suig^^

the prostate, f f the instrument 
in its course has been obstraeted 
from its not being suiRciently carv- 
ed, this you obviate by elevating 
the point of the instrunicnt with 
the fore-finger of the left hand, 
and thus you will succeed in a 
few seconds when others have been 
trying for hours without success. 
In some cases the prostate is so 
irritable that the patient cannot 
bear the passage of a catheter, and 
much mischief might be done if it 
were attempted ; if there is reten- 
tion of urine under such circum- 
stances the operation becomes ne- 
cessary. Be extremely careful, 
therefore, iu old y)er8ons where 
there is any difficulty in passing an 
instrument into the bladder that 
you use no violence whatever, and 
be particular in examining by the 
rectum the state of the prostate 
l)efore passing the catheter. The 
remedies which are tried in this 
complaint are generally of little use. 
It is best, if tlie urine shows, by its 
ai^)eai:ance, or which is still more 
certain, the immersion of a piece of 
litmus ps^r, that there is an ex- 
cess of acid, give alkalis ; if, on the 
contrary that its alkaUne properties 
predominate, exhibit acid. 

Retention of Urine. 

Retention of urine may arise 
eitho- from stricture or enlasge- 
ment of the prostate gland. Ilie 
operations that are perftamed for 
this complaint are thm, via. in the 
perinmam, by the rectum, or above 
the pafaifl. Oneof these three ope-

la eases 
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u^era there is permanent stricbttie, 
the operation by the periomum is 
the one that you will perform ; be- 
cause at the same time that you 
relieve the sy mptom which hal de- 
manded the operation, you cure 
the complaint which has given rise 
to it. The operation by the rectum 
will bo necessary when there is spas- 
modic stricture, and all the known 
remedies have failed in removing it. 
The pressure of the urine in the 
bladder keeps up the spasmodic 
action ; and in general, as soon as 
the bladder is emptied, the com- 
fdaint goes awny, which shows that 
it is merely spasmodic. The mode 
of periinrmiug the operation in the 
{^efrinieum 1 explained to you on a 
ibrmer occasion (Lancet, p. ISO, 
j vcd. iv.), the operation by the rectum 
you perform in the following man- 
ner. The surgeon is to introduce 
the fore finger of the left hand up 
the rec’tum, in order to feel for the 
most prominent part of the bladder, 
taking care that he is quite clear 
of the prostate and vesiculoi! semi- 
nales; the canula of a trocar is to 
be introduced up to the part, and 
then the trocar through it, with 
which the puncture is to be made. 
Prior to your making the punctiu'e, 
take care that the upper part of the 
gut is pushed up, that the opening 
may Im valvular. 1 believe that 
the operation above the pubis is 
necessary where the prostate is 
enlarged and ulcerated. In such 
a case, if the operation is per- 
formed by the rectum, no perma- 
nent relief will be afforded, and 
the opening is likely to be Mocked 
up ; besides this, there is the dan-

Case of Fracture of the Cranium, 
July 30. — William Harkom* 
eetat. 7., was brought hero this even- 
ing in a state of insensibility from 
the kick of a horse. On examin- 
ing the head, it was found that the 
scalp had been divided over the 
superior posterior angle of the 
parietal bone of the right side. On 
introducing the finger into the 
w^ound it was discovered that the 
cranium at this point had been frac- 
tured, and that some of tire portions 
of bone were depn-Miet! :i]< half an 

inch. All inciKiwii of .-.nn- Ifiigth 
was now made through tlie scalp in 
a vertical direction. The portions 
of fractured bone already alluded 
to were found driven upwards, and 
firmly wedged under the superior 
sound part of the parietal bone. 
A small trephine was now applied 
at this point, but the insulated por- 
tions or bone could not be elevated 
or removed, wherefore it was again 
applied at an opposite angle, when, 
afw the remov^ of another small 
an^e by Hey*s saw,, the whole of 
the fractured pections,of bone were 
withdrawn, with the exception of a 
small part which had been but 
little: depressed and which was 
elevated. The wound was tfasn 
dressed with oiled lint.

Kemp, who .was admitted to this

The patient stated, that about

There have been several cases of 
accident taken in this week, the 
most important oif which are, those 
of a woman with a wound on the 
back part of die head, occasioned 
by a blow having been received 
there, producing slight ^mptoms 
of concuBstop, which, however, 
hate been removed by puiging, &c. 

In anodier case the ^ula was frac- 
Uired just above the malleolus ex- 
ternuB ; and a boy also has been 
admitted with a considerable de- 
gree of injury in the shoulder joint, 
but from: the tumified state of the 
parts, it is impossible at present, 
to ascertain its precise cha^cter.

and he hopes that no Imokseliers, 
newsmen, or hawkers will hereafter 
complain, if the most summary 
legal measures be adapted against 
all those who, after this notice, 
shall continue- to odend.

Of this precious document we 
shall say a few words presently. 
As soon as the Editor knetv of Uie 
finding of the bill, he iramediately 
offered to come forward and take

publisher; this offer was refused. 
The publisher then put in the re- 
quired bail, and, at the proper 
time, his plea of Not Gittlty. 
Some weeks subsequent to this, the 
defendant received notice that the 
Editor would then be accepted; 
and after one or two interviews with 
the prosecutor's counsel and attor- 
ney, an evening was appointed for 
'die defendant to attend at the 
latter gentleman's house with the 
necessary documents to prove the 
: ‘ilfentity of the Editor ; when, how- 
y.yjpmcttbe publisher calted upon that

would. hmaU thelwaafieial ofinrite 
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wliich eoold result from t verdict 
of Gui/tjf, the Bcheaie hoirever, 
nalortima^y for the seinli, turn 
oonjdetely ttiacacrud, and tlie »> 
telli^nt part of the public will re- 
joice at it. We cannot avoid 
observing here, that if Dn Collyer 
had proceed^ by indictment 
against eveiy booludler in the 
khigdom, and had succeeded in 
throwing the whole of them into 
dungeons, that it would not have 
had the effect of establishing the 
purity of his conduct, because this 
mode of pi-ocedure does not ad- 
mit of the confirmation or refuta- 
tion of any one of the alleged 
facts. Nothing but the most am- 
ple investigation can have the ef- 
fect of clearing the matter entirely 
ujp. The whole affair is most cu- 
Tious, and pregnant with suspicion. 
Let the Doctor’s own statement, 
for example, be read with attention, 
then look at die depositions which 
are to confinn that account, really 
they are most extraordinary ; but 
we shall not point out their pecu- 
liarities, .they speak too plainly of 
themselves. It has been insinualted 
that the depositions of the men 
published by us last year were false, 
and that we had framed them in 
such a manner as was best calcu- 
lated to suit our own purposes ; the 
fact we are now about to relate 
will demonstrate most clearly at 
whose door that imputation lies. 
On the 23d of last ^ptember, an 
attorney of the first respoctalntity, 
together with a friend, met Piper 
smd PovEY at the house of Mr. 
Stott, Solicitor, 26, Bucklers- 
bury, for die purpose inspecting 
the affidavits, as the men were 
dissatisfied at ffie manner in 
which foese affidavits had; been' 



pliedt diey had been pvhlished as 
correcihf as passible; at which 
Piper lemariced; “ you know. Sir, 
1 told you* about the sensation 
concern; and there isn’t a word 
said about it.” “ Why, no, no,” 
said Mr. Stott, “ we — we — could 
not publish that, of course’*!

Case of Hemorrhage into the 
Urinary Bladder ^ from fun~ 
goid Tumours of the ProsidtOt 
requiring the high operation 
for the removal of the Co- 
agula.

No. 6, p. 190.j 
The report of this case coining 
from the pen of the above distin- 
guished surgeon, and the treatment 
which was adopted having beenj 
sanctioned by the still more distin- 1 
guislied Sir A. Cooper, will con- 
tribute, in no small degree, to ex- j 
cite the attention of the profesrion. 
Notwithstanding, however, the ce- 
lebrity of the surgeons engaged, we 
apprehend that fow of their fellow- 
praedcionen will be inclined to pur- 
sue the same course of treahnent as 
was here employed. The case 
was, doubdeai, one of great ainbi' 
mdty and difficulty ; and, emisidm-- 
fcl^the shortness of time allowed 
IK fifleetion, it is very probable 
inat other surgeons would have 


IS not our dsunu, therefore, to spaaik 
reprelMmsihly of what haa been 
done, faiths than to prevent a 
repetition of what we ctmcdlve to 
have been a very serious, if not 
fatal, error. 

Fungous disease of the bladder 
and prostate appears to be of wry 
rare occurrence, this being only the 
diird ease which has fallen under 
the notice of Sir A. Cooper. The 
first was that of a man in the nei^- 
iMurhood of the Hospitals. A ca- 
theter was passed into the bladder 
of tills patient for retention of 
urine. During the remainder of 
the day, he passed nothing but

Our author has dismissed the 
case in so very abrupt a manner, 
after having narrated tlie opera- 
tion, that ivc are left in comydete 
ignorance of the condition of the 
patient for some days previous to 
his dissolution. Mr. H. says, that 
every effort was made to save him, 
(and which we fully believe,) yet, 
at the same time, we cannot but 
remark, that the object of giving 
publicity to cases, (vis.) instmction 
or caution to oriiersurgeiHH), would 
have been more adequately iuUilled 
had every pavticidar been faithfully 
recorded.

We shall nlow conclude our no- 
tice of this case with a few re- 
marks oil what we conceive to have 
been a very great impropriety in 
the treatment ; viz. cutting into 
die bladder from above the pubis, 
for the purpose of extracting the 
coagulated blood. No surgeon who 
places the slightest value on the 
welfare of his patients, or justly 
appreciates his own reputation, 
will ever perform an operation 
without having first considered 
what will be its probable or (xissi- 
ble result; and unless there is 
a fair chance of its prolonging life, 
it ought not to be undertaken, espe- 
cially such an operation as the one 
now before us, being in itself of 
so formidable a nature, that it of- 
ten proves mortal. Now, by pro- 
I longing life, we do not mean an 
i hour or a day, but a period worth 
i having, a time sufficient to compen- 
sate for the risk and suffering oc- 
casioned by the operation. Had 
iSir Astley and Mr. H. thus re- 
flected, we believe they would not 
liave ventured to perform the high 
operation in this instance; what 
are the facts ? Mr. H. says, it was 
evident from the first, that the 
prostate was diseased, that its en- 
largement could be felt through the 
rectum, and that its diseased con- 
dition prevented the operation from 
having been performed, either in 
I the perinseum or through the rec- 
tum.

If we Icwdt at the preceding cases, 
we aTc 6aittt6cd that at a period more

professional abilities, to presume to 
oppose any hospital surgeon’s ap> 
prentice. — Iheir reasons were spe- 
cious : 

I. That tlie chance of being sur- 
geon to the Hospital increased the 
ap{flrentice’s fee, and that it was 
natural for, if not the duty of, all 
the officers of the Institution to sup- 
port each other. 

II . Tliat a parent, who paid 500 
guineas for liis son to be an appren- 
tice, for five years, to an hospiiitl sur- 
geon, had always this much desired 
appointment in perspective ; and, 

III . That a young man, so edu- 
cated, must be more qualified, in 
every respect, for the office, <han 
any one who had not received such 
advantages, but had been bred up a 
stranger to the Institution. 

To the first and second reasons 
1 reply, that because a man may af- 
ford to give 2002. or 3002, more than 
1 can as an apprentice fee, his son 
has no right to exclude mine from 
a situation to which merit alone 
ought to entitle him ; for, perha^, 
in no other profession, in no oti^r 
occupation of life, is it of so much 
consequence tliat wealth should sink 
under the superior weight and in- 
fluence of intellect. 

In respect to the last reason, 1 
deny that the education of an hos- 
pital surgeon’s apprentice is the 
best calculated to qualify him for 
the office of surgeon to ^he Hospi- 
pital ; for if it were so, we riiould 
not have seen many of these men, 
as we have for five-and-twenty years 
past, not only a diigrace to the 
situations they held, hut likewise to 
the profession to which they were 
educated. 

But, letius examine this famous 


education^ iior bo much 

money if paid« t%a education of an 
apprentice to an hospital surgeon. 

I was very intimate with sevend of 
them while 1 was at Bartholo- 
mew’s, and one who was after- 
wards surgeon to the Hospital, t Id 
me, that during the w'hole of hi« 
apprenticeship he never received 
one word of professional informa- 
tion or instruction from his master ; 
and another, at the same time, made 
use of these words, “ during the 
whole five years of my apprentice- 
ship, the tuition I have received from 
my master's mouth has not been 
sufficient to enable me to distinguish 
the right end of a probe from the 
wrong,” 

No, — the surgeon who received 
the apprentice, received, at the 
same time, the more important ob- 
ject, the 500 pounds or guineas; the 
youth was then turned into the 
hospital, as a wild colt is turned to 
grass, and Uiere he might graze, 
on professional pasture, as much as 
he pleased, and extract from it 
more or less nutriment according 
to the extent of his physical capa- 
city ; or he might fly off after other 
fo^, and vitiate his mental and 
corporeal powers, as the grossness 
of his appetite might impel him. 
Tlie puid|s, thus educated, might 
have great natural abilities, and 
strong habits of industry, or they 
might not ; and the character and 
cT^it of the hospitals, and the 
welfare of the patients, were thus 
submitted to the chancesy — to the 
production of a Pott or a Harvey, 
a Cooper or a Birch. The product, 
then^ of this highly privile^d edu- 
cation was, what was called a pure 
surffeojiy — a man, who, if ppsssttied 
of common ability, acGdippdued 
with habits of iiidustiy, becadte, of 
course, a skfiful 
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somedmeB, Ifit opt ipeqvefitly, *: 
good pracdfial ptngeoa^for many 
of the hosfdtsl spigepOB are the 
* v'orat private practitiooera, 1 mean 
in the daily commuii cases of sitf' 
gery. But, what is most remarkable 
is, tliat a verjf dexterous operator 
is seldom the consequence of tliis 
hospital education. The public 
ihi nk otlierwise : — for o])«r ating 
being, in their esliuiadou, n mere 
mechanical action, they conclude 
that frequent practice, with a pro- 
|)er knowledge of anatomy, must 
make thorn perfect performers 
but this is not the case; daily 
. practice upon a musical instrument 
will never make some people good 
playeis, nor give dexterity to the 
lingers of a person who has rigid 
joints ; nor will all the opjjortuuities 
of operating in an hospital make a 
good operator of a man who has 
neither the eye, the surgical t«t, 
iior the dexteri^ of finger, which 
are the necessary requisites for such 
a pt’irformcr. On tliese accounts, 

- such a mart is a rara avis, and 
< in niy time appeared at JBaitbolo- 
■ inewV only in the person of Mr. 
j-PoTi ; and, except that the atttpur 
|/a<ions of Mr. Edmuku Pitts 
were beautiful, not one of the other 
■five surgeons ever peefonned an

The chancre 
makes its appearance with a kind 
of pustule or pimple, and has a 
base more or less inflamed accord- 
ing to the part on w'hich it is seated. 
If the chancres he on the glans, the 
inflamed base is in general small, 
on account of the little laxity of 
the surrounding parts ; if it be on 
the prepuce, on the contrary, the 
surrounding inflammation is gene- 
rally great.

W'hether it is sypinlitic or not. In 
such case you must take care of 
the patient s general health, merely 
applying simple local applica- 
tions to the part, and urait to see 
whether any secondary symptoms 
manifest themselves. When you 
can be certain that the sores or ex- 
coriations are also syphilitic, then 
they will require to be treated just 
as other chancres. The best marks 
for distinguishing between chancres 
and excoriations is the. time at 
which the sore appears after con- 
nection. Chancre does not appear 
immediately after connection; there- 
fore, if the sore which you suspect to 
he merely an excoriation, appears on 
the day after the person hi^d connec.- 
I tion with a woman, it is probaUe 
I that your suspicion is well founded. . 

‘ It has been stated, that several 
Weeks sometimes elapse from the 
time of connection l^fore the ap- 
pearance of a chancre ; T can con • 
ceive it .possible that some of the 
syphilitic matter might be lodged 
near to the firaenuzn, without pro- 
ducing, for a time, a sore, if the 
persim w^ere in go^ health, and 
that on his health being derangedl 
a sore might be excit^ idthoug^ 
weeks had elapsed from the pf^^V;

If, on the contrary, 
the sore has a hardened base, deep 
centre, and irregular edges, then' 
may you decide on its being a 
chancre. I cannot too strongly 
impress on your minds the impor- 
tance of attending to every mark 
and feign by which you may be en- 
abled to distinguish between chan- 
cre and simple excoriation. From 
an entire ignorance of these points, 
I believe that many practittoners 
needlessly submit their patients to 
mercurial courses, and that not! 
a few of w'hat are termed * secon- 
dary symptoms’ (a vague and in- i 
definite term) arise from the in- 
judicious treatment which the pa- 
tients have nudergone. When the 
pustule breaks anil becomes an 
ulcer, the ulcer is pitted in the 
centre, iu base is baiid, edges irre- 
gular, and surface glassy. If the 
venereal matter be applied to an 
excoriation, it ultimately produces a 
syphilitic action, but this is not 
soon excited, nor has the sore ever 
the surrounding hardness and liidd 
colour as in chancre. Chancres 
are generally circumscribed and 
defined, whereas excoriations are 
diffused. The pain of chancres is 
very little, that of excoriations 
considerable. The usual secretion 
from chancres is of a tliick yellow 
colour and sometimes bloody, from 
excoriations it is serous or puru- 
lent. Excoriations may be pro- 
dueid dozing (X>ition, and the syphi- 
idmWai^ them, when

you are doubtful as 


Co the nature of. the lores, explain 
fi^^ to the patient, if W be an ia- 
tdligent person, the Mate of the 
case, and merely use simple ap^t- 
cations, such as lime water, witti a 
little mucilage. The bowels should 
also be kept i^tilated. If the 
sore be syphilitic it will not be 
l)eiiefited by these means, but its 
character altered ; if an excoriadlon 
only, it will usually heal. Omit 
difficulty in deciding on many of 
the sores which occur on the geni- 
tals, arises from the application 
used by the patients prior to their 
applying to you. Black wash is 
I so well known that few consult yon 
who have not used it, and thus 
hefiare the constitution is affixed, 
the sore is altered in character. 
Therefore, if stimulating lotions, or 
applications of any kind have been 
made use of, which have altered 
the character of the sore, it becomes 
almost iin|H)6sible to give a decided 
opinion as to its nature. I shall 
presently speak of chancres com- 
bined with constitutional derange- 
ment, Imt will now* s|}cak only of 
the treatment of simple chancres. 

Treatment of Chancres. 

In the treatment of chancres rely 
entirely on constitutional remedies, 
and I will state to you, as perspi- 
cuously as I can, my reasons for 
this advice. If a Iverson comes to 
you with a chancre oti llie penis, 
arid you give to this patient both 
local applications and internal re- 
medies, you are obliged to continue 
tlie latter longer than is necessary, 
in order to be certain of their having 
had an effect on the constitution. 
When, on the other hand, yoii 
merely trust to the influence of 
mercury, and use no application to 
the part but a little tepid w'ater, 
then can you be certain of the

Inunediately die sore heals 
fay the action of meficur}', no local 
applications having been used, then 
I always stop die mercury, let the 
sore have healed in ever so short a 
time. In my own practice 1 ad(^t 
tliis plan at present, and have done 
so for some time, and 1 have not 
yet met vvitli a case of secondary 
symptoms occurring in patients 
who have adopted this treatment. 
Previous, however, to your giving 
mercury, several points axe to be 
taken into consideration. If the 
patient is irritable, if thei'e be any 
local congestion, pains in the head, 
^est, or abdomen, or if the patient 
is labouring under diarrheea, you 
should not exlubit the mercury. 
These points should be first ascer- 
tained before you order the patient 
to undergo a mercurial course, else 
you may be the cause, through your 
inattention, of irreparable mischief. 
There is a difference of qiinion as 
to tlie mode in which the mereuxy 
should be exhibited ; some recom- 
mending that it should be taken 
internally, others that it should be 
used externally, by friction. Cases 
may occur in which there can he 
no objection to either of these 
mod^, but I prefer myself that it 
should bo employed externally. 
When the mercury is taken inter- 
nally it not unfrequently disordm's 
the bowels, and produces diarrhesa; 
^ in patients afflicted with pilte 
it e^tea tenesmus, llie only ob- 
jection to the extomal use of mer- 
cury is the labour of rubbing, and 
the imcleanliaesB of it^ which you 


cannnt^ avoid. >3^ inteihal em- 
pk^UBOnt of mmuify nquires m«e 
restiietma in the di^ tl^ the ex- 
ternal ; for, when taking mercury, 
you must avoid vegetables or fruits 
which are acescent, on account of 
their affecting the bowels. In the 
external employment of mercury 
the bowels are less likely to be 
acted upon. If, during a course of 
mercury, the patient should have 
a diarrhuea, the mercury should be 
discontinued till the diarrhoea sub- 
sides ; when the mercury should be 
again employed. In repeated in- 
stances, where mercury has beeu 
taken internally, 1 have known a 
diarrhoea occur, which rendered it 
necessary to omit the mercury ; and 
that it has returned as soon as ever 
the; medicine was again taken. 
These cases are of rare occurrence 
when the mercury is used exter- 
nally. The plan 1 recommend is, 
that the patient should get a pair 
of flannel drawers, and wear them 
continually dmng the mercuriBj 
course, which seldom lasts more 
than eight or ten days. Besides 
attention to diet, if you wish the 
effect of the mercury to be quidc 
and certain, you should not allow 
the patient to go into a cold tem- 
perature. Cold will put a stop to 
the visible effects of mercury on the 
constitution when t^ey exist. If a 
patient has a very sore mouth, from 
the effects of mercury, and he takes 
a ride on the top of a coach, it 
would speedily cure it 1 have 
been <d>liged to recommend this in 
one or two cases, where all the local 
remedies had been used withonl:

Whim the parts arc veiy irrita- 
hle, eiliasion soiiialimes takes place 
into the prepuce, and prevents its 
being drawn back. The dischaige 
then lodges behind it, keeps up 
irritation, and increases the disease. 
This complaint, duiing the indam- 
inatory stage, requires the same 
treatment as irritable sores; the 
position of the patient should be 
particularly attended to; he should 
lie on his back, with the penis and 
testes well supported. In such 
cases cold lotions agree best with 
the part; a little saturine lotion 
added to the linseed meal U what 
I recommend. If there is much 
secretion, a mild injection should 
be thrown behiiid the prepuce with 
a syringe, with a view to clean the 
part, and get rid of this acrid 
discharge. With respect to the 
operation, on no account whatever 
operate till the inflammation has 
subsided ; for, if yon do, a slough- 
ing will most probably ensue, to 
a considerable extent. It is better 
to subdue the inflammation in 
every case by rest, the recum- 
bent position, emollient applica- 
tions or cold poultices; for a good 
deal depends on your treatment 
during the inflamnotation as to the 
degree of thickening that remains 
it is subdued. If the p^ppuce I 
is long and hangs over fhC extre- 
, mity ^ the glans, I generally re- 
move a circular portion of the fore- ; 
skin, as in circumcision, as it does 
not hurt the appharance ^ the part, 
and as it cim be twiy well dispensed 
with. You must elongate the pre- , 
puce with the fore-floger and thumb 
of the left hand, and an assistant

mercing with the toes, with the 
intention of favouring tlie return of 
the blood by the veins. An inci • 
eion was now made, in a transverse 
direction, on the inside of the thigh, 
commencing about two inches be- 
low Pouparl’s ligament, and imme- 
diately over the psoas muscle. At 
this point, after carefully separating 
the nerve wiiich lay on its outside, 
the femoral artery was tied. An 
incision was now co^l^lenc<^d at 
the posterior part of the thigh, and 
brought upwards, in a semilunar 
direction, till the knife met the 
point formed by the superior ex- 
tremity of the firet incision; by this 
process the artery w'as divided below 
the ligature and above the on^n 
of the profunda. Another incision 
through the muscles was now made, 
on the outside of the thigh, in a 
similar manner ; the retractor was 
then used, and the bone divided 
by the saw. The artery was com- 
pressed at the groin, during the 
operation, by the fingers of an as- 
sistant. Two small arteries were 
then taken up and tied. About 
four ounces of blood were lost dur- 
ing the operation, which however 
Mpeared to be princi|>ally venous. 
T^e flaps were now brought into 
contact, and the stump dressed in 
tlie usual way. The patient was 
then replaced in bed, and an opiate 
draught given her. 

The first night after the opera-

Several branches of tlic mammary 
artery were of course divided, and 
eleven or tw'elve were obliged to be 
tied ; after which the integuments 
were brought together by adhesive 
plaster. 

A man was next brought into the 
theatre, who, about tw’o years ago 
had received a Mow upon the back 
of his head, between the parietal 
and occipital bones, a small wound 
had been made but was quickly 
healed ; yet since that time a con- 
tinual pain had been felt in the 
part. Mr. Brodie laid bare the 
cranium, and found an extensive ex- 
foliation, accompanied, by a slight 
degree depression. The trephine 
was applied, and afterwards the 
scalp closed over the part whence 
the hone had been removed.

» former. It occurs in 
Mlvanced age, and it is 
fii^mistake to talk of its happening in 
llRung persons. Akhougli I haire 
; jbeen now thirty-nine years at Guy s 
ifBd St. Thomas's HospitaLs, and 
liavti had more tiian my share of 
practice of the metroix^is dar- 
ing that time, 1 hare seen more 
.than tteo hundred and twenty-five 
eases of fracture of tlie neck of the 
thigh bone within the capaulai' liga- 
ment, yet 1 have only known two 
persons in whom this accident oc- 
curred under fifty years of age. 
; This fracture, then, rarely happens 
under fifty years of age, and dislo- 
cation seldom at a more advanced 
' period. But tlie most comnioui 
: period at which fracture occurs is 
between fifty and eighQr. 

The reason why the bone breaks 
so much more readily in age« is, 

: that there is a peculiar process 
: taking place in age which is pro« 
[ dueing an entire alteration in the 
structure of the head and neck of 
the bone. The natural ebaages 
: wlttcb thus take place in the bones 
in 4MSaniit of- life are re- 

ifeilillilti; -...tfagy ^iaefmwe- ia bulk 
jlM' in youili, they remain 

> ifeljilAy anring the aduk period, 


and become tighter and n^lmr iit 
the more advanced stagee of life. 
You may cut the bones of old per- 
sons with a penknife, which you 
could not do at the adult periodL 
The liock of the bone undergoes an 
interstitial absorption by w'hidi it 
bocomos shortened and altered in 
its relation with the sliaft of the 
bone, so that the head of the bone, 
instead of being altove the level of 
tile trochanter, sinks almost to its 
root. Indeed the bones of an old 
person may be readily distinguished 
in the skeleton fremt tlioso of the 
middle period of life. 

Iho slightest causes often pro- 
duce firacturcs in this state of the 
bone. I'he way in which they 
usually happen in London, is from 
the person slipping off the fuou 
pavement, and though it is only 
the descent of a few inches the un- 
expected shock acting }>erpendicu- 
lariy on tlic cervix, widi the ad- 
vantage of a lever, produces a frac- 
ture. The patient immediately 
falls, and the accident is very fre- 
quently improperly attributed to 
this circumstanoe. Even turnii^ 
suddenly round has produced it, 

The^anioD of this fracture hae 
beentiimeause of much difference o£ 
opiitkWr It has been eeid, that, 
these fimetoies wSti unite like frac- 
tures in other parts of the body, by 
bone. But 1 have tamdtt fer tbo 
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last thirty years in these lectures, 
that, as a generaljprinciple, fractures 
of the neck of the thigh bone, of the 
patella, olecranon, coronoid process 
of the ulna and cond^des of the os 
Immeri, unite by ligament, and not 
l]^ bone. In all the examinations 
wlkicli I have made of transverse 
fractures of the cervix femoris with- 
in the capsule, I have had my opi- 
nions confirmed, as I have not met 
with a single instance in which 
bony union had taken place. 1 
would not maintain its impossibility, 
but what I wish to be understood to 
say is, that, if it ever does happen, 
it is an extremely rare occur- 
rence, and that 1 have nm'er yet 
met with a single example of it. 
Whilst, to support a contrary opi- 
nion, only a single instance has 
been produced, having the shadow 
of plausibility; and in this case 
the same appearances were found 
in both the thigh bones, and even 
these resembled what 1 have often 
obsen'ed in the dead body, arising 
from a softened state of the bones. 

There are several reasons which 
may be assigned for the want of 
ossific union in the transverse frac- 
ture of the cervix within the liga- 
ment. The yirst, is a want of the 
proper of tlie fractured 

ends of the bone. As it is scarcely | 
possible to preserve the limb in j 
apposition even for a few hours, ns 


the slightest change of position 
produces an instant contraction of 
the large and powerful muscles 
passing from the pelvis to the thigh, 
and the ends of tlie bone become 
immediately displaced. Tliis is 
also the case in fractures of the 
patella, where, notwithstanding all 
our efforts to ]>rcveiit the retraction 
of the muscles, it very .seldom 
happens that we can succeed in 
supporting a complete approxima- 
tion of the bones. Tlie second 
reason for a want of bony union, is 
the want of pressure of one bone 
on the other. Hven if the limb were 
preserved at its proper length, and 
admitting the capsular ligament not 
to be torn, this circumstance would 
operate to prevent an ossific union. 
There is a large quantity of syno- 
vial fluid secreted into the joint, 
this distends the ligament, and 
entirely prevents the contact of the 
bones. After a time this fluid be- 
comes absorbed, but not until the 
inflammatory process has ceased, 
and ligamentous matter has been 
effused into the joint from the sur- 
face of the synovial membrane. 
That cause, which so powerfully 
conduces to the union of other 
fractures, is wanting here^ viz. the 
pressure which the muscles piiitiidhce 
on the broken extremities of htmmlff 
for if two broken . bones 
each otlier on that; side oa^i^ 
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tliey ax€ presaed togethw, tljewi will 
be an abundance of o£«ilk matter 
de|M>sitcd ; but on the opj) 0 «he «ide, 
on which there is no pressure ex- 
erted, scarcely any change will be 
ob.scr\'cd. But the f/iird and prin- 
cipal reason, is the almost entire 
absence of ossiHc union in the head 
of the bone when detached from its 
cervix. 'n»e princijtal supply of 
blood to tbc liead of the bone being 
derived from the ligamentum teres, 
which has onl}^ a feiv minute ves- 
Kels ramifying from it on the bone. 
The natural supply of blood for the 
zieck and head of (he bone is de- 
rived from the periosteum, and 
■when the neck is fractured, and the 
{zeriusteuin lorn through, the means 
of ussiBc action ate necessarily cut 
off. No deposit of cartilage or 
bone, as in other fractures, is pro- 
duced, but there is a deposition of 
ligamentous matter covering the 
surface of the cancellated structure. 
On dissection of these accidents, 
you find that the cancclli arc ren- 
dered iirm and smooth by frictioD, 
as in other bones which rub on each 
other wizen their articular cartilages 
arc absorlzed. Portions of bone 
remain attached by ligament, or 
aire loose and floating in the j^t, 
noijipiied by ligamentous matter ; 

do not excite inffamma- 
than 'iiixular portions 
the knee or ih; 
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the elbow joints. The capsular 
ligament and the synovial mom- 
branc are very much thtcfcncied 
from the inflainmationi which they 
have umlorgone, and are therefrffo 
very luiuli strcngtlieued. This 
membrane is sometimes sepsutitod 
from the fractured jxjrtioiis, so as 
to fonii a thick band, }>assing from 
the fracturiKl edges of the cervix to 
tl(0 head of the bone. IJganientous 
matter puKses also from the cancel- 
lated structure of the head to the 
neck, thus uniting, by a fle.xtble 
material, the one broken [H>rtion of 
bone to anotlzer. It appears then, 
as a general principle, tlzut ossi/Sc 
umon is not produced. I have 
seen the tw’o preparations of Mr, 
St a X L K Y , at Baitholonjew’s, 

which' were supposed to be epeci- 
mens of that union, but thtfse Imve 
tlie same appearances on each 
side ; now it is very probable that 
age or disease might produce simi- 
lar effects in both bones, but it 
would be very difficult to suppose 
that accidents would do so. In 
experiments which 1 have made on 
animals in perfect health, the onion 
was always by ligament. One of 
the best proofs, however, is a pre- 
paration of Mr. Lanostafp's, in 
which the bone is fractured wkhin , 
and without the capsular Ugament; 
that without is united by bone, and 
that within the capsule is m^tod 
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Iigr 1 have often seen 

tiiat^ppearance in the necks of the 
thigh bones of old people, supposed 
to represent the union of a ftaoture 
throngfi the cervix by bone. But 
the truth is, that it is occasioned 
by the absorption of the neck of the 
bone in the way I have Wore de- 
scribed, allowing of the descent of 
the head of the bone just opposite 
the root of the trochanter major. 
Here, gentlemen, is the thigh bone 
of an aged female (holding it up to 
the class), in which this change 
has taken place ; now where is tlie 
neck of this thigh bone ? Can you 
see it? No, I am sure you cannot, 
for it has gone to the tomb of ah the 
Capulets. 

I must defer speaking of the 
treatment of these aecidento until 
the next lecture.

“ The charge tissumes a still more 
aukwani ap[)carance in oue shape 
in uiiicU it is frequently bought 
forward. The objector admits that 
the mi Lid uses the bod y as an in- 
strument of cointuujuicatioii witli 
external nature, and maintains tliat 
this fact does not necessarily lead 
to materialism. In this 1 agn‘e 
with him ; but I cannot perceive 
how it should lead nearer U) this 
result, to liold that each faculty 
manifests itself by a peculiar organ, 
til an to believe that the whole mind 
acts oil external objects by means 
of the whole body or the whole 
brain. In short, in whatever point 
of view tlte system is regarded, 
whether as true or false, the ohjec- 
tiou of materialism is futile and 
unphilosophical ; and one must 
regrets that it should have been 
brought forward iat the name of 
religion, because every imbecile 
and unfounded attack against phi- 
losophy, made in this sacred name, 
tends to diminish tlie respect with 
which it ouglit always to be in- 
vested. 

“ Tlie question of materialism it- 
self, howei'cr, as a point of abstract 
discussion, has of late excited con- 
siderable attention; and 1 sliall 
offer a few remarks upon its general 
merits. In entering on the embject, 
it is proper to take a view of Uie 
nature and extent of the point in 
dispute, and of the real effect of 
mil’ decision upon it. The quesdoii

If, 
on the ntlier hand, Nature has 
limited its existence to this passing 
scene, and decreed that it shall 
perish for ever when the aidmating 
principle passes from the body, then 
all our conjectures, arguiuei)its, dik- 
cussions, and assertions, respecting 
its immortality, will not add one 
day to its existence. The opinions 
of man, therefore, cunceTiung the 
substance of the mind, cun l»ave 
no influence whatever in changing 
or modifying that substance . itself; 
and if so, as little can . these, opi- 
nions undermine the constitution of 
the mind, or iU reladpns; :to time 
and eteniity, on wlikl^ . as t^r 
foundations, aim; ^

religion, than the unfounded cla- 
mour, or cant shall 1 call it,' which 
has been poured forth from the 
periodical journals about the dan- 
gers attending it, A manly in- 
tellcat, instead of bowing ^fore 
prejudice, would dissipate it by 
showing that the question is alto- 
' gether an illusion ; and that, adopt 
W'hat opinion we will concerning 
the substance of the mind, every 
attribute belonging to it iqust re- 
‘ main unaltered and unimpeached. 

Blit not to stop in our investiga- 
tion till we have reached the got^, 
vre may inquire, whether it be pos- 
sible to discover the substance of 
which the mind is composed, whe- 

* ther it be material or immaterial? 

‘ Prwvibas to doing so, howler, w-e 
‘ ought to endeavour to ascertain 

what hieans we possess of airiviDg' 
at a knowledge of the ^asence ^ 
the mind. All our knowledge must

observation. Now, byre^' 


fleeting on what we feel, we dis- 
cover nothing concerning die nature 
or essence of the thi^ing being. 
Wo do not feel a spiritual substance 
stirring about within us, and ela- 
borating sentiment and thought; 
and neither do we feel a material 
substance producing these cfTects. 
We are conscious only of feelings 
and emotions, of friendships and 
attachments, of high conceptions 
and glorious thoughts; — ^but whe- 
ther these ori^nate from matter or 
spirit; — ^whether the first embryo 
substance of reflection dwelt lowly 
in the dust, or soared a pure ethe- 
real essence amid the regions of 
boundless space, before it was con- 
stituted a part of us; — whether 
God, in creating man, was pleased 
to invest his material organs with 
the property of thought, or to infuse 
into him a portion of material fire ; 
— on all these points consciousness 
gives us no information. A great 
deM of popular delusion, indeed, 
has been kept alive on this point, 
by the fact being overlooked, that 
we are not conscious of the opera- 
tions of the brain. Men in general, 
because they are sensible only of 
thought and feeling, and nut of the 
movements of any material organ 
performing these acts of the mind, 
imagine that it is necessarily an im- 
material substance which is think- 
ing and feeling within them; but 
they are equally unconscious of the 
contraction and relaxation of the 
muscles, and they might as well 
imagine that their arms and legs 
are moved, not by material organs, 
but by the difect iiiip^e of spirit, 
as entertain the suppositum in Ques- 
tion. In short, the truly phupso- 
phical Cdiacltxsion ^ that, by 
of con^btisness, we are iinabV^

Those organs also, which in man

once Oculist, Secretary, and Re- 
porter ; — ^^vell, is this all ?

The conlinuatmi of the case of 
Aneurisfn of the Abdominal 
Aortay from No. 4, Vol. iv. 

In OUT last notice of this man we 
mentioned that he was, at the 
suggestion of Sir Astley Cooper, 
ordered to take the subcarbonate 
of soda. This he has taken for 
more than a month, in doses of 
half a dTachni, in mint- water, four 
times in the day, without appearing 
materially to disagree with him, 
until within the last fortnight, when 
it produced sickness and puiging, 
and was then desired by the dretwer 
to be left off. It i»oduoed no 
diminution In the fotte of the pub- 
ation of the tumour, nor any altera- 
tion in the frequency of the pulte. 
We should feel happy to obw^e 
aiQT remedy exert a beneficial ' In- 
ffuence on such an alarming aha

you must ari-est the progress of 
the disease as soon as you can, as 
it would othenvise destroy the 
palate and the voice, and cause ex- 
loliatious of the palate bones. 

When there is much irritability, 
1 generally give c^omei and small 
doses of opium, or if there is great 
increase in the heat of tlie skin, 
and the secretions appear to be 
locked up, then give pil. pluin- 
lueri with hyoscyamus or ctmium. 
Prevent the occurrence of debility, 
if you possibly can, as the slough- 
ing. process easily follows ; there- 
fore during the exhibition of mer- 
cury, where you may expect de- 
bility, you must afford your patient 
a nutritious, but at the same time 
not a stimuladug, diet. Slouching 
cf ibe ulcers of Ute soft palate may 
arise firpm debility, or on the other 
hand, from an excess of action : if 
flKHn debility, the treatnaent 1 ksve 
^8t menrioited must be pursued ; 
if from too much acUoAf act upon 
the bowels by puiga^vas and tidie 
blood by cupping behind the mas- 
toid procem* which win much 
dimmh .the loegi action. , Xhe. 


local applications usually made are 
in the ionn of gargles, but when 
there is a disposition to slough 
much any application can be better 
used by the syringe tlian as a gar- 
gle. The parts should be cleaned 
well from the mucus whicli collects 
•about them with a probe, to the end 
of wliich a small bit of lint must be 
attached. The best ii\jectioii6 are 
those made with the nitrate of sil- 
ver, the oxymuiiate of mercury, lu 
the nitric acid diluted. 7'he nitro- 
muriatic acid has been recom- 
mended, but It has no superiority 
to the common nitric iicid. It has 
been extensively used in this Hos- 
pital, but there ap]:)enred nothing 
in it to confirm the preference which 
had been shown it. 

The next affection I shall speak 
of is that 

Of the Palate Bones ; 
and this occurs by the extension 
of the disease, from the soft })alate, 
or from inflammation of tlieir own 
membrane, as happens also in the 
bones of the nose. The membrane 
ulcerates, a sore is formed, the bone 
becomes exposed, and exfoliation 
is the consequence of this c.xpp- 
surc. 

When the bone is exposed, it is 
easily detected by tUe fetid nature 
of the discharge, and by the horrid 
fetor h gives to the breath of the 
patient ; it is the worst smell that 1 
know, especially if mercury has 
been taken. The treatment here 
wiU be just Uie same as in the id- 
ceration of the soft palate, merely, 
attend to the general health, allay

An instrument has been made 
by Mr. Weiss, to supply the defi- 
ciency of the palate bones, which 
very much removes the nasal sound 
of the voice; and it may be. here 
proper to mention that operations 
for the same purpose have been 
]terformed by Roux, Brodie> 
and Alcock. 

Of the Affection of the tarynx. 

There is a chronic form of ulcera- 
tion of the larynx, in which exfolia- 
tion of the cartilages takes place just 
in the same way as in the bones of 
the palate. There was a case in 
Lydia ward some time ago, in which 
Mr. Tr .AVERS, in my absence, was 
obliged to divide the trachea, in 
order to rescue the patient from 
siifibeation. And immediately af- 
ter the operation I affected the 
mouth with calomel, and combined 
it at the same time with opium, 
I'he symptoms Mbsided; the wound 
healed, and s^ did perfectly well.

but the most striking mark of the 
dislocation is, that the head of the 
thigh bone may be felt upon the 
piibes, above the level of Poupart's 
ligament, to. the outer side of the 
femoral artery, and feels like a 
hard ball there, which avUI readily 
move on rotating or bending the 
thigh. Easy as tliis dislocation is 
to detect, I have known three cases 
in which it had been overlooked 
until it was too late. This could , 
only arise from great carelessness, 
and that man really deserves the 
appellation of a blockhead, wlio, 
in the {uesent day, woidd allow 
such an occurrence to take place. 

This accident need never to be 
mistaken for a fracture of the neck 
of the thigh bone, as the head of 
the bone on the juibes will point out, 
to the most superficial observer, the 
nature of the accident. To reduce 
this dislocation, you place the pa- 
tient on a table, on his side ; then 
carry a girt between the puden-. 
dum and . the ipner . part , of the; 
thigh, and fix it in a staple, a little, 
before the line of the body. : Hie 
roller Is to be passed around the

After this extension has been con- 
tinued some time, pass a napkin 
under the upper part of the thigh, 
whilst an assistant, resting one hand 
on the pelvis, lifts the head of the 
bone over the pubes and edge of 
the acetabulum. 

From what I have had an op- 
portunity of observing on the suIj- 
ject of dislocations, I think that 
the relative proportion of cases will 
be as follows : Now. if I take the 
number as twenty, there will be 
tnoelve on the dorsum ilii, Jive in 
the ischiatic notch, two in the 
foramen ovale, and one on the pu- 
hes. From the frequency of the 
occurrence of these accidents, it is 
astonishing that they should have . 
escaped the observations of sur- 
geons of former times, and these . 
too of some eminence in the pro- 
fession. Is it not gratifying, on . 
the other hand, to contrast the pre- 
sent state of information in the pro- . 
fession with what it was about 
fifty years ? What should we . 
think of a surgeon in this metro- : 
ixdis, with all the opportunities of . 
seeing disease in thelarge hospitals 
of this.dty; who doubted the je'slis- 
tence of a dislocatioa of the thigh, . 
when we: find that surgeei^U; 0b

the knowledge of anatomy that we 
are indebted for this superiority, to 
the study of which we caunot de- 
vote too much attention, and to ac> 
quire an intimate knowledge of 
wliidi we should consider no sacri- 
fice too great, if we wish to es- 
tablish our reputation as surgeons, 
or humanely to discharge our duties 
to mankind. {Repeated and long 
contitpied applause.) 

Before I proceed to describe the 
other dislocations, I shall speak of | 
the Fractures which happen at the 
upper part of the Thigh bone. 

It is nut only necessary accu- 
rately to distinguish these accidents 
from dislocations, with which they 
might be confounded, but also from 
each other.

In this fracture, 
the patient suffers but little pain 
w'hen at rest in the recumbent pos- 
ture. But on rotation a pain is 
felt, from the rough end of the bone 
grating against the synovial mem- 
branes lining the capsular ligament. 
The thigh may be perfectly ex- 
tended but flexion is more difficult 
and attended witli pain ; this is 
increased if the thigh be directed 
toward the pubes and lessened, if 
carried outwards. If you should 
have any doubt now remaining as 
to the nature of the accident, let 
the patient stand by the side of his 
bed, suppoited by aii assistant, and 
you wdl have oJl the appearances 
which I hare before named present, 
and if he attempt to bear on the in- 
jured iimb it will produce much 
pain, which is occasioned by the 
psoas magnus and iKacos intemus 
bmngput on thesttetefa, as well as by 
the pressure of the roughened sur- 
jlaoe of the bone on the inner part 
pf the capmdar lS|;a]nent.

The blotthes appear on 
almost any part of tlie body, they 
are of a doll red, a tittle ehi^ated 
above the level of tile juiritNuidiiig 
skin, and bare a dark coloured 
margin; sometimt's the ootide se- 
parates by iwry mintfte veriositkm, 
and the brasny appeaimoce the 
skifi is product. 

The pustular form of the erap- 
tion is more lare-; it aepeam, just 
as any other pustokr lample, 
the exception of the o«k o<^ui«d:

to be collected in the other aide of 
tbesciotiin), which will probably be, 
at some future period-, the subject 
of another operation. 

When the tumour was injected, 
and the patient complained of the 
pain occasioned by that part of 
the operation, Mr. Guthrie V)b> 
served, that he had frequently 
found, that, when at the time of | 
the operation the pain was severe, 
the subsequent inflammation in the 
parts was but slight, and when 
there was but little pain, great in- 
flammation was generally induced. 
He also stated that lie had often re- 
turned the same fluid into the sac, 
which he had j ust before drawfitfrom 
it, and invariably found that a suffi- 
cient degree of inflammation was 
excited to eifect a cure, as. well as 
if any other fluid were injected; 
and, therefore, that effect did not 
depend upon the quality of the in- 
jection, so much as ujxm the part 
beingsuddenly collapsed, distended, 
and collapsed again, by the opera- 
tion, Mr. G. then said that he had 
known many instances, in which a 
high degree of inflammation had 
taken place after the operation for 
hydrocele, and the parts had be- 
come perfectly united, yet the dis- 
ease had agaun returned ; and in one 
case he had laid the scrotum com- 
pletely open, and healed the wound 
by granulation, and yet the same 
occurrence had taken fdace.

its place, and the condyles of the 
femur are again received on the 
semilunar cartilages. This acci- 
dent is particularly liable to hap- 
pen again, and the return of it is 
best prevented by a bandage made 
with apiece of linen having four 
straps attached to it, and these are 
bound lightly above and below the 
patella. 

Of CotH^md IHslocation$ of 
the Knee-joint 1 have only seen 
one example. This required an 
immediate amputation; and it is 
probable that in all these acci- 
dents, unless the wound is very 
small so as to allow of its ready 
closure and adhesion, that a dmi-

Fractures of the Patella . — Ibe 
patella is generally broken trans- 
versely, but sometimes longitudi- 
nally. 

In the first of these the upper 
part is drawn from the lower by 
the action of the muscles inserted 
into it, whilst the low'erpart remains 
fixed by its ligament. The degree 
of separation depends on the lace- 
ration of the ligament. The acci- 
dent is at once known by the de- 
pression between the two portions of 
bone, into which you may put 
your fingers, and by the upper 
part of the bone moving readily 
on the lower and fore-part of the 
tliigh. The power of extending 
the limb is also lost ; and the knee 
bends forwards from a loss of ac- 
tion of the extensor musclea Soon 
after the accident, extravasation 
takes place on the fore part of the 
joint, and produces a livid ap- 
pearance, but this is removed by 
absorption in a few days. There 
is afterwards considerable effusion 
from inflammation into the sur- 
rounding parts.

Compound Fractures of the Pa- 
tella are very dangerous accidents, 
frequently proving fatal to life from 
the violent degree of constitutional 
irritation which they occasion. 
They we generally recovered from 
by the following treatment : Bring 
the integuments together by a small 
suture, apply adhesive straps round 
the knee, evaporating lotions on the 
fore-part, and the limb kept ex- 
tended by a splint passed beneath. 
Whenever a joint is laid open, ex- 
cept by a valvular opening, that 
wound is always kept open by the 
synovia, and is therefore very diffi- 
cult to heal ; but if the integuments 
are brought together by a suture, 
the parts beneath will heed by the 
adhesive process. The suture 
should not be kept in more than a 
ireek. 

In Fractures of the Condyles 
of the Femur f extending into the 
jprnt, which are known by the great 
swelling that takes place Into the 
joint, by crepitus and the de- 
formity, you should place the lunb 


ottft pillow hs the exlended posiiian, 
for then the head of tihn tibia keeps 
tbe extremities of the bone in their 
places. You should apply evapo- 
rating lotions, and leeches if neces- 
sary, to subdue the inflammation, 
and then mould a piece of stout 
pastelioard, moistened, round the 
knee, and bind it on with a roller. 
Tliis, when dry, adapts itself equally 
to the different surfaces, and forms 
a most excellent splint to retain 
the fractured extremities of the 
bones. After five weeks you should 
commence passive motion, or other- 
vise anchylosis will take place.

The Cause of Non-uniQu. of. 
Fractures is the remaining of the 
periosteum; for if the fractured 
ends are not brought into contact, 
the periosteum is not absorbed, the 
cartilage that forms does not cover 
the extremities of the bones, and the 
protruding portions are removed by 
the absorbents, so that the process 
of union only goes on in these sur- 
faces of bone which are lying in 
contact. 

Under the granulations arising 
firom the cancellated structure car-

. wble. The poiUipa hpwever will 
mqiliK to he yari^ according to 
the situation of tlie wound . But if 
the bone be comminuted as well as 
broken into the joint, and if there 
be bleeding from any large vessel, 
it will be proper to vamputate im- 
mediately ; more especially if the 
piatient he obliged to work hard for 
h|s support, for after recovery from 
comminution, the Ihnb will bear 
but a sli^t degree of exertion. 

But still, if Uie constitution be 
good, and the person be about Uie 
middle age, it is xiglit to take away 
the small pieces of bone, heal the 
wound by adhesion, and produce 
anchyloios. In one case suppu- 
ration even followed, and the pa- 
tient did perfecUywell. 

If a propound fracture extend 
isAo the hieisjointt and tlie open- 
ing be la^, it will be necessary to 
amputate, as the constitutional dis- 
turbance will-be exceedingly great, 
and run the risk ^ destroying the 
patient. But if. the opening be 
small, try to procure adhesion, and

swelling which necessarily attends 
this accident. Supposing the ex- 
ternal W'ound to have closed, you \ 
then apply pieces of pasteboard 
moistened by being soaked in umrm 
water, about sixteen inches longh- 
and broad enough to reach under 
the joint, and have them confined 
by a roller. When this dries, you 
will find it exactly adapted to the 
shapeof the joint, and it afterwards 
retains this form, so as best to con- 
fine the bones, I prefor the straight 
|)osition in these cases, because the 
tibm presses the extremity of the 
broken condyle into a line with that 
w'hicb is not injured. 

Compound Fractures of the el- 
bow jowt generally happen through 
the internal condyles of the os hu- 
meri, and the fracture takes an 
oblique direction into the joint. In 
the most severe aeddents of this 
kind, the constitotion is generally 
able to supports, ifitbejudicipuB- 
ly managed ; 1 could mention to 
you .several ;.ea^ which would 
prove the success of the practice of 
effecting union by adhesion.

power to save both his life and hie 
limb. Tlte booee were easily re- 
placed, and the parts were brought 
carefully together. The litnb was 
f laid t^D a splint, a bandage was 
slightly applied, and the fhre-ann 
wns placed at right angles with tlie 
np^r arm. The wound united 
without any untoward circum- 
ntances; and, the only thing that 
happened, which appeared in the 
least to retard his recoveiy, was 
the fomtatioB of an abeease in his 
dioulder, which wee opened, end;

A woman between fifty and sUty 
years of ago was admitted iota 
Guy’s Hospital with a w'oond of 
the elbow joint, and fracture of 
both the condyles of the 08 humaiik 
A po\iltice was directed to be ap- 
plied, and fomentation ordered 
twice in the day. On the day fol- 
lowing the accident^ she had n 
considerable degree of fever. Da 
the third day, the upper arm wa*. 
exceedingly swollen, attended with, 
a copious sanioMS diachaxge firorn. 
the wound. On tlte fourth day* 
her strength was greatly reduced* 
and tlie wound had alomst ceased- 
to discharge, but the arm wait vciy 
much swolksi ; and on the fifth 
day she died. 

In all cases of this accident, the 
arm should be bgqpilu the bent po- 
sition; foraianefaylMumagroatec.

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viery much eommmuted and the 
Koond large, all the detached per- 
tioiii ol bone should be removed; 
but in old people, when much in- 
jury a done, there is often not suf- 
£cient strength to support the sup- 
puratise process^ and amputation 
ahonld be recommended. The 
edges of the wound should be kept 
together by placing a piece of lint 
dipped in blood over them, and a 
bandage lightly applied, wetted 
with (Epirits of wine and water. 
Even if it should suppurate, it will 
not be necessary to amputate, un- 
less any tiling particular should 
afterwards happen. 

A compound fracture extending 
into the wrigt joint is a very se- 
rious aeddent when the radius is 
much eomminifted, but H is an in- 
jury which does very well when 
die radius is hvdten without being 
much duKttered. 1 saw a case of 
this iiyory in t patient in the coun- 
tiy, where the miui met with the 
accident by ftd^g uptm the back 
of his hand, and the ulna pro- 
truded ah inch and a half through 
the integuments ; the bone wa<ii 
immediately reduced hnd bandaged 
lighdy; the wound beuled by the 
adhesive prdsess, and the man re- 
oovoed the 'p^ect use of the 
limb.

o&er Hoipital; I now forget in 
what innaer the accidert ha^ 
pened, but the ulna prryected 
through the integuments at the 
bade of the carpus, and a com- 
pound fracture of the radius, with 
great comminution of the bone, 
was produced. The ulna was first 
replaced, but immediately resumed 
its dislocated position on the back 
of the wrist, although it did not 
again protrude through the skin. 
Tile hand and fore-arm were placed 
in a poultice, and w ere ordered to* 
be fomented twice in the day. A 
copious suppuration ensued, at- 
tended with violent constitutional 
irritation; and Mr, Chan dler, in 
order to save the patient’s life, 
after a lapse of several we^, am- 
putated the limb. 

In a similar case, it w'ould be 
proper, when torn pieces of bone 
can be felt at the 'ext/emities of the 
radius, that thew'ound should he 
enlarged for thedr removal; and 
instead of fomentations and poul- 
tices being aj^plied, that the wrist 
should be siurounded by lint dipped 
in the blood, and a roller loosdy 
applied. Tlie arm should be sup- 
ported on a s^dint, so as to keep it 
perfectly free from motion ; evapo- 
rating lotions should be applied, 
and the limb should not be dis-- 
turbed tinlm the patient has symp- 
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ai Ho^l opening should ,p^a4e in 
'jh^ iJkhdoge to allow of ^ j^ape 
of pda, but still the ba ndages should 
be sufifered to remain. The patient 
should bo bled from the arm, if the 
inflammatioii and constitutional ir- 
ritation be considerable, and leeches 
should be occasionally ap)>Ued un- 
der tliese circumstances. The bow- 
els should be kept geiuly open, but 
all active purging avoided. If the 
, 6u]>purative process have extended 
up the tendons of the fore-arm, it 
will be necessary to amputate. The 
operation should not be }KtrfoTmed 
where the tendons arc loose in the 
arm, but further up, in the muscu- 
lar part of it ; you would otherwise 
have a sloughy irritable stump. 

Another untow’ard circum^auce 
is a high degree of infammaiion 
attacking tlie neighbouring parts. 
If the patient’s general health be 
good, the inflammation w'iUiiotex- 
^tend beyond a few inches around 
the accident ; but if the patient be 
irritable, and the injury, for ex- 
am}ile, be in the leg, the inflamma- 
tion W'ill extend along the course 
of the absorbents to the groin, and 
if there ho effurion at the same 


the neighbourhood of the wowiMl. 
Lotions also of the liquor ammo- 
nim acetatis, with reeiified spirits 
of wine, should be applied to the 
inflammation on the limb, whilst 
the poultice is applied to the neigh- 
hood of the wound. At tlie same 
I time, opium should be given to allay 
I the coDstitutional irritability, - and 
I a gentle diaphoresis promoted on 
the skin, by giving some saline 
medicines, as tlie lig, ammon. aeet. 
Tliese symptoms generally make, 
their appearance in persons who 
have lived irregularly, eitlier as 
regards their diet or their habits. 
Be very cautious about the ad- 
ministration of purgatives, as they, 
disturb the patient very much ; but 
if absolutely neoessnt^f give an. 
enema. 

Another obstacle met .with in 
the treatment of coinpound fracture 
is an excessive sptumddtc action of 
Uie muscles. This afirion is some- 
times BO violent as to render allyour - 
attempts to overcome it. absolutely, 
nugatory. In one case It disturbed , 
the limb so much as to render am- 
putation necessary, and pn dissec-^ 
tiou it w as. found that there was a •

I be- 
lieve this is sometimes the result of 
continuing cold applications for too 
long a period to the part, thus check- 
ing that degree of inflammatory ac- 
tion w'hichis absolutely necessary to 
bring about a restoration of the parts. 
But if properly managed it is gene- 
rally unnecessary to amputate in 
this state of the parts. Mr. Ay mes- 
bury's splints will be found t^ry 
useful in the treatment of such 
cases; they have been used at 
the ofher Hospital frequently, 
and T believe have been snccess- 
ful in accomplishing the desired 
olgect. 

It has been recommended to am- 
'putate parts which have been in- 
jured by compound fracture when 
tetanus makes its appearance. But 
I adrise you never to do so, as in 
the cases in which 1 have seen the 
practice tried I'have not observed

Case of a young womtm who has 
distihargvdy and continues to 
discharge from her stomachy a 
number of Insects.

This A'ery extraordinary case is 
reeorded in Uie last volume of the

A case of Fracture of the Ribs 
and Scapula^ with Emphysema. 
W. C. aged a robust atlile- 
tic man, but of regular habits, was 
admitted into Accident ward. 

Se{>t. 6. — He stated that he had 
jbeen thrown out of a gig, and had 
very much injured his side and 
back. On examination it was 
found, that the fifoh and sixth ribs 
on the left side were broken, and 
fhat there w as also a fracture ex- 
tending through' the dorsum of the 
scapula, about nitdway between the 
spine and the inferior angle. By 
fixing the upper pmt of die bone 
firmly with one hand, and twisting 
the lower part of h with the. other, 
a crc|>itus could b^ distinctly felt. 

'Ibe air bad escaped from the 
chest through tlie wounded parietes, 
and had extended forw'ard and 
dowmw'ard principally, but also a 
Iktle ' upwards, raised the integu- 
ments and cellular membrane, and 
yielded a distinct crackling sensa- 
tion on pressure. 

On the same evening he was 
bled to the amount of sixteen 
ounces, and had the left arm gently 
supported in a sUng. He passed 
the night without much pain, but 
bad a foW: fits of coughing, which 
shook him ve^ mu^, and dis- 
placed the broken extremities of 
the bonssv The emphy^ma had 
o.xtoiided upw'ards, tow'ard the 
morning, but} as he breathed with- 
[•out difoculty, and his pulse, only 
74, it was not considered nppes- 
sary to bleed liirtheri.

T. H., aged 30, by trade a 
blacksmith, was admitted into 
George’s ward on Sept. 16th ; he 
contracted about three weeks since 
a gonorrhoea, which continued 
about a week, and then suddenly 
ceased. 

He was immediately attacked 
by a severe degree of inflammation 
in each eye, followed by a copious 
ptmilent discharge ; this continued 
two days, and then, by using some 
astringent lotions, subsided. The 
day following the disappearance of 
the ophthalmia he worked before a 
large fire, and had to run fre- 
quently into the open air, and in the 
evening, after receiving his wages, 
he went to a neiirhbiiiiriii{r public 
house, and had one pint of porter, 
and just as he had drank it, ho felt 
suddenly such a weakness in his 
ancle joints that he couid not sup- 
port his weight, and £sH to the 
ground. He was obliged to be 
carried home; the pain in his 
ancles continu^ to increase, then 
extended to the kneM, and af^er- 
ivards the shoulders and elbows 
u’ere also attacked. ' 

He was brought in a very help- 
less state to the Ho^taJ, and on- 
detwent a very painful examina- 
tion by the Surgeon of the week, 
who dishiitMed his petition ; but 
presenting himself again on the

back of the fore-arm, and thet

But if the coo* 
aiftiilioA be so eiifschliad that ft can- 


not deposit a sufficient quantify o^** 
bol^ matteir eapesaally, w,Mlst the 
process of ahwftpftbn is going on 
within, then the coats of the bone 
Ijecome so thin, that the hone either 
breaks or cannot support the super- 
incumbent pressure. 

The best treatment to pursue in 
this stage of the disease is, to inject 
the interior of the bone wilh the 
muriatic or nitric acid lotions, the 
latter is preferable, and at the same 
time insist on the observance of 
rest. Support the strength of the 
constitution, and avoid all those 
causes which would produce ini- ^ 
taticm, either generally or locally. 

Abscesses in the shell of the 
Bone require to be treated in the 
same way, and their process of 
restoration occurs rather quicker 
than when the abscess is seated 
more internally. ^

Tile separation of the dead from 
the living portion of the bone, is a

When these 
granulations reach the dead bone,

In the tiealtnent of ftiSs 
disease, T should say that mueh 
might be done to assist the efiintk 
of nature.

(^stitutional remedies. Where the

^^tnerease beyond a certain extent, 
,'l^lmd usually form at the insertion 
' ^ into bone, as at the in- 

sertion of the triceps abductor mag- 
jQUB. ^011 should make an inci- 
sion ^ough the integuments, cut 
through the muscle in the direction 
of its fibres, and halving reached 
the ^p of the exostosis, you find

But do nut at- 
tempt this W'herc the exostosis is 
excessively large; but it may be 
done with safety if it be not more 
than three or four inches in cir- 
cumference. 

Mollities ossium is an affection 
of w'hich we know very little. There 
api)eaT8 to he a defect in the assi- 
milating powers of the system, 
whereby the proper portion of phos- 
phate of lime is not deposited ; 
whereas in rickets there is an excess 
of cartilaginous material. What 
is often called mollities ossium is 
only rickets, and should he treated 
accordingly. 

Of Impotence . — Although this 
affection has been arranged in the 
syllabus with the sequelae of gonorr- 
hoea, yet 1 consider it a point of 
importance for you to become ac- 
quainted with, and shall speak 
therefore of the causes usually pro- 
ducing it. There are several causes 
which produce a destruction of the 
virile powder. These may sometimes 
be traced to a peculiar riuggishness 
of coBStitutiou, to a general torpor 
of the procreative system, on w'hich 
the usually attractive animal affi- 
nities exert no influence. To such 
peisqns a Venus might di^lay her 
charms, and on such her son inlgh^ 
4 
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cfxl^nst liis ^ Wn. Xo 
genial spring is here, no Uooniiiig 
sutomcr or fitthful autumn, but 
all is mnter— a dreary, desolate and 
barren vinter<->in which the springs 
of U£e are frozen iq), and the animal 
propensities destroyed. Some men 
are so constituted that they may 
be said nerer to possess a tenereal 
stimulus, and some of tlie other 
sex are equally frigid. I knew a 
person who remained unwarmed 
by the flame from the hymeneal 
altar for seven years, and who was 
incapable of performing the duties 
which devolved on him. 

Gentlemen, it is likely you may 
hereafter be consulted on these sub- 
jects ; but diese are some of the 
arcana of the profession into which 
you nill not readily he admitted. — 
No, it is not until you have con- 
tended long w'itli popular preju- 
dices that you will be made ac- 
quainted with such important se- 
crets. When forty years of practice 
(Hr perhaps more sliaJl have rolled 
over you, when you ^11 have the 
snow on the tops of the mountains, 
(here the esteemed professor, witii 
great good humour, passed his 
hand throiigfa the white locks which 
gnee aireiitwell£!^ed,)then itis, 
and not tiQ then, that you will be 
required to give your (qiinion on 
Bubh wei^ty matters! (a lau^.)

Another cause which might pro- 
duce the Calami^ wo are now coin 
sidering is, an excessive irrifaHiio 
iy of the vesknhe seminatie, 
which produces a premature«xpnl<« 
sion of tho seminal fluid, and thi|. 
is almost as bad as the fbrmeit^ 
cause. Sometimes it is the result^Jf 
of debauchery, but moat frequently^ |J 
it occurs in irritable and delicnte 
young men; in such cases we 
have to support the constituimn, by 
a generous diet and bark, giving at 
tlie same time opium to allay tho 
imtability. In addition to which 
let the person stand over a large 
pan of cold water and dash it ever 
the genitals two or three times ill 
the day. Turpentine and rhubarix 
are sometimes given, but I am not 
sure that they do auy good. 

Another cause of impotence it^ 
the frequency of nocturnal emis- 
sions, and this is most comm^y 
the case with young people. It jb 
froqiumtly the effect of bad habifi 
at fchool, and it occasions a great 
degree of anxiety. We must try 
to leaieii this, by r^reaenting to the 
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ftenueuUy happpnft Ixk persons ia a 
state of healtli every nine days or a 
|estniglit ; although in the patient’s 

£ e it may happen two or three | 
es d iiring tijo night,. Tlie treat- 
,;‘.1jj|ent of this species will he very

. Sometimes it arises from a wast- 
iag of the testicle, or from an abscess 
olCthis gland producing absorption 
structure. The roo)oral of 
oite testicle does notdestroy, neither 
does it seriously impair the genera- 
tive power. The removal of both 
however emasculates ; there is an 
opinion to tlie contrary, but it is an I 
efroneoua one; this loss, of power 
does not happen at once, the excre- 
tion 00 the aemea continues for a 
short tiicne, and the inclination and 
the poorer remain; but gradually 
the desii^ and afterwards the power 
becotneextinct.' 

Impotence somethnes aiiset from 
ilieiesticles not having descended. 
Mr.'Hu^TXR has said, that the 
testicles, when confined in the 
abdomeu, do not exercise their 
funndoDS. This ia the case when the 
teslislc is pressed upon by a coil- 
gaoital hernia whoa in the inguinal

Whentlie cuticle is removed and 
the cutis is in a granulating state, 
you may produce cuticle over it 
very quickly by using the acetate 
of zinc washy made by putting two 
grains of the sulphate of zinc to 
one ounce of the liquor plumbi 
subacetatis dilutus. This object is 
sometimes well accomplished by 
sprinkling the granulations with the 
oxide of zinc. Bnt the lotion ap- 
pears to me to be the best. Some 
lint should be dipped in the lotion, 
and laid on the w'ound ; over this 
some folded linen should be placed, 
and over the whole a piece of oiled 
silk to jNrerent evaporation.

Dublin LyiiJg-in Hospital, I deli- 
vered a w- Oman in Great Britain- 
street of aputild child, in tTie eighth 
month of pregnancy, which, she 
told me, had been the case witli 
fkveral cluldren that she had had

goat's whey, tepid bathing, deefSc- 
tion of sarsaparilla, nr blood-let- 
ting ; but that sncli cases may have 
occuried to other practititmera, I 
am not disposed to doubt. 

I have met with sewerai cases 
wherein very delicate women have 
borne dead children at tlie seventh 
month, but not putrid ; and have, 
ivhere I did not suspect venereal 
tahit, constantly succeeded in avoid- 1 
iag' the accident by a rigid con- 1 
bnemeut, even to one floor, and by 
a very strict attention to keep the; 
bowels gently free, from the ear- 
liest period of gestation to the end 
of the eighth motith ; and several, 
to w'hom 1 gave permission to go 
out at that time, have thank^ 
me, saying they were never so 
hap{)y as in their confinement, and 
W'Ouid not acceiit of my oiSered 
emancipation. 1 do not remember 
a single instance where good health, 
good looks, and a continuation oil 
bearing living children, were not 
the rewards <n the confiAement. 

Every man engaged m my pro- 
fession must have met with dead 
and putrid children, the result of 
accidents, but they are not such 
as the learned au^or points out, 
and require no further notice^

' Who^er any specific poison be 
comiininicated by the bite of ti ra- 
bid s^iroal, capable of producing 
the- tf aiii of symptoms designated 
hydstophobid^ or whether those 
symptoms aie ntciely the result of 
a lacerated wound in an initable 
constitution, are still questions of 
dispute with ntany of the most 
eminent medical characters. The 
subject is altogether pregnant with 
dii^nulties, and as yet we are npt 
ih'the possession of a sufikittiit 
Ijoimber of facts to lead us to any? 
i^efiDite conclusion. It is wett^ 
known, that of many persons bittern 
by the same animal, some will be 
a|h.'cte‘d while others will tdtoge- 
ther ‘ escape. Again it Is known 
that some iiidhi&als entirely 
insensible to the influence of par- 


ticular poisons, while others ^are 
more easily a fleeted by such agents 
at one time than ut another. The 
bodies of those persons who have 
been destroyed have, upon exami- 
nation, been found to possess some 
peculiar structure, some deviation 
from the natural figure, either of 
the bony envelope of the brain, or 
some oEsific deposits on the spinal 
m.irrow, whkh, acting as me- 
chauic.al stimuli, rendered the ner- 
vous system in the highest degree 
initable. 

There isevidcntly a difference be- 
tween /fl/a?iM.sa]id hydrophobia^ al- 
though w'e admit that thei-e is some 
analogy in the two diseas('.s. In 
tetanus the muscles of the larynx, 
pharynx, and indeed the whole of 
the muscles concerned in the pro- 
cess of deglutition, are rigidly con- 
tracted, and that coit traction is 
perfectly involuntary ; hut this is 
not the case in hydrophobia, the 
actions of the muscles, though vio- 
lent, appear to be in some degree 
under the influeiu'C of the will, and 
in the case at Guy's, the man 
swallow'fd his saliva very readily, 
and to which he even railed the 
attention of the spectators. 

Hydrophobia, theti, may still he 
considered one of the opprobria of 
surgery, and which stain on its 
splendour we hope to see speedily 
removed by the concurrent influ- 
ence of talent, and perseverance. 

The dog that was; inoculated by 
saliva taken from the hydrophobic 
patient has not yet exhibited any 
peculiar symptoms. It still ap- 
pears to be perfectly w ell, and takes 
its food as usual

My iuteution 
was thhs only to remove the uterus, 
*and to' leave the ovaria and the 
ligamonts, afler having detached 
them the body of the uterus. 
£y^ thing being arranged, I pro- 
ceeded to perform the operation on 
the 22d of January, 1822, assisted 
by-M. Dist£L and my son. 

1 placed the patient horizontally 
across the beU, the knees held by 
my assistants ; the rectum and the 
bladder having been previously 
emptied. 1 tried first to depress 
the uterus by a finger acting os a 
crochet; but the fungi breaking 
away and bleeding, without any 
descent of the womb, 1 was oftifi- 
pelled by the failure to abandon 
this plan. I then . introdneod the 
index and middle finger of the left 
hand under the pubes, up to the 
cul de sac of the vagina : I passed 
betvreen these fingers ajzonrex 
knite, rounded at the end, having a 


long and firmly fixed handle, with 
which 1 separated the vagina from 
the uterus, and . then immediately 
introduced one finger into the open- 
ing I had made all round the 
vagina. To destroy the lateral ad- 
hesions, I again introduced a finger 
into the uterus, to draw it down, 
while with the handle of the knife, 
or the right fore finger, 1 detached 
the cellular membrane. But the 
adhesion was so strong, that this 
method did not succeed. A mass 
of fungi was partly detached, and 
protruded at the vulva; I then 
employed the forceps, w ith which I 
seized the anterior parielcs of the 
neck, and I drew it, wliilst, with 
the handle of a knife or a piece of 
whalebone, 1 endeavored to sepa- 
rate the uterus from Uie bladder. 
But all efforts w'ere unavailing ; the 
force))6 escaped and brought with 
them a portion of the tumour. 

Tlie operation had been con- 
tinued more than half an hour, and 
I had not succeeded in effecting 
either the depression of the uterus, 
or its separation from the perito- 
neum. The patient lost her for- 
titude ; she was enfeebled by loss 
of blood, the greater part of which 
came from the detachment of the 
fungi. At length, I changed my 
plan ; 1 abandoned entirely tlie 
former attempt to depress and sepa- 
rate, and 1 determined to cut clean 
round the fundus of tlie uterus. 
To effect this, 1 introduced two 
fingers of the left hand into the 
vagina, between the bladder and 
the uterus ; between these I intro- 
duced .a scalpel, and seized wdth 
the bent forefinger a portion of 
cellular membrane, rvbich 1 cut 
close to the uterus, till the fingers 
entered the abdomen ; then I cut 
at the same time, little by iitt^, tj^ 
peritoneum above ai^hbe^O) te 
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kfi highost natural adhesions with 
the uterus. At length 1 introduced 
the w'hole of my left hand into the 
vagina ; and penetrated, by the 
opening of tlie perin>neuni, into its 
cavity, and I detached, from each 
side of the uterus, the ovaria and 
the lateral ligaments, I then ap- 
plied my hand to the fundus of 
the uterus and endeavoured to turn 
it forward. 

During this attempt, the patient, 
irritated by my hand, and by the 
agony, made a strong efiort. for ex- 
pulsion, as if in childbed ; aiid I 
also found the intestines pressing on 
riie back ofiuyhand, and falling 
into the vtigina. 1 re])iaced them 
in the alnioinen, and seized the 
uterus. Successive contractions of 
the lielly were accompanied by pro- 
trusions of the intestines after the 
reduction. 1 instantly begged the 
patient to abstain from similar ef- 
ibrts ; and while an assistant with 
one hand replaced and confined tlie 
intestines, I attempted to rctrovert 
the uterus, and bring its fundus 
close to the opening of the va- 
gina ; the intestines followed also, 
and completely filled the cavity 
of the pelvis. An assistant re- 
tained them by means of three 
fingers introduced by the vagina. 
By this time I contrived with a 
sharp instrument to separate the 
uterus from its posterior attach- 
ment to the vagina, and the lateral 
ligaments ; and tltis was done w'ith 
ease and safety, the parts being 
exposed to view’. At length I com- 
pleted this dangerous, painful, and 
tedious operation. 1 rqdaced the 
intestiues in their natural position, 
.and kept them there by pledgets of 
lint, to preserve them from the air

'J’be intes- 
tines could not be easily raised, 
owing to the memhranoiw par- 
tition separating the two cavities: 
thus, the small intestine strongly 
adhered, for a space about the 
ai%e of a small coin, by a grey- 
ish white membrane, half a line 
thick, which was separated with 
diiiiculty. This separation left no 
opening into the pelvis, nor was it 
attended by lesion of the gut. Be- 
hind this union, towards the rec- 
tum, there was an adhesion of the 
intestines, about the size of a crown; 
this could not be destroyed without 
opening into the pelvis. These 
viscera w^ere all quite heahhy, with- 
out contraction, and their ihiac- 
tions had never been impaned. 
The rectum passed to the right of 
the line of ^e median, and pre- 
sented no alteration. In examin- 
ing the pelvis from above down- 
wards, there was neither uleer nor 
fungus to be seen; with the ex- 
ception of the ojiening in the blad- 
der, every thing was healed ; die 
ovaria, lessened in size, were in 
their natural position ; the boms 
of the uterus were recognised with 
riilBculty.

GUY’S HOSPITAL. 

The continuation of the case'j^ 
Disease qf the Cervical Nervei,

Since oor last tepuit of tliis ei|e, 
there is an evident alteration 
the better, he can keep lus 
BOW almost upright, and can lbink 
occasionally over Iris left shoiMt.

A cate of Chronic Inflamma- 
tion of the Testicle^ 

W. 8. aged 30, was adtattind 
into Luke’s ward, August 27di, 
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with ^eat tenderness, and some 
enlargement of the left testicle, 
lliere was also considerable tliick- 
i&ing of the epididymis, and ts 
was also painful to the touch, 
\About six weeks before his ad- 
inission, he had contracted a go- 
norrhoea, and this having continued 
^rather longer than he expected, he 
very imprudently used a strong 
astringent injection, which imme- 
diately Btopp^the discharge,and in 
days after his testicle began 
tQlwell, I'liis swelling w'as treated 
surgeon with leeches, and 
.alij|rWaTds cold applications, for 
na^ than a fortnight, but when 
he came into the house, his state

Two children w'erc brouglit to 
Guy’s this week who were bitten, in 
the neighbourhood of Walworth, 
by a dog supposed to be mad. 
One about thw^e years old, the 
other tw'elve ; the younger bad 
that part of the leg, on w'hich the 
bite was received, excised, and 
sulphuric acid was .afterwards put 
into the wound ; the other w'Oiild 
not submit, and was sent away 
w'ithout any application being made 
to the part.

The case of compound fracture 
of the skull in Edward^s, which we 
gave, up to the.

19th. Last night he became 
deliricms, to which succeeded a 
comatose state. His breathing 
stertorous; and his pupils perma- 
nently dilated. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the trephine was em- 
ployed, as the only means of ame- 
liorating the condition of the pa- 
tient, and as being perfectly war- 
ranted and pointed at by the urgent 
nature of the symptoms. It was 
found, after removing several frac- 
tured portions of bone, that the 
inner table of the cranium had been 
more depressed at the anterior ex- 
tremities of the fracture than had 
at first lieeu imagined, or could 
possibly have been discovered with- 
out the employment of the treptiiue 
in tlie first instance. At this point, 
part of the fractured portion of the 
inner table was driven lielow and 
tightly w'edged under the sound 
portions of frontal bone. A small 
quantity of matter discharged itself 
on the removal of the above de- 
scribed portion of hone, which ap- 
peared to arise principally from the 
anterior part of the fracture already 
alluded to. Underneath, the in- 
jjury to the cranium, the dura ma- 
ter was suppurating and apparently 
a good deal ulcerated. The ster- 
torous breathing slightly diminish- 
ed after the operation ; the other 
symptoms, however, still remained 
unrelieved, and unmitigated. The 
w'ound was dressed, in . the usual 
way, with oiled lint on the dura 
mater. 

In the evening his, pulse .was 
ivery rapid and indistiifot ; his re- 
|l^ation had lost its former ster- 
loreiu character, but was sdll ex- 
tremely difficult. 

20th. Lies in the same sense- 
less state; respiration difficult and 
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hurried; extremities growing cold. 
During the day he had several 
convulsive fits, and died about two 
o'clock, P. M. 

Post mortem examinntinn . — 
Underneath the fracture, the dura 
mater was ulcerated to a consider- 
able extent ; there was a collection 
of ina'tter in ;tlie septum, between 
the . hemispheres, and a considera- 
ble effusion on tlie pia mater, more 
especially on the right side. The 
vessels of the brain were turgid ; 
more particularly the roiions. 
There was effusion on the sheath 
of the spinal chord. 

Nothing in the abdonicii could 
be found to account for the yellow- 
ness of skill, which presented itself 
a few days prior to the death of 
this patient ; which is the more re- 
markable as tbe same appearances 
were oliserred in the case of South- 
ill already described, and in this 
case tiK) without leaving a trace of 
its origiu to recompense the re- 
searches of the inoiiiid anatomist.
